To His Honor the Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The Boston Infirmary Trustees would respect- 
fully submit herewith their report for the year ending 
January 31, 1912, in accordance with the provisions 
of chapter 3, section 24, of the Revised Ordinances. 


ORGANIZATION. 


There has been no change in the Board of Trustees 
during the past year, Dr. Nathaniel W. Emerson and 
Mr. Arthur Berenson, whose terms expired on April 30, 
having been reappointed. ‘The officers remain the same, 
Mr. Edward M. Gallagher, chairman, and Miss Mary A. 
Dierkes, secretary. 


VisITING MmpiIcAaL STAFF. 


On the visiting medical staff two changes are noted: 
Dr. E. Lawrence Oliver has been appointed consulting 
dermatologist to fill vacancy caused by the resignation 
of Dr. Harvey P. Towle, and Dr. Albert F. Boretti has 
succeeded Dr. Hans Barkan as pathologist. 

During the year it has been deemed advisable to 
hold quarterly conferences with the visiting medical 
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staff. These conferences have proven of material 
mutual benefit to the staff and the Board and have 
served to bring the Board into closer touch with the 
physicians who are so generously devoting their time 
and skill to the hospital. 


DEPARTMENT APPROPRIATION. 


The expenditures of the department for the year 
amounted to $188,786.67, or $4,286.68 in excess of the 
appropriation, the principal deficit occurring on the 
Long Island appropriation. This was partially covered 
-by balances on the appropriations for Pauper Expenses, 
Charlestown Almshouse, and Office Expenses, leaving 
the net deficit as above. 

The expenditures for the Long Island Hospital show 
an increase of $7,778.84 over the expenditures for the 
previous year, the item of food showing the largest 
increase, $5,312. This is not surprising when the 
increase in cost of many of the articles of food is taken 
into consideration. Some of the most noticeable 
advances in price are as follows: Potatoes, 200 per cent; 
coffee and evaporated apples, 100 per cent; other dried 
fruit, sugar and lard, 25 per cent; prunes, 60 per cent; 
barley, 50 per cent; beans and butter, 20 per cent. 

Fuel shows an increase of $3,923.95. This is due to 
the fact that at the beginning of the year 1910-11 there 
was considerable coal on hand, necessitating the pur- 
chase of less coal during that year. At the beginning 
of the year 1911-12 there was no such supply and con- 
sequently more had to be purchased. ‘This increase was 
foreseen. 

In their report for the year 1910-11 the trustees 
called attention to the fact that the amount expended 
for salaries, $45,827.21, covered salaries for thirteen 
months instead of twelve, on account of the change 
from a monthly to a weekly pay roll during the year. 
This will account for the fact that the item of salaries 
remains about the same this year, $45,048.96, although 
as a matter of fact there has been an increase in the 
Long Island pay roll. 

The weekly per capita cost at Long Island has been 
$3.38; at the Charlestown Almshouse, $3.08, an increase 
of 26 cents at the former institution and of 10 cents per 
week at the latter. At Long Island the increase is 
largely due to the items of expense mentioned above, 
food and fuel, the weekly per capita expenditure for 
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food having increased 15 cents, for fuel 10 cents, as is 
shown in the table on page 22. At the Charlestown 
Almshouse the increase in the per capita cost is entirely 
due to a decrease of six in the average population, which 
was 102 in 1910-11 and 96 during the past year, there 
having been a decrease in the expenditures for this 
institution during the past year. 


Lone IsuAND HOSPITAL. 


Among the improvements made during the past year 
might be mentioned the installation of an additional 
line for the telephone service on the island. The salt 
water fire service has been thoroughly overhauled and 
is now in first-class condition. 

The Board feels that the care of consumptives prop- 
erly belongs to the Consumptives’ Hospital Department 
and therefore deems it inadvisable to make any further 
provision for patients suffering from tuberculosis at 
Long Island. Yet it is probable that this department 
will be called upon to provide for a certain class of the 
victims of this dread disease for some time in the 
future. 

On June 6 thirteen nurses of the Long Island Hospital 
Training School were awarded diplomas by Hon. 
Louis A. Frothingham, Lieutenant Governor of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Mr. Joseph C. 
Pelletier, District Attorney for Suffolk County, Dr. 
Theodore J. Eastman of the visiting medical staff, and 
Mr. James A. Dorsey of the Board of Trustees also 
participated in the graduation exercises. 

What has been said for several years past relating 
to the necessity for greater facilities for housing the 
nurses applies with equal if not greater force at the 
present time. The Nurses’ Home is entirely inade- 
quate to meet the situation at the present, while there 
is every reason to believe that the future will find an 
ever increasing demand for greater accommodation. 

During the past year the Long Island Hospital has 
been registered in the State of New York by its Com- 
missioner of Education as an approved school for the 
training of nurses. This will prove of material assist- 
ance to graduate nurses who wish to enroll from that 
state in the American Red Cross service. 

During the year the following house officers have 
been awarded diplomas at the Long Island Hospital: 
Harry C. Clark, M. D., March 1, 1911; Francis J. 
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McMahon, M. D., April 7, 1911; Frank Hughes, M. D., 
July 1, 1911; Herbert C. Herrin, M. D., November 1, 
1911; Cyril G. Richards, M. D., November 1, 1911. 

The schedule of the steamer ‘‘George A. Hibbard” 
includes a weekly evening trip to Boston for the benefit 
of the employees who desire to attend the theater or 
other entertainments in the city, and many have availed 
themselves of this privilege. These trips were estab- 
lished some time ago in an effort to relieve in a measure 
the confinement of the employees on the island. 


CHARLESTOWN ALMSHOUSE. 


The Charlestown Almshouse, which was erected in 
1849 and for the last thirty-nine years has been the 
property of the City of Boston, has been sold to the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company for the sum of 
seventy-two thousand dollars. The sale of this property 
to the Elevated Railway Company was occasioned by the 
granting of a location for the construction of an elevated 
system by the Legislature. The location called for the 
building of an elevated structure on the site of the 
almshouse property. ‘The abandonment of this branch 
of the department has proven an additional reason for 
the erection of the proposed buildings on Long Island, 
in order that the inmates who have been housed there 
may be properly cared for. 

The money received from the sale of the Charlestown 
Almshouse is to be transferred to this department and 
will form a nucleus of an appropriation which the trustees 
hope to secure during the coming year. 


New BuI.LpiInas on Lone ISLAND. 


For several years this Board and previous Boards have 
called attention to the necessity of more suitable accom- 
modations at Long Island. This necessity in a special 
sense pertains to the hospital, which is entirely inade- 
quate to meet the demands made upon it. In view of 
the contemplated abandonment of the Charlestown 
Almshouse, immediate provision must be made for the 
proper housing of the inmates. This means the neces- 
sity of substantial additional dormitories. Moreover, 
a further increase in the population at Long Island is 
inevitable by reason of chapter 669 of the Acts of 1911, 
which makes residence the only qualification necessary 
to the acquirement of a legal settlement. The payment 
of poll taxes will therefore no longer be a condition 
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precedent to the admission of inmates. It is estimated 
that when this law becomes operative, the number of 
persons admitted to the Long Island Hospital during 
the year will be increased one hundred per cent, which 
means an increase of twelve or fifteen hundred appli- 
cants, provision for whom must be made. 

Accommodations must be provided to meet the imme- 
diate demands of the present, and new buildings must 
be erected to meet those of the future. It is confidently 
hoped that during the coming year not only will a suffi- 
cient appropriation be secured, but that ground will be 
broken and the erection of the proposed buildings 
actually undertaken. With the extension of the hospital, 
it is hoped that a separate building may be provided 
for the children. The additions and improvements 
contemplated include new dormitories, new hospital 
wards, a central kitchen and refectory, and a new 
home for nurses.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


Lona IsLanp, January 31, 1912. 
To the Boston Infirmary Trustees: 


I have the honor to submit the annual report on the 
institutions at Long Island for the year ending January 
thirty-first, nineteen hundred twelve, the statistical 
details of which are appended. In the hospital clas- 
sification a difficulty arose from some patients having 
two or more diagnoses, all of equal importance, with 
the result that the list of diseases treated does not 
tally with the patient total. In a word, the popula- 
tion at the institutions averaged approximately the 
same as for the previous year with an increase of twenty- 
six cents per capita per week, due mainly to a marked 
and apparent increase in the cost of foodstuffs, to an 
improved ration in the infirmaries, and to a more 
specialized system of dietetics in the hospitals. 

We must expect to have at all times an indefinite 
number of consumptives due to the process being dor- 
mant when admitted but later becoming active. For 
this salient reason I believe our present accommoda- 
tions for such cases should not be disturbed, and, on 
the other hand, as these cases are really outside our 
province, I would not favor increasing quarters for 
their use. 

An excellent suggestion comes from the State Board 
of Charity touching upon the remodelling of the present 
Nurses’ Home into a maternity hospital and nursery, 
thus actually making definite separation between child- 
ren and adults and allowing it to be a distinct unit 
registered under a distinctive designation. 

There have been material improvements in the 
nurses’ training course which are significantly of value - 
to the student, particularly in cooking and in surgery, 
the latter due largely to the efforts of the resident 
physician. 

To the credit of the medical staff, both house and 
visiting, I can say that there has never been any approach 
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to institutionalism in its attitude toward the patient 
whereby the latter would be valued merely from the 
purely clinical standpoint. Quite to the contrary a 
special effort is made to see the subject from the human- 
itarian side with the treatment and care of the individual 
disease of paramount importance. 

I believe that the importance of the hospital, coupled 
with the character and the amount of labor involved, 
justify me in recommending for your early considera- 
tion the appointment of an assistant resident physician. 

Within the year I hope to see established a social 
service department to add to our forces, the benefits 
of which can never be measured in anticipation. If 
this may be brought about our gratitude will be due 
Dr. James B. Ayer, Jr. 

I recommend the appointment of an additional 
night orderly. With our limited hospital accommoda- 
tions it is forced upon us to retain in the infirmary 
many legitimately hospital cases who without warning 
may require medical attention during the night when 
the only officer on duty may be away on his patrol. 

While our plant is undergoing such extensive changes 
it is well to invite your serious consideration of the 
question of filtering the water supply in order to fore- 
stall any possible infection or epidemic. 

Another serious subject of filtration, the correction 
of which is outside our personal jurisdiction, is that of 
the sewage deposits which are cast upon our shores. 
Opposite the east end of the island the metropolitan 
sewer empties millions of gallons daily, and it has been 
demonstrated that this is swept with the flooding tide 
inland and that with the ebbing of the tide much of 
the matter is lodged upon the shores of the island. 
Opposite the west end the more objectionable sewer 
empties for a limited number of hours daily at Moon 
Head, diffusing into the harbor vast quantities of 
distinctly disagreeable matter which is deposited on 
our beaches as the tides ebb parallel to the long axis of 
the island. 

A vital problem confronting us which has never 
received any consideration is the conservation of our 
whole island from the ravages of the tides, the annual 
loss in territory being of a value that should not be 
overlooked. More than a decade ago a portion of the 
island was sold for twelve hundred dollars an acre and 
the annual appraisal of the acreage now the property 
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of the city exceeds half a million of dollars. We have 
approximately twenty thousand feet of shore edge 
exposed to the sea, the major portion of which is gravelly 
cliff, subject to a constant erosion with its consequent 
loss of surface and another portion so low that even 
now on the lunar tides it is wholly submerged, so that 
it is a matter of a very short time when the western 
third of our reservation will be wholly cut off and 
become totally worthless. This obvious waste can be 
checked by the construction of a relatively inexpensive 
breakwater or sea wall, following the entire line of the 
island not now protected. This will not only save to the 
city its physical property but will preserve a site that 
may be made decorative. 

In conclusion permit me to say that with the resources 
at our command the development of the institution has 
been steadily progressive. In my studies of institutions 
of a similar character I have found nothing to imitate 
or emulate. I feel now, as always, that we should 
proceed in the maintenance of our splendid institution 
with a scrupulous care for the avoidance of waste and 
extravagance but with the same sedulous spirit see to 
it that unreasonable economies shall not hamper us 
in making our institution as nearly perfect as possible.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN. 


CHARLESTOWN ALMSHOUSE, January 31, 1912. 
To the Boston Infirmary Trustees: 


The undersigned respectfully presents herewith the 
annual report for the year ending January 31, 1912. 
At the time of submitting the annual report for the 
year ending January 31, 1911, it was expected that the 
property would during the year be conveyed to the 
Boston Elevated Railway. At this writing there appears 
little doubt but that the property will be out of the 
control of the city before June 1, and the inmates trans- 
ferred to Long Island. Naturally, this arrangement is 
not looked upon with favor by the inmates, many of 
whom have been in the institution for a number of years 
and to these a change of scene means much. 

The general health of the inmates during the year 
has been fairly good, and the percentage of deaths has 
been very low considering the advanced age of many 
of the people. 

No change of moment has been made in the buildings 
here because of the uncertainty as to the continuance 
of the almshouse during the year, but at all times the 
inmates have been comfortably housed. 

It was also because of the anticipated conveyance 
of the property that the farm was not given full atten- 
tion, and the yield of crops shows a decided falling off 
as compared with previous years. 

We were very fortunate in having kind friends vol- 
unteer their services to provide entertainments, and 
these favors have been appreciated by both the inmates 
and officers. Our thanks are also given to kind religious 
workers who have given much attention to the spiritual 
welfare of those of their faith. 

The past year has been one of good order and har- 
mony, and the officers under my superintendence have 
attended faithfully to the duties assigned them. 

I wish to express my sincere thanks to the members 
of the Board of Trustees and the Boston office force 
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for courtesies extended. The able support that the 
trustees have given me since the beginning of my sery- 
ice as superintendent has been a source of deep gratifica- 
tion; without it my endeavors would have been a failure, 
as it is the very foundation of institution work.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING MEDICAL STAFF 
OF THE LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


Boston, January 31, 1912. 
To the Boston Infirmary Trustees: 


Matters of importance regarding the hospital and 
its development have arisen during the past year. The 
most important of these is the question of increased 
accommodations for patients, rendered imperative by 
the natural growth of the institution as a whole, and 
particularly by the discontinuance of the Charlestown 
Almshouse. Since it has been definitely determined 
that the hospital is to remain at Long Island, and not to 
be transferred to the mainland, as was at times formerly 
suggested, the necessity of planning wisely for future 
expansion has become a matter of vital importance. It 
is proposed to erect certain new hospital buildings; in 
pursuance of this plan, it is altogether desirable that 
a comprehensive scheme be formulated to the end that 
the good of the patients and ease of administration may 
both most completely be subserved. Recognizing the 
peculiar conditions existing at Long Island, with refer- 
ence to patients, lay of the land, and existing buildings, 
it is none the less advisable to plan for the future in 
such a way that new buildings may stand in definite 
relation to a center, which should be the culinary depart- 
ment. If this fundamental necessity be borne in mind, 
new wards may be built, radiating from this center, 
in such a way that practically indefinite expansion may 
be secured at least expense, and with the greatest pos- 
sibilities of efficiency. Inasmuch as the dependent 
population of the institution is composed of two classes, 
the sick and the infirm, or so-called paupers, it is essen- 
tial that their separation should be as complete as pos- 
sible. This would be attained by planning new hospital 
buildings or wards apart from the buildings now used 
as dormitories for the pauper inmates, as distinguished 
from the hospital patients. It is gratifying in this con- 
nection to call attention again to the unanimity of 
opinion now existing between your Board, the super- 
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intendent and the medical staff, regarding the impor- 
tance of maintaining the institution primarily as a hos- 
pital for the chronic sick. 

The X-ray department under the management of 
Dr. George W. Holmes has developed in a most satis- 
factory manner during the year. Although in the pre- 
vious year this work had been actively prosecuted, the 
amount done since the last report has greatly exceeded 
that previously accomplished. 

Reference has before been made to the lack of proper 
facilities for the care of young children. It is important 
that these children, many of whom are applying for 
admission, should be separated both from the infants 
and from the adults. To bring this about more room 
is urgently needed. This need will, no doubt, be satis- 
fied when the proposed new wards are erected. 

The following changes in the medical staff have been 
made: Dr. Harvey P. Towle has resigned as consulting 
dermatologist, and his position has been filled by the 
appointment of Dr. E. Lawrence Oliver. Dr. Hans 
Barkan has resigned as pathologist, and Dr. Albert 
F. Boretti has been appointed in his place. 

We wish finally to acknowledge our appreciation of 
the conscientious work of the resident medical staff, 
and especially of its head, Doctor Tomkies; and also 
to express our satisfaction at the continued cordial 
cooperation of the superintendent and of your Board.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING PHYSICIAN OF 
THE ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN. 


CHARLESTOWN, Mass., January 31, 1912.

Superintendent Charlestown Almshouse, Charlestown, 
Mass.: 


I hereby submit my report for the year ending 
January 31, 1912. 

I have made daily visits to the almshouse throughout 
the year. I have examined and treated every case 
brought to my attention. We have had a very busy 
year in the medical department. The results obtained 
were very satisfactory. 

The dispensary cases were very numerous, as the 
inmates are instructed to report every complaint, even 
if trivial, to the matron of the medical department. 
Many cases were treated in the hospital. Fifteen cases 
were transferred to Long Island for special hospital 
care. One case for mental disease was committed. 

We had but three deaths throughout the year. One 
case had gangrene of the lung, age 71; another cerebral 
hemorrhage, age 95; and the third, acute pneumonia, 
age 78. 

In this report I wish to thank my assistants for the 
very excellent and faithful care they give the inmates.

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LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL TRAINING SCHOOL 
FOR NURSES. 


This training school is established to give a systematic 
two years’ course of training and practice to women 
desirous of becoming professional nurses. 

The school is connected with the Long Island Hos- 
pital, Boston Harbor. The hospital buildings are 
modern in all their appointments and contain three 
hundred beds. 

The superintendent of the hospital has the general 
supervision of all matters relating to the school, and 
application for admission should be made to him. The 
superintendent of nurses has the immediate charge of 
all the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed 
in the wards, and also is responsible for the instruction 
and management of the pupils in the training school. 

The course of training requires two years and includes 
general medical, surgical, maternity and infant nursing. 

A fixed course of instruction is given, including lectures 
and demonstrations on practical points by the medical 
and surgical staff, recitations on these and from text- 
books, but chiefly the daily instruction from the super- 
intendent of.nurses and the graduate head nurses and 
the accurate daily drill in the wards and operating room. 
The instruction includes the general care of the sick 
and the usual detailed instruction common to all hospi- 
tal training schools. Maternity nursing is taught by 
practice in the confinement rooms, which includes digital 
examination of patients. 

Candidates will be received between the ages of 
twenty-one and thirty years. They must be of sound 
health. They should send a brief personal history, and 
give the names and addresses of responsible persons, 
not of their own kin, who know their good character 
and capabilities. Upon the approved recommendation 
of the superintendent they will be received for two 
months on probation. 

At the end of the two months candidates, if con- 
sidered satisfactory to the authorities in charge of the 
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hospital, are permitted to join the school upon signing 
an agreement to complete the prescribed course of two 
years and to conform to all rules. 

The right is reserved by the authorities of the hospital 
to terminate at any time the connection of any pupil 
for inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory 
record, or for any other reason which may be deemed 
sufficient. 

While the education and training which are afforded 
are intended to be a full equivalent for their services, 
there is given the pupils toward defraying their neces- 
sary personal expenses $10 per month during the first 
year and $12 per month for the second year. 

If pupils successfully fulfill the requirements for 
the full term of two years, and pass the necessary exam- 
ination, they will, upon the termination of their service, 
receive the diploma of the hospital. 

There are no fixed dates for the beginning of service, 
but accepted candidates may enter whenever vacancies 
occur. Pupils are required after they join the school to 
wear the training school uniform and regulation shoes.

AN ACT TO ESTABLISH SEPARATE DEPARTMENTS OF THE 
CITY OF BOSTON FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN, PAUPERS, 
INSANE PERSONS AND CRIMINALS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The Children’s Institutions Department, the 
Pauper Institutions Department, the Insane Hospital Depart- 
ment and the Institutions Registration Department, of the City 
of Boston, are hereby created as departments of said city, and 
shall be under the charge of the officers herein designated there- 
for. Said officers shall be citizens or taxpayers of said city, and 
shall be appointed by the mayor of said city without confirma- 
tion by the board of aldermen. ‘The provisions of chapter two 
hundred and sixty-six of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five, and of all other acts relating to the depart- 
ments of the City of Boston, or the officers or employees thereof, 
except as otherwise herein provided, shall be applicable to said 
departments and the officers and employees thereof. 

Sect. 2. Each of said departments, except the Institutions 
Registration Department, shall be under the charge of a board 
of seven trustees, at least two of whom shall always be women; 
during the current year one of said trustees for each of said 
departments shall be appointed for the term of five years, two 
for the term of four years, one for the term of three years, two 
for the term of two years and one for the term of one year, 
beginning with the first day of May in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-seven; and hereafter in the year in which any 
term or terms shall expire a trustee or trustees shall be appointed 
for the term of five years, beginning with the first day of May 
in the year of appointment; any vacancy occurring among said 
trustees shall be filled by appointment of a trustee as aforesaid 
for the remainder of the term. Said trustees shall serve with- 
out compensation, but all expenses reasonably incurred by 
them in the performance of their duty shall be paid by said 
city if approved by a recorded vote of the board of which the 
trustee incurring such expense is a member. They shall 
organize on the first Monday of May in each year, or as soon 
thereafter as may be, by the choice of a chairman who shall be 
one of their number and of a secretary who may or may not, 
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at their discretion, be one of their number. No such trustee, 
nor any person in the employ of any of said trustees or depart- 
ments, shall be interested in a private capacity, directly or 
indirectly, in any contract or agreement for labor or for articles 
furnished for any of said departments. 

Sect. 3. The board of trustees for the Children’s Institu- 
tions Department shall be known as the trustees for children, 
and shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties 
relating to children, or to any institution or place in which 
they are confined or detained or cared for, including the House 
of Reformation, now conferred by the statutes of this Com- 
monwealth upon the institutions commissioner of the City of 
Boston, except as to children lawfully committed to or detained 
in institutions established for the care and custody of the adult 
insane paupers and criminals. 

Sect. 4. The board of trustees for the Pauper Institutions 
Department shall be known as the pauper institutions trustees, 
and, except as otherwise provided by section three of this act, 
shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relat- 
ing to poor and indigent persons, or to any institution or place 
in which they are confined or detained or cared for, now con- 
ferred by the statutes. of this Commonwealth upon the 
institutions commissioner of the City of Boston. 


Sect. 5. The board of trustees for the Insane Hospital 
Department shall be known as the insane hospital trustees, 
and shall have the general care and control of the Boston lunatic 
hospital established by the City of Boston under the provisions 
of chapter one hundred and thirty-one of the Acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and thirty-nine, and all other hospitals that 
sald city has established, or may hereafter establish, for the 
care or treatment of the insane, and the same shall hereafter 
be known as the Boston Insane Hospital; and said trustees 
shall have all the powers relating to the insane and to the insti- 
tutions in which they are confined, conferred by the statutes 
of the Commonwealth upon the institutions commissioner of 
the City of Boston. 


Sect. 6. The Institutions Department of the City of Boston 
shall hereafter be styled the Penal Institutions Department, and 
the institutions commissioner shall hereafter be styled the penal 
institutions commissioner, and he shall continue to have, 
exercise and perform all the powers and duties now conferred by 
the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions 
commissioner of the City of Boston not conferred by this act 
upon any other officer or board of trustees. The penal institu- 
tions commissioner may, with the approval of said mayor, 
appoint one assistant. 

Sect. 7. The Institutions Registration Department shall be 
under the charge of the institutions registrar, who shall investi- 
gate all questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the 
commitment of the insane, or to the agency for discharged 
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prisoners, or to any rights, duties or liabilities connected there- 
with, and report thereon to the department interested therein; 
and shall perform such services relating to the accounts and to 
the collection, registration and tabulation of statistics relating 
to said departments, or any of them, as may be required of him 
by said mayor or by the officer or trustees in charge of any of 
said departments, with the approval of said mayor. Said 
registrar shall receive an annual salary of three thousand 
dollars, or such other salary as may be fixed by ordinance. 

Sect. 8. Said mayor shall quarterly, in. the months of June, 
September, December and March, and at such other times and 
at such places as he shall appoint, hold conferences, at which 
may be present said penal institutions commissioner, said insti- 
tutions registrar, two members of each of the aforesaid boards of 
trustees, to be selected by such boards severally, and two mem- 
bers of the board of overseers of the poor, to be selected by such 
board, to consider any subjects relating to the work of said 
departments, or of any two or more of them, or to the co-ordi- 
nation of such work, and at said conferences said mayor shall 
preside. 

Sect. 9. The City of Boston may take and hold any real or 
personal property which may be given, granted, bequeathed or 
devised to and accepted by it for the benefit of any one or more 
of said departments or of the persons under the care thereof. 
Such property or the income thereof shall be used, applied and 
disposed of according to the lawful directions of the donor 
thereof, by the officers in charge of such department or 
departments. 

Sect. 10. Any officers or employees of the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston, whose tenure of office or 
position may be affected by this act or the carrying out thereof, 
may be appointed to similar positions in said city at any time 
within six months of the passage of this act, without civil service 
examination or enrolment. 

Sect. 11. No veteran holding an office in the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston shall be removed or sus- 
pended, or shall without his consent be transferred from such 
office or employment, except after a full hearing before the 
mayor, and at such hearing the veteran shall have the right to 
be present and to be represented by counsel. Such removal, 
suspension or transfer shall be made only upon the written order 

of the mayor. [Approved May 13, 1897. 
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Chapter 398 of the Acts of 1908. 


AN AcT TO CHANGE THE NAME OF THE PAUPER INSTITUTIONS 
DEPARTMENT IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. The pauper institutions trustees, as Sanienel 
by chapter three hundred and ninety-five of the Acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, shall hereafter be known as 
the Boston infirmary trustees, and the Pauper Institutions 
Department shall be known as the Boston Infirmary Depart- 
ment. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

The commitments to Foxborough State Hospital 
numbered twenty-eight. The policy of sending patients 
to Foxborough who are willing to go without commit- 
ment proceedings has been continued and found to 
work well. 
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During the year 417 persons were sent to the psycho- 
pathic ward of the Boston State Hospital. Of this 
number 284, or 68.1 per cent, were afterwards com- 
mitted.

There were sent to the Relief Hospital, Haymarket 
square, 112 persons suffering with- delirium tremens. 
These persons as a rule are sent by the police to the 
City Prison or House of Detention and there examined 
by a physician attached to this department, and, if 
found to be in need of treatment, are then sent to the 
Relief Hospital. The number, 112, represents less 
than one-half the number that were formerly sent to 
the Deer Island Hospital. The reason for this is that 
many of this class are sent to the psychopathic ward, 
Boston State Hospital, it not being known at the time 
whether they are suffering from the effects of liquor 
or whether they are insane. . 

The physicians attached to this department made 
866 medical examinations during the year. 


INVESTIGATIONS OF SETTLEMENTS. 


All applications for admission to almshouses are 
made to this department and the assistants are called 
upon to make many outside investigations, not only 
for the purpose of obtaining the necessary information 
to determine the settlement but to get other facts for 
properly disposing of applicants. Considerable routine 
work devolves upon the department which cannot 
easily be shown in figures. 

For the year ending January 31, 1912, 6,085 settle- 
ments were investigated.

To His Honor the Mayor: 


I herewith respectfully submit a report of the Law 
Department of the city for the year ending February 
11912. 

There has been an immense increase in the amount 
and importance of the legislative business transacted 
by the department at the State House. The number of 
bills in which the City of Boston is more or less interested 
is quadruple that of a few years ago. The legislative 
session of 1911 lasted six months, the Legislature not 
being adjourned until early in July. There were over 
1,400 bills before the Legislature on which hearings 
were given and of these at least 800 or 900 affected 
the interests of the city, and all of them had to be 
examined in order to see whether they did in any way 
affect the interests of the city or that of its inhabitants. 

Most of the bills introduced were of a comparatively 
trivial nature; others were of great importance. The 
acts relative to the subway and transportation system 
of the City of Boston, providing for the construction of 
new tunnels and the extension of the East Boston 
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Tunnel and the consolidation of the West End Street 
Railway Company with the Boston Elevated, were 
matters of great importance to the city, affecting many 
interests, public and private. 

The city, as the owner of these subways and tunnels 
and the furnisher of the money to build them, had 
important financial interests at stake. The convenience 
of the people who were to use these tunnels and sub- 
ways also had to be considered. The interests of the 
Elevated and of the West End were in some important 
respects opposed to those of the city, and much thought 
had to be expended in getting the bill into satisfactory 
shape. The result, I think, was on the whole a satis- 
factory one, though I failed to accomplish one desired 
result, to wit, the getting rid of the payment of penny 
tolls in the East Boston Tunnel. 

Among the other important acts which were passed 
by the Legislature affecting the city were those provid- 
ing for the widening and extension of Pleasant street; 
for the construction and repair of certain bridges 
between Boston and some other cities; the act for the 
development of the port of Boston, establishing a board 
of port directors, and appropriating $9,000,000; the act 
establishing a high pressure fire service in the city; the 
act providing that wires and electric light appliances in 
certain sections of the city should be placed under- 
ground; the acts providing for the retirement of 
veterans in the service of the city on a pension, and for 
the retirement of laborers in the service of the city on 
a pension; and the act providing for the annexation of 
Hyde Park. 

The court business has been about the same in volume 
as in 1910, but perhaps more cases of large importance 
were tried or argued. 

On or about March 20, 1911, John D. McLaughlin, 
who had been for some years connected with this office 
and had done very valuable work therein, was appointed 
by Governor Foss Judge of the Superior Court, and 
resigned from the department to go upon the bench. 

On March 24 Hon. Joseph J. Corbett, Associate 
Justice of the Charlestown Municipal Court, was 
appointed First Assistant Corporation Counsel to take 
the place vacated by Judge McLaughlin. 

Owing to the fact that an arrangement was made for 
the employment of Arthur L. Spring to assist me in my 
legislative work, and his compensation paid in large 
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part out of another fund than the appropriation for the 
department, there was an unexpended balance in the 
department of about the amount of Mr. Spring’s salary, 
the vacancy caused by his resignation not having been 
filled. 

During the year Mr. David D. Leahy, one of the 
assistant corporation counsels, died after a lingering 
illness. He was a young man of high character and 
fine promise and his loss was deeply felt by his associates 
in the department. 

Mr. Richard M. Walsh was appointed October 2, 
1911, to fill the vacancy thus created.

Str,— The Board of Trustees of the Public Library 
of the City of Boston present the following report of 
its condition and affairs for the year ending January 31, 
1912, being their sixtieth annual report. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD. 


The Board organized on May 5, 1911, by the election 
of Josiah H. Benton as president, Thomas F. Boyle, 
vice president, and Della Jean Deery, clerk. 

The term of William F. Kenney expired on April 
30, 1911, and he was reappointed and qualified a member 
of the Board for five years from that date. 


RECEIPTS OF THE LIBRARY. 


The receipts of the library are of two classes: First, 
those which are to be expended by the trustees in 
the maintenance of the library. These consist of the 
annual appropriation by the City Council and the 
income from trust funds, given to the trustees but 
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invested by the City Treasurer under the direction of 
the Finance Committee of the city. During the past 
year these receipts were as follows:

Second, receipts which are accounted for and paid 
into the city treasury for general municipal purposes. 
These consist of receipts from fines for the detention 
of books, from: sales of finding lists, bulletins and 
catalogues; from commissions paid for the use of tele- 
phone facilities; from sales of waste; from payments 
for lost books; and from money found in the library.

The $393.32 received for lost books, being received 
only to replace lost library property, is when paid into 
the city treasury added to the appropriation for library 
maintenance. A balance sheet showing all the receipts 
and expenditures of the Library Department in detail 
is hereinafter contained. 


Ciry APPROPRIATION. 


As we have pointed out in previous reports, the sum 
required for the proper administration of the library, 
taking into account the increase in the population of 
the city and the enlarged demands made upon the 
library system, will require a progressive increase in 
appropriations. Without such an increase the library 
will fail to be efficiently worked and improved to its 
full capacity for the education of our people, and its 
usefulness will surely decrease. The library cannot 
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simply mark time. It must either march forward or 
fall behind in its work. The appropriation last year 
was fully required for the efficient administration and 
maintenance of the library system. 


ADDITIONS TO THE LIBRARY. 


During the year 36,886 volumes have been added 
to the library collection. Of these, 25,506 were purchased, 
6,749 were given to the library and the remainder were 
received by exchange, binding of periodicals .into 
volumes, etc.; 12,249 volumes were purchased for the 
Central Library and 13,257 for the branch libraries 
and reading-room stations. | 

The total amount expended for books, including 
$6,741.79 for periodicals, $2,000 for newspapers and 
$310.84 for photographs, was $48,827.81, or about 
12.4 per cent of the entire expense of the library for 
all purposes. 

The average cost of all books purchased was $1.57 
per volume. Of the books purchased, 20,191 were 
bought from money appropriated by the city, at an 
average cost of 93 cents a volume, and 5,315 were 
bought with the income of trust funds, at an average 
cost of $3.93 a volume. 


Book CIRCULATION AND USE OF THE LIBRARY. 


There were issued during the year for direct home use 
274,981 volumes at the Central Library, and from the 
Central Library through the branches and reading- 
room stations 73,576 others, while the branches and 
reading-room stations also issued 1,098,051 volumes 
for direct home use. ‘There were also issued from the 
Central Library, branches and reading-room stations, 
for use at schools and institutions, 170,662 volumes, 
making the entire issue for use outside the library 
buildings 1,612,270 volumes. 

The use of the library for general reference and study 
is unrestricted. It is therefore impracticable to record 
this use statistically. Its extent, however, is shown 
by the fact that about half a million call slips for the 
table use of books in Bates Hall in the Central Library 
alone are required during the year. The daily use of 
books and other library material in the Central Library 
and in the branches is doubtless many times greater 
than the home use of books drawn out upon cards. 
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BINDING AND REPAIR OF BOOKS. 


During the year 42,398 volumes have been bound — 
in the bindery. Besides this, a large amount of mis- 
cellaneous work has been completed, such as the folding, 
stitching and trimming of 170,819 library publications, 
the mounting of maps and photographs, the repairing 
of books, the making of periodical covers, etc. The 
expense of performing this necessary miscellaneous 
work is equivalent to about 17 per cent of the total 
expense of the department. The ability to do it 
promptly in our own bindery greatly promotes the 
convenience, economy and efficiency of the library 
work. 


Hours OF SERVICE. 


The Central Library and the branches open and 
their work begins at nine o’clock in the morning. The 
reading-room stations open in the afternoon at varying 
hours, most of them at two o’clock. The service 
continues until ten o’clock at night at the Central 
Library building and at the West End Branch, and 
until nine at the other branches and reading-room 
stations except during the summer months. From 
June 15 until September 15 the Central Library and 
West End Branch are closed at nine o’clock. The 
other branches and reading rooms during a shorter 
period close earlier than in winter, most of them at 
six o’clock. The Central Library is in operation 102 
week days: of twelve hours each, 203 week days of 
thirteen hours each, 17 Sundays of nine hours each, 
and 385 Sundays and two holidays of ten hours each, 
making an aggregate of 359 days, or 4,680 hours, during 
each twelve months. 

The Sunday service as now arranged includes the 
Central Library and the West End Branch throughout 
the year. All the other branches (except the West 
Roxbury Branch, which has no Sunday service) and 
the eight largest reading rooms provide Sunday service 
from November 1 to May 1 only. The hours are as 
follows: 

At the Central Library and West End Branch, from 
twelve o’clock to ten o’clock, except that the closing 
hour is nine o’clock from June 15 until September 15. 
At the South End Branch from twelve o’clock to nine 
o’clock. At the other branches and at the eight largest 
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reading rooms (namely, Allston, Codman Square, Broad- 
way Extension, Warren Street, Roxbury Crossing, 
Boylston Station, City Point, Parker Hill), from two 
o’clock to nine o’clock. At all of these reading rooms 
except Codman Square the room is closed from six 
to seven o’clock. 

The total number of hours of Sunday service provided 
annually at the Central Library and at the West End 
Branch is 507 each; at the South End Branch, 234 hours; 
at the other branches and at the Codman Square Read- 
ing Room, 182 hours each; and at the following reading 
rooms, Allston, Broadway Extension, Warren Street, 
Roxbury Crossing, Boylston Station, City Point, Parker 
Hill, 156 hours each. 


LIBRARY COOPERATION WITH SCHOOLS, ETC. 


The trustees continue to cooperate with the educa- 
tional work of the schools, and during the past year 
the library has supplied with books 28 branches and 
reading rooms, 110 public and parochial schools, 61 
engine houses and 33 institutions, and sending out 
upon the average from the Central Library about 400 
volumes every day by its delivery wagons. The number 
of volumes sent on deposit from the Central Library 
through the branch system was 41,296, of which 9,386 
were sent to schools. There were also sent from the 
branches themselves and from two of the largest reading 
rooms 20,803 volumes on deposit, distributed among 128 
places. Of these, 16,327 were sent to schools. That is to 
say, not only is the collection of the Central Library 
used as a reservoir from which books may be drawn for 
use in the branches and reading rooms, but each of the 
branches and reading rooms is in itself a reservoir from 
which books are drawn for use by teachers in schools 
in its immediate vicinity. 7 


JAMAICA PLAIN BRANCH. 


The new building erected for this branch, on part of 
the Curtis Hall lot, South and Sedgwick streets, Jamaica 
Plain, was opened to the public July 24. 

This is the first independent building, apart from the 
Central Library, built by the city exclusively for library 
uses. It cost $33,000, including furnishings, but exclu- 
sive of the lot, which was owned by the city. It is built 
of brick and stone, with slated roof, was planned with 
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special reference to its site, and has every convenience 
required for the effective administration of the branch. 
Separate provision is made for adult and juvenile readers, 
and all the books are openly accessible to readers. In 
the basement, with separate entrance from the street, is 
a small assembly hall or lecture room, already occasion- 
ally used for story-telling to children, and adapted to be 
used by study classes or meetings of any kind properly 
within the scope of library work. The building is 
entered from Sedgwick street, and is so arranged that 
the custodian or assistants at the central desk may 
overlook the entire floor area, although by the use of 
plate glass screens quiet is secured in the different 
reading rooms. 

The entire accommodation for the public, except the 
lecture hall, is provided on the first floor, and the use of 
stairs is not required. The first floor area, exclusive 
of the custodian’s room and entries, is 3,800 square 
feet. Shelving is provided for about 22,000 volumes. 


NortH ENp BRANCH. 


The need of better library facilities in the congested 
North End district has been urged in previous reports. 
On the 17th of March last the trustees addressed to 
your Honor a communication in part as follows: 


The trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston have 
the honor to submit this communication with reference to the 
need of further library accommodations for that part of the 
city known as the North End, substantially within the limits 
of Ward 6. 

The trustees have maintained a reading room in a building 
occupied by the North Bennet Street Industrial School at 
39 North Bennet street, which was opened November 3, 1899. 
It has never been satisfactory for library purposes, but was the 
best that could be obtained with the means at the disposal of 
the trustees. In their Fifty-eighth Annual Report for 1909-10 
they stated that ‘‘these rooms are wholly inadequate for 
library purposes.”’ 

They have also maintained since June 9, 1903, a reading 
room on the ground floor of the building at 207 North street, 
which was adequate for its purpose although inconvenient and 
not suitable in many respects for proper library service. This 
building, however, has been sold and the tenancy of the library 
terminated by the new owner. All the library accommodations 
for this part of the city are now necessarily supplied at the 
North Bennet Street Reading Room, where some additional 
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room has been obtained, but only for temporary purposes. It 
will be seen, therefore, that provision for library service for the 
people of the North End of the city is wholly inadequate, and 
there is imperative need that something should be done with- 
out delay to provide that part of the city with such library 
service as the people obviously have a right to expect. It was 
the opinion of the trustees, as expressed in their Fifty-eighth 
Annual Report, transmitted to your Honor in February, 1910, 
that ‘‘there should be 4 building for a new branch at the 
- North End at an early date,’’ and they are of the same opinion 
now, the need for such accommodations being even more 
imperative than at the time this report was made. The situa- 
tion is so fully set forth in the Report of the Examining Com- 
mittee, appended to the Report of the Trustees recently 
submitted to your Honor, that we beg leave to refer to that 
as a fair statement of the situation. 


In this urgent state of affairs the trustees have deemed it 
their duty to ascertain whether some method could not be 
devised for providing the North End with suitable library 
accommodations, and to bring the same to your Honor’s 
attention. They have therefore fully investigated the matter 
of obtaining land and building for a branch library at the 
North End. They find that the city can purchase an estate 
now occupied by the Church of St. John Baptist, on North 
Bennet street, comprising 4,980 feet of land with a substantial 
building thereon, for the assessed valuation of $38,000, and they 
have taken an option to the city to purchase the estate at any 
time within ninety days from March 15, 1911, at that price, 
which they believe to be reasonable. This estate is, in the 
judgment of the trustees, properly located to serve library 
purposes in Ward 6. It is near the main avenues of travel, 
but sufficiently removed therefrom to avoid noise of street 
cars and teams. It is nearly opposite the open grounds con- 
nected with the municipal gymnasium, and in the vicinity of 
several large schools which would be served by ‘the library 
station. The building is approximately 56 by 71 feet in size. 

The trustees have had the building carefully examined by 
Messrs. Maginnis & Walsh, architects, who report to them 
that the walls and foundation are in good condition and of 
adequate thickness to permit remodeling for library purposes, 
and also that it is feasible to make such changes and recon- 
struction of the building as will provide two stories, each with 
a floor area of approximately 3,500 square feet, and a flat roof. . 
Such reconstruction would give an adequate room for adults 
and a small hall, seating about 325 persons, on the first floor; 
and on the second floor good reading and reference rooms for 
children, with excellent top lighting. Provision can also be 
made if desired for an open air reading room upon the roof, 
for summer use. New heating apparatus could be placed in 
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the basement, which would also amply provide for storage and 
work rooms. The character of the building as thus remodeled 
is shown by a sketch of the front, provided by the architects, 
which is herewith transmitted. Rough plans of the interior 
as remodeled are in preparation, but they are of substantially 
such changes as have been above indicated. The cost of 
making these changes in the building has been estimated by 
the architects at $38,000 for second-class construction, which 
in this case would, as we understand, be permitted, or $42,000 
for first-class fireproof construction. The difference is so slight 
that we are of the opinion it would be better economy in the 
long run to adopt the fireproof method of construction. 

In conclusion we beg to say that in making this reeommenda- 
tion as to the needs of the North End we are not unmindful 
of the needs of various other parts of the city for improved 
library service, notably East Boston, the district served by 
the Broadway Extension Reading Room and Charlestown. 
But it is impossible that all these needs should be met at once, 
and we are of the opinion that the improvement which we 
suggest at the North End should be undertaken and carried 
out now, to the end that thereafter improvements of a similar 
character may be made in other parts of the city which may be 
found to require them and where they can be provided within 
the means at the command of the city. 

We earnestly request, therefore, that an appropriation be 
made sufficient to enable the trustees to purchase the land at 
the price of $38,000, and to remodel the building at an expense 
of $42,000, making $80,000. In addition to this the appropria- 
tion should include $5,000 for the expense of fittings for the 
building for library use, making a total of $85,000 to accom- 
plish the purpose the trustees deem desirable. 


In response to this communication your Honor 
recommended a loan order, and an order of the Council, 
approved June 26, 1911, appropriated $86,000, to be 
expended under the direction of the trustees, for the 
purchase of land and the provision of a building with 
suitable fittings, as recommended by the Board. 

The property on North Bennet street was taken by 
the Street Commissioners for the city use and was con- 
veyed to the city by the owner for $38,000. On July 7, 
1911, Messrs. Maginnis & Walsh were selected by the 
trustees as architects, a selection afterwards approved 
by you. Plans and specifications have been prepared and 
a contract made under which a suitable branch building 
will result from the remodeling of the existing structure, 
formerly used as a church. 

It is expected that early in the fall of 1912 this build- 
ing will be ready for occupancy, and by concentrating 
our work at the North End in the virtually new branch 
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thus created the residents of Ward 6 will have the 
improved library facilities they have so much needed. 


CHARLESTOWN BRANCH. 


The need of supplying this branch with a suitable 
building, nearer the center of population in this district 
and more conveniently arranged for library work, has 
been urged by the Board for several years. During 
that time the question of a proper location has been 
considered, and sketch plans of a suitable building 
have been prepared, with estimates of cost. An appro- 
priation of $380,000 was made in 1901, the feasibility 
of acquiring the Harvard Church estate, Thompson 
square, and remodeling the building for library uses 
being then under special consideration. This, however, 
was found impracticable, and the money was never 
spent. By a transfer from the Reserve Fund, in 
accordance with and upon the written recommendation 
of your Honor, and approved by you November 28, 
1911, $80,000 additional was appropriated, and by 
another order, similarly recommended and approved 
by you November 29, the sum appropriated in 1901 
was combined with this, so that the entire amount now 
available for land and building is $60,000. This sum 
being, in the opinion of the Board, insufficient for the 
purpose, the following communication was sent to 
your Honor, under date of December 8: 


December 8, 1911. 
To His Honor Joun F. FitzGEra.p, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The Board of Trustees of the Public Library are 
advised of an appropriation by the City Council of $60,000 to be 
expended by the trustees for a branch library in Charlestown. 
The trustees are of the opinion that before proceeding to acquire 
land for this branch library they should bring the situation 
with regard to the expense of such a branch library to your 
attention. 

Before 1905 an appropriation of $30,000 was made for a 
‘branch library in Charlestown. At that time, for the purpose 
of ascertaining what further appropriation would be required, 
the trustees caused preliminary sketch plans of a library build- 
ing and an estimate of its cost to be prepared by Messrs. Fox 
& Gale, architects. From this estimate it appeared that such 
a building would cost at that time approximately $50,000 for 
second-class construction, or about $55,000 for first-class con- 
struction, which the trustees recommend. 
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Since that time, the increase in the cost of building would 
probably bring the cost at the present time for first-class con- 
struction of a suitable building to a little over $60,000, and for 
second-class construction, as we are advised, about 10 per cent 
less. 

In March last, in answer to a written request from the Acting 
Mayor, Hon. Walter L. Collins, the trustees replied, referring 
to their previous reports to the Mayor on the subject, indicating 
the kind of building which they are of the opinion should be 
provided, and said that a building adapted to the needs of 
Charlestown ‘‘could probably be provided at an expense for 
land and building of approximately $70,000 or $75,000.” This 
was intended to include furnishing and equipment of the 
building for use. 

It is the judgment of the trustees that an adequate branch 
library building suitably located for the needs of Charlestown 
cannot be constructed at a cost for land and building substan- 
tially less than from $70,000 to $75,000: 

If, therefore, the trustees should proceed under the present 
appropriation to acquire land for the building, it would be neces- 
sary before they could proceed to the construction of a suitable 
building that there should be an added appropriation of $15,000. 
They respectfully recommend, as far as they properly can, that 
such additional appropriation be now made, so that the work 
of providing this important and much needed public improve- 
ment may be at once begun and carried out without delay.

East Boston BRANCH. 


The need of a new building of modern type to pro- 
vide for the requirements of this branch, pointed out 
in previous reports of this Board, has been considered 
by your Honor and by the City Council, and in accord- 
ance with and after your written recommendation, 
an appropriation of $50,000 has been made, by transfer 
from the appropriation for Reserve Fund, under an 
order approved December 19, this sum to be expended 
under the direction of the trustees for such a building, 
including the purchase of land. 
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The question of site has been carefully considered 
by the Board, and we are entirely clear that a. location 
at the corner of Bennington and Porter streets, adjacent 
to land now owned by the city and occupied by the 
East Boston Relief Station, is the best site for the pro- 
posed new building, as set forth in a communication 
to your Honor, under date of December 29. The 
erection of a new building is now immediately required, 
as the building at present occupied by this branch is 
to be taken down, to permit the site to be used for a 
new courthouse. 


BrRoaDway EXTENSION READING Room. 


It is proposed to give this reading room proper 
accommodation in the new municipal building to be 
erected on a site not yet selected in Ward 7. If this 
is done, the limitations under which this important 
reading room has been operated in leased quarters at 
13 Broadway extension— namely, inadequate space, 
poor light, no proper ventilation, and noise— will be 
overcome, and the public will be served, as it should 
be in this congested district, in rooms of adequate 
size, conveniently arranged, and properly fitted for 
the purpose. | 


City Point READING Room. 


This reading room now occupies leased quarters in 
the building, 615 Broadway. The new municipal 
building to be built on part of the lot now occupied by 
the Perkins Institution will contain, on the second 
floor, superior accommodations for the reading room 
entirely independent of the other uses to which the 
building is devoted, with a separate entrance from the 
street. 

The Board has recorded its opinion that branch 
libraries are so important and distinctive in their pur- 
pose, and the work performed by them is of such a 
character, that they ought not to be placed in buildings 
devoted in part to other and generally incongruous 
uses. On the other hand, reading rooms, although in 
a sense minor branches, are at present usually placed 
in single apartments leased for the purpose, and the 
limited function which they serve as compared with 
the branch libraries, although important as part of 
the library system and essential to efficient public 
service, does not necessarily require their location

in independent buildings. The accommodation of the 
City Point Reading Room, as well as that of the Broad- 
way Extension Reading Room, previously mentioned, 
in apartments arranged especially for them in the 
projected municipal buildings is approved by the Board, 
provided the rooms are planned so as to be independent 
of the other parts of the buildings and have entirely 
separate entrances. 


Tore Hyper PARK BRANCH. 


On January 1, by annexation of the town of Hyde 
Park to the City of Boston, the Hyde Park Public 
Library became part of the Boston Public Library 
system, and has been designated by the trustees as the 
Hyde Park Branch. 

The branch occupies a modern building of good design, 
well planned and completely furnished, built in 1899, on 
Harvard avenue, Winthrop and Everett streets. It 
comprises about 25,000 volumes. In connection with 
this Central Library a deposit station and reading room 
is operated at Readville in a building which was not 
owned by the town and which therefore does not pass 
to the city. 

The employees of the Hyde Park Library, who are 
familiar with the service and have been especially 
trained for it, have been continued in their respective 
positions, and the operation of the library as a branch 
of our system has proceeded without friction. The 
citizens of Hyde Park, as a result of annexation, obtain 
the privilege of using the important collections of our 
Central Library, and, as in our branch service generally, 
there has been put in operation a system of daily delivery 
and return of books from and to the Central Library by 
way of the Hyde Park Branch. Certain wider privileges 
in the use of books at the branch will also follow. The 
schools in that ward will have the opportunity of 
obtaining deposits of books and pictures for class work 
that has heretofore been enjoyed by the schools of 
Boston. It is our belief that this branch will become 
one of the most important in the city, and that the 
library service under the new conditions will be found 
‘satisfactory to the people of Hyde Park. 

The increased expense to the city due to the acquire- 
ment of the Hyde Park Library and its operation as a 
branch of our system upon the scale of service given 
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to other branches will during the present year amount 
to about $6,900, in detail as follows:

INTER—LIBRARY LOANS. 


Under the cooperative inter-library loan system 
books are occasionally lent to public libraries in other 
cities or towns for the temporary use of a person who 
wishes to consult a book which his local library does not 
possess. In this way 993 volumes were lent to libraries 
in the state during the year 1911, and to libraries out- 
side Massachusetts 245 volumes. On the other hand, 
a person in Boston can by this arrangement obtain in 
the same way from other libraries books which our 
library does not have, and during the year 41 volumes 
were thus borrowed. 


RETIREMENT OF A LIBRARY EMPLOYEE ON PENSION. 


The provisions of chapter 113 of the Acts of 1911 
enable city employees who are veterans of the Civil 
War, and who have been employed at least ten years, to 
be retired on half-pay, provided they are incapacitated 
for active duty. 

Dennis McCarthy, a night watchman at the Central 
Library, who entered the library service May 2, 1888, 
and who was in poor health, was retired November 2. 
He was paid $15.75 per week, and under the terms of 
the act now receives one-half of that sum. He is the 
first library employee who has ever been retired on 
pension. 


RETIREMENT AND PENSION FUND. 


In their last report the trustees stated the result of an 
examination, made in compliance with a request by 
your Honor, of the effect upon this department of the 
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provisions of chapter 619 of the Acts of 1910, entitled 
‘““An Act to Authorize Cities and Towns of the Com- 
monwealth to Establish Retirement Systems for their 
Employees.’ Such examination showed clearly that 
this act would be of no practical value to the Library 
Department, either by increasing the efficiency of its 
service or in reducing the expense by the city for the 
maintenance of the department,.and we so reported to 
you. 

We have examined the Act of 1911 in amendment of 
this act, being chapter 338 of the Acts of 1911, and in 
our judgment this act, like that of 1910, would be of 
no practical value to the Library Department. It 
would neither increase the efficiency of the service nor 
reduce the expenses for the maintenance of the. depart- 
ment. We therefore renew the suggestion made in our 
report of 1910 as to the importance of legislation which 
will enable some provision to be made by the trustees 
for a contribution to the support of employees who 
become worn out in the service of the library. 

A large part of library service is specialized work. 
It is very desirable that persons who enter the library 
profession should remain in it, and after they have been 
in this profession long enough to be of the best service 
to it they are practically unfitted for any other work. 
The margin between the salaries which can be paid 
them within the library appropriation and their neces- 
sary expenses for reasonable and decent living is very 
small. One of the Examining Committees of the 
library recently said in its report: ‘“‘It is manifestly 
impossible for persons receiving such rates of compensa- 
tion to create and maintain any adequate fund to which 
resort can be had in the emergencies of life which con- 
front or are likely to confront them.’ In this state- 
ment we entirely concur. 

The necessary result of this condition is that persons 
are retained in the library service after they cease to be 
able to do the best work, because they cannot be retired 
from it without becoming objects of charity or requir- 
ing the assistance of others for their support. The public 
service suffers from this because the worn-out employee 
cannot do as good work as ought to be done. The 
expense of the public service is also increased because 
it is necessary to have more employees if a portion of 
them are unable to do the best work. Merited promo- 
tion is also often delayed, and the tendency is to weaken 
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the library service where it should be strengthened. A 
worn-out tool is the most expensive tool for use, whether 
it be a combination of merely material things like 
wood and metal or a living human being. The law 
does not permit the trustees to retain any portion of the 
annual library appropriation to provide for such cases, 

and they have no trust fund the income of which is 
applicable to this purpose. The employees have them- 
selves done all they can. They have established a 
Mutual Benefit Association, to which they make con- 
tributions within their means, and out of which some 
small sums are paid for time lost on account of sickness, 
and a moderate sum is paid to a beneficiary at the death 
of a member. What they have done has proved very 
beneficial and is of advantage to the library service. 
We commend them and their efforts in this direction to 
the benevolent consideration of the public and of 
persons interested in the library. 

What we now wish, however, to press earnestly upon 
the consideration of the city government and of the 
people of the city is the importance, not only from 
humanitarian but from business considerations, of some 
provision which will render it unnecessary for the 
Library Department to retain in its service employees 
who have been worn out by years of work in that serv- 
ice, and whose retirement with suitable provision for 
their support is demanded, not only because it is humane 
but because it is for the best business interests of the 
city. 

The annual expense for this purpose need not be large, 
and it should, we think, be met in part by contributions 
from the employees who are to be benefited by it. But 
we feel that the interests of the library require that the 
trustees should have power to deal with this matter in 
such just and reasonable way as may be found for the 
best interest of the library service and of the city. 


Money FoR MAINTAINING AND WORKING THE LIBRARY. 


Substantially all the money which the trustees can 
use for the maintenance and working of the library 
system comes from the annual appropriation by the City 
Council. The trust funds, that is, property given to 
the trustees in trust for the uses of the library, are by 
law required to be invested by the City Treasurer under 
the direction of the Finance Committee of the city. 
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A detailed statement of these funds and the income 
therefrom is annually contained in the report of the 
City Treasurer and in the report of the City Auditor, 
and therefore is not: presented here. The income 
received from them in 1911 was $16,520.41. This 
income can only be used for the specific purposes of the 
several trusts under which it is held, which vary widely.

RELATION OF THE LIBRARY TO SCHOLARSHIP. 


We desire at this time to call attention to the impor- 
tance of the relation of the library to scholarship. It is 
true that the primary purpose of a free public library 
supported by taxation is to give good books to those 
who would not otherwise have them, and to afford 
instruction by the intelligent use of books to those who 
would not otherwise have it. But the Boston Public 
Library also has another purpose not less important to 
the welfare of the people, though less in the public view, 
and not so obvious to the public at large. Itisascholar’s 
library, and it is of public importance that it should be 
maintained as such. It is only by the scholar’s work 
that the primary purpose of a public library can be 
accomplished. 

Good books do not come by chance. They come only 
by the work of scholars. The scholar writes the text- 
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book that the child studies; he discovers the law by 
which the inventor improves an existing industry or 
creates a new industry. The scholar recreates a period 
of history from its scanty records and manuscripts; he 
constructs a grammar by means of which civilization 
makes its way into new territories or the new world 
shares its knowledge and its traditions with the old. 
The scholar’s work is manifold, and that time and that 
state are poor indeed which are without it. 

The scholar’s work is nowhere more important than 
in our city, which is preeminent in the work of educa- 
tion. Nearly 20,000 students are pursuing their studies 
either within immediate reach or within easy access of 
the Central Library building. The teachers in these 
institutions are scholars, many of them not only teach- 
ing students directly but working in the preparation of 
books for students. Their work covers language, art, 
literature, economics, science, music, sculpture, applied 
mechanics and every other form of intellectual instruc- 
tion. These institutions of learning not only give dignity 
and importance to our city, but they also aid its mate- 
rial prosperity, and even in that aspect are as important 
as factories and warehouses, railroad and steamship lines 
or wharves and docks. | 

Our library is therefore not only an important means 
of popular education, but it is also a valuable business 
asset of the city. It not only gives instruction for the 
people, but it provides material for the work of the 
scholar without whose work popular education and 
instruction could not go on. The Boston Public Library 
was founded by scholars and from the beginning recog- 
nized its duty to scholarship. The roll call of its special 
collections tells the story of provision for the scholar, 
not only by private gift but by public expense. Doctor 
Bowditch brought to it his rare and valuable books on 
pure mathematics. The unique collection made by the 
Rev. Thomas Prince, surpassingly rich in books relating 
to early New England history, has found its proper place 
here. The Ticknor Library offers opportunity to 
scholars for study in the French, Spanish and Portu- 
guese languages which is probably not to be found else- 
where in America. The Barton Library, with its price- 
less Shakespeareana, acquired partly by the generosity 
of Mrs. Barton and partly by the expenditure of city 
money, is the crown of the library’s collections. The 
Allen A. Brown music and dramatic collections, the 
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Thayer Library, the Parker Library, the John Adams 
Library, the Chamberlain manuscript collection, and 
many other important and some unique collections, 
justify the claim of our library to be the Mecca of 
America for those men and women who are pledged to 
the service of learning. 

This library has thus a great inheritance of material 
upon which the scholar can work. The city cannot 
afford to regard these collections with indifference, or 
even with inactive respect. They must be kept up, 
cared for, extended, made more perfect, so that people 
will continue to come to our city for the purpose of 
using them. It is good for Boston that men should 
come to it as they go to Rome, or London, or Paris, 
that they may find the great rare books of the world 
and use them. Boston is bound in honor to keep alive 
its traditional hospitality toward scholarship. Rare 
books, books for scholars, as well as books for children, 
and books for the people, must be continually acquired. 
The money spent for a rare book which is needed for 
but one scholar, and by him but twice in a lifetime, may 
be well spent if it brings him to Boston for that book 
and saves him a journey half around the world to find 
it and use it. It may lead him, as is often the case, to 
make this city his home because he can here best find 
help in research and study. ‘The library must continue 
to employ scholars. It must recognize scholars. It 
must help scholars in their work. Only by doing this 
can it be worthy of its own history and be of the greatest 
benefit to our city. 


HISTORY OF THE LIBRARY. 


‘At the close of the first fifty years from the opening 
of the library for public use, in 1854, the trustees con- 
sidered the matter of some action which would be a 
permanent memorial of that half century of the library 
work. They concluded that a publication which told 
the story, of the origin and growth of the library would 
be the most appropriate memorial, and requested 
the librarian to prepare it. He took up this work in 
addition to his other duties, but was so thorough in his 
examination and so faithful in the work that it assumed 
under his hands a more important form than was at 
first intended. The work was finished and brought 
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down to the close of the last year as a complete history 
of the library from its beginning to that time. It was 
printed by our own printing department and issued in 
December, 1911. It is a credit to the scholarship and 
industry of the librarian, and to the careful work of 
all who have had a part in its preparation and execution. 


EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 


The trustees appointed an examining committee of 
persons not members of the Board, and joined with 
them the president of the Board as chairman, to examine 
the library and make to the Board a report of its con- 
dition, as required by the ordinance. That committee 
consisted of the following persons:

The trustees have held regular meetings each week 
during the year, except during the summer months, 
for the transaction of the business of the department, 
which is constantly increasing in amount and in the 
detail required for its proper administration. 

They feel that the library service has been well 
administered during the year, and that this is due to 
the industry, intelligence and loyalty with which the 
employees of the library have performed their respective 
duties. The trustees are glad to be able to bear testi- 


. mony to the substantially uniform excellence of their 


work. 
The trustees desire to express their appreciation of 
the cordial and generous support which the Mayor and 
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the City Council have given to the Library Department 
during the past year, not only in appropriations for its 
maintenance and working, but by important appropria- 
tions for the construction of new branch buildings. 
It will be their desire to so administer the affairs of the 
department as to merit the continued confidence of the

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REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 


A city ordinance requires the trustees to appoint 
annually an examining committee of not less than five 
persons, not members of said Board, who, together with 
one of said Board as chairman, shall examine the library 
and make to the Board a report of its condition. 

The Examining Committee appointed by the trustees 
of the Public Library, in accordance with this ordinance, 
held its first meeting in the trustees’ room of the Central 
Library on Monday, November 10, 1911. Mr. Josiah 
H. Benton, president of the Board of Trustees, is chair- 
man of the committee, and Miss Della Jean Deery of 
the library staff was appointed clerk. 


ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEE INTO SUBCOMMITTEES. 


The investigation of the various departments of the 
library was divided among nine subcommittees, and 
these subcommittees were instructed to report their 
findings to a tenth subcommittee, which was empowered 
to draft the general report and submit it to the whole 
committee at an early date in January.

In accordance with the scheme thus outlined the 
various subcommittees made their respective reports, 
some with more, some with less detail. As informed 
by these reports and by its own observation the General 
Committee submitted the draft of its report for adoption 
as follows: 


To the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston: 


The Examining Committee submits the following 
report: 


New History oF THE Pusuic LIBRARY. 


We wish as our first word to pay tribute to the admi- 
rable history of the Public Library which has just been 
issued by your Board. It fills a need which has become 
fully evident only now that it has been met. It traces 
the evolution of the institution from the day in 1854, 
when two rooms in Mason street housed the small col- 
lection of books, to the present time, when twenty-nine 
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buildings and parts of buildings are in daily use, when 
220 persons are employed in the service of the library, 
when $350,000 are annually appropriated by the city 
for the administration of the library, when a million and 
a half volumes are used annually in the homes of the 
people. The story of the fifty-five years of the life of 
the library is more wonderful than the tale of Aladdin’s 
lamp. Every citizen of Boston who loves his city ought 
to read the book, and he will feel himself anew a debtor 
to the trustees who conceived the idea of issuing the 
history of their trust, and not less to the librarian, Mr. 
Wadlin, who has so successfully carried the scheme to 
completion. 

The present condition of the Public Library and its 
branches, as reported by members of the committee, is 
good. The housekeeping is careful, the courtesy of 
the employees commendable, conditions in the printing 
and binding department satisfactory, and evidences of 
life and vigor in the library service are everywhere to 
be seen. 


CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT PROSPEROUS. 


The children’s department is especially prosperous, 
both in the Central Library and the branches. It 
has ‘been recognized as a separate department only 
since 1895, but now has some provision at each branch 
and station. ‘Twelve hundred and twenty-two chairs 
are provided for juvenile readers, and over 50,000 
volumes are on open shelves for the children’s use. 
Even this number is too small, for, as one of our mem- 
bers well says, ‘‘children are naturally curious to see 
the covers and pictures of their books before they 
become seriously interested in them.’’ Cards are issued 
to children over ten years old, and the attendants 
seem to be untiring in their efforts to seek out reference 
books for children in connection with their school 
work. Classes from the schools visit the Central 
Library and are instructed in the use of the catalogue, 
boxes of books on special subjects are sent to the school 
rooms on application, and graded finding lists are 
issued to the schools. So it is apparent to your com- 
mittee that the library lays its foundations strongly 
where they ought to be laid—in the minds of the 
children. It is only by planting there enthusiasm for 
good reading that the future of the library can safely 
be left to the next generation. An intelligent and 
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cooperating public opinion is at once the library’s 
safeguard and its inspiration. In passing it is worth 
while to suggest that story-telling for children may 
well be more generally used, by way of awakening the 
taste for books in the minds of little children. The 
new branch building at Jamaica Plain has a small 
hall in the basement admirably adapted for this, and 
perhaps volunteers might be willing to take part in 
such work. Each of the new branches should be fur- 
nished with such a hall. It is now recognized as a 
necessary part of the library equipment. Lectures 
may be given there, classes may be brought there by 
teachers from the schools, and exhibitions may be 
held there of historical or artistic interest as circum- 
stances make them timely. 


FREE Pusiic LECTURES. 


The free public lectures held at the Central Library 
on Thursday evenings have proved so popular that 
the library has added to them a course to be given on 
Sunday afternoons. One set of three of these is given 
by the librarian, Mr. Wadlin, and is on ‘‘The Poetry 
of the People.’’ The subjects of the others are chiefly 
literary and historical, and admirably adapted to 
stimulate and guide interest in good books. 


DEPARTMENT OF FINE ARTS. 


The committee finds the department of fine arts 
much used and well conducted. It calls especial 
attention to the interesting gift by Mr. Alexander 
Steinert of the first example of piano making in America. 
The quaint old instrument has found by Mr. Steinert’s 
generosity a suitable home in the room which contains 
the Allen A. Brown Collection of Music. 

The library is evidently ‘‘in good working order’’.; 
its staff is loyal; its public is large and exacting—as it 
ought to be. With the exceptions to be hereafter noted 
in this report, the conduct of the great municipal insti- 
tution is just cause for modest, civic satisfaction. 


SELECTION OF Books FOR PuBLIcC USE. 


The work of a great public library may be divided 
into four departments: First, the selection and procur- 
ing of books; second, the cataloguing of them, for only 
by listing do the books become accessible to readers; 
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third, the housing of the books, and fourth, the distri- 
bution of the books to readers, either in the library 
buildings or in their homes. 

For the selection and the procuring of books, your 
committee finds the Boston Public Library well equipped 
and well operated. It is a sign of a healthy appetite for 
books that the ery goes up continually from the citizens 
for larger and. larger expenditure for books. It would be 
a sad day for Boston when its readers found all the books 
they wanted on the shelves of their library. It is of 
prime importance for the usefulness of a library that 
the books should be carefully and intelligently selected. 
With the enormous output of printing presses to-day, 
the problem has become not so much ‘‘ What may we 
buy?’ as ‘‘ What must we reject?”’ 


CURRENT FICTION NoT BovuGHurt. 


The Boston Public Library deserves the praise of all 
lovers of good books for standing firmly by its delib- 
erately assumed determination not to buy current 
fiction with the money of the taxpayers until time has 
winnowed the chaff from the wheat. If the library 
bought the necessary thirty copies of every new novel, 
it would have at the end of each year an accumulation 
of useless and undesired literary rubbish which would 
clog and retard the proper use of the library, and appall 
the educator and the economist alike. So the Exam- 
ining Committee desires to express its hearty appro- 
bation of the courageous position taken by the trustees . 
in regard to the purchase of ephemeral books. 


CALL FOR Books IN FOREIGN LANGUAGES FOR ADULTS 
ONLY. 


There is another question in regard to the purchase 
of books which the committee wishes to raise. Our 
city is rapidly forming a series of foreign centers— of 
Itahans, Jews, Poles, Portuguese and other foreigners 
in different localities of the city. Many of these for- 
elgners are eager readers. They want the compan- 
ionship of books as a cure for homesickness, and they 
want the information to be gained from books as an aid 
to advancement in their occupations. When these 
foreign-born persons are children or under twenty-five 
years old it seems to this committee that their desire 
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for books should be used as a spur to them to learn the 
English language. In order to make them good citizens 
they must learn the speech in which Patrick Henry, 
Washington and Lincoln spoke and wrote. But what 
of the middle-aged and the elderly, the women and the 
‘“‘shut-ins’”’ among these foreign-speaking residents? 
The subcommittees on the North End and the South 
End make pleas for more books in Yiddish, Italian and 
Polish. This request is a proper one so far as it applies 
to books for comparatively uneducated adults. But to 
children and young people it is the duty of the library 
to hold out interesting books as their reward for the 
hard work of learning our language. Their books 
should be in English and in English only. Meantime 
the custodians of the various branches should watch 
the stream of immigration, and as one nationality and 
another appears in their quarter of the city, should 
enter requisitions for books for the adult newcomers. 


CATALOGUING A TECHNICAL ART: 


The cataloguing of books has become an art in itself. 
It requires a high degree of technical skill, and must 
be carried on by experts. The Examining Committee 
commends the general results of this special work in the 
Public Library, and especially the weekly lists, which 
make the new books easily known to the public. Good 
service has also been done for the hundreds of music 
students in this vicinity by the publication of a list of 
books in the library on the operas announced for pro- 
duction at the Boston Opera House during this season. 

The catalogue of the Boston Public Library is simple 
and among the best in the world for the general public. 
The system of classification has grown with the library 
and has changed as needs required. It is not perfect, 
but there can never be a crystallized classification not 
subject to change. As the public do not use the shelves, 
the fact that all books on a given subject cannot always 
be placed together has not inconvenienced them. 
Since 1895 the American Library Association has been 
working on the question of ‘‘Subject Headings.’’ The 
Boston Public Library is helping the association in 
its work and watching to take advantage of improve- 
ments recommended by the association. There seems 
to be no reason at present for making any revolutionary 
change in the method of cataloguing in the library. 
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The real problem of the Public Library appears to 
the Examining Committee of this year, as it appeared 
to that of last year, to be concerned with the inadequate 
housing of the books in certain of the branches and 
reading rooms, and their consequent restricted and 
difficult use— whether in the homes or the libraries. 


CONDITIONS IN Ciry Point READING Room. 


The experience of the Examining Committee repeats 
itself year after year. ‘*We are sorry,” says one sub- 
committee on the City Point Reading Room, ‘‘to 
report very bad conditions. On the floor above the | 
reading room is a moving picture establishment, and 
immediately behind it is a bowling alley. The noise 
from these two places of public amusement naturally 
disturbs and distracts the readers. The library is 
thus robbed of its first essential, quietness. ‘The room 
itself is unsatisfactory— narrow, dark, ill-ventilated, 
and so small that the children are packed against the 
walls, using their knees as desks. The Broadway 
Extension Reading Room is even worse. The noise 
from the elevated trains is deafening. The room 
seats only sixty, and any evening a line of children 
may be seen waiting with such patience as they can 
command for admission to the library. The poor, 
thin clothing of many of these anxious, shivering boys 
and girls is mute testimony to their eager desire for 
books.” 


Wuat Has BEEN DONE IN THE PAST YEAR. 


These conditions and others of a similar nature were 
set forth in the report of last year’s Examining Com- 
mittee, and the argument then made was nobly 
responded to by the city government. ‘Let us review 
what has been done in the past year toward satisfying 
the needs then described. 

The most crying demand, that of the teeming popu- 
lation of the North End, has been answered by the 
appropriation of $86,000 for a branch library there. 
The trustees have purchased the Church of St. John the 
Baptist, situated on North Bennet street. Plans have 
been made for its remodeling, and as this report goes 
to print bids are being considered for the alterations. 

The East Boston Branch occupies the quarters 
assigned to it in 1871, although the population which 
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it serves has increased from 238,000 to nearly 60,000, 
and the books for home use are now nearly 100,000 
annually. An appropriation of $50,000 has been made 
and a new building for the exclusive use of this branch 
is contemplated. 

The Charlestown Branch has occupied the present 
quarters since 1874. Although the population has 
increased only from 33,556 to 41,444, the annual cir- 
culation of books for home use has grown from 382,000 
to 55,000. This growth would probably have been 
even greater in the last years if the books had been 
better housed and in a location more accessible to 
those who need the library. Sixty thousand dollars 
has been appropriated for a new building for the branch. 

The South Boston City Point Reading Room is to 
be given new quarters in the municipal building to be 
erected on Broadway, near the present location of the 
reading room. 

The Broadway Extension Reading Room serves a 
population of nearly 25,000 people, and it is the darkest 
spot in the great library system of Boston. The city 
government plans to give it new and enlarged room 
in the municipal building soon to be erected in that 
district. : 

It appears accordingly that no less than five new 
buildings have been determined upon during the year 
by the city government, three of them to be exclusively 
for the use of the library and two others to be partly 
given to its service. Appropriations have been made 
for all these buildings, but at least two of them have 
been insufficient for the essential demands of the 
branches. Land must be bought for both the Charles- 
town Branch and the East Boston Branch, and $50,000 
for East Boston is said by the subcommittee to be $46,000 
short of the proper sum, and’ Charlestown needs $15,000 
or $20,000 in addition to its $60,000 appropriated. The 
delay and vexatious confusion of plans when the sum 
to be expended is left in uncertainty is too evident to 
need argument. . 


IMPERATIVE CALL FOR PROMPT COMPLETION OF 
PROPOSED BUILDINGS. 
The Examining Committee believes that the one vital 


service it can perform for the year is to urge upon the 
city government the imperative necessity that these 
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five library buildings should be begun and completed 
as soon as possible. Not a stone has yet been laid or a 
nail driven in them. The locations have not all been 
settled. It too often happens with public buildings 
that the weighing and balancing of conflicting interests 
regarding location prolong unduly the preliminaries 
of the building. The committee begs to remind the city 
government that in case of these special buildings it 
is eminently true that he gives twice who gives quickly. 
In fact this gift postponed for even one year can never 
be fully given. Desirable and dignified surroundings 
for many public enterprises may come almost as satis- 
factorily to-morrow or the next day as to-day. But for 
the library or the school, since they serve the child, 
there is no to-morrow. When to-morrow comes, to-day’s 
child has passed on. The wistful throng of boys and 
girls who stand outside the closed door of a crowded 
library in 1912 will not be there in 1913, and by so much 
as the city fails in its duty to those particular children 
do they become a reproach to both the generosity and 
the wisdom of the city. 

No public service is more needed in Boston to-day 
than that which can be rendered by prompt, sufficient 
appropriations for these already determined branches 
of the Public Library, and the speedy application of 
those appropriations for the adequate housing of good 
books, and their consequent easy, abundant distribu- 
tion to every home — the poorest as well as the richest 
in our city. 

The foregoing was adopted as the report of the whole 
committee at a meeting held January 9, 1912.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Board of Trustees: 


I respectfully submit the following report for the year 
ending January 31, 1912: 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


The following important repairs have been made 
during the year: At the Central Library the entire 
basement walls and ceilings have been cleaned and 
whitened, the walls and ceilings of the Lecture Hall 
washed and retinted, and the walls of the Children’s 
Room retinted. Such repairs as have been required 
to keep the structure of the building in proper condi- 
tion have been made, and the elevators, motors and 
steam plant have been kept in effective operation by 
such repairs or replacement of parts as were needed 
from time to time. 

At the branches, besides the usual routine repairs, 
the entrance doors have been made to open outward 
by the construction of an inner vestibule at the Brighton 
Branch, and a fire escape attached to the rear of the 
building; a fire escape has been put in place by the 
Public Buildings Department at the West Roxbury 
Branch; the grounds in front of the West End Branch 
have been further improved by cooperation with the 
Park Department, and improvements in the heating 
apparatus have been made within the building. Our 
landlords at the Roxbury Branch, and at the Broadway 
Extension, Mt. Bowdoin and Orient Heights Reading 
Rooms have improved the premises by whitening and 
repainting; cork matting has been provided by the 
Public Buildings Department at the Charlestown Branch 
and at the Upham’s Corner Branch; and at the Upham’s 
Corner Branch, also, the librarian’s office has been 
repainted and varnished, window screens put in place 
and grille partitions and doors supplied. Additional 
shelves and furniture have been supplied as required 
by the increased demands of the service throughout the 
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system. The Industrial School Reading Room has 
been enlarged and materially changed to provide for 
the increased use of the rooms, on account of the con- 
solidation therewith of the reading room heretofore 
maintained at No. 207 North street. Improvements 
in lighting have been made by our landlord at the Parker 
Hill Reading Room and by ourselves at the Dorchester 
Branch. The new building for the Jamaica Plain 
Branch has been opened for public use, fully equipped 
for the effective administration of the branch. 


THE UsE.or Books. 


The use of books supplied by the library is oe two 
kinds. Extensive use is made of the collections within 
the buildings, and this use is constantly increasing, 
although not recorded statistically. It includes ref- 
erence use by students from the various institutions of 
learning in the vicinity, or by pupils from the schools; 
literary research work for the purpose of authorship, or 
by special students; and the use of books by scholars 
connected with. the faculty or staff of instructors of 
some college or advanced school either in Boston or 
elsewhere. The scholarly character of the books con- 
tained in this library has always invited this extensive 
reference use of our collection. 

Besides this use of books within the buildings, the 
circulation of books for home use during the past year 
numbered 1,612,270 volumes. The following. tables 
show this circulation in detail, and so far as they relate 
to the Central Library are based upon the annual 
report of Mr. Frank C. Blaisdell, Chief of the Issue 
Department. The figures for the branches are from 
the regular returns of the custodians. It is perhaps well 
to repeat the caution contained in reports of previous 
years: ‘‘The tabulated figures are of value in compari- 
son with our own similar figures presented in other years, 
but they should not be closely compared with the 
records of other libraries, unless it is certain that such 
records have been made upon exactly the same system 
as that in use by us.’’ It will be plain, also, that since ~ 
these figures show circulation for home use only, and 
are entirely distinct from the reference circulation 
referred to above, they cover only a part of the entire 
circulation of the library.

In response to individual applications made at branches 
and reading room stations for books from the Central 
Library, to be issued through the Branch Department, 
76,006 volumes have been issued for home use as com- 
pared with 76,754 in the preceding year. The propor- 
tion of unsuccessful applications for books issued in 
this way (that is, applications which did not secure the 
book, owing to the fact that it was already in the hands 
of some other borrower) was 49 per cent as against 55 
per cent for the preceding year. At least two-thirds of 
these unsuccessful applications are for current fiction, 
for which the demand usually exceeds the supply. 
We are constantly endeavoring to reduce the percent- 
age of unsuccessful applications by providing additional 
copies of such standard books as are likely to be called 
for. 

The circulation of volumes sent on deposit (to 1438 
different places) from the Central Library through the 
Branch Department was 135,000 as against 127,000 
(sent to 143 places) in the preceding year. The cir- 
culation of books for home use to young readers applying 
in the Children’s Room at the Central Library numbered 
55,078 volumes and 17,985 volumes were sent out from 
this room for home use through the Branch Department.

PURCHASES OF FICTION. 


Of current fiction, chiefly English, including juvenile 
fiction, 884 different titles have been carefully examined 
during the year. A selection of 136 titles was made, 
and 2,239 copies purchased, 251 copies for the Central 
Library and the rest for use through the branch system. 
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In addition, 8,942 volumes of fiction were purchased 
for replacement of worn-out books and to increase the 
number of copies of certain books in large demand. 
The total expenditure for fiction was $9,499.29, or 23.70 
per cent of the amount expended for all books. |

Many soiled and worn cards in the public catalogues 
have been replaced, and a large number of subject 
headings in the catalogue cases have been revised, sub- 
divided and made more useful. Old ecards containing 
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inadequate matter are gradually being replaced by 
others newly printed, carrying more significant. descrip- 
tions. Three parts of the second volume of the Allen 
A. Brown Music Catalogue have been published during 
the year, bringing the work through the title ‘‘ Panormo,”’ 
and about one-third of the fourth and last part of that 
volume is in type. ‘The Catalogue of Books on Archi- 
tecture is three-quarters in type and will be completed 
within a short time. Considerable progress has been 
made in cataloguing the recently acquired Allen A. 
Brown Dramatic Collection. Work is also in progress 
and well advanced on a revised card catalogue of maps, 
and during the year considerable work, apart from actual 
cataloguing, has been done in this department, such as 
the selection and classification of volumes for deposit 
at the Boston Medical Library (in furtherance of the 
plan of transfer of medical books to a deposit station 
there, begun some time ago); the transference and 
rearrangement (involving new numbering and recording) 
of many books in the general collection, for greater 
safety and convenience, and the examination of bibli- 
ographies, sales catalogues, etc., antecedent to recom- 
mendations for purchase.

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Lost AND Missina Books. 


The loss of books, principally from the open shelves, 
by reason of theft or by the carrying away of volumes 
without the formality of having them charged on a 
library card, still remains a vexing incident of library 
administration with us, as with every library wherein 
the privilege of open access to the books is granted. 
The number lost does not greatly increase, being kept 
within limits more or less definite, by the rules relating 
to the use of the open shelf privileges now in force at 
the branches. It is true that the books lost are largely 
of the cheaper kind, especially those for young readers, 
but the moral delinquency involved in their loss is more 
serious than the unwarranted expense thus thrown 
upon the library. It is deplorable that the free access 
to the shelves, granted in the interest of all, a privilege 
prized and properly used by the majority, should be 
,abused by a few, with complete disregard of the rights 

of those who are deprived of the use of the books 
improperly carried away. One phase of the evil has 
become particularly vexatious. It has long been our 
practice to display temporarily upon open shelves near 
the center desk in Bates Hall all recent accessions, as the 
books are made available for public use from week to 
week. The loss of books by theft from these shelves, 
affecting as it does new books, just published and in 
active demand, has become so great that, in the public 
interest, a new arrangement with some limitation upon 
freedom of access is required. It is proposed to place 
such books upon guarded shelving in the delivery room, 
immediately under the control of an attendant, to 
permit any one to examine them upon request, but to 
require the use of a call slip before they can be removed 
to the reading tables. 

Notwithstanding the loss of books, which we deplore, 
it is apparently true that in proportion to the number 
of books circulated the number lost annually is no 
greater than during the first decade of the library’s 
history. Indeed, the proportion appears to have been 
reduced. During the ten years following the opening 
of the library for public use, in 1854, the proportion 
of books lost to every 1,000 books lent for home use 
was approximately 1.69. During the ten years ending 
January 31, 1912, the proportion is 1.09. The books 
lost in recent years are mainly lost from open shelves, 
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and not from books issued for home use, and the number 
issued for home use has perhaps little direct relation 
to the number lost during either period. But the 
circulation for home use is the only recorded index to 
the amount of business done, and the comparison at 
least shows that with the large increase in the circula- 
tion of books in the later as compared with the earlier 
period, without taking into account the almost unre- 
stricted access to the books now granted as against. 
the closed shelves of earlier days, the relative number 
of books lost is even less than formerly. The recorded 
figures in the earlier years are possibly not so exact as 
those based upon the inventories now annually taken, 
-but upon the record the comparison is valid, and such 
errors aS may exist in the early reports would hardly 
affect the general conclusion. 

It does not follow that the present loss of books 
should be disregarded, or that diligent effort should 
not be made to diminish it. It is plain, however, that, 
the extension of privilege, the undoubted advantage to 
the public of handling the books directly, without 
burdensome formalities, has not resulted in a larger 
percentage of loss than under the old restricted condi- 
tions; and it is also clear that of the large number of 
persons who now use the books freely, comparatively 
few disregard the principles of honesty and respect for 
the rights of others, which are essential to the continua- 
tion of the wider privileges now enjoyed. 


CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT. 


The use of this department at the Central Library 
by young readers at hours when the public schools are 
not in session frequently exceeds the provision made 
for them at the reading tables. Especially on Sundays 
the main room is often crowded. The inner room, set 
apart for reference work by teachers and advanced 
pupils, is also largely used. Particular phases of the work 
of the department are referred to in the following extracts 
from the report of Miss Alice M. Jordan, Custodian: 


Readers in the room have evidenced a satisfactory appre- 
ciation of the library as a place wherein to read. An Australian 
boy returning home spoke of his days in the Children’s Room 
as the pleasantest part of a four months’ visit in Boston. And 
this is but a single illustration of the attitude of many readers on 
whom we believe the room has had an influence. 
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- In cooperation with the schools, assistance has been given 
many readers ranging from primary school to normal school 
age. The usual instruction on books as tools and on the card 
catalogue was given to ten classes. With so few schools plan- 
ning to aid the outgoing pupil in the intelligent appreciation 
of the library one is led to ask how far the library can go alone 
in forcing upon the schools the close relationship desired. Dur- 
‘ ing the ten years that the library has given these lessons the 
gain in number of visiting schools has been almost negligible. 
Yet those teachers who methodically make the visits are unani- 
mous in declaring their value. If the schools aim to build up 
a system of education and development that is life long rather 
than a course which lasts through youth only, they cannot 
afford to neglect this movement of bringing school and library 
together. One effective way of accomplishing this would be 
for the Normal School itself to incorporate in its curriculum a 
series of lessons: on library methods and children’s reading. 
Until this is done the teachers are likely to underrate its 
importance. 

On the other hand, there has been progress this year on the 
part of teachers in the recognition of what the library may do 
for their own professional advancement. ‘The recent activity 
of the Education Conference of ‘‘ Boston, 1915” has brought 
to the attention of many teachers the library facilities for study 
and has stimulated the interest of others who had a partial 
knowledge of its resources. As a result of circulars sent by 
the School Committee to the schools, groups of teachers have 
prepared and sent us list of books which seem to them of suf- 
ficient value to be reserved permanently for reference use. <A 
considerable proportion of the titles suggested on the general 
subject of education and psychology were already on the shelves 
of the School Reference Room; others have been added as 
space allowed. Current educational periodicals have also been 
transferred from the Periodical Room so that there are 
now eighteen of the best pedagogical journals on file in this 
room. 

In addition to the lessons given to classes from the elemen- 
tary schools the Custodian of the Children’s Department has 
addressed the Boston Normal School, the Wheelock Training 
School, has lectured at Simmons College and at the Training 
School for Children’s Librarians, Pittsburgh, and has spoken 
at several,educational clubs on the general subject of children’s 
reading. The demands upon the department for lists of books 
for children in English and foreign languages and for special 
information on the part of authors, editors and educators as 
well as for assistance in book selection'seem steadily to increase. 
One long list was prepared for the Federated Boys’ Clubs and 
was printed by them in the magazine, ‘‘Work with Boys.” 
Another list published by the National Congress of Mothers 
was revised by us. 
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Batrs HALtt. 


Mr. Oscar A. Bierstadt, the Chief of the Reference 
Department, located in Bates Hall, the principal read- 
ing room at the Central Library, reports in part as 
follows: 


There has been no decrease in the number of students fre- 
quenting Bates Hall, although no statistics can be kept and 
no figures show the total of readers consulting books at its 
tables. Nowhere else in the entire library system are so many 
visitors congregated as here. Visiting strangers quickly learn 
to avail themselves of the advantages freely offered here to all, 
and often express their gratitude. Noteworthy is the high 
character of the books used. Novels are comparatively seldom 
called for unless for purposes of reference. ‘The greatest 
demand is for standard educational and scholarly works, and 
they are diligently studied. 

The amount of reference work done by the Bates Hall staff 
increases constantly. Readers whose questions are once sat- 
isfactorily answered are very likely to submit other requests for 
information. The subjects of inquiry take such a wide range 
that only the faculty of a large university could be competent 
to deal with all of them, but the reference librarian, from long 
experience, is usually able to put the right book into the reader’s 
hands. Much time is also saved to visitors by the expert 
assistance given in the use of the immense card catalogue, so 
confusing at first in its complexity. 


In order to facilitate the rapid delivery of books to 
readers at the tables in the hall, arrangements have 
been made to determine immediately whether or not a 
book requested from the.stacks can be supplied. Pre- 
viously such requests were first sent to the Issue 
Department, where a record is kept of all books lent, 
and there examination was made to discover whether 
the book asked for was in its place upon the shelves 
or whether it had been already lent. This examination 
required several minutes, and to overcome this delay, 
and enable the examination to be made in the hall 
itself, a duplicate record tray has been installed at. the 
center desk. All slips requesting books, filed by readers 
in the hall, now undergo examination at this desk, and 
if the book is available it is at once sent for. If, on the 
other hand, the book cannot be supplied the slip is 
returned to the applicant with a statement in explana- 
tion stamped upon it. The time thus saved, as com- 
pared with that formerly required, facilitates the rapid 
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delivery of the book to the reader, or, if it cannot be 
delivered, informs the applicant without undue delay. 
The new arrangement even permits a reader to discover 
whether a desired stack book is ‘“‘in”’ or ‘‘out”’ by direct 
inquiry at the center desk without the necessity of 
filing a slip. 

Mr. Pierce E. Buckley, in charge of the center desk, 
reports that the. maximum attendance of readers in 
Bates Hall (819) was recorded on the afternoon of 
February 19, 1911, at five o’clock. 


THE SPECIAL LIBRARIES.

THE FINE ARTS DEPARTMENT. 


Photographs and Lantern Slides. 

The circulating collection of pictures available for 
school and club use now numbers 10,434, of which 1,453 
have been added during the year. Nearly all the ac- 
cessions have been photographs. The circulation of 
pictures during the year has increased as shown by the 
‘following table:

Allowing fifteen pictures to each portfolio, a fair 
average, the total approximate circulation of individual 
pictures, based upon the foregoing table, amounts to 
32,370, or three times the number contained in the entire 
circulating collection.

The collection of lantern slides is gradually enlarging 
by the addition of slides acquired ‘for use in our own 
lecture courses. The number added during the year 
was 282. The entire number is now 3,402. From this 
collection 1,174 slides have been lent ‘during the year 
(to 45 different borrowers) as compared with 606 lent 
during the preceding year. 

The eirculation during the year of books from the Fine 
Arts Collection (included in the statement of total cir- 
culation, pages 35 and 36) was 19,540, as compared with 
18,963 for the preceding year.

ALLEN A. BROWN MUSIC ROOM. 


The number of volumes added during the year to the 
collection in this room is 318. Of these 194 were given 
by Mr. Brown. Among the important accessions are 
orchestral scores of the following: Converse’s ‘‘ Sacrifice” 
(autograph manuscript); Offenbach’s ‘“‘Contes d’Hoff- 
mann’’; Humperdinck’s ‘‘K6énigskinder’”’; Ravel’s 
“T’heure espagnole’’; Rakhmaninov’s “Der geizige 
Ritter’’; ‘and Mahler’s “Eighth Symphony.’”? Among 
early American music added may be noted, ‘‘Sonnet for 
the 14th of October, 1793, when were entombed the 
remains of John Hancock,” and anearly edition of ‘‘ Adams 
and Liberty.’ This room is constantly used by students 
of music, and this use increases. ‘The duplicate scores 
and librettos for circulation are in continual demand. 


MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES OF THE SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


Visits of Classes. 


As in preceding years a large number of study clubs 
and classes have held meetings in the west gallery of 
the Fine Arts Department. The total number of these 
meetings is 194, with a total attendance of 1,896 students. 
Tables have also been reserved there for students from 
the Massachusetts Normal Art School, the School of the 
Museum of Fine Arts, the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and the Emerson College of Oratory. The 
instructors in English in the Harvard-Lowell University 
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Extension Courses meet their pupils in the west gallery 
for individual conferences, and in the provision of library 
material for use in these courses and in connection with 
the use of the department by the schools and classes 
mentioned, the library fills an indispensable part in the 
work of education in Boston. 


Use of the Photograph Room. 


It is perhaps not generally known that a photograph 
room, equipped for the making of photographic plates, 
from library material, is available in connection with the 
Fine Arts Department. The use of this room is already 
considerable, but it is desirable to promote it further, 
whenever copies of illustrations are to be made or other 
photographic work is to be done, from books which 
cannot be withdrawn from the library, or which are in 
such demand that if lent inconvenience to the public 
would be caused.

DEPARTMENT OF DOCUMENTS AND STATISTICS. 


This department has continued in charge of Mr. H. L. 
Wheeler, first assistant under Mr. Whitney, the former 
chief. The Statistical Collection, so called, includes 
not merely statistical reports, but state, municipal and 
special official reports, the United States documents, 
works on economics, civics, industrial questions and 
such books as form a reference library on municipal 
problems, social economics, ete. This collection now 
numbers 17,424 volumes on its shelf-list, and directly 
available for use in the department are many others, 
approximately 20,000 in all, including the Sessional 
papers of the House of Commons, the Congressional 
Annals, Globe and Record, etc. 
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The demand for such information as the collection 
contains continually increases, the use of the depart- 
ment grows, and reservations of tables are now regularly 
made in it for students and others. 

Owing to the remote location of the so-called Manu- 
script Room, which has heretofore contained the general 
manuscript collection belonging to the library, arrange- 
ments have been made for transferring the collection 
to cases placed in the lobby immediately connected with 
the Librarian’s Office, where the manuscripts will be 
made available for public use. 


BRANCHES AND STATIONS. 


Expense of Operation. 


The total expense of operation of the branch system, 
chargeable against the city appropriation, including the 
reading rooms or minor branches, sixteen in number, as 
well as the eleven principal branches, was $110.663.71 
for the year. 

The circulation through the branches is shown in the 
tables on pages 35 and 36. 

The branch system has been enlarged by the addition 
of the Hyde Park Public Library, through the annexa- 
tion to Boston of the town of Hyde Park, but as this 
did not take effect until January 1, 1912, it does not 
materially affect the operations of the year covered by 
this report. 

The change of ownership of the property occupied in 
part by us for reading-room purposes, at 207 North 
street has led to a concentration of our agencies in 
Ward 6 at the Industrial School Reading Room on 
North Bennet street. The acquisition by the city of: 
the church building of St. John the Baptist, on North 
Bennet street, and its authorized remodeling for library 
purposes, now in progress; will enable us to carry on our 
work hereafter in that district, in our own building, 
properly equipped for such public service as the library 
offers. 

The new building at Jamaica Plain, and others con- 
templated, will materially strengthen the branch system, 
and enable us to operate it to the point of highest 
efficiency. The following excerpts are made from the 
annual report of Mr. Langdon L. Ward, Supervisor of 
Branches: 


From the Central Library and the branches there have been 
sent on deposit to the schools 25,713 volumes as against 23,302 


, 
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volumes in the preceding year. We have supplied 664 teachers, 
an increase of 14 over the year before. Of these, 509 were 
supplied from the branches and large reading rooms and 155 
from Central. 

The work of supplying ie schools with books shows thus a 
healthy gain. The gain year by year can never be very large 
while the applications are purely voluntary, and while we 
continue to have the same number of assistants and approxi- 
mately the same number of books. The most notable advance 
of the year is in the number of pictures sent, which is nearly 
twice as large as in the preceding year. 

The chief work of this department with schools is done at 
the branches and reading rooms, which continue to receive 
and care for the crowds of children who come for assistance as 
soon as school closes. Their wants and those of the teachers 
are kept in mind when the books are chosen and in the daily 
activities of the branches. It would seem as if the connection 
between most of the schools and the branches to which they 
are assigned was as close as present conditions permit. 

The attendance at the branches and reading rooms has been 
good in general throughout the year. Many of those who 
come never take home books, but read them at the branch or 
read only the newspapers and magazines. I quote a passage 
from the report of the custodian of a large branch: ‘‘ This 
community, made up as it is of various nationalities, finds in 
the branch a common ground to which it gravitates, not alone 
to borrow books for home use, but to read there the newspapers 
and current periodicals. The main room at the branch is 
largely a reading room, and is used to a considerable extent 
by men, only a small proportion of whom take books away 
from the building. On one of the busy days this season, at 
four o’clock in the afternoon, there were in this room 79 men 
and 17 women reading at the tables. If it were possible to 
keep statistics of this use of the branch they would be very 
large. We have tried to estimate in a general way the hall 
use of the books at this branch, by occasionally counting those 
left on the tables by the readers, and on two days this year 
there were gathered 426 and 398. This, however, does not 
give any fair idea of the number of books used in this way, as 
there were perhaps as many more consulted and put back on 
the shelves by the borrowers.”’ 

Many volumes of vocational books have been placed in the 
branches .this year. A considerable number of books by 
Jewish authors have been added. Some books have been 
bought with special reference to the storytelling. Books that 
will assist foreigners in learning English have been bought. 
We need, however, a moderate supply of books in foreign 
languages for adult foreigners. 


As to the circulation of pictures, Mr. Ward remarks: 


The number of pictures circulated this year from the branch 
collections, chiefly among schools and for use at those reading- 
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room stations which have no collections of their own, is 40,149 
as against 21,719 in 1910: that is, the use of these pictures has 
nearly doubled in one year. Early in the year a new edition of 
the printed lists of these pictures was issued and distributed 
among teachers, and these lists have stimulated the circulation. 
The custodians have been steadily adding to their collections 
pictures for which they know there will be a demand, and this 
has been appreciated by the teachers. 

The nature and use of the branch collections of pictures 
were thoroughly described in the last annual report of this 


department. 
I quote a passage from the report of the custodian of one of 
the smaller reading rooms: ‘“‘One thousand seven hundred 


thirty-six plates have been issued this past year to twenty-six 
teachers. This means that every one of the teachers in the 
district has at some time during the year been supplied with 
pictures. The method by which these results have been 
accomplished has been that of sending to the masters at regular 
intervals blanks on which the teachers could sign their names 
and give the subjects for which they would like pictures sent 
them. The masters send these lists to the library, and the 
requests are filled from the collections of the branches and 
reading rooms or from Central. This method has been a very 
satisfactory one both to the teachers and custodian. Both 
masters and many of the teachers in the district have expressed 
many times their appreciation of the library, and have said 
how helpful the pictures and books have been in their work.” 


The following relates to the personal influence exerted 
through the library at different branches or reading- 
room stations: 


In the branches and reading rooms, which are really small 
local and district libraries, it is often possible to become well 
acquainted with individuals and their peculiar wants and 
hence to become increasingly successful in helping them to 
make efficient use of the library. This is the aim of the branch 
employees, but success varies with the personality of the 
employee and the equipment of the branch. The following 
passages from reports of custodians illustrate various phases 
of this personal work with the public, which is as important 
as any function of the department: 

“The characteristic feature of the year’s work seems to be 
a gain in sympathy and understanding between the reading 
room and the district. We have acquired a wider knowledge 
of our large, closely packed section, which presents all the 
problems of city and country, includes every degree of wealth 
and poverty and of perfection and degradation. 

“Our work continues to be with individuals, which is the 
secret of giving satisfaction with service. We cannot merely 
direct our visitors to the open shelves while our room is so 
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crowded and our collection of books so small; they would 
glance around and remark that they had read ‘everything.’ 
We need intuition, tact and persuasion in order to convince 
people that we can supply their needs. But we soon acquire 
& person’s approximate ‘book measure,’ and any information 
which will guide in selecting and recommending books is 
shared by all members of the force.” 

“The books other than fiction show the largest increase in 
circulation, and the circulation of books other than fiction 
among adult readers has nearly doubled. We have always 
circulated a good many histories and geographies to those 
who are studying in evening classes or by themselves, but it 
has seemed lately as if this demand were increasing. At the 
registration desk we make it a point of helping a new card- 
holder draw his first book, and so usually find out what he is 
specially interested in. Over and over the request is for some — 
technical book — banking, automobiles, or engineering. The 
use of the Central Library through the branch shows the 
same tendency. It is a satisfaction to look over the table where 
the books are laid out and feel that the library is helping so 
many people along some line of serious endeavor.” 


Story TELLING TO CHILDREN. 


For some time Mrs. Mary W. Cronan has conducted 
a “‘story hour” for children in the small lecture room 
at the South End Branch, without expense to the library. 
Since the opening of the new building at Jamaica Plain 
she has rendered similar service in the lecture hall there, 
for compensation provided by the subscriptions of 
residents of Jamaica Plain who were interested in pro- 
moting such work. A small appropriation has been 
made by the library to continue her services during the 
ten months beginning with November, 1911. 

Although sometimes introduced for special reasons 
or to mark certain anniversaries, usually at the Central 
Library, story telling for children has never been a part 
of the regular work of this library, nor does the limited 
engagement and small sum paid to Mrs. Cronan neces- 
sarily imply its continuance. If kept within definite 
limits, and so conducted as to afford not merely amuse- 
ment but to promote the use of good books, it is now 
recognized as a legitimate function of library work with 
children. Mrs. Cronan’s methods are especially adapted 
to this result, and she has been unusually successful in 
attracting the interest of her audiences and in develop- 
ing the educational value of such work. It is proposed to 
introduce her, during the term of her engagement, at other 
branches where it is possible to accommodate audiences. 
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THE DEPARTMENT OF PATENTS. 


By the addition of 366 volumes during the year the 
total number of volumes in the Patent Collection has 
been brought to 11,691. The use of this room increases, 
as will be seen from the fact that 11,832 persons used 
the collection, consulting 81,397 volumes, as compared 
with 9,729 persons and 67,528 volumes reported for the 
year 1910-11. The figures do not include a considerable 
unrecorded use of books from the open shelves.

_ The number of bound volumes from the files consulted 
in this room during the year in the daytime (week days 
only) was 32,460, as compared with 31,752, the number 
reported in the preceding year. The number consulted 
in the evening or on Sunday was 11,120, as compared 
with 10,644 reported in the preceding year. Unbound 
back numbers of periodicals, in all 27,841, were issued 
to applicants during the daytime on week days and 
17,402 in the evening or on Sundays; the corresponding 
figures for the preceding year being 26,782 and 16,643. 
Several magazines devoted to educational subjects here- 
tofore displayed in this room have been transferred to 
the Teachers’ Reference Room on the main floor of the 
library and a few medical periodicals have been trans- 
ferred to the deposit station established at the Boston 
Medical Library in the Fenway. 


THe NEWSPAPER RooM, CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


At present, 340 newspapers are filed for reading in 
this room, currently as received. Of these, 233 are pub- 
lished in the United States and the others in foreign 
countries. The daily newspapers number 257 and the 
weeklies 83. The seating capacity of the room, always 
taxed to the utmost, has been increased by the removal 
of the: large magazine racks formerly located in the room, 
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for which wall racks have been substituted. This 
change permits the placing of three additional tables 
in the room and about 30 chairs. 

Mr. Pierce E. Buckley, in charge of the department, 
reports that the maximum attendance at any one time 
during the year was 275, on February 5, 1911, at five 
o’clock p.m. From the files of old papers 23,052 bound 
volumes were consulted during the year by 10,988 
persons. These figures compare with 20,667 and 9,111, 
respectively, for the year 1910-11. 

Some very rare eighteenth century newspapers have 
been added to the files during the year; among others 
a copy of the Boston News Letter for August 16, 1706. 
This is the earliest issue of that paper which we possess. 
Some of the copies received of the Boston Gazette, 
1729-1764, are especially valuable and rare, several 
being the only known copies extant. A copy of the 
New England Courant for February 26, 1722, among 
the acquisitions of the year, is the only number we have 
of this rare newspaper; and another rarity is. a copy of 
the Weekly Rehearsal for August 4, 1735, the next to 
the last. number of this paper which was published 
before it was succeeded by the Boston Evening Post. 


PUBLICATIONS. 


Under the editorial supervision of Mr. Lindsay Swift 
the following publications have been issued: 


1. ‘Quarterly Bulletin’? (four issues), aggregate pages, 376; 
edition, first three numbers, 3,000 copies; last number, 
2,000 copies. 

2. “Weekly Book List,’ each week (52 numbers), aggregate 
pages, 360; edition, 2,500 copies. 

The library has also published a useful and popular 
list of books on domestic science. The proof of this 
list was examined by Dr. W. T. Sedgwick and the late 
Mrs. Ellen H. Richards of the Institute of Technology, . 
and by Miss Sarah L. Arnold, Dean of Simmons College, 
who gave the work their approval as a whole, and to 
whom we are indebted for helpful suggestions and 
criticism. The current issues of the Allen A. Brown 
Catalogue and the revision of the catalogue of the 
Adams Library have received editorial supervision 
during the year. A list of books on the operas announced 
for production at the Boston Opera House during the 
season of 1911-12 was issued by the library in October. 
This was prepared by Miss Barbara Duncan, in charge 
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of the Allen A. Brown Music Room, and not under the 
supervision of the library editor. 


THE PRINTING DEPARTMENT.

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The figures reported above show a substantial increase 
in the output of the bindery. The gain in the total 
number of volumes bound during the past year is 5,244, 
as compared with the preceding year, and 8,254 as 
compared with the work of the year 1909-10. The 
general miscellaneous work also has increased. Mr. 
Kenney reports that notwithstanding the increase in 
wages under the union scale, the average cost per volume 
bound in what is termed ‘“‘ Bates Hall”’ style (full canvas 
or half morocco) has been reduced to $1.01, as compared 
with $1.15 in 1910-11 and $1.35 in 1909-10.

On January 16, 1911, ‘there were 86,913 borrowers’ 
cards in force, entitling their holders to borrow books 
from the library for use outside the buildings.

The 
net gain for the year is, therefore, 2,249. 


SuNDAY AND EVENING SERVICE AT THE CENTRAL 
LIBRARY. 


The average number of books lent upon Sundays and 
holidays from the Central Library, for use outside the 
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library building, was 720. The largest number lent on 
any single Sunday (or holiday) was 1,259. The largest 
number of readers present in the Bates Hall Reading 
Room on any single Sunday was 319, on February 19, 
1911, at five o’clock p. m.

The work of the department has been of a routine 
nature. The rents have been paid promptly; the ordi- 
nances and regulations of the Market Department have 
been strictly enforced; the pure food laws have met 
hearty approval of the lessees and the provisions offered 
for sale within the market limits have been of excellent 
quality, so much so that few complaints have been 
received, and we have been required to condemn a 
much less quantity than in some previous years. 

Only ordinary repairs which belong to the city to 
make have been required and such as have been needed 
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have been promptly cared for by the Superintendent 
of Public Buildings, under whose charge they have been 
made. 

The lessees themselves have niade many repairs and 
improvements at their own expense which have been of 
material benefit to the property of the city. 

Some repairs out of the ordinary have been reported 
to the Superintendent of Public Buildings which have 
met with his approval and should be attended to at an 
early date. 

The slating on a portion of the roof of Faneuil Hall 
Market is in bad condition and requires the Superintend- 
ent of Public Buildings to care for the same after each 
snowstorm and save the lessees from loss and annoyance 
on account of water entering the premises of the lessees, 
which in some years has been quite serious, but the 
method which has been adopted to care for the same 
during the past winter has prevented any complaint. 

The ceilings in the passageways of Faneuil Hall 
Market are in bad condition, not having been renewed 
since the completion of the building in 1826. I have 
recommended that there should be a metal ceiling to 
cover the present plaster, which would greatly improve 
the appearance of the market and last for many years. 

The floors in the passageways of Faneuil Hall and 
New Faneuil Hall Markets should be relaid, as in both 
buildings they are badly worn. 

During the year the department has condemned 
and caused to be destroyed as unfit for food one hundred 
ninety-six (196) pounds of poultry; one hundred twenty- 
three (123) pounds of tripe; one hundred twelve (112) 
squabs; seventy-eight (78) pounds of lamb; three (3) 
barrels of squash; fifteen hundred and ten (1,510) 
quarts of strawberries, besides large quantities of fruit 
and vegetables sent to the dumping scow.

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APPROPRIATION AND E;XPENDITURES. 


The appropriation for this department for this year 
was $17,600. Of this amount $17,599.15 was expended. 
The expenses of the department are divided between 
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three divisions: Office expenses, which amounted to 
$1,853.49; summer concerts, expenses, which totaled 
$9,847.81, and winter concerts, expenses, which 
amounted to $5,897.85. The total number of concerts 
arranged and given during the year was 1385. Of 
these, 82 were summer band concerts and 53 were 
winter concerts, consisting of orchestral and trio con- 
certs and organ recitals. At these concerts we fur- 
nished music to an estimated total of 316,050 persons 
during the summer months, and to an actual total of 
49,756 persons during the winter months. ‘The esti- 
mated attendance for the year of 365,806 at our concerts 
exceeds all previous records. The cost per capita, 
for each concert, was less than five cents. An itemized 
expense list for the year follows:

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NOoNDAY CONCERTS. 


The announcement of the decision of the Music 
Trustees to inaugurate noonday concerts on Boston 
Common was greeted with much enthusiasm by both 
the public and the Press. Two concerts were arranged 
as an experiment and given on Boston Common the 
first two Tuesdays in August. The estimated attend- 
ance averaged over 3,000 persons, and after the second 
concert was given, many requests were made that the 
‘“‘noonday concerts’? be continued throughout the 
month of August, at least once a week. If the size of 
the appropriation warrants this expenditure, the trus- 
tees believe the concerts should be given in future 
years. 

WINTER SEASON. 


During the fiscal year, 1911-12, fifty-three concerts 
were given by this department. Of these, twenty-nine 
were orchestral concerts, eighteen trio concerts, and six 
organ recitals. ‘Twenty-nine of these concerts were 
given between February 1 and April 26, 1911, and the 
remainder between November 28, 1911, and February 1, 
1912. Concerts were given, as in the past, in the various 
school halls in each district, when satisfactory arrange- 
ments could be made. Other large halls were engaged 
for the purpose, and three churches were secured, in 
which organ recitals were given. The halls in which 
concerts were held and the number of concerts and 
attendance are as follows:

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MUNICIPAL ORCHESTRA. 


The winter concerts have been given under the same 
plans as those followed during the season of 1910-11. 
Mr. William Howard has been selected as leader of the 
orchestra for the third successive year. Professor 
Louis C. Elson has been retained as lecturer, and con- 
tinues to give his instructive and entertaining remarks 
relating to the musical program being rendered. ‘The 
reappearance of Signor Torellé, the contra-bass soloist, 
was one of the most attractive features of the season. 

At all our concerts the seating capacity of the halls 
was fully taxed, and at most of the larger halls several 
hundred were turned away because of HMO, seat- 
ing accommodations. 


TrR1Io CONCERTS. 


The success attained last season with trio concerts 
has encouraged the trustees, and this class of chamber 
music has been continued. These concerts, given by a 
pianist, violinist and violoncellist, assisted by a vocalist, 
are given in the several halls throughout the city, the 
same as the orchestral concerts. In this manner the 
audience develop a taste for chamber music as well as 
for orchestral music of a high order. 


ORGAN RECITALS. 


Last year the organ recitals proved to be very interest- 
ing and instructive, and they were, therefore, continued 
this season. At the recital given by Mr. John A. 
O’Shea, in the First Church of Christ, Scientist, on April 
24, 1911, 8,000 people attended, and it was estimated 
that 10,000 were unable to gain admittance. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


The improvements requested by this department 
have generally been confined to one subject,— that of 
permanent bandstands. Since our last report rapid 
strides have been taken in this direction. On Boston 
Common there is now being erected the Parkman 
Memorial Bandstand, the cost of which, approximately, 
$50,000, is to be met by the income from the Parkman 
Fund. 

There is now under consideration a plan to erect 
smaller permanent stands in several sections of the 
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city, and the following places are considered as the 
most suitable for such stands: 


Wood Island Park, East Boston. 

Charlesbank, West End. 

Union Park (Ward 9), or Worcester square (Ward 12), South End. 
Madison square, Roxbury, Ward 18. 

Orchard Park, Roxbury, Ward 17. 

Washington Park, Roxbury, Ward 21. 

Dorchester square, Ward 20. 


These sites have been selected from a list of thirty- 
six parks in Boston, found most suitable for permanent 
stands. The permanent stands, which can be erected 
and paid for from the income of the Parkman Fund, 
will not only beautify the several parks, but add greatly 
to the concerts from a musical point of view. The 
estimated cost of each of these stands would be about 
$2,500, making a total of $17,500. We would suggest 
that the stands be constructed of concrete, or some 
other similar material, which would last longer and 
would require no subsequent expense for repairs. 

We acknowledge at this time the many courtesies 
extended to us in our progress, and beg to extend our 
thanks to the various departments cooperating with 
us in our work. We are also grateful to the directors 
of the three churches who have kindly allowed us the 
use of their edifices and organs.

The sum of $88,337.67 has been given directly to the 
poor, to which should be added the sum of $2,816.75

INCREASED ACTIVITIES AND EXPENSES.. 


Examination of the statistics of our work and of our 
expense account will show that both have made a con- 
siderable increase over the preceding year; a total num- 
ber of 2,272 families were cared for during the year as 
against 1,995 in 1910, an increase of 277 families. The 
number admitted and fed at the lodge also shows ‘an 
increase of both lodgers and meals. The amount of 
relief actually given to the poor increased $4,537.71 over 
1910. It is hoped that better times and a better labor 
market will enable us to make a considerable saving 
in the coming year. 


THE WAYFARERS’ LODGE. 


Everything is in the best shape possible at the lodge, 
if one takes into consideration the inadequacy and 
unfitness of the building for the purpose for which it 
is used. The utmost care is taken to look after the 
physical health of the inmates. Careful sanitary and 
medical inspection is given daily, and every effort is 
made to keep up the sanitary condition of the building. 
Disinfectants are liberally and frequently used. The 
inmates are compelled to be and to keep clean, and 
constant inspection is made of all possible sources of 
infection.

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REPORT OF THE CiTy TEMPORARY HOME. 


The home is open day and night to any friendless 
woman or child who applies for admission. 

There are no accommodations for the care of the 
sick, the insane and the epileptic, and such cases, 
although admitted, if friendless, are committed as 
quickly as possible to other institutions. 

The home is in excellent repair and there have been 
no changes in the staff, which consists of a matron, 
with three assistants and a cook. 

‘ The matron superintends every department in the 
ome. 

One assistant has charge of the nursery, the laundry 
and the serving of meals to the inmates. 

Another assistant is on duty during the night and 
attends to all calls at the door and to any illness or 
disorder in the dormitories. The foundlings are generally 
brought in at night, and are often suffering from 
exposure. 

The third assistant, who lives out of the house, takes 
charge of the card catalogues, containing the history of 
each woman and child, and the other records and 
accounts and also helps in other ways. 

The inmates do the work of the house under the 
supervision of the matrons. 

The cook, besides preparing the food for the home, 
has also the care of making and baking bread for the 
lodge. The number of loaves of bread baked this year 
was 20,143, of which 9,353 were sent to the lodge. 

The food for the inmates is simple but good. Dinner 
is served hot at 11.45, and bread and tea at 5.45 for any 
woman who applies. Whenever possible some work is 
required in return. If an individual comes often to 
dinner, one of the Overseers’ visitors is instructed to 
investigate her history. Onethousand two hundred and 
forty-seven women and thirty-five children took meals 
without lodgings this year. The usual number expected 
daily at dinner is about thirty-five. There is always 
plenty of bread and milk for the children. 

The home is often used by the police and public and 
private societies for the care and safe-keeping of children 
during the day. They are not really committed to 
the home, so no record is kept of them in the books. 
This year there were forty-two such children. 
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On Sundays the inmates are encouraged to attend 
either a Roman Catholic or Protestant church in 
company with one of the matrons. 

The list of individual lodgers represents the number 
of admissions. In the list of total lodgers is counted 
every bed occupied each night. The average number 
of ledgings per individual means consecutive lodgings. 
When a woman is admitted after some lapse of time 
she counts as another individual on the list of lodgers, 
although not so in the total number of women admitted. 
There were 217 women admitted more than once this 
year. 

The 400 women recorded as not known to have been 
either in almshouse or prison are the ones for whom 
the home has been of greatest service. They come 
generally for some temporary cause, and as far as 
possible the matron finds relief. For those who are 
able to do housework it is easy to find places. The 
others may be put into communication with their 
friends or sent to more permanent institutions. Many 
times the mothers and children of evicted families find 
temporary shelter while looking for another living 
place. 

On November 6, 1911, the committee passed a vote 
that the minor wards of the state should not be kept 
in the home for more than two consecutive weeks. 
Before that they were often kept for four or more 
weeks at a time, and as there is no opportunity for out- 
of-door exercise, the girls, who are usually between 
twelve and sixteen, became very restless and suffered 
for lack of regular employment and discipline. 

As usual all confinement cases were sent to the Boston 
Lying-in Hospital, and a stipulated sum paid for their 
care.

The young mothers with babies frequently return to 
the home after confinement, and it is the special duty 
of the matron in charge of the nursery to teach them 
the proper way of feeding and caring for their children. 
Some of them find places at service with their babies. 
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The home was of much assistance to some women 
who were victims of the Revere House fire one very 
cold night last winter. For those in need the night 
matron provided clothing as well as food and shelter. 

The committee are very grateful to all who have sent 
gifts to the home.

City Hospitrau. 


The direct expense to this department of our work 
at the hospital during the past year was $4,692.29. 
We collected in all during the year from this source 
for the City of Boston the sum of $50,607.34. The sum 
of $34,783.82 was also received at the City Collector’s 
office on account of contagious cases cared for at the 
City Hospital, on bills furnished by our department. 
If we add to these amounts $16,545.12 collected at our 
main office, for the relief by us of paupers settled other- 
wise than in Boston, and paid over directly to the City 
Collector, we have an aggregate of $101,936.28 collected 
by this department. 

We are happy to record the fact that our staff of 
workers has been given greatly improved quarters. 
They have been moved upstairs and now have two 
rooms so that needed privacy can be had when our visit- 
ors are interviewing patients and their friends in regard 
to settlements, relatives and resources. We feel sure 
that both the health and efficiency of the men will be 
greatly improved by this long desired change.

ANNEXATION OF HypE PARK. 


January 1, 1912, the act of annexation of Hyde Park 
to Boston went into effect, thus increasing the territory 
of the city by 2,406 acres and its population by 15,500. 
The Board took up the matter of caring for the Hyde 
Park poor in November and had all arrangements 
perfected so that we took control at once. We appointed 
as our agent in the newly acquired district Mr. John W. 
McMahon, who was the chairman of the Overseers of the 
Poor of Hyde Park at time of annexation. He has an 
office where he can be reached in person or by telephone 
during the daytime, and as he resides in the new Ward 
26 he can be notified of urgent cases after or before 
business hours. 

We have also selected a physician, Dr. David E. 
Hanlon, who will attend to all the sick poor in our behalf. 

A special committee of the Board rendered valuable 
service, making several trips to Hyde Park and familiar- 
izing themselves with the needs of the district and 
reporting back to the Board. 

The additional work entailed upon our office force 
by the annexation will not be especially burdensome. 
In preparing our figures for the budget to be presented 
to the appropriation committee for the ensuing year, 
1912-13, we have included an item of $8,000 to cover 
expenses in the Hyde Park district. This is $500 less 
than the expenses of the Overseers of the Poor in Hyde 
Park for the year 1911, and we hope to effect a still 
further saving in future years. It may be possible 
to do away with a local agent after a time and to cover 
the new ward by the services of one of our regular 
visitors. This did not seem advisable at the time. 


CHANGES IN PAUPER SETTLEMENT LAWS. 


Important changes were made in the settlement 
laws by the Legislature of 1911. The requirement 
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that a man should pay taxes in order to gain a settlement 
was done away with, and men and women gain by five 
years’ residence, during which they have not received 
public aid. 

The old provisions that settlements could be acquired 
by owning and occupying real estate, by holding certain 
town offices, by being settled ordained ministers, are 
omitted from the present law. 

Legitimate children whose father dies during their 
minority then take the settlement of their mother, and 
if the parents are divorced, the children take the settle- 
ment of the parent in whose custody they are placed by 
the court. 

Illegitimate children are to follow and have the settle- 
ment of their mother, gained during their minority, 
instead of ‘‘at the time of their birth.” 

Reimbursement of pauper aid is to be made within 
two years instead of five. Absence from a city or town 
for five consecutive years causes the loss of a settlement 
— the time spent in certain institutions not to be counted 
in computing the time for or against settlement. 

This law was approved July 13, 1911, so that it is 
too early to determine just what effect its application 
will have upon our work. 


Trust FUNDS. 


These funds are seventeen in number and are adminis- 
tered strictly according to the provisions of the various 
trusts creating them, as interpreted from time to time 
by the Board with the advice of the Law Department. 

All applicants for trust pensions must prove a legal 
residence in Boston, and as a rule must be at least fifty 
years of age and have resided for a considerable length 
of time in Boston. 

The total amount of the trust funds in our charge as a 
corporation has increased $5,947.49 during the year, 
and is now $848,231.68. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the Pem- 
berton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears Charity, 
the Moses Hunt, the Thayer, the Rachel T. Stevens, 
the Stoughton, Goodnow, Jeffries and Holton Funds is 
237, a decrease of 4 from the number aided on February 
1, 1911. During the year 26 have died, 1 has gone to 
an insane asylum, 2 have gone to homes for aged women, 
6 have withdrawn, in 5 cases we have stopped the pen- 
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sions previously given, 1 has gone to the almshouse, 1 
has been provided for by State Aid Department, 1 left 
the state, and one has been transferred to our city list. 
Forty new names have been added. 

During the year we have paid $5,520.85 from the 
income of the Boylston Education Fund, and there are 
now thirty children on this fund. 

At the end of this report will be found a statement of 
all the funds held by us in trust, showing receipts and 
expenditures since February 1, 1911, also extracts from 
the wills under which these trusts were established. 


FINANCIAL STATISTICS. 


The receipts and expenditures during the last twelve 
months are shown in detail by reports of the secretary 
and treasurer which follow. 

As usual we have had an expert accountant audit our 
books and accounts and his certificate is appended 
hereto. A schedule of the personal property in our 
hands February 1, 1912, is hereto attached.

Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the 
present time from ‘A. B.,”’ Daniel Oliver, Margaret 
Blackader, Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ire- 
land, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. 
Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin 
Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘A Citizen of Boston,’’ Anony- 
mous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, 
Walter E. Hawes, William B. Spooner, Rebecca A. 
Goddard, Matilda Goddard and Richard C. Humphreys. 
The most important, however, of the bequests was from 
Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been 
given to the fund. The income of this fund is to be 
expended, at the discretion of the overseers, in semi- 
annual payments to the poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds.— These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in 
London, England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “‘ poor 
and decayed householders of the town of Boston, not 
under fifty years of age, persons of good character, and 
reduced by the acts of Providence, not by indolence, 
extravagance, or other vice.’’ The other portion to be 
applied to the ‘‘nurture and instruction of poor orphans 
and deserted children of the town of Boston until four- 
teen years of age.”’ 

Mason Fund.— A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually ‘‘to 
the standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, 
or by whatever other name called’’; interest to be added 
until one is appointed. The interest is now paid semi- 
annually towards the salaries of the chaplains of the 
House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund.— A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, ‘‘for supplying with firewood or coal 
such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not sup- 
ported in the almshouse though sometimes relieved by 
the Overseers of the Poor.” 
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Jeffries Fund.— A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: ‘‘Income 
to be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and 
sugar for the refreshment of those persons, who in the 
providence of God, are, or shall be, reduced and obliged 
to take shelter in the almshouse, after having lived 
reputably; the Overseers of the Poor to be judges as to 
the persons, but always giving the preference to the 
pious poor. ”’ 

In 1908 the Supreme Court decreed that in addition to 
the above provisions of the will the income of this fund 
could be used by the Overseers of the Poor in their dis- 
cretion for the benefit of Boston poor outside of the 
almshouse. 

Lucy Bullman Charity.— Consists of an estate on Cam- 
bridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the 
possession of the City of Boston in accordance with the 
will of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk 
County, January 9, 1832, in which it is provided that, 
upon the death of certain persons therein named, said 
estate is given to the City of Boston upon the condition 
that the estate should never be sold, but the income used 
for the benefit of the poor. By a vote of the City Coun- 
cil, approved by the Mayor January 4, 1873, this estate 
was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the 
income only to be expended ‘‘in aid and for the support 
of citizens or families who may have seen better days, 
and for charity in all its forms in such a manner as may 
best tend to alleviate the sufferings of human life and 
render the condition of the poor more comfortable. ”’ 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
city of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of 
that city May, 1861: ‘‘Income to be expended in the 
purchase of fuel to be distributed to those indigent 
widows whose husbands, before their decease, had 
resided in Charlestown at least one year, and the said 
widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown at the 
time of receiving said bounty.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
‘‘Income to be annually expended forever in purchasing 
and distributing provisions among poor and indigent 
Protestant families in said town of Brighton on Thanks- 
giving or other holidays, or just previous to such holi- 
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days, to the end that such poor Protestant families may 
have the means, in some degree, of enjoying such holi- 
days in common with their fellow-citizens; and I 
especially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor and needy 
shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other 
articles of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem 
to be the most conducive to the comfort and happiness 
of that lone class of citizens.” 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
‘‘Income to be annually expended, in whole or in part, 
as necessity or circumstances may require, by the 
selectmen of said town, in providing good and plentiful 
meals on Thanksgiving Day, or other holidays, to the 
Protestant paupers of said Brighton. If the whole of 
said income shall not be required to be so expended, 
then the surplus shall be added to the principal, and if 
such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest 
or income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing 
said festive meals on said holidays, may be expended by 
said selectmen for the comfort of the Protestant paupers 
of said Brighton in such a manner as said selectmen 
shall judge best and most conducive to the comfort and 
happiness of such paupers.”’ 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut. Gov. 
William Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will 
he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be 
improved by the care of the selectmen, the income to 
be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to 
be paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of 
Boston and its assigns, ‘‘to be invested and the income 
applied forever to and for the relief, assistance and sup- 
port of the poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not sup- 
ported by the said city in its almshouse, in such manner 
as the said city, or the government or officers thereof, 
may deem most judicious, but without reference to 
the religious faith or belief of those who may apply 
for or need the assistance of this fund.”’ Five thousand 
dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.— A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of 
a person named in the will) ‘‘for the support and main- 
tenance of poor, worthy, Protestant single women of 
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Boston, who have arrived at the age of 50 years (not 
including widows), paying to each of such women during 
her life the sum of one hundred dollars in semiannual 
payments. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary under 
this will no further payment of money is to be made 
to her, nor is any further payment of income to be made 
to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help 
under this trust.’ 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute.-— A legacy from 
the late Moses Hunt: ‘‘The income to be devoted to 
the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents 
of that part of said Boston which was Charlestown.” 
Ten thousand dollars, received March 7, 1889, has been 
invested in a City of Boston note. 

Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund.— A hequest of 
Caroline C. Thayer (who died about 1891), to be paid 
over to the city after the death of two sisters, the last 
of whom died in September, 1899. The fund was 
received in May, 1900. ‘‘Income to be annually 
appropriated for the benefit and use of Protestant 
widows and single women, without distinction of color, 
preference always to be given to those who have seen 
better days.” 

In August, 1900, a small sum was received under the 
will of Susan T. Balch, which was added to this fund in 
accordance with the wish of the donor. 

Thorndike Fund.— Extract from will of George L. 
Thorndike, proved June 11, 1901: ‘‘I give, devise, and 
bequeath to the City of Boston ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) in trust forever; the income from the same is 
to purchase coal to be distributed to deserving widowed 
women of East Boston.’’ 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the 
Mayor December 19, 1907, the income of the fund is 
paid to. this Board.

One-third of the Board is appointed annually by the 
Mayor, subject to the approval of the Civil Service 
Commission.

Hon. JouHn F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


DeEaAR Str,— The Board of Park Commissioners here- 
with presents its annual report for the year 1911-1912. 

Besides the annual maintenance work of the parks, 
playgrounds, woodlands and roads, much new con- 
struction has made this an unusually busy year for the 
Park Department. The John Winthrop Playground 
has been bought. Sites have been selected for several 
new playgrounds; other playgrounds, such as the 
Columbus Avenue, the Strandway and the William 
Eustis Playgrounds have been fenced, planted and 
finished; a locker building has been built at the Strand- 
way playground; a contract has been made for one at 
Forest Hills Playground; drawings have been made for a 
shelter building at Jamaica Pond and for improvements 
at the Copp’s Hill Terraces; for a locker building and 
children’s playground at Medford street, below Charles- 
town Heights. A new brick bath house has been con- 
tracted for at Dewey Beach. Tennis courts have been 
built at Franklin Field and much grading done there. 
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The filling has continued slowly at Orient Heights. Four 
acres are graded and furnish ball fields and a contract 
now made will furnish another acre. <A great deal of 
tree planting had been done, much of it during the 
coldest winter weather. Plans have been made for 
the street to connect Jersey street with the neighbor- 
hood of the Art Museum, and the work is to be done 
with filling from the Boylston Street Subway. The 
Fens Playground has also been extended with earth 
from cellar excavations and it is hoped that we can add 
many acres shortly to the Strandway Playground by 
excavation from the Dorchester Subway. Much other 
construction work is enumerated in the report of our 
superintendent hereto attached. 

Besides these works of construction substantial prog- 
ress has been made on the Zoological Garden and the 
aquarium. The large open-air aviary and the bear 
dens are nearly completed and the aquarium building 
is nearly ready for plastering. 

Plans have been prepared by Mr. Austin and bids 
have been obtained for a bird house near the great 
open-air cage. This house will contain cages for winter 
occupation by large and small birds. It is surrounded 
by open-air cages connected with those on the interior. 
In these will live both summer and winter the smaller 
birds which cannot be put in the great open-air cage, 
either because they would escape through the mesh or 
become the prey of the large inhabitants of the great 
aviary. 

What we had in mind in all this work has been to 
provide at first for a limited number of exhibits — mainly 
bears, birds and fishes. The provision for these will 
be as thorough and as good as we know how to make it. 
If the public find them attractive they will support us 
in carrying the work farther. What we are doing will 
give the project of a Zoological Garden a very thorough 
trial. 

We have already been given a bear by Mr. Newkirk 
and between forty and sixty valuable geese and ducks 
by Mr. J. E. Thayer. The United States Government 
has also promised us bears and other animals from the 
Yellowstone Park. 

The United States Government having authorized 
the use of Governor’s Island for a park, a plan has been 
made by Mr. Shurtleff for its gradual development, and 
this is to be respected in the planting of trees which we

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plan to undertake this summer. We hope also to make 
the pier at Governor’s Island accessible for excursion 
boats and we are about to repair the pier at Castle 
Island for the same purpose. 

Until lately it has been intended that the Riverbank 
Subway should come to the surface near Charlesgate 
East, and thence cross to Beacon street over some 
unfinished lands and pools that are in our control. 
As it has been decided to take the subway by Boylston - 
street to an incline in Commonwealth avenue, the 
unfinished land and water spaces at the junction of the 
Fens and the Basin should be put in order. Mr. Shurt- 
leff has prepared a plan looking to this end and at the 
same time has studied a scheme for the rearrangement 
of that portion of Commonwealth avenue which lies 
between Massachusetts avenue and Charlesgate West, 
the present plan of which has lost its original significance 
and presents inconveniences and dangers. We shall 
ask you to consider the possibility of an appropriation 
to carry out this needed improvement in a very con- 
spicuous and important neighborhood. 

The City Council by an ordinance has made it possible 
for the Park Board to revise restrictions as to apartment 
houses on the Fens so as to permit smaller apartments 
than formerly. The Board has voted that it will only 
grant this permission when the designs for the fronts 
of these buildings are such as it can approve as suited 
to frontage on the park. It is not our intention to 
demand richer materials, but only skill and study in 
the preparation of the design of the fronts, but it is 
hoped that this will result in buildings of a better design 
around the park than now are found in the neighboring 
side streets. Hitherto there has been no restriction in 
force except as to height, and an owner building a poor 
looking building might depreciate the value of the whole 
neighborhood. Owners have expressed great  satis- 
faction with this vote. The board has both accepted 
and disapproved of designs thus laid before it, and there 
is every prospect of a marked improvement of the 
appearance of the Fenway over that of neighboring 
streets because of this vote. 

This winter the Legislature authorized the Park 
Department to grant a site on the Fens for the School of 
Commerce provided it were asked for by the School 
Committee, the School Commission and the Mayor. 
Not only was it so asked far, but property owners in the 
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immediate neighborhood also expressed a desire that a 
site might be authorized near Boylston street and 
Agassiz road. The Board therefore wrote your Honor 


the following letter: 
August 31,1911. 
Hon. JoHN F. FITzGERALD, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear Sir,— The Park Commission has been, and still is, of 
the opinion that park lands should not be surrendered for 
sites for public buildings. A special case seems, however, 
to be presented in the matter of the Commercial High School. 
The commission is disposed to consider this question on its 
individual merits. The Legislature has authorized the com- 
mission to grant a site within the Fens. The School Com- 
mission and the School Committee, or their representatives, 
have unanimously agreed on the axis of Peterborough street 
as a site. The Mayor urgently wishes the school to be placed 
here. We understand that many of the abutters and neighbors 
are glad to have the building placed here. The Park Com- 
mission believe that the site selected is the least objectionable 
one in the neighborhood. Under these circumstances the 
Park Commission feels that it should not assert too strongly 
in this case its fixed general convictions. Therefore, with 
the understanding that the exterior design, shape, size and 
location of the building are to be submitted to the Park Com- 
mission for approval and that the building is not to be built 
without this approval, the Park Commission will sanction 
the building being placed on the axis of Peterborough street 
on the Fenway lands.

Later the Schoolhouse Commission presented a design, 
which, after certain changes were made, was. approved 
by the Board as suitable for the situation. 

On the petition of various citizens Boylston street 
has been opened to traffic from where it enters the Fen- 
way on the east by way of the stone bridge to where it 
leaves the park on the west. Following this opening 
the Boston Elevated Railway petitioned for the right 
to run their cars by this route. A plan was finally 
evolved by which they might run for the most of the 
way on a reservation, and the Board has expressed its 
willingness to approve of this if the money can be found 
for executing the changes on the park and roads, the 
amount needed being about $31,000. The complete 
opening of this bit of park road to traffic is approved 
of by the Park Board in response to a very insistent 
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public demand, and largely because we think it offers 
a better solution of present difficulties than the straight 
extension of Boylston street which was proposed a 
year ago and nearly carried out. 

We also desire to point out the bad condition in which 
a great part of our roads now are. In the main they are 
macadam roads. Our yearly appropriations have per- 
mitted no radical improvements. Treatment with oil 
and gravel and constant repairing has been all that was 
possible. More serious rebuilding and surfacing is 
necessary to meet the wear of motors. A considerable 
sum should be given us each year for the repair and 
building of roads. 

The Board would again express its wish that the 
playgrounds could be open to players on Sunday after- 
noons. 

Also the Board hopes that the appropriations may be 
made which would enable it to employ playleaders on 
the different playgrounds and thus make them more 
useful. We have on several occasions asked for this, 
and we believe it is the method of solving most of the 
difficulties that trouble those who think as we do that 
our splendid playgrounds are not sufficiently used. 

The Board desires to suggest again to citizens who are 
generously disposed that few things could confer greater 
public benefit than the gift, either outright or by will, 
of a public playground. Whether this be large for active 
play or small as a retreat for mothers and children, it 
forms an agreeable and enduring gift. 

The Board desires to record its sense of the great loss 
the department has incurred by the death of Mrs. Wells. 
With Mrs. Williams she has given the greatest assistance 
to the department by the management of the children’s 
playground on the Charlesbank. This, owing to their 
efforts largely, is a most attractive and charming 
portion of the property in charge of the department. 
The Board is most anxious that Mrs. Williams should 
not resign from the work, but that she should find a 
suitable coadjutor to assist her in the duties she has so 
well fulfilled.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To Rospert 8. PEapopy, JAMES M. PRENDERGAST AND 
DANIEL H. Coak.LEy, Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN,— I herewith submit a report of work 
performed in the department under the direction of your 
Board during the year 1911: 

- Karly in the summer, the plans being ready, work was 
started on the construction of the Zoological Garden in 
Franklin Park. A contract was awarded to John A. 
Rooney for a group of five bear yards and dens. These 
are located in Long Crouch Woods and are of an impos- 
ing character. The walls are completed and the iron- 
work and flagging of the yards are well under way. 
Each yard contains a commodious pool. Beeches and 
oaks have been planted in openings among the old trees 
to provide shade for the concourse in front. <A contract 
was also made with the New England Structural Com- 
pany for the construction of an aquatic flying cage, 190 
feet long, 60 feet wide and 60 feet high, with a swell 
at the back, 40 feet by 14 feet. This work, too, is well 
advanced, requiring to complete it only the outside 
wiring and the wall and pools inside. The water and 
sewerage for these constructions have been laid in and 
connected with the city system by the employees of the 
Park Department. A portion of the Refectory carriage 
shed has been impressed into service as a temporary 
home for newly received animals. A group of thirteen 
cages has been built there by Park Department 
employees. 

The surplus oaks in the plantations in Franklin Park, 
which were root pruned last year, were in good condition 
for transplanting during the past winter, having formed 
a fine growth of fibrous roots. The long-continued 
frost and snow, too, favored the work of transportation, 
enabling us to plant two lines of these trees on that 
part of Commonwealth avenue lying between Warren 
street and Brighton avenue. The trees were moved 
with frozen balls of earth, six feet in diameter, a distance 
of nearly five miles. They are well-grown specimens, 
15 to 20 feet in height. Commonwealth avenue has 
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thus gained in time a period of from eight to ten years 
required for such growth. This is more especially 
valuable in the oak transplantation, which, under ordi- 
nary processes, recovers slowly. From the same planta- 
tions we also have procured trees to replace those 
injured beyond repair along the lines of the parkways. 
In addition, a group of about sixty of these fine oaks 
has been planted as an additional protection to the 
flying cage in the Zoological Garden. In all the number 
transplanted amounts to over three hundred. 

The plantations generally throughout the system are 
growing finely, due, no doubt, to our regular practice 
of annual pruning for form, and thinning out of all 
crowding and inferior material. The trees are all good 
examples of their kind and will eventually blend into 
dignified woodland masses, the foundation for good 
form and growth having been firmly established in the 
trees while young. 

The old woodlands, too, continue to improve in vigor 
and beauty. By the regular planting each year of con- 
siderable quantities of undergrowth, the floor of the 
woodlands has become more attractive and affords 
better protection to birds; pheasants, especially, are 
becoming very plentiful. The increasing quantity of 
berried plants also is providing a store of food for the 
birds in winter, of which many take advantage. Espe- 
cially is this noticeable in the large numbers of flickers 
and blue jays to be found feeding among the fruits 
of the apple and rose families. Squirrels find abundant 
food among the wild fruits. This supply we reinforce by 
adding a little corn or wheat. The result of this care is 
that the winter beauty of the woodlands and glades in 
the parks is strongly emphasized by wild animal life. 

The Herbaceous Garden in Franklin Park quite ful- 
filled our expectations last year. The show of late 
flowering and Darwin tulips in the spring was very good. 
The narcissi gave sheets of their golden flowers. From 
then until fall a succession of beautiful blooming plants 
followed, and closed with a rich display of hybrid asters — 
hybrids of our own beautiful native ones. Accompany- 
ing these were sunflowers, helesiums, salvias, chelones 
and a host of other good things. 

The usual care was given to the shrubberies. Old 
or worn-out plantations were cleared off and replanted. 
Plantations of white pine were made on the north slopes 
of Searboro Hill and Rock Morton. 
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Planting at Savin Hill was continued last spring. 
The trails are now turf covered and are quite attractive. 
A new trail along a picturesque slope will be completed 
in the spring. 

Until the past year Commonwealth avenue, between 
Brookline avenue and the Newton line, a distance of 
four miles, scarcely possessed a tree, except for a mile 
of oaks planted four years ago. Last fall about. six 
hundred trees were planted, completing the lines between 
these distant points. European elms were planted - 
between Brookline avenue and Brighton avenue; thence 
red oaks to Warren street; and from that point to 
Chestnut Hill avenue silver leaved lindens. On two 
wide spaces between the car reservation on the north 
roadway preparation has been made for generous groups 
of ginkgoes, which will be planted in the spring. The 
ginkgo is a Japanese and Chinese tree of great beauty, 
and in its natural habitat is a long-lived tree and grows 
to great size. Immense specimens are to be found in 
the grounds of the temples in Japan and China. Among 
these ginkgoes will be planted a lot of nurse trees for 
shelter, to be afterwards removed as space is required 
for the increasing growth of the permanent trees. It 
is hoped that an additional appropriation may soon be 
secured to prepare the high, bare slopes beyond Warren 
street and to plant them with trees and shrubbery. 

During the past season the 10-acre meadow near the 
Boylston Bridge was covered to a depth of 12 or 15 
inches with excavated material from the new station 
of the elevated railway at Park street. This was over- 
laid with loam and seeded, which will transform the 
salt water marsh into a turf covered meadow, and will 
prove useful for recreation purposes. 

At the Fens Playground all material suitable for 
raising the grade of the playground has been accepted. 
The cost to the department has been only that of level- 
ing the filling. Further extension of the filled area has 
been made during the past year. It is expected that, 
with the material which we shall obtain from the new 
Boylston-street Subway during the present year, an 
area of about twenty acres will be filled to a grade suit- 
able for playground purposes. This area will be in 
addition to the ten-acre meadow before mentioned, 
making a total of about thirty acres of ground available 
for recreation in the Fens. This will serve not only a 
large and populous district, but, in addition, can in 
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time be developed into an important recreation center 
for a large portion of the city. | 

At Charlesbank an appropriation of $20,000 from the 
Francis Parkman Fund was expended for’ various 
improvements, chief among which were the construc- 
tion of a granolithic mall along the water front, with — 
cross connections to the ends of streets abutting on 
Charles street; the planting of two lines of Lombardy 
poplars on the Charles street side; substantial repairs to 
the fence on the sea wall; repairs on the Charles street 
brick walk; the installation of a system of irrigation for 
the mounds and lawns, and the erection of a continuous 
line of concrete-framed seats on the basin frontage. 

The total amount appropriated for the maintenance 
of the park system for the year ending January 31, 1912, 
was $404,974.71. Of this amount, however, $49,914.72 
was spent for construction work, leaving a net balance 
available for maintenance of $355,059.99. The inroads 
made by construction work on the maintenance funds 
of the department interferes seriously with the proper 
maintenance of the system. The construction work 
referred to is that which is liable to be met at any time 
in the prosecution of the work of either construction or 
maintenance of the department, and for which no pro- 
vision has been made to meet the cost; and, to avoid 
delay or extra cost by leaving the work undone pending 
the securing of an appropriation, the maintenance 
account is drawn upon to pay the expense. These 
drafts on our maintenance account for construction 
purposes necessarily lower the quality of the upkeep of 
the parks. A notable example, among others, of this 
may be pointed out in the condition of the parkway 
roads. A certain amount of required resurfacing has 
been deferred each year, for several years past, from 
lack of funds, until at the present time the depart- 
ment is in arrears on this particular class of mainte- 
nance work an amount of not less than $65,000 or $70,000. 
Last year we were able to resurface only about one mile 
of roadway. ° For this a Bermudez asphaltum macadam 
concrete was used. We followed, however, our usual cus- 
tom with roads of ordinary broken stone macadam, that 
of spreading a dust-absorbing coat of sand on the surface, 
sprinkled with emulsified oil. A smooth asphaltum or 
asphaltum-concrete surfaced road is necessarily a dusty 
road, because it cannot hold or absorb the dust which 
blows over it from other sources. 
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During the past year one playground has been added 
to those owned by your department, making twenty- 
six playgrounds in all. This is the John Winthrop 
Playground, on Dacia and Danube streets, in Ward 16, 
which has an area of 1.57 acres. 

Of the construction work performed on the play- 
grounds during the past year the following items were 
the most important: 

At the Strandway Playground a brick locker building, 
133 feet by 26 feet, containing sanitary and locker 
accommodations, was completed and opened to the 
public. Excavations have been made around the build- 
ing and filled with loam, in preparation for planting in 
the spring with groups of trees and shrubbery. 

At Franklin Field a group of eight gravel tennis 
courts, for fast games, was commenced during the past 
fall, under contract with James Driscoll and Son, and 
will be completed early in the spring for the opening of 
the tennis. season. A considerable part of the low 
area lying along the speedway was stripped of surface 
loam, which was piled up for future use along the side 
of the track, and a considerable amount of ashes taken 
in from the Public Works Department to help fill up to ~ 
grade. This will be again covered with the loam before 
mentioned. A general plan of grading the field east of 
the new tennis courts will form a promenade of 20 
feet wide, which will extend down and connect with the 
promenade in front of the locker building, from thence, 
in a straight and even grade, to a new entrance at the 
Talbot avenue corner. The grading of this promenade 
is well under way, and will doubtless be completed. in 
time for the opening of the season in the spring. A 
contract has been made for the completion of the wall 
at the corner of Talbot and Blue Hill avenues, with an 
entrance of generous proportions. From this point the 
promenade will turn down within the lines of the field, 
parallel with Talbot avenue, to the speedway at the 
- eastern boundary of the field. The work of grading has 
been roughly done. It is proposed to erect a suitable 
fence to protect the line of trees on the street border 
and equip it with seats for the use of the public while 
watching the games. This promenade and entrance to 
the field at Talbot and Blue Hill avenues, when com- 
pleted, will form a very attractive feature. A little 
addition to the funds in hand, to be used for grading the 
field, will enable us to do this work in the early spring. 
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To accommodate the fast increasing demand for bowling 
greens, a bowling green was roughly graded on the 
north plateau of the terrace in front of the locker 
building. This will be left one year for settlement, as 
the game requires a very firm and sure foundation for 
its green. 

At Neponset Playground the filling received during 
the fall and winter of 1910 was graded in the spring of 
1911 and seeded down. 

At Billings Field the ground around the building 
was prepared and planted during the early spring. 

At Prince Street Playground the stone-concrete colon- 
nade, contracted for the previous year, was erected. 
The colonnade is surmounted by concrete flower boxes, 
which we expect to fill with blooming plants for 
summer decoration. During the past winter these 
boxes were temporarily filled with young spruces, 
which tended to give a warm, cozy effect to the 
playground. 

At Mystic Playground plans have been made for the 
erection of a new sea wall, which will be raised to a 
point about four feet higher than the grade of the 
present sea wall. The playground will be filled to this 
grade behind the sea wall, taking out the old slope of the 
playground and permitting of the construction of a 
basin for skating on the new grade. The wall will be 
built on the state harbor line, thus adding about five 
thousand feet to the area of the playground. 

At Billings Field plans and specifications have been 
prepared for a sanitary building. 

At Columbus Avenue Playground ornamental gate 
posts for two entrances have been erected during the 
past season. They form a very handsome addition to 

‘the playground. On the boundary between the rail- 
road and the playground an artistic paneled wall was 
erected. Shrubbery was also planted in the borders 
between the street and the playground, and in the 
borders dividing the boys’ athletic field and the remainder 
of the playground. 

At Ashmont Playground trees and shrubbery were 
planted at the sanitary building during the past year. 

At Roslindale Playground the planting of trees and 
shrubbery was done at the sanitary building. 

At Forest Hills Playground plans and specifications 
were made for a locker building, including sanitary 
accommodations, and a contract let. 


s 
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At Rogers Park a line of trees were planted around 
the borders, and the grading of the skating basin was 
completed. . 

At William Eustis Playground shrubbery and trees 
were planted around the borders. 

At West Third and West Fifth Street Playgrounds 
sanitary accommodations for children were constructed 
during the past season, and arrangements have been 
made for the construction of a handsome fence at 
both places early in the coming spring. The posts 
are being prepared in the department shops and the 
ironwork for the fences has been purchased. 

The following tables show the cost of the maintenance 
of parks, playgrounds and roads for the past ten years, 
with the average cost per annum for the same period. 
The cost of maintenance of roads includes all labor, 
teaming, road repairs, including resurfacing, cleaning 
out of catch-basins, sweeping, and oiling for the sup- 
pression of dust.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE IN CHARGE 
OF THE WOMEN’S AND CHILDREN’S 
DIVISION AT CHARLESBANK. 


To the Honorable Board of Park: Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN,— The important place filled by Charles- 
bank in the lives of the women and children of the West 
End is demonstrated by the numbers that flock to it. 
Tennis, croquet, captain and volley ball were enjoyed 
by the older girls this summer as last. For girls between 
eight and fourteen years of age a doll’s dressmaking 
class of about twenty-one members was formed, and 
under the charge of the second assistant dressed twenty- 
one dolls, sewing from one and a half to two hours 
once or twice a week. Girls of this age also made raffia 
bags, crocheted, neckties, and in other ways used their 
hands and heads to advantage. On hot days the smaller 
children were made happy by stories and ‘‘soap-bubble”’ 
parties. When the weather was cooler they had several 
walks to the Public Garden, followed by rides in the 
swanboats and games. These pleasures were increased 
by the gift of chocolate and peanuts from the teacher 
in charge of the kindergarten class, of about twenty- 

eight children, from the Hebrew Industrial School, 
that came to the lodge during several weeks last summer 
as the summer before. These children had their little 
kindergarten chairs in the indoor gymnasium where 
their luncheon of milk, crackers and cookies was served, 
their teacher giving generously to others outside her 
own group. ) 

As in previous years a hurdy-gurdy gave enjoyment 
that was open to all, mothers as well as children, and 
the flowers: given by the Bulfinch Street Mission were 
also a source of great pleasure to the young people. 

The excessive heat in July interfered somewhat with 
the ordinary use of the outdoor gymnasium and with 
the usual gymnastic classes, but when the weather was 
suitable the children enjoyed the free use of the apparatus 
and swings, and a class of girls was held three times a 
week, the average attendance of which was about forty. 
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There was no class for women, as the number desiring 
to take part was so small that it did not warrant giving 
up the gymnasium to them. 

Between February 1 and May 14, 1911, 1,176 spray 
baths were given and 4,973 between July 3, when the 
new and increased facilities were in running order, and 
February 1, 1912. 

A special treat of the summer was an all-day excursion 
to Revere Beach, due to the kindness of the T'raveler. 
About ninety children, under proper care, with their 
luncheons under their arms, left Charlesbank at 8.30 
a. m., marched two and two to the North Station, and 
there took the closed electric car provided by the 
Traveler, reaching the house kept open at Revere 
Beach all summer by this paper about 10 a. m. Lunch- 
eon was the first enjoyment and then came the delights 
of the sand and wading. As children are always hungry, 
the milk and crackers supplied by the T'raveler before 
their return was very welcome, and the ride back to 
Charlesbank, where they arrived a little after 6 p. m., 
closed a red-letter day. 

The vacation season ended with a “party” in the 
indoor gymnasium attended by about one hundred 
children. The entertainment consisted of games, songs, 
ice cream and cake. 

The mildness of the autumn made the out-of-door 
gymnasium enjoyable late in the year, and this was 
particularly fortunate on account of the repairs going 
on in the lodge. The evening classes have not as yet 
been held, owing to these necessary repairs. 

Thanks to the kindness of friends of the committee, 
the superintendent, Miss Ann I. Loftus, is about to 
begin lessons in clay modeling and thus the children 
will have the happiness and profit of working in clay. 
Miss Loftus has ability and experience, and the delight- 
ful excursion to Revere Beach was due in the first 
instance to her alertness. Miss Eleanor H. Quinlan 
had the satisfaction of rendering much needed help to 
one of the ‘“‘gymnasium”’ children whom she saw on her 
way back to Charlesbank after her noon’ hour. The 
child was hurt and said there was no one at her home. 
Miss Quinlan, therefore, took her to the Massachusetts 
General Hospital before returning to her duties at 
Charlesbank. The child’s ankle proved to be broken. 
Miss Hazel E. Brackett, the second assistant, needed 
during the school vacation on account of the large 
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attendance, contributed greatly to the happiness of the 
children and the value of the work. 

As death has taken one member of the committee,* 
the other member desires to withdraw, but she will take 
pleasure in spending the small amount of money con- 
tributed by friends and still held by the committee for 
the benefit of Charlesbank.

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The daily average of population at the House of 
Correction for the year 1911 was eleven hundred (1,100); 
this compared with 1,204, the daily average of the 
year 1910, or about 10 per cent less, caused no reduc- 
tion in the cost of maintaining the institution. To 
those who are not familiar with the financing of a large 
institution such as is that of the House of Correction 
at Deer Island, it may be well to call their special 
attention to the preceding financial statement and to 
the cause for certain of the figures therein contained. 
To the casual observer it would seem that if the number 
of prisoners to be cared for in an institution is dimin- 
ished that the cost of maintenance should be propor- 
tionately lessened. On some of the items this is true, 
but because of the fact that certain expenses remain 
the same whether the number is large or small, unless 
the size of the plant increases or diminishes as the 
numbers change, the total cost will not greatly vary 
excepting for food. For this reason the financial exhibit 
just preceding shows about the same expenditure of 
money for the total maintenance of the House of 
Correction during the past year as in that of the next 
preceding, when the daily average was one hundred 
(100) more. To maintain an institution certain fixed 
charges must be taken care of notwithstanding the 
difference in numbers confined; that is to say, salaries 
must be paid, heating and lighting provided, repairs 
and office expenses looked out for. It is for this reason 
that the cost per capita for support shows an increase 
over the year 1910, as well as the fact that the cost of 
commodities, flour and potatoes particularly, which 
form a very important article of our food, has been 
much higher than the preceding year. 

The special appropriation of forty-one thousand 
seven hundred (41,700) dollars for Deer Island improve- 
ments provided sufficient money to make repairs on 
roofs and interior of the buildings which were in imme- 
diate need, as well as for larger permanent improvements. 
Already some of the minor repairs have been com- 
pleted and contracts have been made for larger and 
more important. The berth at the coal wharf has been 
dredged so that at high tide a barge drawing 18 feet of 
water may float alongside the wharf. Contract has 
been made to rebuild the pile wharves for steamboat 
landing and the coal shed, and the work is now under 
way and will be completed in about two months; con- 
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tract for changing the old women’s prison into a laundry 
building is nearly completed, and work under contract 
to rebuild the circular walls of the old prison will be 
commenced as soon as the weather permits. 

Your commissioner firmly believes that a small 
building, of brick or cement, with modern prison cells 
and the whole constructed as to modern ideas, should 
be immediately added to the plant, with the object in 
view to properly care for and confine those unfortunates 
who are addicted to the use of drugs or who for other 
reasons are noisy or incorrigible. 

As has been stated in the past by my predecessors as 
commissioners and by myself last year, it is my opinion 
that it would be economy when old boilers have to be 
replaced that it should be done with the idea of finally 
establishing a central heating plant, and this year erect 
a building to accommodate two new boilers which will 
be required, the construction of which to be such that 
it could be easily added to when occasion requires in 
the future. 

Your commissioner is now formulating plans to 
remodel the cells in the old prison building and he feels 
that the idea is in accord with the law and with modern 
demands for the proper housing and _ segregation of 
prisoners. He proposes to reconstruct the interior, or 
cell portion, by the labor of prisoners without expense 
to the city except for material necessary. It is intended 
to change the old cells that are now 7 feet 3 inches by 
3 feet 9 inches to double that size, viz., 7 feet 3 inches 
by 8 feet, and that sanitary provision be made in a 
modern way. I do not pretend to say that our old 
prison building after the reconstruction and changes 
are made will be perfect, but will be more in conformity 
with the ideas of prison construction and will at least 
give a better opportunity for the classification and 
segregation of prisoners. 

There are some matters which will have my par- 
ticular attention and for which sufficient time has not 
yet been given to plan accurately the expense thereof. 
I refer to the Acts of the Legislature of 1908 and of 
1910, which concern the pensioning of veterans and other 
county officials; to the Acts of 1911, chapter 456, 
entitled ‘‘The Uniform Desertion Act’’; to the City 
Ordinance of 1911, which provided that the employees 
of the House of Correction should be granted one day 
off in seven. There are six former employees now 
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retired on a pension, causing an annual outlay of about 
two thousand four hundred eighty (2,480) dollars. The 
Acts of 1911, chapter 456, entitled ‘‘The Uniform 
Desertion Act,’’ requires the master of the House of 
Correction to pay to the probation officer and he in 
turn to pay fifty (50) cents per day to the wife or other 
dependents for each hard day’s work performed. The 
ordinance passed by the City Council allowing one 
day off in seven to the officers necessitated the employ- 
ment of seven additional men, at an additional expense 
of about three thousand four hundred (3,400) dollars. 

By recommendation of the Committee on Claims 
five hundred (500) dollars was paid to Lorenzo D. 
Perkins, former deputy master, for expenses incurred 
in defending suit in court brought by an ex-prisoner. 
Mr. Perkins was found not guilty. 

These acts and the ordinance cause a permanent 
increase in expenses and that of the acts one which will 
be likely to become larger in future years, and in 1912 it 
will probably amount to from seven thousand (7,000) to 
nine thousand (9,000) dollars, and they account largely 
for the increase in cost of maintenance during the past 
year. 

The matter of employment for prisoners is one which 
gives me much concern, and as I stated last year I do 
not think that the confinement of able-bodied men, or 
men who are in poor physical condition brought about 
by their previous manner of living, in shops at work 
on sewing machines, is conducive to the best health of 
those so employed. I am of the opinion that the experi- 
ment should be tried, and it has been worked success- 
fully in other institutions, to establish, for instance, at 
Squantum, on land now owned by the city, a department 
of the House of Correction, where perhaps for the 
present one hundred (100) men who have committed 
minor offences might be employed in breaking stone. 
The ledges at Squantum, I am informed, furnish the 
best material for macadamizing in building streets. 
By utilizing this labor I believe that stone could be sold 
to the Public Works Department at a saving to them _ 
and at a slight profit to this department. A similar 
adjunct to our institution might be used on land now 
owned by the city in Wellington. This lot comprises 
about one hundred eight (108) acres of worthless land, 
and after draining and removing the rocks and stumps 
it would be possible perhaps to reclaim property which

in time with proper use might be of value to the city. 
In either of these cases I would construct moderate 
cost dormitory buildings for the housing of prisoners 
and should transfer thereto only those who were sen- 
tenced for minor offences. It would seem to me that 
men so employed might at least earn fifty (50) cents 
per day which is required of us to pay to the families 
in nonsupport cases under the Uniform Desertion Act. 
In connection with these last two suggestions it is well 
to call your attention to the fact that one of the most’ 
serious problems in this or in similar institutions or to 
the public in general is the care for and the responsi- 
bility which is morally imposed on a department similar 
to ours to see that a man after serving a term in prison 
may get a proper start in life. While this department 
has in the past and is at the present time doing all it 
can in the matter of obtaining employment for one 
who leaves the institution practically destitute and 
often discouraged because of his ostracization by his 
fellow citizens, and who finds it a practical impossibility 
to obtain employment, these last two locations could 
be well used for employment of such until more per- 
manent occupation could be obtained for them. 

The probation system in this department has been 
extended to the improvement and betterment of the 
prisoners who are released on a permit to be at liberty. 
The assistant commissioner, Mr. Dennis D. Driscoll, 
visits the institution on Tuesday and Thursday each 
week and interviews the prisoners, and during the past 
year 3,700 prisoners have been interviewed. One 
thousand five men and 86 women, a total of 1,091, have 
been released on parole, and it is gratifying to note 
that of the cases so released it has become necessary 
to revoke the permit of only 85 men and 5 women. 
Before a release is granted a careful and thorough 
investigation is made in each case and certain conditions 
must be lived up to, otherwise the prisoner will be 
returned to the institution. He must agree to return 
to an orderly course of life, sign a pledge to abstain 
from the use of intoxicating liquors, and report at this 
office once a week for a certain length of time. Many 
of the prisoners released have been returned to their 
former employment and new positions secured for 
others, which is one of the most important parts of this 
work, as they are placed in a position to properly sup- 
port their families and bring happiness to the home, 
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and are brought in closer touch with their families, 
relatives and friends. The probation officers of this 
department visit the homes of those released and by 
their interest in each case encourage them to lead a 
better life. 

The liberation of prisoners committed to the institu- 
tion for nonpayment of fines has been continued and the 
amount of one hundred ninety-five (195) dollars has 
been collected by this department within the last year on 
account of those so released. The prisoner is released 
with the understanding that he is to pay his fine, in 
whole or in part payments, as soon as he is in a position 
to do so. 

We have been assisted in this work by the Rev. 
William R. Cowardin, 8. J., and Rev. George E. Stokes, 
Catholic and Protestant chaplains, respectively, and 
Dr. Louis A. Alexander, the Jewish chaplain. 

The landing place of the steamer ‘‘Monitor”’ is at 
present in excellent condition, and in addition to the 
work which was performed last year, the building of a 
new wharf, there has been erected a shelter shed which 
adds greatly to the comfort of persons who have occasion 
to use our steamer as well as to afford protection to 
perishable goods in transit. The expenditures on the 
steamer ‘‘Monitor,’’ which last year amounted to a 
considerable sum, will be in the year 1912 somewhat 
increased because of additional and unexpected repairs 
and the length of time which will be required to provide 
a steamer while these repairs are under way, and the 
fact that new regulations of the United States Steam- 
boat Inspectors for improved lifeboats and life-saving 
appurtenances will make a material increase. 

During the year 1911 there were carried 106,081 
passengers in addition to the freight for the three insti- 
tutions in the harbor. 

Extracts from the report of the master of the House 
of Correction, those of the resident physician of the 
hospital and the chaplains at the institution are 
appended and respectfully made a part of this report. 

To those who have given the commissioner cordial 
support he feels indebted and desires publicly to express 
his thanks for their endeavors. |

My pBAR Sir,—I1 hand you herewith the annual 
report of this institution, together with a few sugges- 
tions regarding the needs of the department. 

The past year has seen many improvements at the 
island. 

The order of the City Council giving the employees 
one day off in seven required the increase of our force 
of officers by seven men. To accommodate these men 
the schoolhouse has been almost rebuilt; steam pipes 
have been carried from the old prison fire room for 
heating and the building has been wired and equipped 
for electric lighting, thus making some of the best rooms 
on the island. 

Work has been started on a cement retaining wall 
back of the piggery and will be finished early in the 
spring. 

At the wharf divers have been at work for six weeks 
cementing the granite blocks together and I hope by 
next year to be able to report to you that we have a new 
wharf. 

The roofs of the old and new prison have been renewed. 

The hospital has been painted inside and out, but 
the entire roof should be shingled. 

The piggery has been a good source of income. Below 
I give you the amounts received from the sale of pigs 
and the amount of pork slaughtered for our own con- 
sumption and the amount of soap made. 

There is not sufficient fire protection in the barns 
and during the extremely high winds this winter we 
would have been absolutely helpless as no fireboat 
could lie at our wharf owing to the heavy seas. 

One expense that will have to be met this year is a 
new 72-inch horizontal return tubular boiler for the 
power house; there should be two and I believe the 
installing and connecting up of two would be done at 
a large saving over one. 
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I would respectfully suggest that a new bakery be 
constructed on sanitary and up-to-date ideas, with 
mechanical mixers. 

I would also advise the installing of an electric motor 
in the machine shop and carpenter shop, thus doing 
away with two engines that are expensive to operate as 
compared with electric motors. 

I would respectfully suggest the purchase from the 
Police Department or elsewhere of a patrol wagon to be 
used here as an ambulance. 

When the boiler or boilers are installed at the power 
house I would suggest that the roof of the connecting 
boiler house be raised 8 or 10 feet. 

As the boilers in the carpenter shop have had the 
pressure so reduced by the boiler inspectors that they 
are now useless to us except for heating purposes and 
can no longer be run in conjunction with the power house 
boilers, I suggest their removal to the hospital to be 
used for heating purposes. 

I respectfully .advise the purchase of a larger hot 
water heater for the institution building and that the 
one now in use be removed to the farmhouse, as this 
water heater is not of sufficient capacity to supply the 
needs of this main building. 

A blow-off should be placed in the bottom of the 
reservoir to remove all sediment and foreign matter. 
At the present time we are not able to use this water for 
drinking purposes and something should be done to 
keep this water free from impurities. Early in the 
summer the Board of Health ordered that we cease 
using this water as it was full of bacteria and as we 
might have an epidemic if we continued its use. 

I would suggest the building of an additional coal 
hoist and run, which would greatly facilitate the unload- 
ing of barges now that some dredging has been done 
and we can take larger vessels. 

I would respectfully suggest that the old straw shed 
be made over into a bowling alley for the use of the 
employees, as at the present time the only source of 
recreation for the men and women employed here is 
one pool table. I think it would be money well spent, 
as the exercise would keep the employees in good physi- 
cal condition, besides giving them all good rational 
amusement. Aside from lumber, we could do the work 
so that the expense would not be heavy. 

I recommend the putting in of a new boiler and new 
steam pipes in the greenhouse. 
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I have suggested to you the advisability of our using 
mechanical milkers. The power can be taken direct 
from the wires that I hope will be placed in the barn 
for electric lighting. By so doing we will get cleaner 
milk and the danger from fire reduced. 

I advise the building of a structure of brick or con- 
crete to be made sound-proof and to be absolutely 
strong, for the detention of drug users and incorrigibles. 

Regarding protection in case of fire, I would strongly 
suggest the installing of a salt water high pressure 
service with pipes of 10-inch diameter and a. pump 
capable of throwing 2,000 gallons of water a minute. 

In our library many of our books need replacing. I 
would suggest that several hundred standard books of 
fiction be purchased to.replace what are worn out. 

I would also respectfully suggest the purchase of a 
10 horse power electric motor that we can move to 
different parts of the island to furnish power for hoisting 
ice, cutting corn and other work. 

Your attention is particularly drawn to the imme- 
diately following statistical tables and to the reports of 
the resident physician and of the several chaplains.

We have had about the usual number of sick calls 
to the out-patient department, thirty-six thousand 
nine hundred seventy-seven (36,977) patients from 
the men’s prison and women’s prison having been 
treated. 


Pregnant women under sentence are transferred to 
Long Island for confinement in pursuance of the Acts 
of 1906, chapter 302. There were four (4) women so 
transferred. One woman gave birth to a male child 
in this hospital. 


During the year we admitted three (3) male and 
six (6) female children with sentenced mothers; of 
these one male and one female remain. 


_ Three inmates who were not patients in the hospital 
died suddenly; one found dead in his cell; one drowned 
in the reservoir; and the other a suicide by hanging. 
The Medical Examiner reported on them. 


One officer and one matron died this year, also a 
baby, son of a sentenced mother. 


In my report of last year I asked for storm windows 
for the male wards, and as the same conditions exist 
at the present time, again do I ask you to consider 
the advisability of granting my request. 

Shower baths should be installed in the several wards 
of the hospital, because they are more hygienic, especially 
in the treatment of contagious diseases. 

The examining and dressing rooms of the female 
wards are not equipped with running water, which 
oftentimes causes considerable delay in the treatment 
of emergency patients. I respectfully ask your assist- 
ance in fitting up these rooms. 
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In the past year we have had many changes in the 
resident staff of physicians. Drs. Paul Carson, William 
M. Gay, Charles F. Mahoney and Edward M. Looney 
resigned; Drs. Francis X. Crawford and John T. Sullivan 
were appointed. .

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REPORT OF THE CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN. 


Hovse or Correction, Dreser Isuanp, 
January 1, 1912. 
Mr. JAMES H. Cronin, Master: 

Dear S1r,—I respectfully submit the following as 
the annual report of the Catholic chaplain of the House 
of Correction, Deer Island. As my appointment was 
made only about the first of November last, I can 
hardly consider myself in a position to send in a report 
to cover the whole time. To meet this difficulty I 
have requested my predecessor, the Rev. William J. 
Seanlan, 8S. J., to supply. He has kindly acceded to 
my request and I herein submit his remarks which 
fully cover the whole ground and need no addition at 
my hands. 

He says: 

“The customary Catholic services were held weekly 
during the past year both for men and for women. 

“In my spiritual ministrations to the sick and dying, 
there have been some features comforting alike to the - 
inmates and to myself and these features are in great 
measure due to the kindness of the hospital staff. 

“The demand made upon me from year to year by 
the families and relatives of the imprisoned, to use my 
good offices for the release of prisoners, has not dim- 
inished during the past year. 

“In this connection, I wish to say that the great 
work done last year by the worthy deputy commissioner 
has been continued this year with good results. 

‘‘Again this year, as in my former reports, I respect- 
fully urge the segregation of mere drunkards from the 
habitual criminals. 

‘‘T wish to acknowledge here my indebtedness to the 
master and to his worthy deputy for their constant 
kindness to me and for the encouragement they have 
given to me in my work for the unfortunates under 
their care.”’ 

To this I may add that I have experienced the same 
kindly assistance from you, Mr. Master, your worthy 
deputy, the doctors and other officers at Deer Island, 
and for the same I am deeply grateful.

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REPORT OF THE PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN. 


Deer IsLANnp, Boston, aa? 1912. 
Mr. James H. Cronin, Master: 


DEaR SiR,— I Bb eetiliy. embrace the opportunity 
you accord me to submit a statement concerning my 
work for the year 1911. 

It has been my privilege to conduct services for men 
and women in their respective chapels, and in propor- 
tion to the population on the island the attendance 
has been finely sustained. Earnest attention has been 
paid to the addresses and sermons, and the singing, 
under the direction of the organist, Miss Clara Baker, 
has been worshipful without dullness; besides the more 
solid type of church hymns we have used popular gospel 
songs, rendered by a choir composed of inmates. There 
have been some unmistakable evidences that the exer- 
cises have been in many instances an incentive to a 
Christian life. 

A very important part of a chaplain’s work is of a 
personal and direct character. I have engaged in many 
personal interviews relative to spiritual and moral 
matters which I trust have done much good. Christian- 
ity contemplates the regeneration of the heart and 
transformation of the life of the individual, and this 
demands an active interest in the objects of our endeayv- | 
ors not. only while he is with us but, whenever possible, 
after his release. I have tried to do all in my power 
in this ‘‘follow up”? work wherever there has been 
opportunity, and in some instances have placed persons 
under the watchful care of pastors and Christian workers, 
thus affording them a new departure in life. Lapses 
into evil ways have frequently disappointed me, but 
enough have been responsive and faithful to afford a 
compensating satisfaction. Some, too, have repeatedly 
fallen, but after repeated efforts have remained steadfast 
in the better life. We are instructed in Sacred Writ to 
‘‘Sow beside all waters, for thou knowest not which 
shall prosper, whether this or that, or whether all shall 
be alike good.” That is true which saith: ‘ Duty 
is man’s, results belong to God.” 


‘And duly shall appear, in wisdom, beauty, strength, 
The tender blade, the stalk, the ear, and the full corn at length.” 
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The major part of my activities has been along the 
line of preparing people to live the present life aright, 
but the solemn duty of comforting the sick and dying 
and pointing them to Christ has also fallen to me and 
I have tried to perform this office with earnestness 
and care. 

A large number of men and women whose inebriety 
has brought them to the institution have signed a 
pledge of total abstinence. This, of course, is not a 
remedy, but it is a committal on the part of the one so 
subscribing and it often means much. It is worth while 
to commit oneself in black and white to the right side 
of a question and despite failures the method has justi- 
fied itself by the success realized in thousands of 
instances. 

Many of the best authorities regard habitual drunken- 
ness as a disease, and this view impresses me as unques- 
tionably correct, ‘hence the victim and society too would 
be better off far if we treated the drunkard as a patient, 
and as society has put temptation constantly in his 
way he should be.regarded with the greatest sympathy 
and accorded beneficent care. Sanitariums of a superior 
order might be established, and industrial and agricul- 
tural plants operated, with the patients as operatives, 
whose earnings could be credited to the families of the 
unfortunates. Such a scheme is far reaching and com- 
plicated perhaps, ‘‘but what should be done can be done, 
and what can be done must be done.”’ We must “go 
on to perfection.” 

My sentiments in favor of the ultimate destruction 
of the liquor traffic, root and branch, are too well known 
to call for emphasis and scarcely have a place within the 
scope of this report. It is a war and not a battle simply 
in which the right against the wrong are engaged, and 
we must wage a campaign of education, undaunted by 
repulses and reverses and defeats, exultant to know 
that we are constantly capturing enemies who become 
friends and yearly camping miles in advance of the 
ground previously occupied. 


‘For right is right, since God is God, 
And right the day must win; 
To doubt:would be ‘disloyalty, 
To falter would be sin!” 


The difficulty out-going prisoners meet, both men 
and women, in finding employment is conspicuous and 
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often insuperable, especially for those who are unskilled; 
depressed by repeated failure, occasioned often by the 
inability of the applicant to furnish good recommenda- 
tions, or refused work because intelligence of the recent 
imprisonment of the applicant reaches the prospective 
employer, the applicant despairs, and in numerous cases 
resorts to the saloon and soon returns to our institution; 
in a little time he is an “‘old timer.”’ To set before the 
ex-prisoner a “Door of Hope,’’? means of obtaining 
employment; lodgings in a clean neighborhood and 
amidst uplifting influences, has only been partially 
attempted, and no wonder, for it is a problem fraught 
with difficulties and complications. We must continue 
to make the most of such means as we have while 
attempting to find a vastly superior method of relief. 

The increasing use of drugs such as opium, cocaine, 
ete., is an appalling fact, and an institution like ours is 
sure to have within its confines persons who have become 
addicted to the habit. While as yet this evil is not as 
widespread as ordinary intemperance, its effects are 
even more immediate and demoralizing, rendering the 
victim finally capable of almost any crime and lewdness; 
his intense cravings for the deadly ‘‘dope”’ constitute 
him a veritable wizard in devising cunning and almost 
incredibly repulsive methods of obtaining the where- 
with to satisfy his cravings. The evil has invaded the 
homes of the honored and no means can be too drastic 
to eradicate it if they can be shown to be effective. In 
this matter all who are in positions of responsibility 
in our institution are of one mind and heart — there 
are ‘‘no two opinions.’’ 

Examples of a class usually designated ‘‘moral 
degenerates’? occasionally —I was about to say fre- 
quently —appear among us; they excite meditation on 
the questions of heredity and environment, but we are 
all agreed that it is wisdom to provide for their ‘‘segre- 
gation”’ from those guilty of minor offences. Indeed the 
habitually criminal classes would menace less the first 
and lesser offenders if provision were made for the 
isolation of the first named class; this involves a mone- 
tary as well as a moral question and concerns not only 
the officials but the taxpayers who need unity of vision 
and purpose before any ideal can be realized. 

I sincerely appreciate the ready response of the com- 
missioner for his cheerful response to requests for any 
needed material or supplies to carry forward my work 


‘ 
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and for his willingness to consider any matter or case 
which seemed meritorious and to which I ealled his 
attention. 

The work of the assistant commissioner is worthy of 
the highest commendation. In accordance with his advice 
scores have signed the temperance pledge and have been 
put on probation, husbands and wives have been recon- 
ciled, and families protected, and employment secured 
for the husbands. Under his direction excellent work 
for men and women has continued. It would be difficult 
to exaggerate the needs of many, but alert eyes have 
not failed to discover them and efforts have been made 
to supply them. 

I must not keep unexpressed my gratitude to you, 
Mr. Master, and to the Deputy Master, for your cordial- 
ity and consideration for my comfort and convenience, 
and for freedom to do and say whatever commended 
itself to me.as a genuine benefit to any inmate.

My pEAR Sir,—In submitting to you my second 
annual report of the work performed by me among the 
inmates of my persuasion under your charge, I beg 
leave to make a few remarks concerning the general 
good resulting from such humanitarian work.

NEED OF REFORMATION. 


No prisoner, of whatever age, should be allowed to 
remain in prison without using proper means for reclaim- 
ing him. The importance to society of reforming a 
prisoner is invaluable. It cannot be overestimated. 
Therefore, a word of hope and cheer should not be 
withheld, even from the most degraded; it should rather 
be brought to him as often as possible, as it is sometimes 
the best and last means of rekindling the dying ember 
of manhood in him and of fanning it into a flame of 
reformation. 

Without entering here — the space being limited — 
into the causes of crime and the best method of its 
treatment, we are justified in maintaining that nobody 
will deny the benefit to society resulting from the 
reformation of a prisoner. After having served his 
term of imprisonment imposed upon him by the law’s 
process, he re-enters society and enjoys freedom once 
more; he should, therefore, be impressed, while in the 
institution, with the benefit he will derive, when re- 
entering society, from a strict adherence to law and 
order instituted for the maintenance of organized 
society, of which he himself is a member. 

Every aid, by word or deed, extended to the mis- 
guided prisoner is expected to turn. sooner or later to 
his reformation; and, if the chaplain in his frequent 
intercourses with those unfortunates, endeavoring to 
reform them, succeeds in reclaiming only a small per- 
centage his work has a strong reason for existing. 
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Every encouragement by all the good hearted and noble- 
minded should, therefore, cordially be given those who 
are engaged in this laudable work of reforming prisoners. 


NATURE OF REFORMATION. 


The basis of all reformation must’ be moral: To 
strengthen his moral weakness and arouse in him the 
finer instincts that make for a better life; to impress 
him with the spiritual as well as the human side of his 
existence; to awaken in him dormant honesty and 
innate respectability; to influence him to such an 
extent that he should leave the institution without 
being embittered against society; to mike him realize 
that he is still possessed of a better nature, and that a 
nobler destiny is yet waiting for him; in a word, to 
cultivate in him his moral sense and self respect; this 
is the great problem we should try to solve. 


METHOD oF REFORMATION. 


Confidence is the very foundation of reform and 
productive of incalculable results. With the moment 
the prisoner begins to realize that the chaplain is his 
true friend, feeling sorrow for his predicament and 
charity for his failings, his faith in mankind is again 
restored. We must, therefore, approach the prisoner 
with a heart full of confidence, carrying along hope and 
cheer, and be ready to serve him with all that les in 
one’s power. No man is so hardened in heart that he 
cannot be reached by love, interpreted to him through 
the agencies of human sympathy. 

Science, philosophy and psychology are nobly trying to 
make men better; these praiseworthy efforts go a great 
way towards solving the problem at issue. Experience 
teaches, however, that no agency reaches the heart 
more quickly and brings more tangible results than 
kindness. Sympathy will prove essential and effective 
even in such obstinate cases where other means are 
utterly failing. We have seen many a prisoner respond 
to the finer impulses awakened in him by medium of a 
confidential, sympathetic heart-to-heart talk.

As far as it lay in my power I tried also in the past 
year to furnish my quota of cheerfulness, by bringing a 
‘measure of brightness, to the unfortunates of my per- 
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suasion, which, it goes without saying, greatly added to 
their comfort. This cheerfulness consisted (1) of fre- 
quent interviews with and heart-to-heart talks to them; 
(2) of divine services provided for and food sent to them 
on the most important holidays in our calendar; (3) of 
connecting them by correspondence with their parents, 
relatives and friends, and finally (4) of taking up deserv- 
ing cases with the proper authorities having jurisdiction 
over pardon and parole. 

To refute the entirely baseless, but often repeated 
and therefore misleading opinion of some sensational 
reporter to the Press with regard to the treatment of 
inmates in institutions, I take opportunity to reiterate 
here publicly the statement I have often occasion to 
make, that no official or officer of any institution is so 
depraved, especially in this enlightened state of ours, as 
to take advantage, without absolute necessity for main- 
taining discipline, of a poor helpless creature tem- 
porarily deprived of his liberty. They have all, each 
and every one, warm human blood running in their 
veins. 

I am happy to accentuate at this place that a noble 
spirit of genuine helpfulness reigns supreme throughout 
the administration. It gladdens one’s heart to observe 
the willingness and readiness of every official and officer 
of the Penal Institutions Department, as well as those of 
the House of Correction, Deer Island, to be the means 
of serving the unfortunates who had the misfortune to 
spend a part of their lives behind prison bars. 

With an expression of my sincere gratitude for 
assistance in every direction granted me during the past 
year, to the commissioner, to the assistant commissioner, 
to the Master, and to the office staff of the department, 
I beg, my dear Master, to believe me,

Dear S1r,— In accordance with the requirements of 
chapter 3, section 24, of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, 
I have the honor to submit herewith a detailed report 
of the business of the Printing Department for the year 
beginning February 1, 1911, and ending January .31, 
1912. 

The year just closed has been one of the best and 
most profitable to the city since the establishment of 
the department. Revenue has increased over that of 
last year. Expenditures, exclusive of pay roll, have 
decreased, and profit has increased, the net profit or 
gain on operation for the year being $35,357.81, against. 
$24,265.52 profit for last year’s operation. 

A slight increase in pay roll will be noted, but is 
accounted for by additional work and the fact that an 
increased wage for workmen in the various branches of 
the printing trade went into effect during the month 
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of October, 1910, in accordance with union requirements, 
effecting an increase on the previous year’s pay rolls 
for only four months, while this year’s pay rolls were 
affected by the increase for the entire twelve months. 

The general increase in wages has not, caused higher 
prices for the cost of printing. On the contrary, I have 
made many reductions, and some very liberal ones, in 
the cost of producing certain publications. 

An increase in revenue over the previous year is 
accounted for by the department handling certain work 
obtained through open competition which was never 
before printed by this office. This additional work 
came to us during our dull period, and enabled me to 
keep the regular force on full time during the entire 
year, causing only a slight difference in the average 
number of employees, which was ninety-six, against 
ninety-four for last year. 

A large amount of printing done by the department 
is estimated on in advance, which necessitates keeping 
the office, as nearly as possible, under the same working 
conditions as those of a private corporation. 

The plant is equipped with every modern convenience 
required to facilitate the city’s business. Employees 
are all treated fairly and alike, and the customs of the 
printing trade as followed by the most reputable print- 
ing concerns are closely adhered to. As a result of this 
policy we are enabled to figure in open competition, 
if given an opportunity, for certain printing paid for 
by the City of Boston but not required by law to be 
done at this office. In most instances where the depart- 
ment has had an opportunity to estimate it has been 
successful, and in this way has increased this year’s 
revenue by $12,062.70. 

In order to show the increased financial value of this 
year’s operation over all others, I must refer to the Audi- 
tor’s Monthly Exhibit of January 31, 1912, which 
shows a cash balance of $75,441.97 credited to the depart- 
ment. Of this amount, $43,315.55 has been accumu- 
lated during the three years’ administration of my 
. predecessor, and the unprecedented cash balance of 
$32,126.42 was added as a result of this year’s operation. 

The following table shows the cash balance of each 
year’s operation, and can be verified by the Auditor’s 
Monthly Exhibit of January 31 of each year indicated:

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1911-12. 


Boston, February 1, 1912. 
Hon. JOHN F. F1ITzGERALD, | 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

S1r,— In accordance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances of 1898, I submit the following 
as the annual report of the Public Buildings Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1912. 

This department has the care and custody of the 
ambulance station, South Boston; Municipal Building, 
Upham’s Corner; the new City Building at Codman 
square, Dorchester; City Building, Washington and 
Richmond streets, Dorchester; Curtis Hall building 
and new Library Building, Jamaica Plain; and Thomas 
Street Schoolhouse; of all buildings in use for city 
offices, market purposes, halls for public meetings, and — 
the several county buildings, also hired buildings or 
parts of same used for city offices, county purposes, 
wardrooms, armories, etc. 

The original appropriation for general maintenance 
of this department for financial year of 1911-12 was 
$200,000. An additional appropriation of $17,810 was 
added to the above in order to provide quarters for the 
several departments of the city which formerly occupied 
rooms in the Old Court House building, and which 
departments were relocated in hired quarters at 100 
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Summer street. This amount covered rental of prem- 
ises, cost of fitting up proper spaces for the several 
departments, including building of partitions, etce.; 
also rental of a large safety vault in the Commonwealth 
Bank building at 88 Summer street, used for storage of 
ballots, etc., by the Election Department. An addi- 
tional transfer. of $360 derived as income from the 
so-called ‘‘French Fund” was also added to the appro- 
priation. This amount was expended as per the require- 
ments as specified for repairs on the Old State House 
building. As the work of reconstruction of the Curtis 
Hall building was practically completed near the close 
of the financial year, it was deemed advisable to furnish 
the same with certain necessary furnishings, and con- 
sequently I advised an additional transfer to the appro- 
priation to meet this expense. The matter of these 
‘ furnishings was not considered when original financial 
estimate was made up, and had this matter not been 
considered and carried out, a small balance would have 
been left over on the department’s appropriation. 

I have requested an increase of the appropriation 
for the ensuing year for several reasons, the principal 
one of which is that the item of rental to be paid for 
hired offices has been greatly increased. Also, I desire 
as far as possible to maintain the buildings in my care 
in as good condition as is possible. Much repair work, 
such as painting, etc., is desired. ‘There are constant 
requests from the several departments for necessary 
furnishings, etc., for proper filings of records. As 
stated in my report of last year, I have maintained 
competitive bidding on all purchases; also on repair 
and alteration work, and have awarded the same to the 
lowest bidders. 

The work of razing and removal of the Old Court 
House building was completed on December 14, 1911, 
and much consideration is being given to the prepara- 
tion of the plans of the new City Hall Annex, to be 
erected on this site. | 

It is contemplated that within ‘a few months the 
School Committee will abandon the old East Boston 
High School estate, which is desired as a site for a new 
courthouse and police station in East Boston. The 
plans of the contemplated building are now practically 
ready, and work can be started without delay. 

An appropriation is now available for the _ pur- 
pose of erecting a Municipal Building in Ward 7 and 
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the matter of selecting a proper site for the same 
is now being considered. 

Land on Broadway, South Boston, has been purchased 
of the Perkins Institution and Massachusetts School 
for the Blind for the erection of Municipal Building, 
South Boston. Plans and specifications of the work are 
now being prepared and it is expected that the same will 
be started in the early summer. The building will 
contain ample shower bath accommodations, quarters 
for the District Court, a Branch Library, large assembly 
room, ete. Fre beds 

Last year the militia company, quartered in premises 
in Old Armory Building at the corner of Bunker Hill 
and Lexington streets, Charlestown, was transferred to 
leased quarters at 7 Green street. Plans and speci- 
fications are now being prepared for the purpose of 
reconstructing the Old Armory Building, thereby pro- 
viding shower bath accommodations for this thickly 
congested district. Also to establish a municipal gym- 
nasium with complete apparatus, running track, etc.

The cost of reconstruction of this building, with neces- 
sary furnishings, apparatus, etc., is about $139,000.

~~ DgEar Str,— In conformity with the requirements of 

the Revised Ordinances I herewith present my annual 
report of the Public Grounds Department for the year 
ending January 31, 1912. 

Under the general maintenance provision the regular 
departmental activities have been carried along on the 
same general plans as formerly, and some previously 
recommended improvements have been effected in 
accordance with special appropriations. 

The small parks and squares continue to demonstrate 
their great’ value and usefulness as breathing and resting 
places and should be kept sacred to these purposes. Ina 
few exceptional cases a small children’s playground was 
established during the vacational period, but as addi- 
tional legitimate playgrounds are being arranged for, 
successively, in various sections of the city, it is hoped 
that they will prove adequate to the demand, and that 
no more encroachments of this kind will be placed on the 
small pleasure grounds. 
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‘Boston ComMMON. 


The general renovation of the soil and other improve- 
ments in Boston Common, commenced two years ago 
under the Parkman Fund income, are not yet completed, 
but have gained headway as rapidly as could be done~ 
efficiently. Only about eleven acres of soil now require 
treatment, an up-to-date drainage system is partly 
installed, some new permanent walks are to be laid, 
and a regularly equipped playground is planned for the 
lower part of the parade ground. 

Not'the least interesting of the new additions is the 
Parkman Memorial Bandstand, which is in process 
of erection. In proximity to it twenty English elms, 
varying in height from twenty-three to forty-six feet, 
and in trunk diameter from eight to sixteen inches, 
have been planted, most of them being arranged 
so as to form two semicircles around the bandstand. 
These trees were removed from localities in which it was : 
considered undesirable to retain them .on account of 
crowding and other reasons. 

In the early part of August an English elm, about 
thirty-two feet high and ten inches diameter, on the site 
selected for the bandstand, had to be taken up to make 
room for the latter and was carefully transplanted 
about one hundred feet distant. To insure its safety 
it was lifted with a ball of soil attached, ten feet across 
and three feet thick, around which a heavy circular 
box was built and a heavy wooden platform was placed 
under it. All work of this nature is necessarily expen- 
sive in midsummer, but the healthy condition of this 
particular tree fully warranted the risk and expenditure. 
Probably two hundred and fifty elms and _ lindens 
will be planted next spring,to take the places left vacant 
by the removal of dead or undesirable trees. 

The asphalt block walk extending from West street to ~ 
the Public Garden, commonly called ‘‘The Mayor’s 
Walk,” having become badly impaired by time and con- 
stant use, was repaired with water-struck brick, well 
tested for hardness and equality of surface. Two other 
walks, stretching from the east end of the frog pond 
to West street and the Park Street Station, respectively, 
the border of the frog pond and the walk between the 
west end of the frog pond and Spruce street, were remade 
of the tested hard brick. These walks, including 
kidney stone gutters, were laid, under contract, by 
_ Messrs. Coleman Brothers. 
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Messrs. Olmsted Brothers, the landscape architects, 
under whose directions the Parkman Fund improve- 
ments are being conducted, are in favor of the above 
method of renewing existing walks as soon as their 
surfaces are worn out, and of paving the gravel walks 
in like manner when the soil renovation is finished, as a 
brick pavement is less detrimental to the growth of 
tree roots and more easily repaired in case of displace- 
ment than tar or asphalt concrete in any form. 

Considering the superficial appearance of the Boston 
Common and its popularity as a pleasure ground the 
presence of hard pavements must be regarded as some- 
what unfortunate and should be used only for footways 
which serve direct lines of communication across the 
Common and are largely used in all seasons, or where 
considerations of maintenance require hard surfaces. 
Undoubtedly, red gravel walks, harmonizing by con- 
trast with grass lawn and tree foliage, are more pleasing 
to the eye and more agreeable to tread and should be 
retained where practical, although the upkeep is expen- 
sive, as they require more or less frequent renewal in 
spring and summer and a covering of planks in the fall 
and winter months. 

A general grading plan for all the walks in the Common 
is in preparation. 

The granite curb around the frog pond has been reset 
upon a cement rubble foundation, the footing of which 
is four feet below the grade of curb and about three 
feet five inches below water grade. Some minor changes 
in the line of curb were made and slight changes in the 
grades were necessitated to reduce the cross slope of the 
border paving, the outer edge of which was rather 
rigidly fixed by grades at the bases of existing trees. 
This work was done under contract by the Boston 
Contracting Company for $1,738.43. 

In addition to the curbing the borders were paved 
with brick and a gutter was built on the outer edge to 
intercept the wash from the surrounding slopes, causing 
muddy water after rains, and to eliminate the unsightly 
condition of the dirt borders caused by using the pond 
as a wading pool or skating place. 


PuBLIC GARDEN. 


On this renowned pleasure ground the customary 
floral decorations and displays were continued the past 
season with very slight deviations, but some radical 
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changes in its topography are under consideration for 
the ensuing year, including a mall on the Charles street 
side, the placing thereon at the terminals of certain 
statues now located elsewhere in the Garden and pos- 
sibly the erection of some new ones. ‘These changes 
and improvements will be paid for from the Parkman 
Fund income. 

On May 3, 1911, the bronze statue of Edward 
Everett, standing on a granite base, designed by W. W. 
Story, and placed on the Beacon Street Mall of the 
Public Garden about forty-four years ago, was removed 
to Edward Everett square, Dorchester, directly opposite 
the site of the Everett homestead, and ‘set up in position 
on the following day. 


Hypr Parxk DISTRICT. 


By the annexation of the town of Hyde Park to the 
City of Boston in the fall of the past year eight small 
parks were added to this department, as enumerated 
in the list of parks and squares at the end of this report. 


THOMAS PARK. 


Repairs, long awaited, on the old historic monument 
in Thomas Park, frequently called ‘‘ Dorchester Heights,” 
will be undertaken next spring as soon as weather con- 
ditions will warrant good workmanship. The monu- 
ment needs a general repointing and repairing, as there 
are many open spaces between the marble blocks, and 
a large number of the stones, having been chipped, 
will have to be removed to be redressed and afterward 
rejointed.. The amount of $38,500 has been reserved 
for this work from the Parkman Fund income. 


“ROXBURY STANDPIPE. 


(The Old Fort Observatory, Highland Park.) 


Under a special appropriation an attendant’s office 
was built on the Roxbury standpipe grounds last 
summer, made necessary by reason of the increasing 
number of visitors to the Old Fort Observatory, so 
closely associated with events connected with the 
Revolutionary War. An appropriation of $3,000 is 
now*available for the much needed renovation of the 
ground area. 
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MAapDISON PARK. 


Persistent recommendations for improvements in 
Madison Park have at last met with deserved success 
and an appropriation of $5,000 has been allowed for its 
general reformation. 


NEw SETTEES. 


A special appropriation of $4,000 has been provided 
for new settees to be distributed over the Boston Com- 
mon, Public Garden and other parks and squares in 
charge of the department. The demand for additional 
settees has been growing greater for several years, and a 
still larger increase in the number in use is ereaae for 
the comfort of the public. 


BUBBLING DRINKING FOUNTAINS, CONVENIENCE 
STATIONS, ETC. 


An appropriation of $25,000 is now available for bub- 
bling drinking fountains, convenience stations and other 
improvements in fifteen parks and squares in the depart- 
ment, and an additional sum of $22,000 has been 

appropriated for convenience stations at City square, 
Charlestown, and at or near Park square, Boston. 


ORCHARD PARK. 


To the outsider, or ene unfamiliar with prevailing 
conditions, good cause appears to exist for criticism as 
to the shabby appearance of this park, and therefore 
an explanation concerning it is timely. Of all the out- 
of-town parks, I venture to assert, no other one affords 
so large an amount of genuine enjoyment to the adults 
and children of its neighborhood as does Orchard Park. 
Situated in the heart of a thickly settled section of the 
Roxbury district, comprising over 26,000 inhabitants, 
it has been used freely for years, during the heated 
term, as a breathing and resting place by adults and an un- 
conventional playground by children. Being unusually 
well supplied with shade trees which afford shelter from 
the sun’s rays is surely one or perhaps the chief reason 
for its wonderful popularity. Under these circumstances 
it was necessarily impossible to maintain flower beds 
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or sightly grass lawns, although the department accorded 
the park yearly a rightful share of the fund for general 
maintenance, and yet it seems a doubtful policy to insti- 
tute restrictions required for the upkeep of an ornamental 
park and the deprivations such a course would entail. 
- Elsewhere I have suggested the advisability of a 
complete reformation of this park by the establishment 
of first-class, up-to-date playground equipments and 
conveniences, reserving only a corner for women with 
infants and very small children. The fulfillment of 
this plan would also deprive a large proportion of the 
adult population of the use and enjoyment of the park. 

All these considerations have been presented to the 
United Improvement Association for discussion, but as 
yet no decisive conclusion has been reached. 


STREET TREES. 


An effort to further the ‘‘City Beautiful’? movement, 
which has been consistently advocated from the begin- 
ning of my incumbency, was made last fall by limited 
plantations of shade trees in certain sections of the 
city; European lindens and white poplars were set out 
in Bennington street, East Boston, European lindens in 
Avenue Louis Pasteur, Roxbury, and English elms in 
Blue Hill avenue, Dorchester. The expenditures inci- 
dent to this work were provided for by a special amount 
set aside for the purpose. 

An item for the continuation of this line of ornamen- 
tation and improvement was:included in my annual 
estimates for the ensuing year and, if favorably con- 
sidered, I shall be able to comply with the great number 
of requests for tree planting continually flowing into 
this office. Such requests coming from the residential 
sections of the city are a positive indication of the reali- 
zation and appreciation of the public that tree life in 
our streets is a necessary form of comfort and beauty. 
Surely nothing can add more to the attractiveness of a 
street than a continuous line of shade trees all of the 
same variety, uniform in size, free of insects and properly 
maintained. 

As for the old trees in the public streets, as much 
attention as possible under existing circumstances was 
given them by trimming or pruning, treatment for 
exterminating moth and insect pests and the removal

of dead and dangerous trees. A special appropriation 
for this most important work is absolutely needed 


annually. 


SUPPRESSION OF THE GYPSY AND BROWN-TAIL 
Morus, ETC. 


The suppression work on gypsy and brown-tail moths 
in private estates has been continued under the direc- 
tion and supervision of the State Forester as usual, and 
as successfully as could be expected. Slightly larger 
appropriations furnished the means of purchasing addi- 
tional spraying machines and apparatus, thus augment- 
ing the efficiency of the department in this respect and 
producing beneficial results during the past year. 
More far-reaching and enduring effects are anticipated 
for next season, but the arguments previously advanced 
in favor of a simultaneous attack by destruction work 
throughout all sections of the city in the winter season, 
following it up by copious and judicious spraying in the 
spring and early summer, cannot be disputed or refuted. 


LEOPARD MOTHS. 


As I have previously alluded to the leopard moth in 
earlier reports, explaining its secretive and deadly char- 
acteristics, and the most effective way of contending 
against it, I. will merely say that a systematic effort 
to diminish its numbers has been continued and attended 
with considerable success. Still it is a regrettable 
record that several stately trees in Boston Common, 
having been infested by this moth and so seriously 
injured as to be dangerous, had to be removed for the 
safety of the public. 


Ciry GREENHOUSES. 


In concluding this report I would reiterate my former 
recommendations as to the necessity and economy of 
gradually razing the antiquated greenhouses which were 
built seventeen years ago in their present location, 
some of them being now actually unsafe and almost 
beyond the possibility of repair, and the substitution 
of a modern, substantial group, better planned and 
equipped.

Sir,— In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, 
the annual report of the operations and expenses of the 
Public Works Department for the year ending January 
31, 1912, is herewith respectfully submitted. The 
Public Works Department, created by Ordinances of 
1910, chapter 9, was formed by consolidating the Engi- 
neering, Water and Street Departments. 


ORGANIZATION. 
The work of the department has been carried on dur- 
ing the year with four main divisions, as follows: 


Central Office. Sewer and Water Division. 
Highway Division. Bridge and Ferry Division. 


Nore.— The Boston and Cambridge Bridge Division, 
e so called, is not properly a division of the Public Works 
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Department, as this work is in charge of a commission 
of two, one member appointed by the Mayor of Boston 
and the other by the Mayor of Cambridge, under the 
provisions of chapter 412 of the Acts of 1904; but 
because of the fact that the present Division Engineer 
of the Bridge and Ferry Division is the Boston member 
of this commission and also because one-half of the 
expenses of this commission is defrayed by the Bridge 
and Ferry Division of this department, it is here treated 
as a division of this department. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for the work of the Public Works 
Department during the year was made available from 
the following sources: 

First.— Maintenance appropriation, derived from the 
income of the city raised by taxation. Before the 
beginning of the financial year, February 1, the depart- 
ment estimates of the amounts necessary for the proper 
maintenance of the different services are submitted to 
the Mayor, who makes such recommendations as he 
may deem proper to the City Council. The mainte- 
nance appropriations, including permanent construction, 
as passed by the City Council and approved by the 
Mayor, were as follows:

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GENERAL REMARKS. 


The primary reason for the creation of the Public 
Works Department was to secure greater efficiency in 
the work of the Engineering, Water and Street Depart- 
ments. Each of these departments was under a separate 
head and frequently there was a clash of authority, 
overlapping and duplication of work. Further argu- 
ments for the creation of the department were fully set 
forth before the City Council. A copy of the ordinance 
creating the Public Works Department is printed herein. 
After a year’s trial, | am free to state that the organiza- 
tion is a success. 

The Public Works Department as now organized is 
divided into three divisions. At the head of each divi- 
sion is a competent Division Engineer. The functions 
of the three divisions are, briefly, as follows: 

The Bridge and Ferry Division has the charge and 
care of all bridges used as highways, which are in whole, 
or in part, under the control of the city; the care and 
management of the ferries owned by the city, including 
boats, slips, drops and buildings. 

The Highway Division has charge of the construction 
and maintenance of roadways and sidewalks; the col- 
lection and removal of ashes, garbage, refuse and street 
cleanings; the care of lamps and the lighting of streets, 
parks and alleys. 

The Sewer and Water Division has charge of the 
construction of sewers, catch-basins and waterways; 
the care of the water supply owned by the city; the 
installation of meters, water services and the laying and 
relaying of water mains. 

The accounting force of the department has been 
merged into one body under the charge of a chief clerk. 
An office has been opened where all complaints, such as 
defects in streets, the nonremoval of ashes and offal, 
watering and oiling of streets, etc., are received and 
from there forwarded to the proper person for attention. 

Several acts of the Legislature of 1911 have affected 
the Public Works Department. The Retirement Act 
for Veterans of the Civil War, chapter 113. There are 
260 veterans in this department, eighty-six of whom 
have been retired. Only a small number of these vacan- 
cies have been filled. A Retirement Act for Laborers, 
chapter 413, will be effective March 1, 1912. Chapter 
612 provides that only $400,000 shall be spent on sewer- 
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age works within Charles river drainage area. Chapter 
312 provides for a high pressure fire service in the city. 
Plans for the same are ready, and as soon as a satisfactory 
site for a pumping station can be determined upon work 
will commence. Chapter 581 provides for the appor- 
tionment of costs of certain bridges between Boston, 
Chelsea, Winthrop, Everett and the street railways. 
Under this act contracts have been made for new draw- 
bridges at Meridian street, East Boston, and Chelsea 
North, Charlestown. 

The Public Works Department has been confronted 
by two very important problems, namely, the disposal 
of city refuse and the lighting of streets and alleys with 
gas. After a long and thorough study and considerable 
controversy a contract has been closed for a period of 
ten years for the disposal of the entire refuse of the city 
with the exception of the East Boston, West Roxbury 
and Brighton districts. The proposed method of dis- 
posal under this contract is the most up-to-date method in 
vogue in any city in the country. The price for disposal 
from the city’s standpoint is satisfactory. 

In connection with the lighting of streets by gas 
some progress has been made. A bid was secured from 
the Rising Sun Street Lighting Company for lighting 
the lamps in question for $22.30 per year, which is 
$1.30 less than we are at present paying, at the same 
time guaranteeing us about 30 per cent more candle 
power. We considered this a very favorable bid from 
the city’s standpoint and recommended that the contract 
be awarded. The City Council, however, refused to 
approve this contract and appropriated $300,000 to be 
expended by the Public Works Department for the 
purchase of equipment. Acting under this loan order 
the Superintendent of Supplies has advertised twice 
for equipment. As a result of the first advertising for 
equipment the purchase of the Graetzin lamp was 
recommended. The bid of this firm, however, was 
declared irregular by the Corporation Counsel, and the 
contract was not entered into. The Superintendent of 
Supplies then advertised again for equipment. Under 
this advertisement we received various bids and are 
experimenting with the sample lamps. 

Attached are reports in detail, of the work accom- 
plished and the cost thereof, of the various divisions of 
the Public Works Department.

ORDINANCES OF 1910, CHAPTER 9, ESTABLISHING A 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WoRKS AND ABOLISHING 
THE ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT, THE STREET 
DEPARTMENT AND THE WATER DEPARTMENT. 


In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Ten. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston as follows: 


SecTION 1. The department of public works which 
is hereby established shall be under the charge of the 
commissioner of public works, who shall be a civil 
engineer of recognized standing in his profession; who 
shall construct all streets and sewers; shall have dis-’ 
cretionary power as to the grades, materials and other 
particulars of construction of streets, sidewalks and 
sewers; shall have charge of and keep clean and in 
good condition and repair the streets, all sewer systems 
under the control of the city and the catch-basins in 
the streets connected with the sewers; shall keep the 
streets properly watered; shall remove from yards and 
areas, when so placed as to be easily removed, all ashes 
accumulated from the burning of materials for heating ° 
habitations, cooking and other domestic purposes, 
house dirt, house offal, and all noxious and refuse sub- 
stances; shall, on the fifteenth day of each month, send 
to the city auditor detailed bills of all material, tools 
and machinery furnished by either of the divisions of 
said department to any other such division or for any 
special work. 

Sect. 2. Said commissioner shall have the care and 
management of the ferries owned by the city, shall 
purchase or build all boats, and make the necessary 
repairs and alterations on the slips, drops, buildings 
and boats used for ferry purposes; and shall cause all 
moneys received by him or his subordinates from tolls 
and other sources to be paid to the city collector on the 
day following the day of the receipt thereof, but may 
retain in the possession of the clerk to the deputy com- 
missioner in charge of the division a sum not exceeding 
one thousand dollars for making change and for other 
purposes. 
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‘Sect. 3. Said commissioner shall have charge of all 
lamps established by the city council and maintained at 
the expense of the city, of all lamps set up in parks, 
parkways or public grounds, and of all lamp-posts, posts 
or fixtures connected with such lamps, and shall set up 
and affix lamps in the streets; shall have the care and 
custody of all city property hitherto in the possession 
of the street department, or that shall hereafter be 
acquired for the purpose of street lighting, and shall 
maintain and keep the same in good repair. 

Sect. 4. Said commissioner shall have the care and 
management of all bridges which are used as highways, 
and are in whole or in part under the charge of the city, 
and of so much of Harvard bridge and Prison Point 
bridge as are under the charge and control of the city; 
shall be the commissioner to act with another commis- 
sioner for the city of Cambridge, and as such commis- 
sioner shall have and exercise all the powers in relation 
to West Boston bridge and Craigie bridge conferred by 
chapter three hundred and two of the Acts of the year 
1870; shall keep the railings and wearing surface in good 
order and shall remove all dirt, snow and ice from the 
sidewalks; shall keep all said bridges, or those parts 
thereof under his care, and the abutments, guards, 
draws and wharves thereof clean and in good condition 
and repair; shall appoint drawtenders for the draws in 
bridges of which he has the care, and see that they 
properly perform their duties, and may remove them for 
such cause as he shall deem sufficient and shall assign 
in his order of removal. Each drawtender so appointed 
shall take charge by night and by day of the draw of 
which he is drawtender; shall require from the person 
in charge of a vessel applying to pass through the draw 
a true statement of the name, extreme width and draught 
of the vessel; shall determine the order in which vessels 
may pass through the draw, and may direct the placing 
of warping lines, anchors and cables, and the use of any 
warping apparatus provided by the city; shall cause the 
draw to be opened for the passage of vessels in accordance 
with the regulations of the War Department approved 
May twelfth, 1910; shall cause the draw to be closed 
with all possible expedition after a vessel has passed 
through, not permitting more than one vessel to pass 
through at one opening of the draw, except that, when 
the draw is open and the bridge is free from persons 
desiring to cross, he may, in his discretion, permit other 
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vessels to pass through before causing the draw to be 
closed; he shall perform such additional duties as said 
commissioner may require. 

Sect. 5. Said commissioner shall place and main- 
tain in one or more suitable, conspicuous places, to be 
selected by him, on each street of the city, the name of 
the street and of the ward in which the street is situated, 
as shown by the records; shall require the number of 
each building on a street which he shall designate as the 
street number therefor to be affixed to or inscribed on 
the building by the owner, and may determine the form, 
size and material of any such number and the place 
and mode of affixing or inscribing it. 

Sect. 6. Said commissioner shall keep a book in 
which he shall record the date of every order for con- 
structing a sewer, the name of the contractor or builder 
constructing it, the date of commencing and the date 
of completing the work, and the cost of the sewer. He 
shall make and deliver to the city collector all bills for 
assessments as they become due. 

SecT. 7. Said commissioner shall keep a plan for 
every existing and every new sewer, showing its depth, 
breadth, mode of construction and general direction, 
and shall, from time to time, ascertain and insert on 
said plans all entries made into the sewers. 

Sect. 8. Said commissioner shall, when about to 
build a new sewer or repair an old sewer, notify all 
abutters on that part of the line of said sewer when he 
proposes to do work, and afford them facilities for 
entering the sewer; and shall,-when about to construct 
a new street, at least four weeks before beginning work, 
and, when about to make a new surface of any street, 
at least two weeks before beginning work, notify all 
departments and persons authorized to place any struc- 
ture in such street, and require and see that all depart- 
ments and persons having any work to be done in the 
streets so designated shall do all such work before the 
surface of such street is again prepared for and opened 
to public travel; and, after the completion of the work 
then done on such street, shall not, for the space of one 
year thereafter, permit any department or person to 
disturb the surface of such street or way within the area 
of such previous disturbance, except in case of obvious 
necessity, a record of which shall be made in a book to be 
kept for that purpose. 

Sect. 9. Said commissioner may issue permits to 
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persons having authority in the premises to open, 
occupy, obstruct and use portions of the streets, and 
should the portion of the street which has -been so 
opened or used require repaving or resurfacing within 
a period of two years from the time it has been so used, 
the commissioner shall notify the person applying for 
the permit under authority of which the portion was so 
used to make such repairs as in the opinion of said com- 
missioner are necessary, and in case of the failure of 
the said person to make such repairs within one week 
from the date of the said notification then the commis- 
sioner shall have the right to make such necessary 
repairs, and the expense of the same shall be paid by 
such person; all amounts received by the city collector 
for work done or materials furnished under notifica- 
tion of the commissioner as above authorized shall be 
placed to the credit and used as a part of the appro- 
priation for the public works department. Every 
permit issued as aforesaid shall specify the time, place, 
size and use of such opening, occupation or obstruction, 
and the time within which the street must be put in 
good condition, and shall be on a condition the terms 
of which shall be those stated in chapter three, sec- 
tion twenty-one, of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, 
and in addition that the person applying for the permit 
shall place and maintain from the beginning of twilight, 
through the whole of every night, over or near the place 
so occupied, opened, obstructed or used, and over or 
near any dirt, gravel or other material placed in or near 
such place, a light or lights sufficient to protect travel- 
ers from injury; shall place and maintain a safe and con- 
venient way for the use of foot travelers and for vehicles 
around or over such place; shall protect such trees as 
shall be designated by the superintendent of public 
grounds in such manner as he shall specify; shall provide 
suitable sanitary accommodations for his employees; 
shall, if he does not, within the time prescribed by said 
commissioner, put the street into good condition satis- 
factory to said commissioner, pay whatever sum the 
said commissioner shall expend for putting it into such 
condition; and shall deliver up the permit to an officer 
of the police force of said city on or before the expiration 
of the time fixed in the permit for completing the work, 
such permit to be returned by said officer to the pub- 
lic works department. Said commissioner may, in addi- 
tion to said specifications, specify in the permit, or 
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after the issuing thereof, in writing, the kind of rail 
or fence to inclose the place, and the kind of way over 
or around such place, and the manner of constructing 
the same. If such a permit is issued to a public service 
corporation said commissioner shall detail an inspec- 
tor to supervise said opening, occupation and_ use. 
Said inspector shall see that the backfilling is properly 
done and the surface repaved or resurfaced to the satis- 
faction of the commissioner, and a bill shall be deposited 
monthly with the city collector against the corporations 
whose work has been inspected for the wages or salaries 
of said inspectors. All moneys received by the city 
collector for such inspection as above authorized shall 
be placed to the credit and used as a part of the appro- 
priation for the public works department. 

Sect. 10. Said commissioner may issue such a per- 
mit to competent mechanics for the purpose of entering 
particular drains into public drains and sewers, on a 
condition the terms of which shall be those hereinbefore 
stated in section nine of this ordinance, and in addition 
that the person applying for the permit shall make 
connection of the said drain with the said sewer only 
in the manner shown on the back of said permit, and 
only in the presence of an inspector of the sewer division; 
shall have on the ground, when the inspector arrives 
to see the connection made, any slant, bend or curve 
to be used in making the connection; shall not cover 
up any work until inspected by one of said inspectors; 
shall not lay the drain in the same trench with a water 
pipe; shall not connect any exhaust from a steam engine, 
any blow-off from a steam boiler, or any other pipe for 
delivering steam or hot water, with the drain or sewer; 
shall, when he receives any pipe from the public works 
department in exchange for other pipe, return such other 
pipe to the yard of the public works department within 
twenty-four hours after receiving such exchange. Said 
commissioner shall in each drain permit specify the 
size, material and mode of construction of the particular 
drain, and the direction and grade for laying it, but 
before issuing the permit for entering the drain into 
a particular public sewer from land upon which a sewer 
assessment has not been paid he shall be paid for the 
city an assessment of two cents per square foot for all 
land in the estate from which the entry is made within 
one hundred feet of the street or strip of land in which 
the sewer or particular drain is laid. 
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Secr. 11. Said commissioner may issue such a per- 
mit to a responsible person for the purpose of raising 
and lowering goods and merchandise into and from 
buildings, on a condition the terms of which shall be 
those stated in chapter three, section twenty-one, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898, and in addition that the 
person applying for the permit shall maintain, during 
the whole time the work is in progress, good and suffi- 
cient barriers across the sidewalk, from the wall of the 
building to or from which the goods or merchandise are 
so raised, out to the curbstone or edge of the sidewalk 
on each side of said goods or merchandise, sufficient to 
protect travelers from injury or danger; and that he 
will not encumber the sidewalk for more than fifteen 
minutes at a time for such work. 

Sect. 12. Said commissioner shall issue such a permit 
to any person authorized by the street commissioners to 
place a coal hole, vault or coal slide under a street, or 
a cover thereto, on a condition the terms of which shall 
be those hereinbefore stated in section nine of this 
ordinance, and in addition that the person applying for 
the permit shall make the underground structure of 
suitable construction satisfactory to the commissioner 
and shall pay such fee as may be prescribed by ordinance; 
shall make the opening of a coal hole or coal slide cir- 
cular, and not more than eighteen inches in diameter, 
and furnish a cover therefor of iron, made with a rough 
upper surface, and with three or more iron rods or legs 
at least two feet in length, fitting closely to the side of 
the opening, and projecting downwards from the under- 
side of the cover, and so constructed that, while the 
cover can be lifted perpendicularly, it cannot be tipped 
or easily removed from the opening. 

Sect. 13. Said commissioner shall, when author- 
ized thereto by the street commissioners, issue such 
a permit to a building mover actually engaged in the 
business, for the purpose of moving a building through 
the streets, on a condition the terms of which shall be 
those stated in section nine of this ordinance: provided, 
that an application for such permit, describing the 
locations from and to which, and the route over which, 
the building is to be moved, the length, width and 
height of the building, and the principal material of 
its exterior and roof, and accompanied by the written 
consent of the building commissioner to the placing 
of the building on the lot proposed, shall be first made 
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to said commissioner who shall make an examination 
of the premises, and report thereon to the street com- 
missioners for their action. Whenever it appears that 
the moving of a building will encumber the tracks of 
any railroad corporation, a public hearing shall be 
given by the street commissioners upon the. subject 
before such permit is authorized. 

Sect. 14. Said commissioner shall, when authorized 
thereto by an order of the street commissioners, issue 
such a permit to a responsible person, for the purpose 
of laying, maintaining and using wires, railway tracks 
or rails in the streets, or wires, pipes or conduits under 
the surface thereof, on a condition the terms of which 
shall be those stated in section nine of this ordinance, 
and in addition that the person applying for the permit 
shall, whenever requested so to do by the mayor, furnish 
in his conduits for wires accommodations free of charge 
for all wires belonging to, or to be used by, the city; 
shall remove the conduits and wires whenever directed, 
and not until directed, so to do by an order of the street 
commissioners approved by the mayor; and shall not 
disturb or interfere with any wires, pipes, or sewers law- 
fully laid in such street or connected therewith. 

SecT. 15. Said commissioner shall, when author- 
ized thereto by an order of the street commissioners, 
issue such a permit to a responsible person for the 
purpose of placing and maintaining in the streets poles 
for the support of wires, on a condition the terms of 
which shall be those hereinbefore stated in section 
nine of this ordinance, and in addition that the person 
applying for the permit shall keep said poles well painted 
and in good condition, to the satisfaction of the com- 
missioner; shall place the wires on said poles not less 
than twenty-five feet from the ground; shall keep the 
name of the person owning the pole distinctly painted 
on the crossbars used and occupied by him on the 
pole, and also on the pole at a point not less than six 
feet nor more than eight feet from the ground; shall 
allow the departments of the city the exclusive use 
of the upper.crossbar and top of each pole, free of all 
charge, for the purpose of placing wires thereon; shall 
not suffer or permit any other person to place or keep 
wires on said poles, or upon the fixtures thereto affixed, 
without permission being first obtained in writing from 
the street commissioners; shall not remove any pole 
erected under this order until, and shall remove any pole 
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when, directed by the street commissioners so to do; and 
that on the violation of any term of these conditions 
the said commissioner shall remove the poles at the 
expense of the person owning them. 

Sect. 16. Said commissioner, before he delivers any 
such permit to any person for the applicant therefor, 
shall have received from such person a certificate that a 
copy of the permit, entered in a book kept for the pur- 
pose, is a correct copy of the permit he receives, and the 
applicant, unless an employee of the city applying for a 
permit for public work, shall have given a bond, in the 
case of permits under sections nine, ten, eleven and twelve 
of this ordinance, of one thousand dollars, under section 
thirteen of this ordinance, of three thousand dollars, and 
under sections fourteen and fifteen of this ordinance, of 
twenty thousand dollars, each bond, with one or more 
sureties satisfactory to said commissioner, conditioned 
to the faithful observance of the conditions and specifi- 
eations of each and every permit thereafter issued on 
his application by the commissioner; and said commis- 
sioner may at any time require a new bond, which shall 
be considered a strengthening bond, unless the sureties 
on the former bond or bonds are expressly released from 
their liability by vote of the city council. No bond 
shall be required of any person to open a public street 
for the purpose of planting a tree therein if said person 
has been duly authorized by the proper municipal author- 
ities to plant trees in said highways. 

Sect. 17. Said commissioner shall not issue any such 
permit to a person who has within twelve months pre- 
vious to his application violated or failed to observe the 
conditions or specifications of any such permit; but the 
issuing of such permits and the opening, occupation, 
obstruction and the use of portions of streets, and the 
making and maintaining of coal holes, vaults and other 
permanent excavations under the surface of streets, and 
their covers, shall be subject to any permission, control, 
regulation, restriction or revocation which the street 
commissioners may make. 

Sect. 18. Every owner of an estate hereafter main- 
taining any cellar, vault, coal hole or other excavation 
under the part of the street which is adjacent to, or a 
part of, his estate, shall do so only on condition that 
such maintenance shall be considered as an agreement 
on his part to hold the city harmless from any claims 
for damage to himself or the occupants of said estate 
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resulting from gas, sewage or water leaking into such 
excavation or upon such estate; and every such owner, 
and every person maintaining a post, pole or other 
structure in a street, or a wire, pipe, conduit or other 
structure under a street, shall do so only on the condi- 
tion that such maintenance shall be considered as an 
agreement on his part with the city to keep the same 
and the covers thereof in good repair and condition at 
all times during his ownership, and to indemnify and 
save harmless the city against any and all damages, 
costs, expenses or compensation which it may sustain 
or be required to pay, by reason of such excavation or 
structure being under or in the street, or being out of 
repair during his ownership, or by reason of any cover of 
the same being out of repair or unfastened during his 
ownership. | 

Sect. 19. Said commissioner shall require every per- 
son who maintains an entrance on a level with, or below, 
or a flight of steps descending immediately from, or 
near, the line of the street, which is not otherwise 
safely guarded to the satisfaction of said commissioner, 
to enclose such entrance or steps with a permanent 
iron railing on each side, at least three feet high from 
the top of the sidewalk or pavement, and to provide 
the same with a gate opening inwardly, or two iron 
chains across the entrance way, one near the top and 
the other half way from the ground to the top of the 
railing, and to keep said gates or chains closed during 
the night, unless the entrance or steps are sufficiently 
lighted to prevent accident. — 

Sect. 20. Said commissioner shall keep a record of 
the notices of defects in streets sent to him, with the 
name of the person giving the notice and the time when 
given, and he shall without delay cause the locality of 
the alleged defect to be examined, and, if the defect is 
of such a character as to endanger the safety of public 
travel, shall do whatever may be necessary to protect 
the public from injury by the defect, and cause it to be 
immediately repaired. 

Sect. 21. Said commissioner shall in his annual 
report include a statement of the repairs and expendi- 
tures on each street and on each bridge under his charge; 
of the number of times each draw of a bridge has been 
opened for the passage of vessels; of the number of 
vessels laden with cargo that have passed through each 
draw; of the condition of each ferryboat, slip, drop, 
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tank and building used for ferry purposes, and of the 
repairs and expenditures on each; and of the number of 
persons and teams of different classes that have passed 
over each ferry during the year. 

Sect. 22. The commissioner shall have the care and 
control of all property acquired or held by the city for 
the purposes of its water supply; shall maintain the 
same in good order and condition; shall use and operate 
the same, and furnish all supplies required therefor; 
shall take all measures necessary to protect and preserve 
the purity of the water; shall purchase, lay, maintain 
and test all meters, pipes and other fixtures and appli- 
ances necessary for supplying water for the inhabitants 
of the city, including the placing of drinking fountains 
and supplying the same with cold water; shall, as often 
at least as once in each year, cause the premises of every 
person who takes water to be visited, and the water 
fixtures therein to be examined by a skilled inspector; 
shall shut the water off from, and let it on to, any 
particular service when notified by the city collector 
that the water rate therefor has not, or has, been paid, 
and at such other times, as he deems it necessary; shall 
exercise a constant supervision over the use of water, 
and, with the approval of the mayor, shall, from time 
to time, determine and establish the rates for the use 
of water. 

Sect. 23. Said commissioner shall make contracts, 
issue bills for the use of water, and send the bills to the 
city collector; shall make abatements of charges for 
water where improperly assessed; shall provide that all 
bills for water by annual rates shall be due in advance 
on the first day of January of each year, and be paid 
within sixty days thereafter; that all bills for fractional 
parts of a year, or for specific Supplies, shall be due when 
the water is let on or delivered, and be paid within ten 
days thereafter; that all bills for water furnished and 
measured by meter shall never be less than eight (8) 
dollars per year, shall be due on the first day of January, 
April, July and October, and shall be paid within ten 
days thereafter; shall, if the water is paid for by annual 
rates and two or more dwelling houses are valued 
together for the assessment of taxes, make separate 
valuations of each; and shall, when.a portion only of an 
estate is chargeable for the water, make a separate 
valuation of such portion, and on such valuations the 
amounts to be paid, if based on values, shall be assessed. 
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Sect. 24. Said commissioner shall designate one of his 
subordinates to be the head of the water income division, 
who shall receive all moneys deposited on account of 
main, service, fire, elevator, motor and other pipes and 
the laying thereof, and for repair work; who shall give 
a receipt in behalf of the city therefor; and who shall 
pay, from the moneys so received, the amount found by 
him to be due the person paying any such money, as 
excess over the amount due the city, and, on or before 
the fifth day of every month, pay over the moneys in 
his possession due the city, and account for all moneys 
so received by him since the last accounting, as pro- 
vided in chapter three, section eighteen, of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1898. 

Sect. 25. Said commissioner shall, from time to 
time, as he deems necessary, apply, remove and test 
water meters and maintain the same in good condition; 
shall record, in a book kept for the purpose, a statement 
of the style, size, number of each meter, date when 
purchased, location, date when set, reading at such 
date, date when taken out, the reason therefor, the 
reading at such date, a detailed statement of test and 
percentage of errors shown, and the reading and date 
when reset; also a description of all defects and repairs 
of such meters. 

Sect. 26. Said commissioner, whenever the water has 
been shut off from any premises because the bill for 
water has not been paid, and there is a change in the 
occupancy of said premises, may let the water on again 
without waiting for the payment of the amount due 
from any former occupant. In case of contracts for | 
specific supplies he shall shut the water off as soon as 
the contract has been carried out; the foregoing pro- 
visions shall apply when two or more parties take water 
from the same service pipe, although one or more may 
have paid the amount due from him or them. 

Sect. 27.° Said commissioner shall keep suitable books, 
in which shall be entered the names of all persons who 
take water, the kind of building in which it is taken, 
the name of the street, and the number thereon, the 
nature of the use, the number of taps, and the rate 
assessed. 

Sect. 28. Said commissioner shall, in his annual 
report, include a statement of the number of water 
takers and the purposes for which the water is taken, 
the number and kind of meters applied during the 
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previous municipal year, the number and kind of 
meters in use, the number of cases where the water has 
been shut off, and the number and amount of abate- 
ments which have been made during the preceding 
municipal year. 

Sect. 29. Said commissioner shall cause the following 
regulations to be printed on every bill for water, which 
shall constitute a part of the contract with every taker 
of water furnished by the city: 


REGULATIONS. 


1. Every water taker shall pay the rates for water 
furnished on his application within the time and at the 
place specified in the bills therefor; shall, at his own 
expense, keep the service pipes within his premises, 
including any area or vault beneath the sidewalk, in 
good order and repair and protected from frost; shall not 
allow the water to leak away or run to waste; shall 
not — unless he pays the rates established therefor, or 
takes water by meter rates — use water from a hose; 
shall not use water from a hose in any case, except 
during such days and hours and in such manner as the 
commissioner of public works may from time to time 
specify; shall not make any change in the pipes or water 
fixtures under the street or within his premises, unless 
such change is approved by the said commissioner; shall 
not conceal the purpose for which the water is used; 
shall allow the said commissioner and persons author- 
ized by him to enter the premises supplied with water, 
examine the fixtures, and ascertain the quantity of 
water used, the manner of use, and whether there is 
unnecessary waste; and shall indemnify the city for all 
damages it may sustain or be required to pay in conse- 
quence of any injury resulting from any violation of 
these regulations by the water taker. 

2. Every water taker must stop the use of water 
for any purpose when required to do so by the commis- 
sioner of public works and must guard against collapse 
of a boiler and other injuries liable to result from want 
of water, as the water is liable to be shut off at any 
time without notice. 

3. No water taker shall, except in accordance with 
a written permit from the commissioner of public 
works, or in case of fire in the neighborhood, allow 
water to be taken from his premises or use water for

any purpose other than those for which he pays, or 
open any hydrant attached to the water pipes of the city. 

4. No water taker shall demand or be entitled to 
any abatement of his water rates for any year on account 
of the premises being vacated, unless they are vacated 
before the first day of January, and notice thereof is 
given to the commissioner of public works before the 
first day of February of such year; nor shall any water 
taker demand or be entitled to any abatement of rates, 
compensation, or damage on account of the shutting off, 
or the stopping of the use, of water for any cause. 

5. The commissioner of public works shall equip 
with water meters all new services installed, and shall 
also, in accordance with the provisions of chapter five 
hundred twenty-four of the Acts of 1907, as amended 
by chapter one hundred seventy-seven of the Acts of 
1909, annually equip with water meters at least five 
per cent of the water services which were unmetered on 
December thirty-first, 1907; shall, if a water taker 
refuses to allow a water meter to be placed on his 
premises, cause the water to be shut off from the same; 
may, without notice, cause the water to be shut off 
from any premises, or require the use of water for any 
purpose designated by him to be stopped; and may, 
if any water taker, whether supplied through an inde- 
pendent service pipe or a service pipe used in common 
with another, violates any of these regulations, cause 
the water to be shut off from all premises supplied by 
such pipe until satisfied that the regulations will be 
observed and all amounts due for water have been 
paid to the city collector, together with such further 
sum, not exceeding ten dollars, as said collector may 
require. 

Sect. 30. Said commissioner shall have full charge 
of all engineering work of every nature and description 
upon and connected with all public works, unless other- 
wise provided for by statute, and of the laying out and 
construction of all public improvements except the 
laying out, locating anew, altering, widening and discon- 
tinuing of highways; and shall make such surveys, 
plans, estimates, statements, descriptions and specifi- 
cations as are required or requested for the carrying 
out of any public work by any official or board in charge 
of any department of the city in the discharge of the 
duties of such department, or by the mayor, city council 
or any committee thereof. 
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Secr. 31. Said commissioner shall by himself or by 
his duly authorized agents inspect and measure all 
public work done under his direction by any department 
by contract or otherwise, and the city auditor, in case 
any bill or estimate for such work is presented to said 
city auditor for allowance, may require from said com- 
missioner a certificate of such bill or estimate stating 
if the materials have been furnished or the work done 
in accordance with proper engineering standards, or in 
accordance with the terms of the contract for said work. 

Sect. 32. Said commissioner shall have authority 
to order any public work, whether done by a depart- 
ment or under contract or otherwise, to be discontinued, 
reconstructed or removed, whenever in his opinion said 
work fails in any manner to comply with or fulfill the 
terms, conditions, specifications and requirements of 
any such contract or agreement, or fails in his opinion 
to conform with proper engineering standards. 

Sect. 33. Any expense incurred by said commis- 
sioner in carrying out any of the provisions of this 
ordinance except as provided for by the appropriation 
for the department of public works shall be charged to 
the several appropriations under which the works are 
authorized or paid for, upon requisition of the said 
commissioner. 

Sect. 34. Section five of chapter three of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1898 is hereby amended by striking out 
the following words: ‘“‘the city engineer, six thousand 
dollars; the water commissioner, five thousand dollars; 
the superintendent of streets, seven thousand five 
hundred dollars’; and by inserting the words, ‘‘the 
commissioner of public works, nine thousand dollars, 
he to receive no other fees or emoluments.”’ 

Sect. 35. The commissioner may create such divi- 
sions of the department as he may find necessary for 
the proper conduct of the department. Each division 
of the department created or changed by said commis- 
sioner with the exception of the water income division 
shall be in charge of a civil engineer of recognized stand- 
ing in his profession and an expert in the duties which 
may devolve upon him, such division engineer to be 
appointed without regard to party affiliations or resi- 
dence at the time of appointment, each head of a 
division to devote his whole time to the work and to 
receive an annual salary of not more than five thousand 
dollars with no other fees or emoluments. 
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' Secr. 36. In appointing an engineer to take charge 
of a division of the department the commissioner shall 
certify that he is a civil engineer of recognized standing 
in the profession, that in the commissioner’s opinion 
he is an expert in the work which would devolve upon 
him, that he is a person specially fitted by education, 
training or experience to perform the duties which may 
devolve upon him, and that the appointment is made 
solely in the interest of the city,— this certificate to be 
filed with the city clerk and open to public inspection. 

_ Sxcr. 37. All materials and supplies for the depart- 
ment of public works shall be purchased by the Supply 
Department on requisition of the commissioner. 

Sect. 38. Chapters sixteen and forty-two of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898, chapter three of the Ordi- 
nances of 1908, chapter seven of the Ordinances of 1910, 
and all ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent 
with this ordinance are hereby repealed. 

Secr. 39. This ordinance shall take effect on Feb- 
ruary first, 1911. |

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DESCRIPTION OF DISTRICTS, 1911. 


The City of Boston is hereby divided into Public 
Works Department districts, eleven in number, de- 
scribed and bounded as follows: 

District 1. South Boston and Dorchester North. 
Bounded northerly by the Harbor Commissioners’ line 
to Congress street, thence by and including Congress 
street to Atlantic avenue, thence westerly by and not 
including Atlantic avenue and Atlantic avenue exten- 
sion to the South bay and Fort Point channel, thence 
by Fort Point channel and Midland Division of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad to Dudley 
street, thence southerly by and not including Dudley 
street, Stoughton street, Pleasant street and Savin Hill 
avenue to Old Colony Division of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, by and not including Savin 
Hill avenue, northerly side, to the Harbor Commis- 
sioners’ line, thence easterly by the Harbor Commis- 
sioners’ line to the point of beginning. 

District 2.— East Boston and Breed’s Island. 

District 3.— Charlestown. 

District 4.— Brighton. Bounded easterly by District 
8, namely, from the Charles river by and not including 
Essex street to the Brookline line. 

District 5.— West Roxbury. Bounded northerly by 
District 7, namely, from the Brookline line by and 
including Prince street to the Arborway, Arborway to 
Pond street, by and including Pond street, Centre 
street, Green street and Glen road to Franklin Park, by 
and not including Sigourney street to Walnut avenue, 
Seaver street, Blue Hill avenue and Canterbury street 
to Morton street, by and including Canterbury street 
and Ashland street to Harvard street, by and not includ- 
ing Harvard street to the Hyde Park line, to the Ded- 
ham, Newton and Brookline lines to the point of 
beginning. 

District 6.— Dorchester. Beginning at the Harbor 
Commissioners’ line, by and including Savin Hill 
avenue, Pleasant street, Stoughton street and Dudley 
street to Midland Division of the New York, New 
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Haven & Hartford Railroad, by said Midland Division 
to Columbia road, by and not including Columbia road 
to Blue Hill avenue, by and including Blue Hill avenue, 
Canterbury street and Angell street to Blue Hill avenue 
and Talbot avenue, by and not including Talbot avenue, 
Ashmont street and Adams street, to Davenport creek, 
by Davenport creek to outlet at Neponset river, to 
Harbor Commissioners’ line to point of beginning. 

District 7.— Roxbury South and Jamaica Plain. 
Bounded northerly by District 8, namely, beginning at 
Longwood avenue and Brookline line, by and. including 
Longwood avenue, Prentiss street, Linden Park street, 
Roxbury street, Guild row, Dudley street and Magazine 
street to Norfolk avenue, by and not including Norfolk 
avenue to the Midland Division of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad to Columbia road, by and 
including Columbia road, Blue Hill avenue, Seaver 
street, Walnut avenue and Sigourney street to Glen 
road, by and not including Glen road, Green street, 
Centre street and Pond street to Arborway, by and not 
including Prince street to Brookline line, to Muddy 
river, to Longwood avenue. 

District 8.— South End and Roxbury North. 
Bounded northerly by District 10, namely, beginning 
at Fort Point channel and Atlantic avenue extension, 
by and including Atlantic avenue extension, Kneeland 
street, Eliot street, Park square, Boylston street and 
Massachusetts avenue to Charles river, by the west 
bank, to and including Essex street to the Brookline 
line, to Longwood avenue, by and not including Long- 
wood avenue, Prentiss street, Linden Park street, Rox- 
bury street, Guild row, Dudley street and Magazine 
street to Norfolk avenue, by and including Norfolk 
avenue to the Midland Division of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad to Fort Point channel, to 
point of beginning. 

District 9.— Ashmont. Beginning at the outlet of 
Davenport creek into the Neponset river, by Davenport 
creek to Adams street, by and including Adams street, 
Ashmont street and Talbot avenue, to Blue Hill avenue, 
by and not including Angell street, by and including 
Canterbury street to Morton street, by and not includ- 
ing Canterbury street and Ashland street to Harvard 
street, by and including Harvard street to Hyde Park 
line, by the Hyde Park line and the Milton line to 
Neponset river, to point of beginning. 
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District 10.— North and West Ends and Back Bay. 
Beginning at Atlantic avenue and Kneeland street, by 
and not including Kneeland street, Eliot street, Park 
square, Boylston street and Massachusetts avenue to 
Charles river, by the west bank, Charles river to the 
Harbor Commissioners’ line to Congress street, by and 
not including Congress street to Atlantic avenue, by 
and including Atlantic avenue to Kneeland street. 

District 11.— Hyde Park.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF THE 
BRIDGE AND FERRY DIVISION. 


Boston, February 1, 1912. 


Mr. L. K. Rovurkg, 
Commissioner of Public Works: 


Dar Sir,— The following report of the-income, ex- 
penses and operation of the Bridge and Ferry Division 
for the year ending January 31, 1912, is submitted: 

Upon the organization of the Public Works Depart- 
ment February 1, 1911, the Bridge Service of the former 
Highway Division of the Street Department, which 
had charge of the maintenance and operation of bridges; 
the Ferry Division of the Street Department, having 
charge of the maintenance and operation of the ferries, 
and that portion of the staff of the former City Engineer’s 
office engaged upon the design and construction of 
bridges and upon general engineering work formerly 
done by the City Engineer, were united into the Bridge 
and Ferry Division. This division has charge of the 
design, construction, maintenance and operation of the 
city’s bridges and of the two lines of ferries running 
between the city proper and East Boston. In addition, 
work pertaining to the abolishment of grade crossings 
is attended to by this division as well as special engineer- 
ing work for this and other city departments. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE DIVISION. 


The division is under the general charge of the Divi- 
sion Engineer and the staff is divided into five sub- 
divisions, the head of each of these reporting directly 
to the Division Engineer. The subdivisions consist of 
three engineering divisions, namely, the designing staff, 
under the direction of the designing engineer, having 
to do with the design of bridges, foundations, etc.; 
the construction staff, under the engineer of construc- 
tion, having the supervision of the construction and 
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principal repair work of bridges, foundations and ferry 
landings; and a special engineering staff under the 
engineer of special work, which has charge of grade 
crossing abolishment work and engineering work of a 
general nature, both for this and other city departments. 
In addition there is the bridge maintenance force, 
under the supervisor of bridges, and the ferry main- 
tenance force, under the general foreman of the Ferry 
Service. 

The positions of Division Engineer, the heads of the 
three engineering subdivisions and supervisor of bridges 
are filled by civil engineers, all of whom had previously 
been connected with the former City Engineer’s office. 
Upon the organization of the department last February, 
the former Deputy Superintendent of the Ferry Divi- 
sion was made general foreman of the Ferry Service, 
but being a Civil War veteran and incapacitated for 
active duty he was retired upon a pension June 1, 1911, 
under the Veterans’ Retirement Act (chapter 113, 
Acts of 1911), and the position of general foreman filled 
by the promotion of the cashier of the Ferry Service. 


RESULTS OBTAINED. 


The organization of the Bridge and Ferry Division 
has worked satisfactorily during the year and has 
already been productive of good results. In the Bridge 
Service there has been notable improvement in the 
methods of caring for the city bridges owing to effective 
cooperation between the engineering and bridge main- 
tenance staffs. Under the system formerly existing the 
City Engineer was required to make inspections and 
report upon the safety of bridges as well as to super- 
vise all repairs affecting the strength of these structures. 
The care and maintenance of the bridges rested with 
the Superintendent of Streets. The result of this arrange- 
ment was that although the City Engineer repeatedly 
recommended repairs on bridges he had no authority 
to put his recommendations in force. His recommenda- 
tions were frequently ignored and bridges, particularly 
those over railroads, were allowed to suffer through 
neglect, until in some instances they became unsafe 
and extensive repairs and even rebuilding were made 
necessary. The most striking instance of this sort was 
that of the Boylston Street Bridge over the Boston & 
Albany Railroad, in which, largely through lack of 
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proper care, the ironwork had become so seriously cor- 
roded after eighteen years of service that the bridge 
reached a dangerous condition such that it had to be 
closed to travel in 1907 and rebuilt at an expense of 
about $60,000. If the City Engineer’s recommenda- 
tions had been followed and the ironwork of this bridge 
kept well cleaned and painted, it would undoubtedly 
have stood much longer service and the rebuilding could 
have been postponed for some years. 

Failure to properly care for the bridges in the past 
has not been due to any one officer or administration, 
but has been a condition which has existed for years 
and has been due as much to lack of sufficient appro- 
priation for bridge maintenance as to inactivity on the 
part of those upon whom the responsibility of main- 
taining the bridges rested. Millions of dollars have been 
invested in our city bridges, which, on account of our 
peculiar situation, constitute a very important part of 
our municipal public works. The policy of providing 
appropriations insufficient for the proper care of these 
bridges is neither economical nor safe and in the last 
few years has proven a costly practice for the city, which 
has been called upon to spend considerable sums for 
extensive reconstruction and renewal of bridges, a con- 
siderable portion of which expenditure might have been 
avoided or postponed had these bridges been properly 
cared for from the time they were built. 

In the Ferry Service the past year has witnessed an 
improvement in discipline and in increase in the effi- 
ciency of the staff. The boats are now in better con- 
dition than at the beginning of the year, owing to extensive 
repairs made to hulls and machinery. 

The retirement of eight veterans in the Bridge Service 
and eight veterans in the Ferry Service, under chapter 
113 of the Acts of 1911, which provides that veterans 
of the Civil War, in the employ of the city for ten years 
or more, may be retired on half pay, has enabled the 
division to reward old employees for their faithful 
service and at the same time to replace these veterans 
by younger and more active men. It is not possible 
in this division to effect a reduction in the force by the 
retirement of veterans. In both the Bridge Service 
and the Ferry Service there are a fixed number of 
positions which must be filled. Bridge crews and 
ferry crews must be kept complete and if one man 
retires another man necessarily takes his place. 
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BRIDGE SERVICE. 


The work done upon the bridges during the year is 
given in detail further on. The year has been one of 
considerable activity in the repair and reconstruction 
of existing bridges. In addition to the ordinary work 
of maintenance, attention may be called to the exten- 
sive repairs made upon the following bridges: Allston, 
Charlestown, Cottage Farm, Dartmouth Street, Dor- 
chester Avenue (over Fort Point channel), Dorchester 
Avenue (over New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road), Dover Street, Harvard, Harvard Street, Nepon- 
set, Norfolk Street (near Blue Hill Avenue Station), 
Norfolk Street (near Dorchester Station), Summer 
Street (over Fort Point channel), Warren, and West 
Fourth Street. 

Upon the repair of these bridges about $60,000 was 
spent from special appropriations in addition to the 
sums spent from the regular department maintenance 
appropriation, and most of the work was done by 
contract. 

The city was able to secure the passage of legislation 
(chapter 581, Acts of 1911) providing for the appor- 
tionment, upon an equitable basis, of the cost of repairs 
and reconstruction of existing bridges between Boston 
and Chelsea, where the burden of expense had formerly 
rested wholly or almost wholly upon the City of Boston. 
As a result of this legislation the city has prepared 
plans for the reconstruction of the draw span of Chelsea 
Bridge North to provide in a most complete way for 
all future needs of navigation on the Mystic river. 
(See page 147.) Plans have also been prepared and 
work begun upon the reconstruction of Meridian Street 
Bridge. (See page 151.) It is expected that the 
reconstruction of both of these bridges will be com- 
pleted during the year 1912. 


FERRY SERVICE. 


The third boat at the South Ferry which was put in 
service in July, 1910, was run throughout the year, 
necessitating an increase in expenditure over 1910-11 
of $5,300 and an increase over the previous year of 
$11,000. An unusual amount of work was done during 
the year upon repairs to the ferryboats. Several of 
the boats which had not been hauled out for two to 
four years were dry docked or hauled out on a marine 
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railway, thoroughly cleaned, and their hulls and copper 
-sheathing repaired where necessary. Extraordinary 
repairs to machinery, such as the extensive repairs of 
the condensers of the three propeller boats, the rebuild- 
ing of the paddle wheels of the ‘‘General Hancock”’ 
and the boiler repairs on the ‘‘Hugh O’Brien” were 
found necessary, and added materially to the cost of 
maintenance of the ferry service. The boats are 
in considerably better condition than at the beginning 
of the year. Extensive repairs were found to be neces- 
sary upon the ferry landings and drops, and for this 
purpose the City Council on August 22, 1912, made a 
special appropriation of $52,000. Contracts have been 
let and work begun upon the landings at both sides of 
the North Ferry. (See page 169.) In June a contract 
for a new ferryboat, with steel hull, was awarded to 
the T. S. Marvel Shipbuilding Company of Newburgh, 
New York, and at the date of this report the launching, 
which had been set for January, is delayed owing to 
the unusual ice conditions in the Hudson river where 
the boat is being built. The new ferryboat, which is 
slightly larger than the largest of our present boats, 
is provided with watertight bulkheads and with the 
latest devices for the protection of passengers against 
fire or accident of any sort. It will be the first modern 
ferryboat to be put in service in Boston Harbor. (See 
page 170.) 

On the morning of January 14, 1912, the headhouse 
on the Boston side of the North Ferry was damaged 
by fire to an extent of about $5,000. Ferry traffic was 
continued practically without interruption, there being 
a delay of only ten minutes to one boat. The work of 
rebuilding the building was begun at once under a 
contract with M. F. MacDonald & Son for labor, the 
city furnishing the necessary supplies. The work is 
now in progress. 


GRADE CROSSINGS AND SPECIAL ENGINEERING WoRK. 


In the matter of the grade crossings on the Boston, 
Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad, in East Boston, which 
has been under consideration for several years, surveys 
and plans have been prepared by this Division and an 
agreement has been reached between the Common- 
wealth, the City and the Railroad Company for the 
abolishment of the crossing at Saratoga street (Orient 
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Heights Station), and for certain other work in connec- 
tion therewith, although no action has been taken 
regarding the crossings at Maverick and Marginal streets. 
The New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany has continued the work of the abolishment of the 
grade crossings at Freeport, Walnut and other streets 
in Dorchester. A study has been made by this Division 
for the abolishment of the remaining grade crossings of 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad in 
Dorchester, on the Shawmut Branch, between Fields 
Corner and Ashmont Station. 

A considerable amount of miscellaneous engineering 
work for this and other city departments has been done 
by the Bridge and Ferry Division. This has included 
such work as the providing of berths for fireboats at 
North End Beach and Northern Avenue Bridge; the 
repair of the North End Beach Piers; the reconstruc- 
tion of the foundations for the house for Chemical 
Engine 13 of the Fire Department; the construction 
of a retaining wall and the grading of grounds at the 
fire station at Walk Hill and Wenham streets; the design 
of a proposed foot subway beneath the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad at Lawndale terrace, 
Jamaica Plain; the preparation of the plans for, and the 
supervision of repairs on, sundry municipal buildings, 
including heating and plumbing work as well as build- 
ing construction; the rebuilding of the wharf at the 
North End Paving Yard; the preparation of studies 
and estimates for the comprehensive development of 
the city yards on Albany street; for a new quarantine 
station at Gallop’s Island; for a new heating and power 
plant at Rainsford Island, etc.; examinations and 
reports upon a variety of matters such as the proposed 
location of the Boston & Eastern Railroad in East 
Boston, proposed marginal freight railroads in East 
Boston and South Boston, the condition of the steamer 
“Vigilant” of the Health Department, a teaming 
tunnel to East Boston, and the filling of South Bay. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR THE YRAR 1912. 


During the coming year a very considerable appro- 
priation will be needed for the repair of bridges. Some 
of this work, such as the repaving of Harvard Bridge, 
is urgently necessary in order to keep the bridges in 
service. Other work, such as the cleaning and painting 
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of bridges, has already been neglected far too long and 
must be done this year if the City cares anything for the 
economical maintenance of its bridges. 

It will be necessary also to provide for the rebuilding 
of Winthrop Bridge between East Boston and Winthrop, 
as the present structure has already become unsafe for 
heavy loads and is rapidly deteriorating. 

In the Ferry Service the putting into service of the 
new ferryboat will permit the retirement of the old 
wooden ferryboat ‘‘Revere,’’ which has been in use 
for thirty-seven years. The ferryboat ‘‘D. D. Kelly,” 
which is thirty-three years old, has already reached a 
condition such that the allowable pressure on her boilers 
has been reduced to the minimum under which it is 
possible to operate her. It is probable that at the next 
inspection by the United States Steamboat Inspectors 
the ‘‘D. D. Kelly” will either be condemned as unfit 
for further use or the allowable boiler pressure will be 
still further reduced so that the boat cannot be con- 
tinued in service. An appropriation should be made 
early in the year for one new ferryboat similar to that 
now under construction. All of our present ferryboats 
are built of wood, and, to properly guard against fire, 
automobiles are allowed only upon the ends of the boats 
farthest removed from the boilers. Automobile traffic 
is steadily increasing and this restriction upon the 
number of automobiles to be carried on our present 
boats has frequently been the cause of considerable 
annoyance and some delay to automobile traffic, par- 
ticularly upon the sailing days of European passenger 
steamers from East Boston during the summer season. 
On the new ferryboat now building the roadways are 
made fireproof so that automobiles may be safely carried 
upon any part of the boat. This new boat will be of 
material help in caring for congested traffic of motor 
vehicles and a second new boat of similar construction 
would enable the Ferry Service to properly handle 
automobile traffic under such conditions as are likely 
to obtain during the next few years.

BRIDGE SERVICE. 


At the close of the fiscal year, 1911-12, there are in 
the City of Boston 185 highway bridges, not including 
culverts; twenty-one of these are bridges in Ward 26, 
which were added to the list during the year by the 
annexation of Hyde Park. Seven of these bridges, 
namely, Brookline Street, Cambridge, Cambridge Street, 
Harvard, North Beacon Street, Prison Point and West- 
ern Avenue to Cambridge, all connecting Boston and 
Cambridge, are in the charge of two commissioners, 
one of whom is appointed by the Mayor of Boston and 
the other by the Mayor of Cambridge. One-half the 
cost of the maintenance of these seven bridges is paid 
by the City of Boston out of the appropriation for the 
Bridge and Ferry Division, and the division engineer

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of that division is the commissioner for the City of 
Boston in charge of these bridges. The report of the 
commissioner for the Boston and Cambridge bridges 
will be found in Appendix E, page 568. The Charles 
River dam, on the site of the old canal or Craigie 
Bridge, and Mattapan Bridge are in charge of the 
Metropolitan Park Commission. One hundred and 
forty-two bridges are supported wholly or in part by the 
City of Boston, twenty-five of these being tide-water 
bridges provided with a draw. Forty-one highway 
bridges are supported entirely by railroad corporations. 
- There are sixteen important drawbridges maintained 
by the City of Boston, namely, Broadway, Chelsea 
South, Congress Street, L Street and Warren, operated 
by steam; Atlantic Avenue, Charlestown, Chelsea 
North, Chelsea Street, Dorchester Avenue, Dover 
Street, Malden, Meridian Street, Neponset and Summer 
Street, operated by electricity; and Northern Avenue, 
operated by compressed air, the compressors being run 
by electricity.

Adams Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 


Hartford Railroad, Old Colony Division, Dorchester). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 
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Agassiz Road Bridge (in the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1887 of brick and stone 
masonry. It is maintained by the Park Department 
and is in good condition. 


Albany Street Bridge (over the Boston & Albany Railroad 
Freight Tracks). 


The original structure was built in 1856-57 and 
rebuilt in 1867-68. The present bridge was built in 
1886-87, and is maintained in part by the Public Works 
Department and in part by the Boston & Albany 
Railroad. 

The floor system was entirely rebuilt in 1910-11; 
the overhanging sidewalks were discarded and new 
walks placed inside the trusses, leaving a clear roadway 
of 184 feet, and the whole structure cleaned by sand 
blast and painted. The bridge is now in good condition. 


Albany Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany faulroad 
Passenger Tracks). 


This bridge was built in 1899-1900 by the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company in con- 
nection with the Boston & Providence Railroad exten- 
sion to the South Station, and is maintained by the 
Boston & Albany Railroad Company. 


Albany Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Providence Division). 


This bridge and the Broadway Bridge over the same 
road, which together constitute one bridge, were built 
by the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Company in 1899-1900 in connection with the Boston 
and Providence Railroad extension to the South Station, 
and are maintained by the railroad. 


Allston Bridge (over the Boston & Albany Railroad, 
Brighton). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. The flooring of 
all the roadways of this bridge was rebuilt last year, 
new shelf angles put on where needed on the side road- 
ways and entirely renewed on the floor beams of the 
center roadway. ‘The water pipe box was also rebuilt 
at the same time. This work was done under a contract 
with George T. Rendle, dated November 10, 1911. The 
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amount paid under this contract was $3,841.25. The 
ironwork below the floor was cleaned and painted by 
the department force. The ironwork above the floor 
should be cleaned and painted this year. 


Arborway Bridge (over Stony Brook, in Arborway near 
Forest Hills Station). 
During the year a masonry culvert to take the flow 
of Stony brook at this point has been completed, and 
the old bridge entirely removed. 


Ashland Street Bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, West Rox- 
bury). 

The present structure is of iron and was built in 
1875. The lower planking and some of the stringers 
are in poor condition and should be renewed this year. 
When that is done the ironwork should be cleaned and 
painted. As this bridge is now thirty-seven years old 
it will be necessary to entirely rebuild it at an early 
date, and then it should be made the full width of the 
street, providing a sidewalk on each side. 


Ashmont Street and Dorchester Avenue Bridge (over Old 
Colony Division, New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad). 


This is a wooden bridge formerly maintained by the 
railroad company. It was lengthened on the Boston 
side in 1895, and again further lengthened in 1910-11, 
and now the Public Works Department maintains 133 
feet of the northerly part. After the bridge was 
lengthened, the older part, maintained by the city, was 
rebuilt. The bridge is now in good condition. 


Athens Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 
This is an iron bridge, built in 1874. The deck 
planking and curb timbers should be renewed, the 
fence should be repaired, and the bridge painted. 


Atlantic Avenue Bridge (over South Terminal Station 
Yard and Fort Point Channel). 


The bridge was completed and opened to travel 
August 12, 1907. On the Boston approach is a steel 
viaduct about 450 feet in length, consisting of a series 
of short plate girder and I-beam spans of the deck type. 
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The bridge over the railroad yard consists of two steel 
plate girder spans and two steel truss spans, all except 
one plate girder span being through spans. Fort Point 
channel is crossed by one truss span, a plate girder span, 
an I-beam span and a draw span, all being deck struc- 
tures built of steel. The draw span is a swing or turn- 
table draw 184 feet long on center line, operated by 
electricity and compressed air. On the approaches and 
across Fort Point channel the bridge is 50 feet in width; 
over the railroad yard the width is 60 feet. 

Only ordinary repairs have been made on this bridge 
during the past year. Some painting should be done 
to the bridge this year, otherwise the bridge is now in 
good condition. 


Audubon Road Bridge (over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad). 

This is a steel plate girder bridge, built in 1893-94, 
and is maintained by the Park Department. The por- 
tion of the bridge over the main tracks of the railroad 
should be cleaned and painted, otherwise the structure 
is in good condition. 


Austin Street Bridge (over Boston & Maine Railroad, 
Charlestown). 

This is a steel plate girder deck bridge with steel floor 
beams supporting a wooden flooring, built under the 
decree of the Superior Court abolishing the Austin street 
grade crossing. It was built in 1903-07 by the Boston 
& Maine Railroad Company and is over the railroad 
location. The surface of the bridge is maintained by 
the Public Works Department, the remainder by the 
railroad company. The fences have been repaired and 
painted during the past year and the plank sidewalks 
have been repaired. 


B Street Footbridge (over Neponset River, Hyde Park). 
This bridge was built in 1911, and consists of three 

28-foot spans of reinforced concrete. It is maintained 

by,the Public Works Department.

Baker Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, Providence Division, West 
Roxbury). 

E This bridge was built and is maintained by the 

railroad company. 
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Baker Street Bridge (at Brook Farm, West Roxbury). 


This is a wooden stringer bridge of about 15 feet 
span. It is in fair condition. 


Beacon Street Bridge (over Outlet of the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1880-81, and had up to 1901 
a wooden floor for the roadway. At the latter date a 
new floor was built, consisting of 18-inch steel I-beams 
incased in Portland cement concrete, and the roadway 
was paved with hard pine blocks, treated by the creo- 
resinate process. The bridge is in good condition. 


Beacon Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1884-85, widened in 
1887-88, and the central roadway further widened in 
1890 for the convenience and at the expense of the street 
railway company. In 1910-11 the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company strengthened the floor beams of 
the central roadway to carry its 42-ton cars and rebuilt 
the flooring. During the present year the sidewalks 
have been thoroughly repaired and the ironwork under 
them has been painted. 


Beech Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, Provdence Division, West 
Roxbury). 

This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Bellevue Street Bridge (over Muddy River, in Riverway). 

This is a segmental masonry arch of 44 feet span and 
15 feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Depart- 
ments of Boston and Brookline and is maintained 
jointly by them. 


Bellevue Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, Providence Division, West 
Roxbury). 

This bridge was built and is maintained by the 
railroad company. 


Bennington Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
East Boston). 

This is a steel plate girder bridge built by the railroad 

company in 1906 under the decree of the Superior Court 
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abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. The 
surface of the bridge is maintained by the Public Works 
Department and the rest of the structure by the rail- 
road company. The bridge should be painted, and the 
asphalt surface of the roadway repaired; otherwise it is 
in good condition. 


Bennington Street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach & 
Lynn Railroad). 


This bridge is made up of two independent parts; 
the old part is of iron, built in 1889; the new part is of 
steel, built in 1902. During the year the floorings of 
both roadways have been renewed and the floor beams 
cleaned and painted. 


Berkeley Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad and 
Providence Division, New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad). 

The bridge over the tracks of the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, which is maintained by the Public Works 
Department, was originally built for the Boston Water 
Power Company, and accepted by the city in 1869. The 
present structure over these tracks is a through plate 
girder bridge and was built in 1891. 

The bridge over the tracks of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad was built in 1899 and is 
maintained by that company. 

Both bridges were thoroughly repaired in 1910-11, 
and are now in good condition. 


Berners Street Footbridge (over Bridle Path, in Riverway). 

This is a semicircular masonry arch of 38 feet 4 inches 
span. It was built in 1893 and is maintained by the 
Park Department. 


Berners Street Footbridge (over Muddy River). 

This is a segmental masonry arch of 52 feet span and 
14 feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Depart- 
ments of Boston and Brookline and is maintained jointly 
by them. 


Berwick Park Footbridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 

This is an iron footbridge, erected in 1894. The iron 

stairs and piers were new, but the trusses and floor 
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beams were those built for Franklin street in 1883. The 
bridge has been cleaned and painted during the past 
year. 


Blakemore Street Bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82. The lower 
planking was renewed in 1910, and the portion below the 
floor cleaned and painted. During the past year the 
ironwork above the floor has been cleaned and painted 
and the bridge is now in good condition. 


Blue Hill Avenue Bridge (over Midland Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hariford Railroad). 


This is a steel bridge, built by the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad in 1903, and is over the 
railroad location. ‘The surface of the bridge is main- 
tained by the Public Works Department, the remainder 
by the railroad company. The bridge is in good condi- 
tion with the exception of the sidewalk planking, which 
should be renewed. Only ordinary repairs have been 
made during the year. 


Bolton Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This is a wooden bridge, originally built in 1889 and 
rebuilt in 1905. The sidewalks have been renewed and 
the fences repaired and painted. : 


Boston Street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 

This is a plate girder bridge, built in 1900 in connection 
with the abolishment of the grade crossing on Dor- 
chester avenue. The surface of the bridge is main- 
tained by the Public Works Department, and the rest 
of the structure by the railroad company. The bridge 
should be painted and the deck planking should be 
renewed this year. 


Boylston Street Arch Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is a stone arch bridge, built in 1881, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. It is in good condi- 
tion, with the exception of coping, which should be 
repointed without further delay. 
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Boylston Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 

The first bridge on this location was built in 1886-88 
and the present structure in 1907-08. The bridge is 
now in good condition. Only ordinary repairs have 
been made on this bridge during the past year. 


Bridle Path Bridge (over Muddy River, in the Riverway). 

This is a masonry bridge of three arches; the central 
arch is elliptical in form, with a span of 30 feet and a 
rise of 9 feet 6 inches; the side arches are semicircular, 
15 feet in diameter. It was built in 1894 and is 
maintained by the Park Department. It is in good 
condition. : 


Broadway Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 

The old bridge, built in 1880-81, was replaced in 
1900 by the present bridge. In 1910-11 the flooring 
of this bridge was entirely renewed, new hangers put in, 
the floor beams under the street car tracks strengthened, 
and the whole bridge thoroughly cleaned and painted. 
It is now in good condition. 


Broadway Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 

The draw was built in 1874-75 and the supports for 
the draw landings are iron columns. The rest of the 
bridge is built of steel on masonry piers, and was rebuilt 
in 1901-04. A new 4-inch spruce deck has been laid on 
the draw. The plate girder section over the railroad, 
the gates and some of the fencing have been painted. 
The tracks and wheels below the draw are in poor con- 
dition. The stone piers should be repointed. The 
planking on the waterway and pier needs repairing. ‘The 
draw is old and too light for heavy travel and is to be 
rebuilt. The main bridge is in good condition. Only 
ordinary repairs have been made on this bridge during 
the past year. 


Broadway Bridge (over New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, Providence Division). 


This bridge and the Albany Street Bridge over the 
same road, which together constitute one bridge, were 
built by the New York, New Haven «& Hartford Rail- 
road Company in 1899-1900 in connection with the 
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Boston & Providence Railroad extension to the South 
Station, and are maintained by the railroad. 


Brookline Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1884. With the excep- 
tion of the paint the bridge is in fair condition; it should, 
however, be painted this year. 


Brookline Avenue Bridge (over Muddy River, in the 
Riverway). 


This is a semicircular masonry arch of 15 feet span. 
It was built in 1892 by the Park Departments of Boston 
and Brookline and is maintained by them jointly. 


Brookline Street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This is a wooden trestle bridge, built on a pile founda- 
tion in 1906, and is in care of the Commissioners for 
Boston and Cambridge Bridges; the Public Works 
Department pays one-half the cost of maintenance. 
It was built as a temporary structure, with the expecta- 
tion that it would be replaced by a permanent bridge 
within ten years. As the bridge is now five years old, 
the construction of the permanent bridge should be 
commenced within a year or two. It has been sheathed 
during the past year. Some painting should be done, 

otherwise the bridge is in:geod condition. 


Brookline Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, on steel trestles, 
with wooden floor and wearing surface, built in 1906. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the Public 
Works Department and the rest of the structure by the 
railroad company. It is in good condition. 


Brooks Street Bridge (near Faneuil Station, Brighton). 
This is a steel bridge with a concrete and asphalt 


floor, built in 1902. The bridge should be painted and 
the roadway surface should be repaired. - 


Byron Street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn 
| Railroad). 
This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. The stringers 
and bulkheads are in poor condition. The bridge should 
be rebuilt this year. 
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Cambridge Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


The new bridge was completed in the fall of 1907. 
It is maintained by the Commissioners for the Boston 
and Cambridge Bridges, and each city pays one-half of 
the cost of maintenance. The structure is in good condi- 
tion and needs only the yearly cleaning and customary 
touching up of the paint. It is of the utmost importance 
that this bridge should be kept properly painted in order 
that it may not be deteriorated by rust. 


Cambridge Street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf 
draw. ‘This bridge is in the care of the Commissioners 
for the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, and each city 
pays one-half the cost of maintenance. The draw and 
upper part of the bridge were rebuilt in 1910. 


Cambridge Street Bridge (over Boston & Maine and 
Boston & Albany Railroads, Charlestown). 


This is a through steel truss bridge of four spans, built 
in 1901 by the Boston & Maine Railroad. The surface 
is maintained by the Public Works Department, the 
remainder by the railroad company. Both sidewalks 
should be rebuilt this year and the bridge thoroughly 
cleaned and painted. 


Canterbury Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, Providence Division, West 
Roxbury). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Castle Island Footbridge (from Marine Park to Castle 
Island). 


This is a temporary footbridge, built in 1892, and 
is maintained by the Park Department. It connects 
Marine Park with Castle Island, and is furnished with a 
draw, so that if desired by the United States authorities 
the island can be cut off from the mainland. Some 
repairs have been made on the planking, but more 
should be done and the fences should be painted. 
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Castle Square Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Providence Division). 


This bridge was built in 1899-1900 by the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company in con- 
nection with the Boston & Providence Railroad extension 
to the South Station, and is maintained by the railroad 
company. 


Cedar Grove Cemetery Bridge (over New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, Old Colony Division, 
Dorchester). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the 
railroad company. 


Central Avenue Bridge (over Neponset River, Dorchester 
Lower Mills). | 


This is an iron bridge and was built in 1876. The 
Public Works Department maintains the part within 
the city limits. Only ordinary repairs have been made 
on this bridge during the past year. The coming year 
it should be cleaned and painted and the sidewalks 
repaired. 


Centre and Mount Vernon Street Bridge (over New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, Providence 
Division). 

This bridge was built and is maintained by the railroad 
company. 


Charles River Dam Bridge. 


This is a steel bridge in line with the roadway over 
Charles River Dam and is in charge of the Metropolitan 
Park Commission. It was built in 1906-07 by the 
American Bridge Company and consists of a short 
fixed span 9 feet 2 inches in length on the westerly side 
and a movable portion 63 feet 10 inches in length. 
The movable portion is composed of two leaves of the 
Scherzer rolling lift type, each leaf having a roadway 
30 feet 10 inches wide and a sidewalk 10 feet wide, and 
being operated by a 35 horse power electric motor. 
The bridge was opened to travel January 27, 1910. It 
is in good condition. 
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Charlesgate Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, in 
the Fens). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. The bridge should 
be cleaned and painted this year, and an opportunity 
given to make a careful examination of the ironwork. 
As the abutments are constantly settling, decreasing the 
head room over the railroad, the bridge should be raised 
to its former elevation at the time the stripping is done. 


Charlesgate Bridge (over Ipswich street, wn the Fens). 


This is a deck plate girder bridge with a buckle plate 
floor built in 1900-01. The roadway is paved with - 
asphalt and the sidewalks with artificial stone. The 
bridge should be painted, as the portions under the side- 
walks are in very rusty condition. 


Charlestown Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This bridge was opened to public travel November 27, 
1899, and superseded the old Charles River Bridge, 
which was built in 1785-86. 

The present bridge over the river consists of ten spans 
of the deck plate girder type, each 85 feet long, and a 
swing or turntable draw 240 feet 6 inches long. 

Between the northerly abutment and the Boston & 
Maine Railroad the bridge consists of a solid floor 
viaduct of steel beams and brick and concrete arches, 
supported on steel columns and brick walls. At the 
sides of the viaduct are masonry walls so built that the 
space beneath the viaduct is utilized for storehouse 
purposes. 

The bridges over Water street and over the railroad 
tracks each consist of two spans of steel I-beams, with 
brick arches turned between the beams. 

During the past year the draw span was thoroughly 
cleaned by the sand blast process, patch painted with 
red lead and the whole structure given two complete 
coats of graphite paint. The fixed spans of this bridge 
should be thoroughly cleaned and painted the coming 
year and the asphalt sidewalks resurfaced. When the 
bridge is painted the fences should be thoroughly 
_ repaired as portions are in very corroded condition. 
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Chelsea Bridge (over Boston & Maine Railroad). 


This is an iron bridge, built by the Boston & Maine 
Railroad Company in 1894, and is over the railroad 
location. The surface of the bridge is maintained by 
the Public Works Department, the remainder by the 
railroad company. The wheel guard is too low and 
narrow; the fences and sidewalk planking need repairing 
and the whole bridge needs painting. Otherwise the 
bridge is in good condition. 


Chelsea Bridge North (over North Channel, Mystic River). 


The Public Works Department maintains the part 
within the city limits. The original structure was built 
in 1802-03. The piles under the main bridge were 
driven in 1880. The upper part of the bridge, the draw 
and draw foundations were built in 1895. The draw- 
way was widened to 60 feet in 1900, the draw founda- 
tion being enlarged, the draw lengthened and the draw 
piers built. Only ordinary repairs have been. made on 
this bridge during the past year. A contract has been 
made for rebuilding the entire bridge and the work 
will probably be completed during the present year. 
(See page 147.) 


Chelsea Bridge South (over South Channel, Mystic River). 


This is a pile bridge with an iron draw. The original 
bridge was built in 1802-03. The piles of the present 
bridge were driven and the draw was built in 1877. 
That part of the bridge above the girder caps was rebuilt 
at a higher grade and the draw was raised in 1895. 
Where the rebuilding of 1895 joins the old work repairs 
are needed on both sides of the bridge. The draw is 
too light for the present travel; the bridge should be 
rebuilt. Only ordinary repairs have been made on this 
bridge during the past year. 


Chelsea Street Bridge (from East Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a steel swing draw. 
The original bridge was built in 1834. About 100 feet 
of the Chelsea end was built in 1894-95, and strength- 
ened in 1906. The remainder of the bridge, including 
the draw, was built in 1908-09. It is in good condition. 
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Circuit Drive Bridge (over Scarboro Pond, wn Franklin 
Park) 


This is an elliptical masonry arch of 30 feet span and 
6 feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1893 and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. 


Columbia Road Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, and Old 
Colony Avenue). 


This is a deck plate girder bridge of two equal spans, 
one over the tracks of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad and the other over Old Colony ave- 
nue, and was built in 1902. The roadway is paved with 
Canton brick, cement grout joints, and laid on hard 
pine planking. The sidewalks are badly cracked and 
should be put in good condition without further delay. 

The brick surface of the roadway is now in poor con- 
dition and should be renewed in the near future. 


Columbia Road Bridge (over Shoreham Street). 


This bridge was built in 1902. It is a two-span steel 
beam structure, with brick and concrete arches turned 
between the beams; the roadway is paved with Canton 
brick laid with cement grout joints. The sidewalks are 
of artificial stone. The bridge is in good condition. 


Columbus Avenue Bridges (over Boston & Albany Railroad 
and Providence Division, New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad). 


The bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad was 
built in 1876-77 and is maintained by the city. In 
1899 the bridge was shortened 11 feet at its south end 
and a pier built in place of the old south abutment. 
In 1907 new plate girders were built on the center side 
of each roadway and the roadway floor strengthened. 

Both sidewalks of this bridge were rebuilt in 1910-11. 
It will be necessary, however, to replace the present 
lower planking during the coming year. 

_ The bridge over the tracks of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad was built in 1899 and is 
maintained by that company. 
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Commercial Point or Tenean Bridge (Dorchester). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. 
The piles were driven in 1875. The draw and upper 
part of the bridge were rebuilt in 1901. The deck of 
this bridge has been repaired during the past year, and 
the bridge is now in fair condition for a structure of this 
type. The bridge, however, should be rebuilt in the 
near future. 


Commonwealth Avenue Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is an iron bridge and was built in 1881-82. The 
railings should be painted, otherwise the bridge is in 
good condition. It is maintained by the Park Depart- 
ment. 


Congress Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron turntable 
draw on a stone foundation, and was built in 1874-75. 
The part of the bridge above the caps was entirely 
rebuilt in 1908 and the machinery of the draw span 
put in good order. In 1909 the draw fender pier was 
replanked and new stringers put in. The bridge is now 
in good condition and can probably be maintained so 
for the next few years. Only ordinary repairs have been 
made on this bridge during the past year. 


Cottage Farm Bridge (over Boston & Albany Rarlroad, 
Brighton). ‘ 

The present bridge was built in 1895-96. With the 
exception of the plate girders on the outside lines of 
the bridge and some special construction under the side- 
walks, the superstructure is-composed of 20-inch steel 
beams, filled between with brick arches and Portland 
cement concrete, on which is a wearing surface of Sicilian 
rock asphalt. The steel work below the floor of this 
bridge was thoroughly cleaned during the past year by 
the sand blast process, and painted. The steel work 
above the floor was also cleaned and painted two coats 
of linseed oil paint. The bridge is now in good condi- 
tion. 


Cottage Street Footbridge (over Flats, East Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, built in 1889, for foot 
travel. It was extensively repaired in 1905. The

bridge is in very poor condition, having been badly 
damaged by ice during the past winter and should be 
repaired this year. Only ordinary repairs have been 
made during the past year. 


Curtis Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
East Boston). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, built by the railroad 
company in 1906 under the decree of the Superior Court 
abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. The 
surface of the bridge is maintained by the Public Works 
Department and the rest of the structure by the railroad 
company. The bridge should be painted and the railing 
repaired; otherwise it is in good condition. 


Dana Avenue Bridge (over Neponset River, Hyde Park). 


This is a two-arch concrete bridge of 45-foot 6-inch 
span each, and was built in 1909. It has a mac- 
adam surface and is maintained by the Public Works 
Department. 


Dana Avenue Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, Hyde Park). 


This is a plate girder bridge about 81 feet long, built 
in 1908 under grade crossing abolition. The surface is 
maintained by the Public Works Department and the 
rest of the structure by the railroad company. 


Dartmouth Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad 
and Providence Division, New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad). 


The bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad was 
built in 1878-79 and is maintained by the city. Very 
extensive changes were made in this bridge in 1899 by 
the railroad companies, necessitated by the new location 
of the tracks of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad leading to the South Station and the abandon- 
ing of the tracks connecting this road with the Boston & 
Albany Railroad. The old Dartmouth Street Bridge 
over the Boston & Albany Railroad was moved north- 
erly into a new position and a new bridge built over the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad tracks. 
The latter bridge is wholly maintained by the railroad 
company. 
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Under a contract with the Boston Bridge Works, 
dated May 23, 1911, four of the floor beams over the 
tracks of the Boston & Albany Railroad were removed 
and new beams substituted, new hangers were also 
supplied for these beams and such of the diagonals in 
the trusses as were found to be materially reduced in 
section by corrosion were strengthened. The wooden 
flooring over the new floor beams was also renewed. The 
total amount paid under this contract was $3,898.99. 

The flooring, both for the roadways and the sidewalks 
for the rest of the bridge, was found to be in such con- 
dition that a contract was made with W. H. Ellis, under 
date of August 31, 1911, by which the four stringers 
were replaced with new timber and new planking laid. 
The total cost of the work under this contract was 
$1,996.94. The bridge is now in good condition except 
the trusses and railings, which should be painted the 
coming year. 


Dorchester Avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile 
iron draw, and was rebuilt in 1891-92. The draw fender 
pier has been rebuilt, with the exception of the piles, 
during the past year, and is now in good condition. The 
track timbers are in very poor condition and should be 
renewed at once and the planking in the draw pit 
should also be renewed. ‘The machinery should be 
entirely overhauled and put in good condition. 


Dorchester Avenue Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, South Boston). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the railroad 
company. 


Dorchester Avenue Bridge (over Old Colony Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This is a steel bridge, built in 1900, over the new loca- 
tion of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the Public 
Works Department and the rest of the structure by the 
railroad company. During the past year the bridge 
was cleaned and painted and the lower planking renewed 
and such stringers as were found in poor condition were 
replaced with new ones. 
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Dover Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This was originally a wooden pile bridge, built in 
1805, rebuilt in 1858-59, and again in 1876. In 1893-94, 
upon the abolition of the grade crossing of the Old 
Colony Railroad, the present iron structure, resting on 
masonry piers, was built. 

Under a contract with the Boston Bridge Works, 
dated October 15, 1910, the turntable of the draw has 
been thoroughly repaired, new upper and lower tracks 
have been built, the wheels turned down and the whole 
draw adjusted. The floor beams at the draw landings 
were rebuilt and the sidewalk brackets on the draw were 
strengthened. The amount paid under this contract 
was $5,376.14. 

The draw machinery, including the adjustable end 
bearings, has also been thoroughly repaired. 

The draw span was cleaned and painted under a con- 
tract with B. R. Coullahan, dated June 22, 1911, at a 
cost of $588 for the labor, the paint being furnished by 
the city. The roadway gates were also thoroughly 
repaired under a contract made with P. J. Dinn & Co., 
dated July 5, 1911, at a total cost of $425.52. 

By vote of the City Council a temporary draw span 
for foot travel was built and maintained in service while 
the draw of the bridge was undergoing repairs. This 
was done under a contract with Lawler Brothers, dated 
May 1, 1911, at a cost of $2,079. 


- East River Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Ratlroad, Midland Division, at River Street 
Station, Hyde Park). 

This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Ellicott Arch Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is a semicircular masonry arch of 17 feet 6 inches 
span. It was built in 1889 and is maintained by the 
Park Department. 


Everett Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
Brighton). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1891 by the Boston & 
Albany Railroad. The bridge is in good condition. 
Only ordinary repairs have been made during the past 
year. 
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Everett Street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach and 
Lynn Railroad, East Boston). 
This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Fairmount Avenue Bridge (over Neponset River, Hyde 
Paris 


This is a reinforced concrete arch bridge of 70-foot 
span, built in 1908. It is maintained by the Public 
Works Department. 


Fairmount Avenue Bridge (over Midland Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, Hyde Park). 


This is a plate girder bridge, 170.3 feet long, built in 
1908 under grade crossing abolition. The Public Works 
Department maintains the surface and the railroad 
company the rest of the structure. 


Fens Bridge (in the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1891-93 and is maintained 
by the Park Department. It is in good condition. 


Ferdinand Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. In 1899 this 
bridge was shortened about 3 feet at its southerly end 
and the old south abutment replaced by a brick pier. 
During the year the steel work below the floor has been 
cleaned and painted and an entire new floor put on. 
The bridge is now in fair condition, except fences, which 
should be thoroughly repaired. 


Florence Street Bridge (over Stony Brook). 


This is a wooden stringer bridge of about 15 feet 
span, and is in fair condition. 


Forest Hills Entrance Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This bridge was built in 1894-95. It is maintained 
by the Park Department and is in good condition. 


Gainsborough Street Footbridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This is an iron footbridge, erected in 1904. The 
stairs have been painted during the past year and all 
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the rest of the steel work should be cleaned and painted 
during the coming year. 


Gardner Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Providence Division, West Roxbury). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Glenwood Avenue Bridge (over Mother Brook, Hyde Park). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, 68.16 feet long, and 
was built in 1898. It has a wooden surface and is main- 
tained by the Public Works Department. 


Glenwood Avenue Footbridge (over Neponset River, Hyde 
Park) 


This is a steel plate girder footbridge, with plank 
surface, and was built in 1906. It is maintained by the 
Public Works Department. 


Gold Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This is an iron bridge with a wooden flooring and was 
built in 1895, replacing a footbridge which was built 
in 1890. The fences should be repaired and the bridge 
should be painted. The walls need a small amount of 
pointing, otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Granite Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. 
The city maintains the part within its limits. The bridge 
was originally built in 1837. The draw and the adjoin- 
ing bay were repaired in 1907, and in 1909 the rest of 
the bridge was entirely rebuilt. It is now in good 
condition. 


Harrison Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the 
railroad company. 


Harrison Avenue Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Providence Division). 


This bridge was built by the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad in connection with the extension 
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of the Boston & Providence Railroad to the South 
Station, in 1899, and is maintained by the railroad 
company. 


Harvard Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This is an iron bridge with an iron turntable draw, and 
was built in 1887-91. This bridge is in the care of the 
Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, 
and each city pays one-half the cost of maintenance. 
The roadway of the fixed spans was repaired in 1901-02 
and a wooden block paving laid. In 1905 the asphalt 
‘surfaces of the walks were replaced by 3-inch hard pine 
and the railings were painted. 

The steel work of the entire bridge has been painted 
this year, the commissioners furnishing the stock and 
the cleaning and painting being done under a contract 
with Martin A. Feeley, dated June 8, 1911. Under this 
contract the steel work was thoroughly cleaned of all 
dirt, rust and other foreign matter, then patch-painted 
with red lead and finally all metal surfaces received two 
complete coats of linseed oil paint. The paint was 
furnished by Watson, Hallett & Co., under a contract, 
and was prepared in accordance with a formula fur- 
nished by the commissioners. The total amount paid 
for this work, including inspection, was $5,406, of which 
each city paid one-half. The draw fender pier and the 
fender guards should be repaired and an entire new 
flooring, with new paving for the roadways, should be 
built this year. 


Harvard Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, Dorchester). 


This is a steel bridge, built in 1904, under an agree- 
ment between the city and the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad. It is maintained in part by the 
Public Works Department and in part by the railroad 
company. The entire flooring of this bridge has been 
renewed during the past year and all the steel work 
thoroughly cleaned and painted. The bridge is now 
in good condition. 


Huntington Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany 
Railroad). 
The original bridge was built in 1872, and the present 
structure was erected in 1909. ‘This bridge is now in 
good condition. 


ad 
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Huntington Avenue Bridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a semicircular masonry arch of 15-foot span. 
It was built in 1893 and is maintained by the Park 
Departments of Boston and Brookline. 


Huntington Avenue Bridge (over Stony Brook, Hyde 
Park) 


This bridge is a reinforced concrete slab of 10-foot 
span, and was built in 1908. It is maintained by the 
Public Works Department. 


Hyde Park Avenue Bridge (over Mother Brook, Hyde 
Park). 


This alii: is of the Moseley iron-truss type, built 
about 1867. It has a wooden surface, and is maintained 
by the Public Works Department. It should be rebuilt 
at once. 


Hyde Park Avenue Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, above Loom Works, Hyde Park). 


This is a plate girder bridge 70.6 feet long. Built in 
1898 under grade crossing abolition over future electric 
connection, between two divisions of the railroad. The 
Public Works Department maintains the surface and 
the railroad company the rest of the structure. 


H yde Park Avenue Bridge (over Stony Brook, near Claren- 
don Hills, Hyde Park). 
This bridge has a reinforced concrete roadway and a 
wooden truss which carries the westerly sidewalk. The 
concrete portion of this bridge was built in 1910. 


Hyde Park Avenue Bridge (over Stony Brook, near 
Mt. Hope Station). 


This is a stringer bridge of 19 feet 9 inches clear span, 
measured at right angles, and was built in 1904 and isin 
good condition. 


Ipswich Street Bridge (over Waterway, in the Fens). 


The bridge was built in 1898. The railings should be 
painted this year and the asphalt road surface repaired. 
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Irvington Street Footbridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This is a steel footbridge and was built in 1892. It 
has been painted the past year and is now in good 
condition. 


L Street Bridge (over Reserved Channel, South Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron retractile 
draw. It was built in 1892. The northerly face of the 
waterway should be repaired. The track timbers are in 
poor condition and should be renewed in part. The 
fender guards are in very poor condition and should be 
rebuilt at once. The sidewalks on both sides of the 
bridge for their entire length should be resurfaced or 
entirely rebuilt. The planking under the paved road- 
way is also in poor condition and should be relaid in 
part. Gravel or riprap should be deposited in front of the 
abutment and wing walls at the South Boston end of the 
bridge to prevent the further action of the sea worms 
which are now eating the planking away very rapidly. 


Leverett Pond Footbridge (in Leverett Park). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 24-foot span and 5 
feet 5inchesrise. It was built in 1894, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Longwood Avenue Bridge (over Muddy River and Boston 
& Albany Railroad). 

The original wooden structure was built in 1857 and 
rebuilt in 1877. The present masonry arches were 
erected in 1899 by the Park Departments of Boston and 
Brookline, and are maintained jointly by them. 


Main Street Bridge (over Boston & Maine and Boston & 
Albany Railroads, Charlestown). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road companies. 


Malden Bridge (from Charlestown to Everett). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a retractile steel 
draw, and was rebuilt in 1900-01. The bridge should 
be repainted this year, the sidewalks resurfaced and the 
paving repaired where found to be in poor condition. 
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About 50 feet of the fence should be rebuilt on the 
wing of one of the abutments, otherwise the bridge is in 
good condition. 


Market Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
Brighton). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Massachusetts Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany 
Railroad). 


The original bridge was built in 1876 and the present 
structure in 1908. It is a deck plate girder bridge with 
steel floor beams, 6-inch hard pine roadway and 4-inch 
sidewalk planking. The roadway is paved with wooden 
blocks and the sidewalk with paving brick. It is in 
good condition. i 


Massachusetts Avenue Bridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This is an iron bridge built in 1876. The roadways 
carrying street cars were strengthened in 1908, and new 
sidewalks were built in 1911. All the roadways of this 
bridge should be rebuilt this year and the floor beams 
thoroughly cleaned and painted. The ironwork above 
the floor should also be painted this year. 


Mattapan Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


This is a three-arch bridge of Melan construction with 
granite facing. It was built in 1902 by the Metropolitan 
Park Commission and is maintained by it. The arches 
are semicircular, two spans being 14 feet and one 50 
feet; the bridge has one 56-foot roadway and two 12-foot 
sidewalks. It is in good condition. 


Maverick Street Bridge (over the Boston & Albany Railroad, 
East Boston). 


This is a through steel plate girder bridge, built by the 
railroad company in 1906 under the decree of the Supe- 
rior Court abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the Public 
Works Department and the rest of the structure by the 
railroad company. ‘The fence should be repaired and 
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painted. The asphalt on the roadway is in very poor 
condition and should be repaired at once. The main 
structure is in good condition. 


Medway Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Old Colony Division, Dorchester). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Meridian Street Bridge (from East Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden turntable 
draw on a pile foundation. The original structure was 
built in 1858. It was rebuilt soon afterwards, and was 
widened and rebuilt in 1884, excepting the draw, which 
was built in 1875-76. The work of rebuilding this 
bridge is now in progress under a contract with Lawler 
Brothers, dated November 27, 1911, calling for the 
completion of the work on or before August 1, 1912. 


Metropolitan Avenue Bridge (over Stony Brook, Hyde 
Park). 


This is a wooden stringer bridge of 10-foot span, 
built in 1894, and is maintained by the Public Works 
Department. 


Milton Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


The Public Works Department maintains the part 
within the city limits. The original structure is very 
old. It was widened in 1871-72. The older part of 
this bridge was built of stone, and the widening is an 
iron structure on stone columns. ‘The westerly sidewalk 
was rebuilt on new iron girders and floor beams in 1900. 
During the year all the wooden flooring in the roadway 
of this bridge has been renewed and such of the stringers 
as were found to be in poor condition have been replaced 
with sound timber. All the iron floor beams have been 
cleaned and painted. 


Milton Street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, Hyde Park). 


This is a plate girder bridge, 204.7 feet long, connecting 
Hyde Park avenue and Sprague street, built in 1897-98 
under grade crossing abolition. Its surface is main- 
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tained by the Public Works Department and the rest of 
the structure by the railroad company. 


Morton Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, Dorchester). 


_ This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
roade ompany. 


Mystic Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany and Boston 
& Maine Railroads, Charlestown). 


This bridge was rebuilt by the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road in 1910 under an order of the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners, dated March 16, 1909, and the cost of 
rebuilding and of the maintenance of the bridge was 
determined by a special commission in a report dated. 
June 29, 1909. 

This commission decided that the cost of rebuilding 
should be paid as follows: The Boston & Maine Railroad 
and the Boston & Albany Railroad, 67 per cent, four- 
fifths to be paid by the former and one-fifth by the latter 
company; the West End Street Railway Company 1835 
per cent, the City of Boston 10 per cent, and the city 
of Somerville 43 per cent. 

The cost of maintenance of the framework of the 
bridge and its abutments was placed upon the railroad 
companies in the proportion of four-fifths upon the 
Boston & Maine Railroad and one-fifth upon the Boston 
& Albany Railroad, and the maintenance of the surface 
was placed upon the City of Boston and the city of 
Somerville, each city taking care of the area within its 
limits, excepting that the area occupied by the tracks 
of the street railway company, including the space 
between the rails, should be maintained by that company. 

The amount paid by the City of Boston for the 
rebuilding of the bridge was $6,720.17. 


Neponset Bridge (from Dorchester to Quincy). 


The Public Works Department maintains the part 
within the city limits. The original structure was built 
in 1802. The steel draw and the adjoining upper part 
of the bridge were rebuilt in 1909. 

Both draw fender piers have been entirely rebuilt 
during the year with the exception of the piling, and 
such piles as were found in poor condition were replaced 
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by new piles. The downstream pier as rebuilt is 60 feet 
shorter than the old pier; this was done to afford better 
facilities for vessels passing from the channelway of the 
railroad bridge to that of this bridge. The work was 
done under a contract with W. H. Ellis, dated June 14, 
1911, and the amount paid under the contract was 
$4,853.84. 


Neptune Road Bridge (over Boston, Revere ‘Beach & Lynn 
Railroad). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1887-88, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. ‘The fence should be 
repaired and the bridge should be painted. Otherwise 
it is in good condition. 


Newbern Street Bridge (over Stony Brook, Hyde Park), 


This bridge was built in 1911 by the town of Hyde 
Park, on private way, on account of sewer construction. 
It is 15 feet wide and has a span of only 10 feet. It is 
maintained by the Public Works Department. 


New Allen Street Bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, Hyde Park). 


This is a plate girder bridge, 214 feet long, with wooden 
top and was built under grade crossing abolition in 
1897-98. Its surface is maintained by the Public 
Works Department and the rest of the structure by the 
railroad company. 


New Way Bridge at Neponset (over New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, Old Colony Division). 


A new way, extending from Walnut street, near 
Neponset avenue, to the junction of Walnut and Water 
streets, north of the Neponset Station, and crossing 
the railroad by an overhead bridge, was laid out October 
12, 1907, under a decree of the Superior Court for the 
abolishment of grade crossings on the Old Colony Rail- 
road. The bridge was built by the railroad company 
and opened to travel during 1911. It is maintained 
jointly by the city and the railroad company. 


Norfolk Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, near Blue Hill 
Avenue Station). . 

This is a through lattice girder bridge, and was built by 
the railroad company in 1902. The surface of the bridge 
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is maintained by the Public Works Department and the 
rest of the structure by the railroad company. During 
the past year the city has renewed the flooring of this 
bridge and rebuilt both sidewalks. At the time this 
work was done the railroad company renewed all the 
stringers and cleaned and painted all the ironwork 
below the floot. The bridge is now in good condition. 


Norfolk Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, near Dor- 
chester Station). 


This is a steel bridge, built in 1905, under an agree- 
ment between the city and the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad. It is maintained in part by the 
Public Works Department and in part by the railroad 
company. During the year the city renewed the deck of 
this bridge and rebuilt the boxing around the trusses. 
At the same time the railroad company renewed such 
stringers as were found to be in poor condition and 
cleaned and painted the steel work below the floor. 


North Beacon Street Bridge (from Brighton to Watertown). 


The Public Works Department maintains the part 
within the city limits. This’ is a wooden pile bridge 
with a wooden leaf draw. The original structure was 
built in 1822 and the present one in 1884. The bridge 
is in poor condition, but if it is to be kept in service the 
older part should be redecked and some pile work should 
be done this year. It should be rebuilt without a draw. 


North Harvard Street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This bridge was originally built in 1662, and was 
rebuilt, except the piling, in 1879; the draw was built in 
1891. The bridge is in the care of the Commissioners 
for the Boston and Cambridge Bridges; each city pays 
one-half the cost of maintenance. The bridge is in very 
poor condition, and the building of a new bridge should 
be commenced at once. 


Northern Avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This bridge was opened to travel in 1908, a full 
description being given in the annual report of the 
City Engineer for the year 1909. 
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The steel work for the entire bridge should be cleaned 
and painted this year and a third air compressor should 
be installed. 


Oakland Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This is a new steel plate girder bridge, built by the 
railroad company in 1902 under the decree of the Supe- 
rior Court abolishing the grade crossing at this point. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the Public 
Works Department and the rest of the structure by the 
railroad company. The bridge is in good condition, 
except the deck and sidewalks, which should be renewed 
this year. 


Park Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, Providence Division, West Roxbury). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the railroad 
company. 


Paul’s Bridge (over Neponset River, Hyde Park to Milton). 


This is a stone bridge of three arches and has a 
macadam road surface. It is maintained jointly by the 
Public Works Department of the City of Boston and 
the town of Milton. 


Perkins Street Footbridge (over Boston & Maine and 
Boston & Albany Railroads, Charlestown). 


This bridge was built in 1900 and opened to travel 
February 2, 1901. It has two spans of wooden stringers 
and one span of steel Pratt trusses. The surface is 
maintained by the Public Works Department, the rest 
of the structure by the railroad companies. The stairs 
should be repaired this year. Otherwise the bridge is 
in good condition. 


Porter Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
East Boston). 


This is a steel bridge built in 1906-07 by the railroad 
company under the decree of the Superior Court abol- 
ishing grade crossings in East Boston. The surface 
of the bridge is maintained by the Public Works Depart- 
ment and the rest of the structure by the railroad 
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company. ‘The bridge should be painted and the railings 
repaired, otherwise it is in good condition. 


Prescott Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
East Boston). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, built by the rail- 
road company in 1906-07 under the decree of the Supe- 
rior Court abolishing grade crossings in East Boston. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the Public 
Works Department and the rest of the structure by the 
railroad company. ‘The bridge should be painted and 
the railings repaired. Otherwise it is in good condition. 


Prison Point Bridge (from Charlestown to Cambridge). 

This bridge includes a steel draw and its landings 
and was built in 1907. The bridge is in the care of the 
Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, 
and each city pays one-half the cost of maintenance. A 
drawtenders’ house has been built the past year. Part 
of the old pier should be rebuilt, and the bridge should 
be painted. 


Public Garden Footbridge. 

This is an iron bridge and was built in 1867. It is 
maintained by the Public Grounds Department. The 
woodwork should be entirely rebuilt if it is proposed 
to keep the present structure in service. 


Reservoir Road (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 


This bridge was built by the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road Company in 1906-07 under a decree of the Supe- 
rior Court abolishing the grade crossing at this point, 
confirmed June 14, 1905. 

The bridge is about 40 feet wide and consists of seven 
lines of girders 39 feet 6 inches long. The outside 
girders are built beams 38 inches deep at the center and 
34 inches deep at the ends, the other five beams being 
20-inch rolled beams, weighing 80 pounds per foot. 
The flooring consists of 3-inch yellow pine deck and 
a 2-inch spruce wearing surface, the sidewalk planking 
being 14 inches thick. 

The surface of the bridge is maintained by the Public 
Works Department and the rest of the structure by the 
railroad company. The bridge has been sheathed 
during the year. The sidewalks should be renewed and 
the whole bridge painted. 
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Saratoga Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
East Boston). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, built in 1907 by 
the railroad company under the decree of the Superior 
Court abolishing grade crossings in East Boston. The 
surface of the bridge is maintained by the Public Works 
Department and the rest of the structure by the railroad 
company. The painting on the bridge should be touched 
up and the roadway surface patched, otherwise the 
bridge is in good condition. 


Savin Hill Avenue Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Old Colony Division, Dorchester). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Scarboro Pond Footbridge (an Franklin Park). 


This is an elliptical masonry arch of 40-foot span and 
8 feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1893 and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. 


Shawmut Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad 
and Providence Division, New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad). 


The original bridge, built in 1871, was removed and a 
new through plate girder bridge erected in 1904. The 
bridge is in good condition, but should be painted in a 
thorough manner this year. 


Silver Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, South Boston). 


This bridge is maintained by the railroad company. 


Southampton Street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, built in 1901-02. 
The surface is maintained by the Public Works Depart- 
ment, the rest of the structure by the railroad company. 
The bridge should be painted. Otherwise it is in good 
condition. 
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Southampton Street Bridge (over South Bay Sluice). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1875 as a temporary 
structure. Contracts have been made for rebuilding 
this bridge and the work is now in progress. 


Sprague Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, Hyde 
Park). 


This is a steel truss bridge 455.7 feet long and was built 
in 1897-98 under grade crossing abolition. Its surface is 
maintained by the Public Works Department and the 
rest of the structure by the railroad company. 


Spring Street Bridge (from West Roxbury to Dedham). 


This is a stone bridge. The Public Works Depart- 
ment maintains the part within the city limits. The 
piers and arches were pointed in 1905 and granite 
copings, surmounted by iron railings, built on both 
sides of the bridge. The part within the city’s limits is 
now in good condition, but the railings should be painted. 


Summer Street Bridges (over A, B and C Streets). 


These bridges were built in connection with the aboli- 
tion of the grade crossing on Congress street and were 
opened to travel in 1900. The bridge over A street is a 
steel deck plate girder structure, with a paved roadway 
of granite blocks and asphalt sidewalks. 

The bridge over B street is a through plate girder 
structure, with a paved roadway of granite blocks and 
asphalt sidewalks. 

The bridge over C street is a two-span steel beam 
structure, with brick and concrete arches turned between 
the beams; the roadway is paved with granite blocks 
and the sidewalks with asphalt. 

A flight of stairs leading to C street has been built 
under a contract with Babcock, Sanborn & Davis Co., 
dated November 28, 1911, at a cost of $680. 

These bridges are in good condition, except the paint, 
which should be renewed this year. 


Summer Street Bridge (over Fort Port Channel). 


This bridge was built in 1899-1900 in connection 
with the abolition of the grade crossing on Congress 
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street. It is a four-span deck plate girder bridge, resting 
on masonry piers, with two retractile draws over a 
50-foot channelway. The roadway of the fixed spans 
as a granite block paving, and the sidewalks have 
asphalt wearing surfaces. 

The floor of the draw pit was relaid in 1910, and during 
the past year the planking of the wharf at the draw- 
tenders’ house and of the upstream draw fender pier 
has been relaid and new stringers put in where neces- 
sary; the face of the channelway was repaired and new 
corner irons were put on. This work was done under a 
contract with John Zedren, dated November 27, 1911, 
at a cost of $1,045.30. 

The steel work of the fixed and draw spans has also 
been cleaned and painted during the year under a con- 
tract with Marr & Devine, dated June 26, 1911, for the 
sum of $1,095. The paint for the work was furnished 
by the city. All the railings on the bridge were put in 
good coridition before the painting was done, under a 
contract with the W. A. Snow Iron Works, at a cost of 
$882. This included new posts, new pipe rails and new 
netting for the roadway gates. The bridge is now in 
good condition. 


Summer Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad Freight Tracks). 


This bridge was built in 1900 in connection with the 
abolition of the grade crossing on Congress street, and is 
maintained by the Public Works Department and the 
railroad company, the former maintaining the wearing 
surface and the latter maintaining the rest of the struc- 
ture. It has four spans, consisting of three through 
trusses each, and has a granite paved roadway and 
asphalt sidewalks. The whole bridge is now in good 
condition with the exception of the sidewalks. The 
walks laid on this bridge were made of an asphalt com- 
position containing but a small percentage of asphalt; 
they are now in very poor condition and should be 
rebuilt or resurfaced this year. 


Sumner Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
East Boston). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, built by the rail- 
road company in 1908 under the decree of the Superior 
Court abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. 
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The surface of the bridge is maintained by the Public 
Works Department, and the rest of the structure by the 
railroad company. It is in good condition. 


Tollgate Way Footbridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This bridge was built in 1910, and consists of two 
steel-riveted through trusses, 93-foot span, with a plank 
flooring resting on steel I-beams. - The bridge is now 
in good condition. 


Tremont Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Walworth Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, Providence Division, West 
Roxbury). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Warren Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retrac- 
tile iron draw. The present structure was built in . 
1883-84. -The faces of the waterways were repaired 
in 1910. During the past year the draw foundation 
was thoroughly repaired under a contract with W. H. 
Ellis, dated July 18,1911. Some of the upper track 
timbers were entirely renewed, others were trimmed 
and riders furnished, bulkhead braced and supports 
for the machinery were renewed where necessary. 
The draw pit was replanked in part so as to give access 
to the track. timbers and to provide passageway for 
those having occasion to warp vessels through the 
draw. While this work was being done the depart- 
ment repaired the woodwork of the draw; putting in 
all new stringers and new lower planking; rebuilt both 
sidewalks; and cleaned and painted the ironwork below 
the floor. The landings and bulkheads were also repaired 
and the engines and other machinery for moving the 
draws put in good condition. 

A contract was also made with W. H. Ellis, dated 
November 11, 1911, for rebuilding the sidewalks, 
fencing, and such of the sidewalk stringers as were in 
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poor condition. The work under this contract has 
not been completed as the severity of the weather 
caused all work to cease on January 22, 1912. The 
cost of work under this contract to date is $6,531.05. 


Washington Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany 
Railroad). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Washington Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, Providence Division). 


This bridge was built by the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad Company in 1899 in connection 
with the extension of the Boston & Providence Rail- 
road to the South Station and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Washington Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, Dorchester). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Wauwatosa Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Maine Rail- 
road, Eastern Division, East Boston). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


Webster Street Footbridge (over Boston & Albany Rail- 
road, East Boston). 


This is a steel truss bridge, built by the railroad 
company in 1908 under the decree of the Superior 
Court abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the Public 
Works Department and the rest of the structure by the 
railroad company. It is in good condition, with the 
exception of the stair treads, which should be repaired. 


West Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad, Providence Division, Hyde Park). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 
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West Broadway Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, South Boston). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


West Fifth Street (over New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, Midland Division, South Boston). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


West Fourth Street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


In 1893-94 the grade crossing of the Old Colony Rail- 
road on this street was abolished and an iron bridge 
built, extending from the end of Dover Street Bridge, at 
the South Boston side of Fort Point channel, to the 
easterly line of Foundry street. The surface is main- 
tained by the Public Works Department, the rest of 
the structure by the railroad company. 

During the year the flooring of this bridge has been 
rebuilt and the entire steel work cleaned and painted. 
The planking for the roadway and sidewalks and the 
boxing around the trusses were furnished and laid by 
the city, under a contract with W. H. Ellis, dated 
September 11, 1911, for the sum of $6,465. 

The railroad company renewed the stringers, and 
cleaned and painted the steel work. The company 
also repaired some of the floor beams of the westerly 
span where they were badly reduced in section from 
corrosion. The bridge is now in good condition. 


West Fourth Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, South Boston). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


West Newton Street Bridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1872. This bridge is 
one of the oldest in the city, but can probably be main- 
tained in safe condition for two or three years longer, if 
carefully watched. 
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West River Street Bridge (over Mother Brook, Hyde Park). 


This is a wooden stringer bridge with spans varying 
from 16 to 20 feet and was built in 1897. It is main- 
tained by the Public Works Department. 


West River Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Providence Division, Hyde Park). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


West Rutland Square Footbridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


This is an iron footbridge, built in 1882. The bridge 


has been cleaned and painted during the past year and 
is now in good condition. 


West Second Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, South Boston). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the rail- 
road company. 


West Sixth Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, South Boston). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the railroad 
company. 


West Third Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division, South Boston). 


This bridge was built and is maintained by the railroad 
company. 


Western Avenue Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for 
the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, and each city pays 
one-half the cost of maintenance. The draw and upper 
part of this bridge were rebuilt in 1910. 


Western Avenue Bridge (Brighton to Watertown). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This 
is a wooden pile bridge with an iron draw, and was 
rebuilt in 1892-93. 

The planking and eap sills on the piers have been 
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renewed during the past year. The waterway should be 
repaired, some spur shores refitted and some additional 
piles driven in the fender guard where the old ones are 
in very poor condition. 


Winthrop Bridge (from Breed’s Island to Winthrop). 


This is a pile bridge without a draw. It was origi- 
nally built in 1839; it was rebuilt in 1851, extensively 
repaired in 1870 and has been repaired many times 
since. If this bridge is to be kept in service, extensive 
repairs should be made at once. 


Wood Island Park Footbridge. 


This is a steel footbridge, built in 1898-99, and con- 
nects Prescott street, East Boston, with Wood Island 
Park, spanning the tracks of the Boston, Revere Beach 
& Lynn Railroad. It is maintained by the Park Depart- 
ment. The steel work should be examined, the weaker 
members strengthened if necessary and the bridge should 
be cleaned and painted. 


REBUILDING CHELSEA BRIDGE NORTH. 


On June 3, 1910, the Secretary of War ruled that the 
Chelsea Bridge across the main or north channel of 
Mystic River “is an unreasonable obstruction to 
the free navigation of the said Mystic River (which is 
one of the navigable waterways of the United States), 
on account of insufficient width of draw opening and 
unsatisfactory location of the draw span,’’ and ordered 
that the clear width of the draw opening be increased 
to not less than 100 feet, and as much more as might 
be practicable without interfering with the existing 
tunnel or conduit of the Metropolitan Water and 
Sewerage Board under the present opening. 

On August 1, 1910, his Honor Mayor Fitzgerald 
requested the Secretary of War to approve a plan for 
a temporary bridge on the downstream or easterly side 
of the existing bridge, this temporary bridge being 
intended to provide for traffic over a period of fifteen or 
twenty years, or until such time as a bridge of permanent 
construction could be built on the line of the existing 
bridge. The temporary bridge was to have a lift draw 
with a single channel 125 feet wide in the clear, and the 
channel through the existing bridge was to be widened 
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to a width of 100 feet in the clear, as much as the present 
tunnel of the Metropolitan Water Works will allow. 

Authority to build this temporary bridge was obtained 
from the Secretary of War on September 3, 1910. 
Work was not begun upon this proposed temporary 
structure during that year as no appropriation therefor 
was made. Under the law as it existed at that time a 
very large proportion of the cost of construction and 
practically the whole cost of the maintenance of Chelsea 
Bridge was paid by the City of Boston and the small 
remainder by the city of Chelsea. 

This bridge is largely used by the inhabitants of other 
communities and by public service corporations, notably 
a street railway company, all of whom derive great 
benefits from the bridge, and it was the belief of officials 
of Boston that all communities and corporations 
benefited should justly share in the expense of construc- 
tion of this bridge. The rebuilding of the structure 
was delayed to enable this city to appeal to the Legisla- 
ture of 1911 for relief from its seemingly unjust burden 
of expense, and the time for the completion of the work, 
which had originally been fixed by the Secretary of 
War as June 30, 1911, was, upon request of the city 
officials, extended to October 31, 1911, to enable the 
city to seek the desired legislation. 

A bill was prepared by the Corporation Counsel of 
Boston, and introduced into the Legislature in January, 
1911, to authorize the City of Boston to construct, 
reconstruct and repair certain bridges between Boston 
and Chelsea, Winthrop and Everett (including the | 
Chelsea Bridge), and providing that when work is done 
by the City of Boston upon any of the bridges named, a 
commission may be appointed to apportion the cost 
upon the cities and towns and street railway corporations 
benefited, and empowered the City of Boston to collect 
from the cities, towns and street railway companies 
the amounts apportioned to them by this commission. 
The bill as originally drawn included the Winthrop 
Bridge between East Boston and Winthrop, and the 
Malden Bridge between Boston and Everett, but 
before passage the bill was amended, striking out these 
two bridges, so the law as it stands applies to the Chelsea 
Bridge between Charlestown and Chelsea, and the 
Meridian Street and Chelsea Street Bridges between 
East Boston and Chelsea. This act, chapter 581, Acts 
of 1911, was approved June 22, 1911. 
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Prior to securing the legislation providing for the 
apportionment of cost of the work, the City Council, 
on January 2, 1911, appropriated $10,000 to pay for 
preliminary work upon the Chelsea North temporary 
bridge, this appropriation to be met by a loan. Four 
days after the signing of the Apportionment Act, his 
Honor the Mayor, on June 26, 1911, sent a loan order 
to the City Council appropriating $250,000 ‘‘to be 
expended by the Commissioner of Public Works for 
the construction of a temporary bridge across the north 
channel of the Mystic river, between the cities of Boston 
and Chelsea, said bridge to be built in conjunction with 
the city of Chelsea, under the statutes governing the 
said joint construction, and to serve in place of the 
present structure, known as ‘Chelsea Bridge North.’ ”’ 
This loan order was given its final passage by the City 
Council on August 22, 1911. 

Representatives of Chelsea, at legislative hearings 
and at conferences with Boston officials, objected 
strenuously to the proposed temporary bridge at one 
side of the present structure, which, for fifteen or twenty 
years would divert travel from the direct route of the 
existing bridge, and they especially objected to being 
forced to contribute toward the cost of such a structure, 
which they claimed would be an obstruction to highway 
travel. Navigation interests claimed that it is at present 
very difficult to take large ships through the Chelsea 
Bridge North on account of the fact that the draw 
opening is located near the Chelsea shore of the river, 
and because of the velocity and direction of the currents, 
which at present run counterwise to the draw channel. 
They claimed that compliance with the order of the 
Secretary of War to widen.the existing channel would 
afford only partial relief and to properly accommodate 
shipping a new channel should be provided through the 
bridge at mid-stream. 

The United States Government has recently com- 
pleted the dredging of a channel in the Mystic river 
300 feet wide and 30 feet deep, and extending a distance 
of more than one-half’ mile above the Chelsea Bridge 
North. This channel as already dredged will accommo- 
date some of the largest steamers now entering this 
port if a proper opening through the bridge were provided. 

After an exhaustive study of the whole problem, 
taking account of all interests involved, the Public 
Works Department prepared a plan which has met all

objections and solves the problem in an economical 
manner along broad lines. Instead of building a tem- 
porary bridge and merely widening the existing channel 
as required by the Secretary of War, the city takes a 
further step and proposes by the construction, on the 
line of the present bridge, of a large swing draw span, 
to provide two waterways through the existing bridge, 
each waterway to be 125 feet wide and 30 feet deep, with 
provision for deepening to 35 feet in the future, if 
necessary. One of these waterways is substantially the 
widening of the present waterway, and is needed in 
order to properly connect with the channel already 
dredged by the Government above:the bridge. The 
other waterway will become available for the largest 
steamers entering this port Just as soon as the Govern- 
ment authorities do the small amount of dredging 
necessary to widen the existing channel up river. 

The new draw span is to be of steel and is to be built 
upon a masonry pier and both will form a part of the 
permanent steel and masonry bridge to be built in the 
future. 

The second or southerly. waterway to be provided is 
exactly at the middle of the river and in such position 
as will meet the requirements of navigation. The 
cross currents now present in the river at each run of 
tide, due largely to the obstruction of the shoals beneath 
the present pile bridge, will undoubtedly disappear 
when the dredging in connection with the proposed 
reconstruction is carried out. 

The two waterways through the bridge will greatly 
aid navigation in permitting vessels to pass in opposite 
directions at a single operation of the draw span. By 
this means the number of times the draw has to be 
opened will be reduced, with the result that there will 
also be much less interruption and delay to traffic 
passing over the bridge than there would be if the draw 
were built with a single waterway. 

To care for traffic during the construction of the per- 
manent draw span, a short temporary bridge will be 
built on the downstream side of the present structure, 
this bridge to be in service for the few months neces- 
sary for the construction of the permanent work. 

This scheme of rebuilding utilizes the existing pile 
bridge as far as possible, and when the proposed recon- 
struction is completed, the pile bridge should be good for 
fifteen or twenty years’ further service. Although the 
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outlay at the present time is greater than that for the 
temporary bridge, previously proposed, this plan will 
effect a material saving in ultimate cost when the 
remainder of the permanent steel and masonry bridge 
shall be built on this site. The estimated cost of the 
proposed bridge as outlined is $425,000, which cost will 
be apportioned between Boston and the towns bene- 
fited, and the Bay State Street Railway Company. 
The estimated cost of the so-called temporary bridge 
was $325,000, of which $250,000, was to be paid by 
Boston. 

Application for permission to reconstruct Chelsea 
Bridge North in accordance with the above plan of the 
Public Works Department was made by his Honor the 
Mayor to the Secretary of War on October 23, 1911. 
A hearing upon this application was granted by the 
United States Engineer Officer in Boston on November 
20, 1911, at which representatives of the City of Boston, 
the city of Chelsea, the Bay State Street Railway 
Company, and shipping interests were present and all 
favored the city’s plan for the reconstruction of the 
bridge with two waterways. This plan was approved 
by the Secretary of War on December 5, 1911, and 
the time of completion of the work was extended by 
him to September 30, 1912. 

Plans for the reconstruction have been prepared by 
this department and await further appropriation by the 
City Council before making contracts for the work. 

On January 20, 1912, the City Council transferred 
the appropriation for the Chelsea South Temporary 
Bridge, amounting to $79,498.34, to the appropriation 
for the Chelsea Bridge North, and a loan order for 
an additional appropriation of $95,000 was given its 
first reading and passage. 


REBUILDING MERIDIAN STREET BRIDGE. 


Meridian Street Bridge, connecting East Boston and 
Chelsea, is a pile bridge with a wooden swing draw span, 
the latter having been built in 1875-76. After thirty- 
five years’ service the draw span has become so badly 
out of repair and weakened by age that it is unsafe 
for street car travel and for heavy teaming and its 
reconstruction is imperatively necessary. 

The bridge is at the outlet of Chelsea creek and above 
the bridge there is a considerable extent of waterfront, 
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both in Boston and in Chelsea, which is as yet only partly 
developed. In June, 1910, an informal understanding 
was reached between the city authorities and the War 
Department at Washington by which the latter would 
agree to the construction of a new steel draw span in 
place of the existing wooden draw span, leaving the 
two waterways through the bridge at their present 
width, namely 59 feet each. An appropriation of 
$125,000 was made in the summer of 1910 for repairs 
to this bridge and for the construction of a steel swing 
draw span in accordance with the above plan. 

To comply with the requests of wharf owners on 
Chelsea creek above the bridge for a wider channelway, 
the city agreed to widen each channel 11 feet, and plans 
were prepared and bids received on February 28, 1911, 
for the reconstruction of the bridge with channels 70 
feet wide. The construction of a larger draw span 
would have been made possible owing to the fact that 
late in 1910 the Superintendent of Streets and the 
officials of the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
reached an agreement by which that company would 
share in the expense of the work owing to provision 
being made on the bridge for its heavy cars, the payment 
by the street railway company being spent to provide 
for the extra cost of the larger draw span. 

After a conference between the city officials and those 
of the War Department in June, 1910, the situation 
changed, however, owing to the fact that Congress 
made an appropriation for the survey of Chelsea creek 
with a view to dredging that waterway to a depth of 
25 to 30 feet and widening the channel, thus making 
Chelsea creek available for much larger vessels than 
heretofore. In view of the proposed improvement of 
the waterway by the United States Government, a 
channelway through the bridge wider than 70 feet 
appeared to be necessary to properly provide for naviga- 
tion interests and the United States Engineer Officer in 
Boston insisted upon the need of a channel at least 100 
feet in width. Inasmuch as it was necessary to secure 
the approval of the War Department before any recon- 
struction of the bridge could be done, and, as the Secre- 
tary of War was likely to be guided in his decision by 
the recommendations of his local officer in Boston, it 
appeared that the city would have to provide for a 
much larger draw span in this bridge, and, accordingly, 
the bids for the draw span with channelways 70 feet 
wide were rejected. 
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His Honor the Mayor and the Commissioner of 
Public Works became convinced that in view of the 
proposed improvement of the Chelsea creek channel, a 
waterway of 100 feet in width should be provided 
through the bridge, and on April 14, 1911, his Honor 
sent a communication to the City Council in which he 
stated: ‘‘It seems to me urgently necessary that the 
appropriation for the reconstruction of the Meridian 
Street Bridge should be increased by the sum of sixty- 
three thousand (63,000) dollars, which is the amount 
needed according to the estimates made by the city 
engineers for the widening of the draw to a width of 
100 feet. I recommend, therefore, the passage of the 
appended order, which provides this additional sum.”’ 

At that time the entire expense of the reconstruction 
of this bridge was chargeable to the City of Boston, and 
action upon this additional appropriation was delayed 
by the City Council pending the passage of legislation 
which would enable the cost to be apportioned between 
Boston, Chelsea and other communities and the street 
railway company using the bridge. ‘The desired legis- 
lation was secured by the passage of an act (chapter 581, 
Acts 1911), which was approved June 22, 1911. 

The Secretary of War approved the city’s revised 
plan for the reconstruction of the bridge with a draw 
span providing a channelway through the structure 
100 feet in width. On October 21, 1911, an additional 
appropriation of sixty-three thousand (63,000) dollars, 
made necessary by the larger work, became operative. 

Bids for the reconstruction of the bridge, in accordance 
with the modified plan, were immediately advertised 
for and were received on November 13, 1911, and a 
contract made for the work with Lawler Brothers, 
lowest bidders. The work of reconstruction is now in 
progress and will be completed in the summer of 1912. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR BRIDGE APPROPRIATIONS 
FoR 1912. 


The rebuilding of Winthrop Bridge between East 
Boston and Winthrop is urgently necessary and should 
be provided for by an appropriation in 1912. As 
this is an expenditure of a permanent nature, it might 
properly be made by the issue of a loan. 

For the proper maintenance of our bridges, many of 
which have been seriously neglected for years, an 
appropriation from the tax levy of $151,800 is recom- 
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mended to cover maintenance work to be done by con- 
tract in addition to the ordinary maintenance work done 
by the Bridge Service employees. This sum is needed 


for repairs to the following bridges:

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RULES AND REGULATIONS TO GOVERN THE 
OPENING OF THE DRAWS IN THE BRIDGES 
CROSSING BOSTON HARBOR, MASSACHU- 
SETTS, AND THE NAVIGABLE WATERS 
TRIBUTARY THERETO. 


THe Law. 


The River and Harbor Act of August 18, 1894, con- 
tains the following section: 


Sect. 5. That it shall be the duty of all persons owning, 
operating, and tending the drawbridges now built, or which 
may hereafter be built across the navigable rivers and other 
waters of the United States, to open, or cause to be opened, the 
draws of such bridges under such rules and regulations as in the 
opinion of the Secretary of War the public interests require 
to govern the opening of drawbridges for the passage of vessels 
and other water crafts, and such rules and regulations, when 
so made and published, shall have the force of law. Every 
such person who shall wilfully fail or refuse to open, or cause 
to be opened, the draw of any such bridge for the passage of a 
boat or boats, or who shall unreasonably delay the opening of 
said draw after reasonable signal shall have been given, as pro- 
vided in such regulations, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than two thousand dollars nor less than one thou- 
sand dollars, or by imprisonment (in the case of a natural 
person) for not exceeding one year, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the court: Provided, That 
the proper action to enforce the provisions of this section may 
be commenced before any commissioner, judge, or court of 
the United States, and such commissioner, judge, or court 
shall proceed in respect thereto as authorized by law in case of 
crimes against the United States: Provided further, That when- 
ever, in the opinion of the Secretary of War, the public interests 
require it, he may make rules and regulations to govern the 
opening of drawbridges for the passage of vessels and other 
water crafts, and such rules and regulations, when so made 
and published, shall have the force of law, and any violation 
thereof shall be punished as hereinbefore provided. 


THE RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


In accordance with the law above quoted, the following 
rules and regulations are prescribed to govern the open- 
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ing of the draws in the bridges crossing Boston Harbor, 
and the navigable waters tributary to the said harbor. 


Bridges without Closed Hours. 


1. The draw in each and every bridge hereafter 
named in this paragraph shall, upon the signal prescribed 
in paragraph 7 below being given, be opened promptly 
at all hours for the passage of any vessel or vessels or 
other water craft not able to pass underneath it: Pro- 
vided, That when the draw in any of the said bridges 
shall have been open for ten (10) minutes or longer, it 
may be closed for the crossing of trains, cars, vehicles or 
individuals if any be waiting to cross, and after being so 
closed for ten (10) minutes or for such shorter time as 
may be necessary for the said trains, cars, vehicles or 
individuals to cross, it shall be again opened promptly 
for the passage of vessels or other water craft if there be 
any such desiring to pass. The requirements of this 
paragraph shall apply to each and every one of the 
following-named bridges, so called, to wit: 


Across Chelsea Creek or Chelsea River.— Meridian Street Bridge, 
Chelsea Street Bridge and Grand Junction Railroad Bridge. 

Across Mystic River.— Wellington Bridge. 

Across Malden River.— Malden River Bridge on Revere Beach 
Parkway and Medford Street Bridge at Malden. 

Across Charles River.— Grand Junction Railroad Bridge, Cam- 
bridge Street Bridge, Western Avenue Bridge, North Harvard 
Street Bridge, Arsenal Street (Western Avenue) Bridge and 
North Beacon Street (Market Street) Bridge. 

Across Reserved Channel.— L Street Bridge, South Boston. 

Across Neponset River— New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Bridge, Neponset Avenue Bridge and Granite 
Bridge. 

Across Weymouth Fore River.— Quincy Point Bridge and East 
Braintree Bridge. 

Across Weymouth Back River— Hingham Bridge. 

Across Crystal Cove-— Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad 
Bridge. 

Across Tenean Creek.— Commercial Point or Tenean Bridge. 


Bridges with Closed Hours. 


2. Between the hours of 9 a. m. and 4.30 p. m., and 
between the hours of 7 p.m. and 6.30 a. m. on week days, 
and at all hours on Sundays, and on legal holidays ob- 
served in the locality, the draws in each and every bridge 
hereafter named in this paragraph shall, upon the signal 
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prescribed in paragraph 7 below being given, be opened 
promptly for the passage of any vessel or vessels or 
other water craft not able to pass underneath it: Pro- 
vided, That when the draw in any of the said bridges 
shall have been open for ten (10) minutes or for such 
-shorter period as may be necessary for the passage of 
vessels or other water craft desiring to pass between the 
hours aforesaid, it shall be closed for the crossing of 
trains, cars, vehicles or individuals if any be waiting to 
cross, and after being so closed for ten (10) minutes or 
for such shorter time as may be necessary for the said 
trains, cars, vehicles or individuals to cross, it shall be 
again opened promptly for the passage of vessels or 
other water craft if there be any such desiring to pass. 
Between the hours of 6.30 a. m. and 9 a. m., and between 
the hours of 4.30 p. m. and 7 p. m., the draws in the 
bridges hereafter named in this paragraph shall not be 
required to be opened on week days for the passage of 
any vessel, vessels or other water craft excepting during 
the periods between 7.05 a. m. and 7.15 a. m., between 
8 a. m. and 8.10 a. m., between 5.20 p. m. and 5.30 p. m., 
and between 6.20 p. m. and 6.30 p. m., and excepting 
also as provided in paragraphs 4, 5 and 11 of these rules 
and regulations. The requirements of this paragraph 
_ Shall apply to each and every one of the following-named 
bridges, so called, to wit: 


Across Mystic River—— Chelsea Bridge South, Chelsea Bridge 
North, Malden Bridge, Boston & Maine (Eastern Division) 
Railroad Bridge and Boston & Maine (Western Division) 
Railroad Bridge. 

Across Charles River.— Harvard Bridge. 

Across Fort Point Channel.— Northern Avenue Bridge, Con- 
egress Street Bridge and Summer Street Bridge. 


3. Between the hours of 9.10 a. m. and 4.15 p. m. 
and between the hours of 7.40 p. m. and 6.15 a. m. on 
week days, and at all hours on Sundays, and on legal 
holidays observed in the locality, the draws in each and 
every bridge hereafter named in this paragraph shall, 
upon. the signal prescribed in paragraph 7 below being 
given, be opened promptly for the passage of any vessel 
or vessels or other water craft not able to pass under- 
neath it: Provided, That when the draw in any of the said 
bridges shall have been opened for ten (10) minutes or 
for such shorter period as may be necessary for the 
passage of vessels or other water craft desiring to pass, 
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between the hours aforesaid, it shall be closed for the 
crossing of trains, cars, vehicles or individuals, if any be 
waiting to cross, and after being so closed for ten (10) 
minutes or for such shorter time as may be necessary for 
the said trains, cars, vehicles or individuals to cross, it 
shall be again opened promptly for the passage of vessels 
or other water craft, if there be any such desiring to 
pass. Between the hours of 6.15 a. m. and 9.10 a. m. 
and between the hours of 4.15 p. m. and 7.40 p. m., the 
draws in the bridges hereafter named in this paragraph 
shall not be required to be opened on week days for the 
passage of any vessel, vessels or other water craft, 
excepting that when the tide is high at Charlestown Navy 
Yard between 6.15 a. m. and 9.10 a. m., the draw- 
bridges hereafter named in this paragraph shall be 
opened for a period between 6.15 a. m. and 9.10 a. m. 
not exceeding ten (10) minutes and within forty-five (45) 
minutes before or after said high tide for the passage of 
all vessels or other water craft when of a draft of twelve 
(12) feet or over, if there be any such desiring to pass; 
the exact time of opening within the prescribed limits 
of 45 minutes before and after said high tide to be pre- 
scribed by the railroad companies, due regard being had 
for causing minimum interference with railroad sched- 
ules, highway traffic, and the interests of navigation. 
The opening time of each bridge shall be so fixed as to 
permit continuous passage through the next and follow- 
ing bridges located in direction of course of vessel or 
other water craft. 


Across Charles River.— Charlestown Bridge, Warren Bridge, 
Boston & Maine (formerly Fitchburg) Railroad Bridge, for 
teams, Boston & Maine (formerly Fitchburg) Railroad 
Bridge, Boston & Maine Railroad Bridge, Boston & Maine 
(formerly Eastern) Railroad Bridge, Boston & Maine (for- 
merly Lowell Passenger) Railroad Bridge, Boston & Maine 
(formerly Lowell Freight) Railroad Bridge, Craigie Tempor- 
ary Bridge, Boston Elevated Railway Bridge and Charles 
River Dam Bridge. 

Across Fort Point Channel.— Dorchester Avenue Bridge, 
Atlantic Avenue (Cove Street) Bridge, New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Bridge, New York, New Haven 
& Hartford (Y connection) Railroad Bridge, Broadway 
Bridge, Dover Street Bridge and New York, New Haven & 
Hartford (South Bay Junction) Railroad Bridge. 


4. The draw in Chelsea Bridge North shall, upon 
the signal prescribed in paragraph 7 below being given, 
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be opened promptly at all hours for the passage of any 
vessel, vessels or other water craft whose draft is eigh- 
teen (18) feet or more; and any vessel, vessels or other 
water craft proceeding upstream that during any of the 
periods on week days from 7.05 a. m. to 7.15 a.m., 8a. m. 
to 8.10 a. m., 5.20 p. m. to 5.30 p. m., and 6.20 p. m. to 
6.30 p. m., shall have passed through Chelsea Bridge 
North, or through any other bridge across Mystic River 
between Chelsea Bridge North and Boston & Maine 
(Western Division) Railroad Bridge, shall be passed 
promptly on signal through each and all of the bridges 
located upstream from Chelsea Bridge North, the pro- 
visions of paragraph 2 of these rules and regulations to 
the contrary notwithstanding; and any vessel, vessels 
or other water craft proceeding downstream that 
during any of the aforesaid periods shall have passed 
through Boston & Maine (Western Division) Railroad 
Bridge or through any other bridge across Mystic River 
between Boston & Maine (Western Division) Railroad 
Bridge and Chelsea Bridge North shall be passed 
promptly on signal through each and all of the bridges 
located downstream from Boston & Maine (Western 
Division) Railroad Bridge, the provisions of paragraph 
2 of these rules and regulations to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

5. The draws in Northern Avenue Bridge, Congress 
Street Bridge and Summer Street Bridge shall, upon 
the signal prescribed in paragraph 7 below being given, 
be opened promptly at all hours for the passage of any 
vessel, vessels or other water craft whose draft is eigh- 
teen (18) feet or more. 

Any vessel, vessels or other water craft proceeding 
upstream through Northern Avenue Bridge shall be 
afforded continuous passage through Congress Street 
Bridge and Summer Street Bridge; and any vessel, 
vessels or other water craft proceeding downstream 
through Summer Street Bridge shall be afforded con- 
tinuous passage through Congress Street Bridge and 
Northern Avenue Bridge, the provisions of paragraph 2 
of these rules and regulations to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 


GENERAL RULES. 


6. The length of time that a draw has been open shall 
be computed from the time that the draw span begins 
to move in opening, and the length of time that a draw 
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has been closed shall be computed from the time that 
the draw span ceases to move in closing. 

7. When a vessel or other water craft intends to pass 
through the draw of one of the bridges covered by these 
rules and regulations, the master or pilot of the vessel 
or craft shall, on approaching within signalling distance, 
signify his intention to pass through the bridge by 
sounding with a whistle or horn the signal prescribed 
below, viz.: 

General Signals. 


For Meridian Street Bridge: Two (2) long blasts 
followed immediately by two (2) short blasts and one 
(1) long blast. 

For all other bridges: Two (2) long blasts followed 
immediately by two (2) short blasts. 


Special Signals. 


For Chelsea Bridge North, by vessels drawing eigh- 
teen (18) feet or more: Four (4) long blasts. 

For Northern Avenue, Congress Street and Summer 
Street Bridges, by vessels drawing eighteen (18) feet or 
more: Four (4) long blasts. 

The signal given by a master or pilot shall be imme- 
diately answered from the bridge by three (3) long 
blasts of a whistle or horn unless under these rules and 
regulations a delay in opening the draw is permitted, and 
in case of such a delay the signal shall be immediately 
answered by two (2) long blasts. A long blast ofa 
whistle or horn as herein provided shall continue for 
three (3) seconds and a short blast for one (1) second. 

8. Upon hearing or perceiving the signals prescribed 
in paragraph 7, or upon verbal request from the master 
or pilot of any vessel or other water craft waiting at the 
bridge, the tender or operator of the draw of the bridge 
signalled shall at once open the draw for the prompt 
passage of any vessel or other water craft, unless under 
these rules and regulations a delay in opening the draw 
is permitted: Provided, That the draw may not be opened 
if there is a train, car or other vehicle at the time passing 
over said draw, or if a train or car is approaching so 
closely that it cannot be safely stopped before reaching 
the draw, but the draw shall be opened as soon as it 
can be cleared, and no person, vehicle, car or train shall 
be permitted to begin to cross the draw after it has been 
signalled to open, excepting as herein provided. 
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9. Trains, cars, vehicles or persons shall not be 
stopped on any draw span for the purpose of delaying 
the opening of the draw, nor shall any vessel or other 
water craft be so handled or placed as to delay the open- 
ing or closing of any draw span, but all passage over, 
under or through a draw span shall be prompt so as to 
reduce delays to water and bridge traffic to a minimum. 
Upon notice from the Secretary of War so to do, the 
owner or owners of any bridge whose draw is held closed 
as authorized in paragraph 2 of these rules and regu- 
lations shall station and maintain at such bridge a tug 
to aid vessels and other water craft in passing expedi- 
tiously through the draw thereof. 

10. The owner or owners of every bridge covered by 
these rules and regulations shall maintain in good and 
efficient order the draw span and the machinery and 
appliances for operating the same and for assisting 
vessels while passing through the draw. ‘The said 
owner or owners shall also provide and maintain at the 
draw span such number of drawtenders or operators as 
may be necessary to open and close the same promptly; 
and they shall also provide and maintain in good order 
on the bridge piers or fenders such fixtures as may be 
necessary to vessels in mooring or making fast while 
waiting for the draw span to open. 

11. These rules and regulations shall not apply to 
‘steam vessels owned or leased by the United States, 
nor shall they apply to vessels employed by the City of 
Boston or other municipality for police and fire pro- 
tection. All such United States and municipal vessels 
shall be passed without delay through the draws of all 
bridges, at any hour of the day or night, upon signalling 
by four (4) long blasts of the whistle. 

12. These rules and regulations shall take effect on 
May 12, 1910, and all regulations or parts of regulations 
in conflict therewith are hereby revoked to take effect 
on that date.

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FERRY SERVICE. 


On the organization of the Public Works Department, 
February 1, 1911, the ferryboats and landings were 
found to be in generally poor condition and much in 
need of repair. A special appropriation for repairs to 
ferry landings of fifty-two thousand (52,000) dollars was 
asked for, and passed by the City Council, and at the 
date of this report this work is now in progress and the 
extensive repairs to the landings on the East Boston 
side of the North Ferry are nearly completed. This 
repair work must necessarily be carried on slowly in 
order to cause as little interference as possible with 
traffic and all of the repairs contemplated under this 
appropriation will not be completed before the end of 
1912. 

Extensive repairs were found necessary on the boats 
and were made at a cost of between $4,000 and $5,000 
more than the amount spent on repairs of the boats 
during each of the two preceding years; this sum being 
exclusive of the cost of the labor of the employees of 
the Ferry Service. During the past few years the 
boats have not been docked as frequently as they should 
have been. The ferryboat ‘‘Hugh O’Brien,” which had 
not been docked from November 6, 1906, was docked 
on March 238, 1911, after a period of four years and four 
months. When hauled out the boat’s hull was found 
to be in an exceedingly foul condition, which materially 
increased coal consumption and seriously reduced the 
speed of the boat. Each of the ferryboats should be 
docked, cleaned and repaired certainly every two years, 
and preferably yearly. In the matter of repairs to 
boats the Ferry Service the past year has had to pay 
for past neglect, and this will undoubtedly be true in 
1912 also, for the reason that a large amount less press- 
ing repair work was left to be done next year. 

During the year two additional oilers were added 
to the South Ferry crews to insure the safe operation 
of the boats, thus providing one oiler for each crew. 
Formerly but three oilers had been employed in the 
five crews at the South Ferry, but inasmuch as the 
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engineer and fireman are at opposite ends of the boat, 
out of sight and practically out of hearing of each other, 
it is deemed necessary for safety to have on duty with 
the engineer an oiler who is competent to run the engine, 
for the same reason that the United States regulations 
require a quartermaster to be on duty with the captain 
in the pilot house. ; 

On January 14, 1912, a fire was discovered in the early 
morning in the second story of the head-house on the 
Boston side of the North Ferry. The cause of the fire 
could not be determined, but from the testimony of 
firemen and others present at the time it appears that 
the fire started at a considerable distance away from 
the heater flue, and may have been due to defective 
wiring. The second story of the head-house, which 
was used as a store room, was nearly consumed, and 
other portions of the building extensively damaged by 
smoke and water, the total estimated loss being about 
$5,000. Traffic was continued practically without 
interruption and repairs to the building were begun 
immediately. At the date of this report these repairs 
are progressing rapidly with but slight inconvenience 
to passengers and no delay to traffic. <A special appro- 
priation should be made to cover the cost of repairs of 
this fire damage. 

During the year recording time clocks have been 
installed at all the ferry landings for the purpose of reg- 
istering automatically the time of ringing out boats. 
These clock records give a positive check on the opera- 
tion of the boats. Through the introduction of time 
clocks and a more rigorous discipline, the boats are 
operated with greater frequency and more regularity 
than heretofore. 

Taking the service as a whole, the past year has 
witnessed an improvement in discipline and an increase 
in the amount of work done by the employees and the 
plant generally is in better condition than at the begin- 
ning of the year. The new steel ferryboat now being 
built by the T. 8. Marvel Shipbuilding Company of 
Newburgh, N. Y., under a contract made in June, 
1911, will probably be ready for service in the spring of 
1912, and will be a much needed addition to the boat 
fleet. Two of the boats, however, the ‘‘Revere’’ and 
the ‘‘D. D. Kelly,” are rapidly becoming unfit for ser- 
vice through age. On both of these boats the allowable 
boiler pressure has been reduced by the United States 
steamboat inspectors to a point where it is only just 
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possible to operate the boats. Should the allowable 
pressure be reduced still further, particularly in the 
ease of the ‘‘D. D. Kelly,” it will necessitate discon- 
tinuing the operation of these boats altogether. A 
second modern boat, similar to that now under construc- 
tion, should be provided for during the year 1912. 

The present system of toll rates was established in 
1887, since which time conditions have largely changed 
and automobile traffic has been introduced. No pro- 
vision in the toll rates having been made for automo- 
biles, they have been classed as horse-drawn vehicles. 
It is recommended that the toll rates be revised and 
systematized and that a suitable system of checking the 
receipts of the gatemen be introduced. A system of 
weighing the coal delivered to the boats and heaters 
should be introduced as a check on the amount of coal 
hauled and in order to keep accurate records of the coal 
consumption of each boat. 

The Ferry Service is in need of a technically trained 
mechanical engineer to supervise the operation and 
maintenance of the mechanical equipment. 

The property of the Ferry Service is as follows: 

South Ferry, East Boston side.— Located at the ter- 
mination of Lewis street and covers an area of 58,725 
square feet of land and water. On these premises are 
one head-house with canopies, one workshop for car- 
penters, machinist and blacksmith, one storehouse, one 
modern coal pocket, three piers which form the two 
slips, two drops and tanks, one wharf and dock where 
boats are laid when not in use or while undergoing 
repairs. * 

South Ferry, Boston side.— Located at the termination 
of Eastern avenue and covers an area of 38,135 square 
feet of land and water, on which are one head-house 
with canopies, one gate room, three piers which form 
the two slips, and two drops and tanks. 

North Ferry, Boston side.— Located at the termination 
of Battery street and covers an area of 45,000 square 
feet of land and water, on which are one head-house 
with canopies, one gate room, three piers which form 
the two slips, and two drops and tanks. 

North Ferry, East Boston side.— Located at the ter- 
mination of Border street and covers an area of 62,138 
square feet of land and water, on which are one head- 
house with canopies, one boiler and room, one coal 
pocket, three piers which form the two slips, and two 
drops and tanks.

REPORT OF DIVISION ENGINEER OF THE 
HIGHWAY DIVISION. 


Boston, February 1, 1912. 
Mr. L. K. RourRKg, 
Commissioner of Public Works: 


Sir,—I submit herewith a report of the income, 
expenditures and operations of the Highway Division, 
Public Works Department, for the year 1911. This 
division, as constituted under the new ordinances, 
approved by the Honorable the Mayor November 28, 
1910, is made up of the following branches: Paving, 
Lighting, Sanitary and Street-Cleaning and Oiling 
Services, and is the largest division of the department. 

The expenditures of the division for the year, 
from February 1, 1911, to January 31, 1912, were 
$3,316,489.75, as follows: 


Paving Service : , : . $1,244,571 92 
Lighting Service. ; 726,967 18 
Street-Cleaning and Oiling Service. 614,658 03 
Sanitary Service. ; 730,292 62

PAVING SERVICE. 


The operations of this service include the new 
construction and maintenance of old streets. The 
new construction embraces the building of all streets 
laid out and ordered constructed by the Board of Street 
Commissioners and the laying of permanent pavements 
on the older streets in the different sections of the city. 
It has been the policy of the division to extend the 
permanent pavements in the outlying sections, which 
policy it hopes to continue, special attention being given 
to the main thoroughfares, thereby abolishing unsatis- 
factory conditions which must exist on heavily-traveled 
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streets, especially where these streets are composed 
partly of granite blocks and partly of macadam. The 
materials used thus far for this permanent work have 
been brick, wood and granite blocks, according to the 
locations and character of the traffic that the pavement 
is to support. The thoroughfares in the outlying 
sections in which permanent pavements have been laid, 
and the materials with which they were paved, are as 
follows: 


Hancock street, from Columbia road to Dorchester avenue, 
vitrified brick on concrete base. 

Talbot avenue, from Blue Hill avenue to Washington street, 
vitrified brick on concrete base. ; 

Washington street, from Williams to Dudley street, wood 
block on concrete base substituted for old granite blocks on 
gravel base. 

Northampton street, from Shawmut avenue to Tremont street, 
wood blocks were substituted for granite blocks on gravel. 

Tremont street, from Northampton to Hammond street, 
in which we laid a specially cut granite block on concrete base, 
replacing the old granite blocks on a gravel base. 


In the maintenance of our streets the surfacing 
which demands constant attention is the macadam, 
which predominates in our city, there being 377 miles 
of this character of roadway out of a total of 561 miles 
of streets. During the past year fifteen steam road- 
rollers were employed, and about 80,000 tons of crushed 
stone used on this work. The macadam resurfacing has 
been principally waterbound, although tar products have 
been used in special sections to very good advantage, 
the results being such we are encouraged to extend the 
use of bituminous binders more extensively in the 
future. In addition, the division force has been 
employed in laying and relaying granite block pavements, 
resetting edgestones and repaving sidewalks throughout 
the city. 

In the construction of new streets, as laid out by the 
Street Commissioners, bituminous binders were used 
extensively as far as the weather conditions would 
permit. Sixty-one new streets were advertised and 
let; 29 were completed and 32 will be completed during 
the season of 1912. The construction of artificial 
stone sidewalks has been encouraged during the past 
year, and great pains have been taken to impress 
upon the people the benefit that will be obtained from 
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laying. this character of sidewalk. We have had many 
applications from abuttors, with the result that the 
following is a statement of the amount of this work 
done during the past year: 

One thousand one hundred forty-nine square yards 
of artificial stone sidewalks relaid and 67,448 square 
yards of new artificial stone sidewalk laid. 

The street openings during the past year covered 
856,631 linear feet, approximately 162 miles; this is 
14 miles over that of 1910. 


SANITARY SERVICE. 


During the year the Sanitary Service has overhauled 
and repaired the scows of the service entirely. Twenty 
new horses have been purchased to replace those 
destroyed, and the men have been given the Saturday 
half-holiday. The service on ashes in the North and 
West Ends has been increased from twice to three 
times a week collection. 

The collection and disposal of garbage has taken up 
the time and attention of the department to a great 
extent during the year, and efforts have been made 
to award the contracts for the disposal of this material. 
The closing up of the inland dumps makes this move 
imperative, and our efforts have been finally successful, 
having awarded a contract to take effect during the 
year 1912 for the disposal of garbage, ashes and refuse 
in the greater portion of the city. 


STREET CLEANING SERVICE. 


The activities have largely increased, owing to the 
additional service given in its various branches. The 
flushing service in Roxbury and the North and West 
Ends has been increased to daily service, where formerly 
only occasional service was rendered. In the business 
and shopping districts the service has been increased 
by the addition of one flusher. Eleven routes have been 
added to the push-cart patrol, one each in South Bos- 
ton, East Boston and the North and West Ends, 
three in Roxbury and five in the city proper, 2. e., 
business and shopping districts. Two routes have been 
added to the teaming patrol service, one each in Charles- 
town and the South End. The refuse box service 
has been largely extended, and the standpipes have 
been given a general overhauling. 
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STREET WATERING AND OILING. 


The season of 1911 was a prolonged one. The first 
application of water was on March 22 and the last 
on December 26. The first application of oil on the 
streets was on March 22 and the last on December 8. 
From April to September, inclusive, the weather was 
exceptionally dry and the carts were out 85 per cent of 
the time. This caused an increase in 1911 over 1910, 
in the total cost of $1,906.14. There was a decrease 
in the area cared for by water in 1911 of 302,414 square 
yards. The oiling area was increased, however, in 1911 
by 241,011 square yards. 

Water was used chiefly on granite blocks. The num- 
ber of treatments varies from four in the city proper 
to two in the outlying sections. While the use of water 
is a clean and a wholesome way of allaying the dust, it 
is not a permanent treatment, as its usefulness is gone 
in from fifteen to thirty minutes. However, good results 
were obtained by having sufficient carts that were 
handled by competent inspectors. 

During the season all macadam streets were treated 
with an oil preparation. About 95 per cent of the streets 
were treated with the Standard Oil products. Dust- 
olene, Tascoil, Headley XXII., Texaco and calcium 
chloride were used on the other 5 per cent of the streets. 
Dustolene and Tascoil were demonstrated on streets 
with a good asphaltic base, the result of oiling with 
asphaltic oils for the previous two years. These are 
non-asphaltic oils and they proved satisfactory, having 
a quicker penetration than the asphaltic oils. How 
they would act on a new street that had not been 
previously oiled is a question that it would be well to 
demonstrate. Headley XXII. and Texaco are asphaltic 
oils, and were used on a boulevard traveled principally 
by automobiles and gave good results. This boule- 
vard had, however, been previously treated with another 
asphaltic oil. Calcium chloride is a hydroscopic material 
and was used principally when the temperature was 
32 degrees above 0 Fahrenheit, or below. It gives 
good results at that temperature, but does not hold up 
under heavy traffic. 


LIGHTING SERVICE. 


At the beginning of the year 1911 there were 16,977 
lamps of all kinds, to which have been added 268, 
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making a total of 17,245 lamps. This increase in in- 
stallation has been largely confined to the outlying sec- 
tions, where the development of new streets has been 
more active than other sections. Many experiments 
have been made to determine the durability and eff- 
ciency of several makes of inverted mantle lamps and 
automatic gas controllers. These lamps, or automatic 
controllers, have been installed and their operations 
observed for the purpose of making a concise record 
of their efficiency. Most of the inverted lamps have 
been in operation for more than a year and have given 
very satisfactory results. The gas controllers, while 
not in operation for any extended period, are regarded 
as being efficient, and seem to meet the representations 
made by the owners. 


The personal property of the division, including steam 
rollers, tools, hardware, horses, carts, etc., has been 
kept in good condition, and all rejected material has 
been disposed of and replaced, in such cases as became 
necessary, with new stock. 

The yards and the wharves in the several districts are 
the same as in the previous year.

The work done by the division in the installation of 
new lamps, repairs and alterations of services and lamp- 
posts has been conducted as follows: 

One hundred forty-four new single mantle gas lamps 
have been installed and 11 relighted. Five Graetzin, 
and 7 new fire alarm signal lamps have been added. 
Ninety-six new are lamps have been installed, sub- 
divided as follows: Magnetites, 90; flame, 1; Gilbert, 5. 
Two magnetite lamps have been relighted, and 3 Gilbert 
lamps have been changed to magnetite are lamps. 
Ninety-two new tungsten lamps have been installed. 
Are lamps have been provided during the skating 
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season at Wood Island Park, Jamaica Pond, Savin Hill 
and North Brighton. Seventy-eight single mantle, 
1 triple mantle, 2 arc lamps and 8 tungsten incandes- 
cent lamps have been discontinued and removed. The 
total number of lamps of all types installed during the 
year was 357; the total number of lamps discontinued, 
89, a total net increase of 268 lamps. 

Changes in locations of 37 gas and 47 arc lamp- 
posts have been made for the better lighting of the street 
or on account of street construction. Thirty-three 
tungsten, 165 gas and 100 are lamp-posts and 7 arc 
brackets have been set for the various types of lamps 
and 60 incandescent fixtures have been put up; 52 
impulse gas lamps have been changed to single mantle 
lamps. Thirty-three gas lamp-posts and 2 tungsten 
posts that were broken by teams or other causes were 
removed and new ones set. Forty-three gas and 2 are 
lamp-posts have been straightened. One hundred 
ninety-one gas, 1 tungsten and 19 are lamp-posts have 
been reset to line and grade. Seventy gas, 13 are and 1 
tungsten lamp-posts have been removed from the streets. 
Twenty-eight gas brackets, 4 arc and 5 tungsten fix- 
tures have been removed. One lamp-post and 1 gas 
bracket have been repaired. One hundred ninety-nine 
new service pipes have been laid and 133 have been 
removed and cut off from the main pipes. Four lamp 
services have been reconnected with new mains, and 
22 renewed or relaid that were trapped or otherwise 
affected by street changes. Two hundred eighty leaks 
in service pipes were repaired, and 349 service pipes 
were cleared. Five post extensions for inverted lamps 
have been erected. Seventy-four glass shades and 17 
are shields have been placed on lamps. 

The tables showing the expenditures of the division, 
the total number of various types installed, the contract 
price paid per annum, the increase or decrease of the 
number of lamps, and copies of lighting contracts, etc., 
are annexed. 


Gas LIGHTING. 


There are 11,361 single mantle gas lamps in use, 95 
double mantle lamps, 87 Graetzin inverted mantle 
lamps, 20 triple mantle gas, 43 impulse and 219 open- 
flame fire alarm signal lamps. 
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The city furnishes and provides for the setting of the 
lamp-posts, has service pipes laid from the gas main to 
the top of the post, maintains all such pipes and posts 
in good condition and repair, furnishing the gas, con- 
tracts for lanterns, burners, other necessary equipment 
and labor for lighting and care. 

The city pays for the cost of gas, lighting and care 
of the fire alarm lamps, and the cost of repairs and set- 
ting up of posts is assumed by the Fire Department.

HIGHWAY DIVISION (Pavine SERVICE). 


The following is a description of the most important 
work done during the year-under the supervision of the 
Chief Engineer. 


Berkeley street, from Providence street to Columbus avenue. 
See Assessment Streets. 

Bryant street, from Huntington avenue to Ruggles street. 
See Assessment Streets. 

Bristol and Albany streets, at and near the Fire Department 
headquarters, about 323 feet in length on Bristol street and 
80 feet in length on Albany street, were repaved with the 
existing granite blocks on a gravel bed and gravel joints. The 
work was done by John J. Fitzgerald, who also regulated the 
edgestone and sidewalks and furnished the necessary filling. 
This work was caused by the reconstruction of the Fire Head- 
quarters Building. 

Dorchester avenue, from West Broadway, South Boston, to 
Pearl street, Dorchester, is about 10,250 feet in length, was 
repaved with the existing granite blocks on a gravel base with 
gravel joints, on the east side of the Boston Elevated Railway 
tracks, by the Fred 8. & A. D. Gore Corporation. They also 
did the regulating where necessary. The paving blocks, bricks, 
flagging and edgestone when required were furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. 

Fleet street, from Hanover street to Commercial. street, is 
about 644 feet in length, was repaved with large granite blocks 
on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with pitch 
and pebble joints, by McGuire and Kiernan, under contract, 
who also did the excavating and regulating. The old paving 
blocks were hauled by the contractor to the Medford Street 
Paving Yard, Charlestown, to the North End Paving Yard, 
and to Oak street and Main street, Charlestown. The city 
furnished the straight edgestone at the South End Paving Yard. 
Albany street, and the sidewalk bricks on the line of the work, 
The new paving blocks, flagging and all other material were 
furnished by the contractor. The former pavement was granite 
blocks on a gravel bed with gravel joints. 

Greenleaf street, Bryant street to Leon street. See Assessment 
Streets. 

_ Haverhill street, Haymarket square to Causeway street, is 
about 850 feet in length, was paved with special five (5) inch 
granite blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, 
with pitch and pebble joints, by Coleman Brothers. under con- 
tract, who also did the excavating and regulating. The easterly 
sidewalk was widened to ten (10) feet and the walks on both 
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sides were laid with artificial stone under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. The city furnished the straight edgestone 
at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and the circular 
edgestone and sidewalk bricks required were furnished on the 
line of the work. The rest of the materials were furnished by 
the contractor who hauled the old paving blocks to the Massa- 
chusetts avenue lot. The street was formerly paved with 
granite blocks on a gravel bed with gravel joints. In connec- 
tion with this work there was quite a large area of Haymarket 
square repaved with the old blocks on a gravel bed with gravel 
joints. 

Joiner street, from Chelsea street to Water street, about 247 
feet in length, was paved with special blocks and flagging on a 
six (6) inch concrete base with pitch and pebble joints. The 
work was done by McGuire & Kiernan, under contract, who 
also did the excavating and regulating. The old gutter blocks 
and flagging were hauled to the Medford Street Paving Yard 
by the contractor. The flagging was furnished by the city at 
the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and hauled by the 
contractor. , 

The bricks and straight edgestone were furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All the other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. 

North street, from across Richmond street to Fleet street, 
about 807 feet in length, was paved with special granite blocks 
on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with sand 
cushion and pitch and pebble joints, by John F. O’Connell, 
under contract, who did the excavating and regulating. The 
old paving blocks were hauled to the Massachusetts avenue 
lot and to the North End Paving Yard. The city furnished the 
new edgestone at the South End Paving Yard, and the sidewalk 
brick and circular edgestone on the line of the work. All the 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. ‘The old 
surface was granite blocks on a gravel bed with gravel joints. 

Southampton street, from Massachusetts avenue to 460 feet 
east of the New England Railroad Bridge. See Assessment 
Streets. 

Tremont street, from the northeast side of Northampton 
street across Hammond street about 992 feet in length, was 
paved with special five (5) inch granite blocks and flagging - 
on a six (6) inch concrete base with pitch and pebble joints. 
This work, with the exception of the tracks of the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway Company, was done by McGuire & Kiernan, 
under contract, who also did the excavating and regulating. 
The old blocks were hauled by the contractor to the Massachu- 
setts avenue lot, the flagging was hauled away by the city. 
The new flagging was furnished by the city, part on the line 
of the work and part at the South End Paving Yard, Albany 
street, and hauled by the contractor. The bricks were furnished 
by the city on the line of the work. All the other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 


Pusutic Works DEPARTMENT. OLY: 


Roxbury street, from Eliot square to Gardner street, is about 
573 feet in length. The contract for widening and paving the 
roadway and building a retaining wall on the south side of 
the Boston Elevated Railroad tracks was awarded to the 
Charles J. Jacobs Company, June 26, 1911. The ledge and 
earth formerly extended out nearly to the Boston Elevated 
tracks so that there was scarcely any room for teams or foot 
passage on the south side of the tracks. This material was 
removed and edgestone put in ten (10) feet from and parallel 
with the car tracks and the intervening space paved with 
granite block on a gravel bed with gravel joints. In rear of 
the edgestone line was built a crushed stone sidewalk 5 feet 
6 inches wide and back of this line was built a rubble masonry 
retaining wall to support the steep ledge and embankment 
where necessary. The wall as constructed is about 150 feet 
in length. The city furnished the edgestone at the South 
End Paving Yard, the paving blocks at the Massachusetts 
avenue lot, and any brick required on the line of the work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 


ASPHALT. 


Auburn street, from Poplar street to Leverett street, about 
641 feet in length, was paved by the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Company, under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty, with 
one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing sur- 
face and one and one-half (15) inches of bituminous concrete 
binder on a six (6) inch concrete base. The excavating and 
regulating of edgestone, crosswalks and sidewalks was also 
done by the contractor. The circular edgestone and bricks 
were furnished by the city on the line of the work. All the 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. ‘The former 
surface was macadam. 

Kent street, from Roxbury street to Vernon street, about 440 
feet in length, was paved by the Barber Asphalt Paving Com- 
pany, under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty, with one 
and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing surface 
and one and one-half (14) inches bituminous concrete binder 
on a six (6) inch concrete base. The excavating and regula- 
ting of edgestone and sidewalks was also done by the contractor. 
The former surface was macadam. 


Woop Buock PAVING. 


Boston street, from Ralston street to the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad bridge, about 207 feet in length, 
was paved with wood blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement 
concrete base, with grout bed and joints, by the National 
Safety Wood Paving Company, under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. The excavation and regulating were done 
by the contractor. The old granite blocks were hauled to the 
South Boston Paving Yard; the rest of the excavated material 
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was hauled to Old Colony avenue, between Hyde and Mt. 
Vernon streets, and then deposited and graded as directed. 
The sidewalk bricks were furnished on the line of the work by 
the city, and the flagging for crosswalks at the South End 
Paving Yard. All other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. Half the wood blocks used on the street were fur- 
nished with the nonslipping device of the National Safety 
Wood Paving Company; these blocks were laid so as to alter- 
nate with the regular wood blocks. The grade of Boston 
street between Ralston street and the bridge is much too steep 
for ordinary wood blocks laid in the usual manner. The 
contract for building the artificial stone sidewalk in front of 
the school was awarded to James Doherty, who reset the 
edgestone, built the artificial stone sidewalk and relaid the 
brick sidewalk up to the bridge on that side of the street. 
The artificial stone walk was laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

East Fourth street, from P street to Farragut road, about 525 
feet in length, was paved with wood and brick block on a 
concrete base by James Doherty, under a five (5) year guaranty. 
The brick blocks are laid from Farragut road for a distance of 
about 96 feet towards P street, on account of the steep grade. 
They are laid on a 2-inch bed of sand, with grout joints. The 
wood blocks are laid for the remainder of the distance on a 
mortar bed, with grout joints. The contractor also did the 
excavating and regulating. The city furnished the granite 
paving blocks at the South Boston Paving Yard, the flagging 
at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and the sidewalk 
brick on the line of the work. The rest of the materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The old paving blocks, cobbles 
and flagging were hauled to the South Boston Paving Yard by 
the contractor. The former surface was macadam with cobble 
gutters. 

Ferdinand street, from Boston & Albany Railroad bridge, 
across Isabella street, about 393 feet in length; Fayette street, 
from Ferdinand street to Pleasant street, about 857 feet in 
length; Melrose street, from Ferdinand street to Pleasant street, 
about 744 feet in length, and Church street, from Melrose street 
to Fayette street, about 176 feet in length, in all about 2,170 
feet, were paved with wood blocks on a Portland cement con- 
crete base, with mortar bed and grout joints, by the Fred 8. & 
A. D. Gore Corporation, under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. The contractor did the excavating and regulating. 
The old paving blocks were hauled to the Massachusetts ave- 
nue lot. The granite paving blocks, flagging and straight 
edgestone were furnished by the city at the South End Pav- 
ing Yard, Albany street, and the brick on the line of the work. 
The contractor furnished the rest of the materials. These 
streets were formerly paved with granite blocks on a gravel 
bed with gravel joints. 
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Milk street, from Oliver street to Broad street, about 284 feet 
in length, was paved with wood blocks on a six (6) inch Port- 
land cement concrete base, on a mortar cushion with cement 
grout joints, by James Doherty, under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. The contractor did the excavating and 
regulating and hauled the old granite paving blocks to the 
Massachusetts avenue lot and to the North End Paving Yard 
and to Hecht’s Wharf.. All the new materials used were fur- 
nished by the contractor. 

Northampton street, from Tremont street to Shawmut avenue, 
about 904 feet in length, was paved with wood blocks on a six 
(6) inch Portland cement concrete base, grout bed and joints, by 
the F. 8. & A. D. Gore Corporation, under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. The excavating and regulating were done 
by the contractor, who hauled the old granite paving blocks 
and flagging to the Massachusetts avenue lot. The city fur- 
nished the granite paving block, flagging and straight edge- 
stone at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, the 
sidewalk brick and circular edgestone on the line. All the 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The track 
area was paved by the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
with the same materials as the rest of the street. The old 
surface was granite blocks with gravel base and joints. 

Washington street, from Dudley street to Williams street, 
about 1,221 feet in length, was paved with wood blocks on a 
six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with grout bed and 
joints, by James Doherty, under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. The excavating and the regulating were done by 
the contractor, who hauled the old paving blocks to the Dim- 
ock Street Yard. The city furnished the straight edgestone 
and flagging at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and 
the granite paving blocks and sidewalk brick on the line of the 
work. All the other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The track area was paved by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company with the same materials as the rest of the 
street. The former surface was granite paving block with 
gravel bed and joints. 


Brick Biock PAVING. 


Geneva avenue. See Assessment Streets. 

Hancock street, from Columbia road to Winter street, is 
about 2,400 feet in length. The contract for paving this street 
with Mack brick block on a six (6) inch Portland cement con- 
crete base, with grout joints, under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty, was awarded to the Central Construction Company. 
The westerly side of the street for its entire length and the 
easterly side for a distance of about 700 feet was paved in 1910. 
The work was completed during the summer of 1911. The 
new edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the

work. All new materials were furnished by the contractor, 
who also did the excavating and regulating, and hauled the 
old paving blocks to the Hancock Street Paving Yard. The 
track area was paved by the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany with the same materials as the rest of the street. 

Hancock street, from Bowdoin street to Dorchester avenue, is 
about 1,454 feet in length. The contract for paving this street 
with Bessemer brick blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement 
concrete base, with grout joints, under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty, was awarded to the Fred 8S. & A. D. Gore Cor- 
poration. The straight edgestone was furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All the other new 
materials were furnished by the contractor, who also did the 
excavating and regulating and hauled the old paving blocks 
and cobbles to the Hancock Street Paving Yard and Codman 
Street Paving Yard. The former surface of the street was 
macadam. 

Hinsdale street. See Assessment Streets. 

Talbot avenue, from Blue Hill avenue to Washington street, 
is about 4,590 feet in length. The contract for paving this 
street was awarded to James Doherty. The pavement from 
Blue Hill avenue to about 4,300 feet easterly is Mack brick 
block on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, laid with 
a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. From there to Wash- 
ington street the pavement is granite block with pitch joints 
on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base. The track 
area was paved by the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
to conform with the work done by the city. The new paving 
blocks and straight edgestone were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work. All other new 
materials were furnished by the contractor, who also did the 
excavating and regulating and hauled the old gutter blocks 
and flagging to the Codman Street Paving Yard. 


ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


The following streets have been constructed or are in the 
process of construction under the provisions of chapter 393 of 
the Acts of 1906 and the acts in amendment or in addition 
thereto: 

Addison street, from Saratoga street across Pope street, is 
about 1,446 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty Novem- 
ber 26, 1910. Work was begun November 28, 1910, and sus- 
pended December 28, 1910. Work was resumed March 27, 
1911, and completed June 22, 1911. It is a 50-foot street with 
an eight (8) inch macadam roadway, three (38) foot granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and brick 
sidewalks eight (8) feet in width. Underdrains were also 
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laid connecting the cinder foundation of sidewalk with the 
catch-basin. The granite blocks were furnished by the city 
at the Eagle Street Paving Yard and hauled by the contractor. 
All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Ainsworth street, from South street to Centre street, is about 
915 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to John Kelly & Co. April 17, 1911. 
Work was begun April 27, 1911, and completed July 15, 1911. 
It is a 40-foot street with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, 
three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in width, 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The grade 
was changed after work started, necessitating resetting of 
edgestone and repaving of gutters. The flagging was furnished 
by the city at the South End Paving Yard and hauled by the 
contractor. All the other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Ardale street, from Walter street to Centre street, is about 
1,598 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to John Kelly & Co. May 15, 1911. 
Work was begun May 31, 1911, and completed August 9, 1911. 
It is a 40-foot street with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, 
three (8) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestones and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in 
width, laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. All 
the materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Bay street, from Dorchester avenue to the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, is about 1,068 feet in length. The 
contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to Fred 8. & A. D. Gore Corporation September 15, 1911. 
Work was begun September 26, 1911, and completed Decem- 
ber 13, 1911. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging 
crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot brick side- 
walks. The flagging was furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor: All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Brinsley street, from Columbia road to Washington street, is 
about 627 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty August 
29,1911. Work was begun September 13, 1911, and completed 
November 21, 1911. It isa forty (40) foot street, with three (3) 
foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edge- 
stone and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The paving 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
artificial stone sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year mainte- 
nance guaranty. 

Bradfield avenue, from South street to Centre street, is about 
1,164 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to the West Roxbury Trap Rock 
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Company September 27, 1911. Work was begun September 
28, 1911, and completed December 8, 1911. It is a forty (40) 
foot street with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) 
foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone 
and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in width, laid under 
a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work, and the 
flagging was furnished by the city at the South End Paving 
Yard and hauled by the contractor. All the other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Bucknam street, from Lawn street to Fisher avenue, is about 
394 feet in length. The contract for constructing the macadam 
of this street was awarded to J. C. Coleman & Sons Company 
August 17, 1910. Work was begun November 22, 1910, and 
suspended December 7, 1910. Work was resumed April 24, 
1911, and completed May 25, 1911. This is a forty (40) foot 
street for the greater part of its length, with a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging 
crosswalks, granite edgestone and crushed stone sidewalks 
seven (7) feet in width. All the materials for construction were 
furnished by the contractor except the paving blocks and flag- 
ging for crosswalks, which were furnished by the city at the 
South End Paving Yard. 

Berkeley street, from Providence street to Columbus avenue, 
is about 791 feet in length. The contract for lowering the grade 
and repaving the street was awarded to the Central Construc- 
tion Company. ‘This street as rebuilt is 80 feet wide with 13- 
foot brick sidewalks, granite edgestone, and the roadway is 
paved with granite blocks on a gravel bed with gravel joints, 
with flagging crosswalks. A small area of artificial stone 
sidewalk on the westerly side, between Stanhope street and 
Columbus avenue, was laid by Simpson Brothers Corporation. 
The grade of the old street was up over the Old Colony Rail- 
road tracks. This roadbed had been abandoned and the street 
filled in between the abutments of the old bridge. This left 
the grade of the street much too high when it came to developing 
the land formerly occupied by the railroad on both sides of the 
street. The old grade was lowered as much as four (4) feet 
in some places, leaving the new grade practically a straight 
one between Boylston street and Columbus avenue. In addition 
to the work done on Berkeley street, the grade of Stanhope 
street was lowered to meet the new grade of Berkeley street 
for a distance of about 100 feet. The edgestone was reset, 
street repaved and the sidewalks relaid. St. James avenue 
was also rebuilt for a distance of about 200 feet from Berkeley 
street. The edgestones were reset, the sidewalk and gutters 
relaid and the roadway graded with gravel. The new edge- 
stone required in doing this work was furnished by the con- 
tractor. The new paving blocks were furnished by the city 
at the Massachusetts avenue lot. The new sidewalk brick 
and flagging required were furnished by the city on the line 
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of the work. The old edgestones, paving blocks and some of 
the sidewalk brick were removed and stored and afterwards 
used in the new work. The Boston Elevated Railway tracks 
were lowered and the track area paved by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. 

Bryant street, from Huntington avenue to Ruggles street, 
is about 1,460 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded John F. O’Connell 
August 29, 1911. Work was begun September 26, 1911, and 
suspended January 1, 1912. It is a 50-foot street and is to 
have a special five (5) inch granite block pavement and granite 
flagging crosswalks, laid on a six (6) inch concrete base with 
pitch and pebble joints and granite edgestones. The sidewalks, 
eight (8) feet in width, are to be of brick, except on the westerly 
side from Greenleaf street to Bay View place, which will be 
artificial stone. About 664 feet of the street has been com- 
pleted this season, from Huntington avenue to the railroad 
crossing at the entrance to the United Drug Company, with 
the exception of artificial stone sidewalk in front of the United 
Drug Company’s building. All the materials were furnished 
by the contractor. 

Chipman street, from Norfolk street to Torrey street, is about 
627 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Fred 8. & A. D. Gore Corporation. 
Work was begun June 6, 1911, and completed September 8, 
1911. Itisa forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial stone 
sidewalks. The straight edgestone and flagging were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular 
edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The | 
sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Corey road, from Washington street about 640 feet southerly, 
is about 642 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded John Kelley & Co. 
May 1, 1911. Work was begun July 19, 1911, and completed 
September 15, 1911. It is a fifty (50) foot street with a 6-inch 
tar macadam roadway and flagging crosswalks. On the 
north side is a three (3) foot granite block gutter, granite 
edgestone, and the sidewalk, eight (8) feet in width, has an 
artificial stonewalk five (5) feet wide and twelve (12) inch 
seeded loam space. On the south side is a four (4) foot granite 
block gutter and a five (5) inch crushed stone sidewalk seven 
(7) feet in width. The artificial stone sidewalk was laid under 
a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The flagging was 
furnished by the city at the South End Paving Yard, Albany 
street, and hauled by the contractor. All the other material 
was furnished by the contractor. 

Champney street, from Faneuil street to Stratton street, is 
about 681 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
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surface of this street was awarded J. C. Coleman & Sons Com- 
pany July 28, 1911. Work was begun October 16,1 911, and 
suspended December 12, 1911. It is a forty (40) foot street 
with a six (6) inch Bermudez bound macadam roadway, three 
(3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestone, and when completed will have artificial stone side- 
walks seven (7) feet in width. The work is practically com- 
pleted with the exception of the laying of the artificial stone 
walks, which will be done in the spring as soon as the weather 
will permit. The flagging was furnished by the city at the 
South End Yard, Albany street, and hauled by the contractor. 
All the other material was furnished by the contractor. 

Canterbury street, from Poplar street to the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, is about 1,110 feet in length. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded Thomas F. Minton November 27, 1911. Work was 
commenced January 5, 1912. The work done this year has 
consisted in placing filling. 

Clarkwood street, from Blue Hill avenue to Norfolk street, 
is about 1,020 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to James H. McCarthy 
May 138, 1910. Work was begun September 29, 1910, and 
suspended December 3, 1910. It was resumed May 1, 1911, 
and completed May 11, 1911. It is a forty (40) foot street 
with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and a 
seven (7) foot sidewalk, consisting of a four (4) foot artificial 
stone and a loam space. 

Danville street, from Bellevue street to Wren street, is about 
428 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded the West Roxbury Trap Rock 
Company April 17, 1911. Work was begun April 28, 1911, 
and completed June 5, 1911. It is a forty (40) foot street, with 
a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven 
(7) foot sidewalks, consisting of a four and one-half (43) foot 
artificial stonewalk and seeded loam space. ‘The artificial stone 
sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 
The flagging was furnished by the city at the South End 
Yard, Albany street, and hauled by the contractor. All the 
other material was furnished by the contractor. 

Diz place, from Tremont street about 135 feet easterly. 
Work on the construction of this street as extended was 
begun on June 5, 1911. It was necessary to remove the Win- 
throp Schoolhouse in order that the street might be built and 
a contract was awarded to George T. Glennon, who razed the 
schoolhouse and paid the city a sum of $900 for removing the 
building, all the material contained therein becoming the 
property of the contractor. 

Doris street, from Dorchester avenue to Gardner avenue, 
is about 268 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
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surface of this street was awarded to the Fred 8. & A. D. 
Gore Corporation September 28, 1911. Work was begun 
September 28, 1911, and completed December 9, 1911. It is 
a thirty-five (35) foot street with a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway, three (8) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestone and six (6) foot artificial stone side- 
walks. The straight edgestone, flagging and paving blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was hauled by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. - 
The sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Douglas street, from East Eighth street to Columbia road, 
is about 266 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this. street was awarded William J. Rafferty 
& Co. October 13, 1911. Work was begun November 7, 
1911, and suspended November 29, 1911. It is a forty (40) 
foot street with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) 
foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edge- 
stone, and when completed will have artificial stone sidewalks 
seven (7) feet in width. This work is practically completed 
with the exception of laying the artificial stone sidewalks, 
which will be done in the spring as soon as the condition of 
the weather will permit. The granite blocks, flagging and 
straight edgestone were furnished by the city at the South 
End Paving Yard, Albany street, and hauled by the contractor. 
All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Emmet street, from East Second street to Kast Third street, 
is about 266 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded William J. Rafferty 
& Co. April 17, 1911. Work was begun June 15, 1911, 
and completed July 10, 1911. It is from 19.24 to 19.54 feet in 
width with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, two and one- 
half (23) foot gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone, 
and artificial stone sidewalks three and one-fourth (3+) feet 
in width, laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 
The granite blocks, flagging and edgestone was furnished by 
the city at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and 
hauled by the contractor. All the other materials were fur- 
nished by the contractor. 

Fisher avenue, from Hayden street to Parker Hill avenue, 
is about 1,226 feet in length. The contract for grading and 
constructing this street was awarded to James Doherty. Work 
started December 6, 1911, and was suspended January 8, 1912. 
This is a forty (40) foot street, and when completed will have 
a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven 
(7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The work done this year 
was confined to excavation. The work will be resumed early 
in the spring. . 

Fottler road, from Walk Hill street to Hiawatha road, is 
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about 500 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to William J. Rafferty 
& Co. September 23, 1911. Work was begun October 26, 
1911, and suspended November 23, 1911. The edgestone has 
been set and the gutters and tar macadam roadway laid from 
Walk Hill street to Mattapan street. Work was then sus- 
pended on account of the lateness of the season. Work will be 
resumed in the spring. 

Frost avenue, from Boutwell street to Fairview street, is 
- about 417 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to William J. Rafferty & 
Co. August 24, 1911. Work was begun September 18, 1911, 
and completed November 11, 1911. It is a forty (40) foot 
street with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (3) foot 
granite block gutters, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot 
artificial stone sidewalks. The granite blocks were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. All the other mate- 
rials were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Glenville avenue, from Harvard avenue to Allston square, is 
about 775 feet in length. The construction of the surface of 
this street, with the exception of the artificial stone sidewalks, 
was done by the Paving Service forces. Work was begun 
September 29, 1911, and suspended November 28, 1911. When 
completed it will be a forty (40) foot street, with a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging 
crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks 
seven (7) feet in width. The contract for constructing the 
artificial stone sidewalk was awarded to John Kelly Company 
October 25, 1911. Work was started October 30, 1911, and 
suspended December 138, 1911. Work will be resumed in the 
spring. 

Granville street, from Adams street to Milton street, is about 
820 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Connolly & Diamond April 7, 
1911. Work was begun April 21, 1911, and completed July 6, 
1911. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch tar 
macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite block gutters, flag- 
ging crosswalk, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot sidewalks, 
consisting of four and one-half (43) foot artificial stone walk 
and a loam space. The flagging was furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. All the other materials were fur- 
nished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalk was 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Greenwood street, from Harvard street to Elmo street, is 
about 2,056 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to J. C. Coleman & Sons 
Company April 17, 1911. Work was begun May 4, 1911, and 
completed July 19, 1911. It is a forty (40) foot street with a 
six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and a part with 
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seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks, and a part with four 
and one-half (43) foot artificial stone sidewalks and a loam 
space. The flagging was furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Greenleaf street, from Bryant street across Leon street, is 
about 262 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded John F. O’Connell October 31, 1911. 
Work was begun October 30, 1911, and suspended January 1, 
1912. It is a forty (40) foot street with a special five (5) inch 
granite block pavement, and flagging crosswalks laid on a six 
(6) inch concrete base with pitch and pebble joints, and granite 
edgestone. The sidewalks are seven (7) feet in width. The 
sidewalk on the northerly side is of brick and on the southerly 
side is to be artificial stone. With the exception of constructing 
the artificial stone sidewalk the street is completed. The 
straight edgestone was furnished by the city at the South End 
Yard and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
and bricks were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Geneva avenue, from Columbia road to Bowdoin street, is 
about 2,088 feet in length; 1,329 of this length is paved with 
Mack brick on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, 
with sand cushion and grout joints. The remaining length was 
paved with special five (5) inch granite blocks with pitch and 
pebble joints, on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, 
eravel cushion, on account of the steep grade near Columbia 
road. This work was done under contract by the Central 
Construction Company. Work was begun May 29, 1911, and 
suspended December 20, 1911. This street was formerly a 
narrow macadam country road and was widened to fifty (50) 
feet in width with eight (8) foot brick sidewalks, and granite 
edgestone. The Boston Elevated Railway Company laid 
double tracks through the street and paved them similar to 
the adjoining roadway. ‘There was quite a heavy cut on this 
street and in connection with this work about 190 feet of Olney 
street was widened to fifty (50) feet in width, and subgraded. 
The city furnished the granite ‘paving blocks, sidewalk brick 
and flagging on the line of the work. The rest of the materials 
were furnished by the contractor. On the north side of the 
street from Bowdoin street for about 839 feet there is an arti- 
ficial stone sidewalk, unfinished, which will be completed early 
in the spring. 

Hallet street, from Minot street to the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, is about 1,858 feet in length. The con- 
tract for furnishing the filling on this street was awarded to 
the John Kelly Company November 11, 1911. Work was 
begun November 27, 1911, and will continue through the winter 
without intermission. About 9,000 cubic yards of filling were 
deposited up to the close of this year. 
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Hazleton street, from Blue Hill avenue to 546 feet north- 
westerly. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James Doherty May 4, 1911. This 
street as constructed is fifty (50) feet wide, with granite edge- 
stone, eight (8) foot artificial stone sidewalks, built under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty, three (3) foot granite block 
gutters, and a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, with flag- 
ging crosswalks. The city furnished the flagging at the South 
End Paving Yard, Albany street. All the other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Harvard avenue, from Harvard street to Washington street, 
is about 707 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martin F. Gaddis July 
18, 1911. Work was begun July 31, 1911, and completed 
November 1, 1911. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six 
(6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) 
foot artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone, flag- 
ging and paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalk 
was laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Hiawatha road, from Blue Hill avenue to Fottler road, is 
about 962 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty Septem- 
ber 23, 1911. Work was begun November 12, 1911, and 
suspended December 7, 1911. The rough grading was com- 
pleted this fall and work was suspended for the winter. Work 
will be resumed in the spring. 

Hinsdale street, from Commonwealth avenue to Cummington 
street, is about 335 feet in length. The contract for construct- 
ing the surface of this street was awarded the Fred 8. & A. D. 
Gore Corporation August 14, 1911. Work was begun Sep- 
tember 1, 1911, and completed September 28, 1911. It is a 
fifty (50) foot street with a Mack brick block pavement, laid 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty, on a six (6) inch 
concrete base, with grout joints and granite edgestone. The 
sidewalks are eight (8) feet in width. The westerly sidewalk 
is artificial stone, laid under a five (5) year maintenance guar- 
anty, and the easterly sidewalk is of five (5) inch crushed 
stone. All the materials except templets were furnished by 
the contractor. 

Intervale street, from Blue Hill avenue to Normandy street, 
is about 650 feet in length. The construction of the surface 
of this street, with the exception of the artificial stone side- 
walks, was done by the Paving Service force. Work was 
begun April 13, 1911, and completed July 13, 1911. It isa 
forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, 
three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks and arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in width. The contract 
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for constructing the artificial stone sidewalk was awarded to 
Robert Eagar, Jr., April 22, 1911. Work was begun May 15, 
1911, and completed June 5, 1911. The sidewalks were laid 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Kenneth street, from Stratford street across Farrington ave- 
nue, is about 644 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded the John Kelly Company 
October 13, 1911. Work was begun November 15, 1911, and 
suspended December 9, 1911. It is a forty (40) foot street 
with three (8) foot granite block gutters and granite edgestone. 
The edgestone was laid on a crushed stone and concrete base 
foundation. ‘The work will be completed in the spring as early 
as weather conditions will permit. All the materials were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Kilton street, from Harvard street about 658 feet northerly. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to the John Kelly Company October 13, 1911. Work 
was begun October 24, 1911, and suspended December 11, 
1911. The edgestone has been set, gutters paved and the 
stone for the macadam placed this year. Work was suspended 
on account of cold weather and will be resumed in the spring. 

Intchfield street, from Lincoln street to Western avenue, is 
about 1,726 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to John J. Lane May 25, 
1911. This is a forty (40) foot street, with a six (6) inch tar 
macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite block gutters, flag- 
ging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial 
stone sidewalks, laid under a five (5) year maintenance guar- 
anty. The flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the city. 
All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Leon street, from Ruggles street to Greenleaf street, is about 
891 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty September 8, 
1910. Work was begun October 10, 1910, and suspended 
November 28, 1910; work was resumed April 19, 1911, and 
completed May 1, 1911. The work this year consisted in 
laying artificial stone sidewalks five (5) feet in width. This 
sidewalk is laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 
The contractor furnished the materials. 

Morton street, from Blue Hill avenue about 580 feet easterly. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to James Doherty October 15, 1910. Work was 
begun March 27, 1911, and completed May 22,1911. It is an 
eighty (80) foot street with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, 
three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestone and part twelve (12) foot artificial stone sidewalks 
with a seeded loam space and the remainder crushed stone. 
The flagging was furnished by the city and hauled by the » 
contractor. All other materials were furnished by the contrac- 
tor. The sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. 
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Pequot street, from Calumet street to Wait street, is about 
166 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded the J. C. Coleman & Sons Company, 
December 4, 1911. Work was begun December 28,1911. The 
work done thus far has consisted in excavating and placing a 
small amount of concrete foundation for a retaining wall on 
the northerly corner of Calumet street. All the materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Quint avenue, from Brighton avenue to Princeton avenue, is 
about 1,068 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded R. J. Young & Co. November 
13, 1911. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flag- 
ging crosswalks and granite edgestone. Artificial stone side- 
walks, seven (7) feet in width, were constructed the entire length 
of the street, except about 440 linear feet which had been pre- 
viously constructed, five (5) feet wide, with seeded loam space. 
About 28 linear feet of this five (5) foot walk was replaced and 
entire loam space reseeded. The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The 
straight edgestone was furnished by the city at the South End 
Paving Yard, Albany street, and hauled by the contractor. 
The granite paving blocks were furnished by the city at the 
Massachusetts avenue lot and hauled by the contractor. The 
flagging and circular edgestone were furnished by the city on 
the line of the work. All the other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. 

Railroad street, from Corey street across Willow street, is 
about 853 feet in length. The contract for constructing the © 
surface of this street was awarded the West Roxbury Trap 
Rock Company June 21, 1911. Work was begun June 23, 
1911, and completed December 9, 1911. It is a forty (40) foot 
street with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot 
eranite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone 
and crushed stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in width. The 
straight edgestone, part of the circular edgestone and the flag- 
ging were furnished by the city at the South End Yard and 
hauled by the contractor. Part of the circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All the other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Ralston street, from Dorchester avenue to Boston street, is 
- about 224 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 

surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty Sep- 
tember 8, 1910. Work was begun September 138, 1910, and 
suspended November 23, 1910. The work done in 1910 con- 
sisted of building a bulkhead on the northerly street line to 
hold up the street, furnishing and placing filling and building 
a fence on the north side. Work was resumed September 7, 
1911, and completed October 30,1911. Thisis a thirty-five (35) 
foot street with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, granite 
edgestone and three (8) foot granite block gutters. The side- 
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walks, which are six (6) feet wide, are brick on the north side of 
the street and artificial stone on the south side next to the 
church, which was laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. The city furnished the flagging at the South End 
Paving Yard, Albany street, the paving blocks at the Massa- 
chusetts avenue lot and the sidewalk brick on the line of 
the work. All the other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Sachem street, from Hillside street to Parker Hill avenue, is 
about 917 feet in length. The contract for excavating and 
filling was awarded to Daniel E. Lynch July 21, 1911, who 
assigned his rights in the contract to James Doherty December 
14, 1911, who did the cutting and filling and completed his work 
January 5, 1912. This section of Sachem street was laid out 
as a new street by the city in 1911 so as to make an easier grade 
up Parker Hill for the fire apparatus. It is forty (40) feet in 
width for most of its length. 

Stratford street, from Anawan avenue across Saville street, is 
about 1,551 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the West Roxbury Trap 
Rock Company October 30, 1911. Work was begun November 
13, 1911, and suspended December 22,1911. It is a forty (40) 
foot street and is to have a six (6) inch macadam roadway, 
three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestone, and the sidewalk, seven (7) feet in width, will have 
an artificial stone walk four and one-half (45) feet wide with 
seeded loam space. The work this season has consisted in 
paving gutters, setting edgestone and placing the crushed 
stone for the macadam and the cinders for the artificial stone 
sidewalk between Anawan avenue and Pelton street, a distance 
of about 498 feet. The granite blocks were furnished by the 
city at the Dimock Street Yard and hauled by the contractor. 
All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Southampton street, from Massachusetts avenue to 460 feet 
east of New England Railroad Bridge, is about 2,695 feet in 
length. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded McGuire & Kiernan October 30, 1911. 
Work was begun November 2, 1911. It is a seventy (70) 
foot street and the roadway is to be paved with special five (5) 
inch granite blocks and granite flagging crosswalks on a six 
(6) inch concrete base with pitch and pebble joints. Granite 
edgestone is to be set and the sidewalks, ten (10) feet in width, 
are to be graded. The work this season has consisted in grad- 
ing, resetting edgestone on north side, setting edgestone on 
both sides and paving on the north side about sixteen (16) feet 
in width from Hilton street, about seventy (70) feet east of 
Atkinson street, with five (5) inch granite blocks on a six (6) 
inch concrete base with pitch and pebble joints. The Boston 
Elevated Railway Company has laid one track in this section, 
and a brow of temporary paving on a gravel bed with gravel 
joints has been laid on each side of the track, so that practically 
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one-half of the roadway is in good condition for travel from 
Massachusetts avenue to about seventy (70) feet east of Atkin- 
son street. The granite blocks for temporary brow paving 
were furnished by the city at the Massachusetts avenue lot 
and hauled by the contractor. All the other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Wales street, from Harvard street to Talbot avenue, is about 
922 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty May 15, 1911. 
Work was begun May 23, 1911, and completed July 10, 1911. 
It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch tar macadam 
roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial stone 
sidewalks. The straight edgestone and flagging were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular 
edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
artificial stone sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Westcott street, from West Park street to Talbot avenue, is 
about 713 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty October 
3, 1910. Work was begun March 27, 1911, and completed 
May 22, 1911. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) 
inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and a seven (7) foot 
artificial stone sidewalk. The new edgestone, flagging and 
gutter paving blocks were furnished by the city at the Massa- 
chusetts avenue lot and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The artificial stone sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. 

West Park street, from.Bernard street to the New England 
Railroad Bridge, is about 386 feet in length. The contract” 
for constructing the surface of this street was awarded to 
James Doherty October 3, 1910. Work was begun April 21, 
1911, and completed May 11, 1911. It is a forty (40) foot 
street with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot 
granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone 
and artificial stone sidewalks, a part seven (7) feet in width 
and a part four (4) feet in width, with a loam space. The 
straight edgestone, flagging and paving blocks were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Whittemore terrace, from Hancock street about 210 feet 
westerly, was constructed by the division forces. As the 
edgestones and sidewalks were previously constructed it was 
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only necessary to build a six (6) inch macadam roadway and 
pave the gutters with granite blocks. 


GENERAL. 


Flint street, from Norfolk street to the New England Rail- 
road, is about 418 feet in length. The contract for sub-grading, 
setting edgestone, paving gutters and laying crosswalks was 
awarded to James Doherty June 14, 1911. This is a forty 
(40) foot street, with seven (7) foot sidewalks. There was 
quite a heavy cut on part of the street with considerable rock 
cut. The city furnished the flagging and straight edgestone 
at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and the circular 
edgestone on the line of the work. ‘The rest of the materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Hewlett street, from Walter street to Centre street, is about 
1,665 feet in length and from forty (40) to forty-one (41) feet 
in width. The contract for constructing the sidewalks, 
edgestones, gutters and flagging crosswalks was awarded 
William Rafferty & Co. June 14, 1911. Work was begun 
June 30, 1911, and completed September 19, 1911. The 
artificial stone sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. The flagging was furnished by the city . 
at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and hauled by 
the contractor. All the other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. The six (6) inch macadam surface was after- 
wards constructed by the city. 

Hall street, from South street to Call street, is about 860 
feet in length, including about fifty (50) feet in Call street. 
The contract for constructing the three (3) foot granite block 
gutters and setting granite edgestone in this street was awarded 
James Doherty June 26, 1911. Work was begun July 17, 
1911, and completed August 18, 1911. The straight edgestone 
was furnished by the city at the South End Paving Yard and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work. All eBo other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Hutchings street, from Elm Hill avenue to Humboldt avenue, 
is about 1,125 feet in length. The contract for setting edge- 
stone, paving gutters and laying crosswalks was awarded to 
the F. S. & A. D. Gore Corporation May 27, 1911. This is a 
forty (40) foot street with granite edgestone, seven (7) foot 
sidewalks, three (3) foot granite block gutters and flagging 
crosswalks. On a part of the street artificial stone sidewalks 
had been built previous to the present construction. Such of 
these as were in good condition and conformed to the new 
construction were allowed to remain. 

Huntington avenue, between Longwood avenue and Tremont 
street, and between Massachusetts avenue and Exeter street. 
The contract for resetting edgestone in track reservation was 
awarded the J. C. Coleman & Sons Company December 14, 
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1911. Work was begun December 19, 1911, and suspended 
January 5, 1912. The reservation edgestone between Long- 
wood avenue and Tremont street, with the exception of about 
320 feet on the northerly side near Vandyke street, has been 
reset this year. 

Maxwell street, from Milton avenue to Capen street, is about 
960 feet in length. The contract for repaving and regulating 
the edgestones, gutters and crosswalks was awarded to C. W. 
Dolloff & Co. June 21, 1911. Work was begun October 26, 
1911, and completed November 27, 1911. The sidewalks were 
graded by the department forces. It is a forty (40) foot street 
with a macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite block gutters, 
eranite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and seven (7) foot 
sidewalks. The straight edgestone and flagging were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All 
other new materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Mullet street, from Talbot avenue to Athelwold street, is 
about 1,617 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks and regulating the edgestones, gutters 
and crosswalks was awarded to C. W. Dolloff & Co. June 6, 
1911. Work was begun June 13, 1911, and completed August 
4, 1911. It is a forty (40) foot street with a macadam road- 
way, three (8) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, 
granite edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. 
All new material was furnished by the contractor. The side- 
walk was laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Mendum street, from Walter street to Fairview street, is 
about 900 feet in length. The contract for grading the road- 
way and constructing three (3) foot granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone, 700 feet of which was 
set on a crushed stone and concrete foundation, and seven (7) 
foot sidewalks, consisting of a four and one-half (43) foot arti- 
ficial stone walk laid under a five (5) year maintenance guar- 
anty, and seeded loam spaces, was awarded to John McCourt 
& Co. May 27, 1911. Work was begun May 26, 1911, and 
completed July 29, 1911. Sixty-one (61) linear feet of under- 
drain was also laid on the northerly side near Walter street. 
The straight edgestone was furnished by the city at the South 
End Yard and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All 
the other materials were furnished by the contractor. The six 
(6) inch macadam roadway was afterwards constructed by 
the city. 

Melville avenue, from Washington street to Dorchester ave- 
nue, is about 2,948 feet in length. The contract for regulating 
edgestones, gutters and crosswalks was awarded to C. W. 
Dolloff & Co. June 6, 1911. The contract for constructing 
the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to the Adams Pond 
Company May 15, 1911. Work was begun July 17, 1911, and 
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completed September 12, 1911. The macadam roadway was 
resurfaced by the department forces. It is a fifty (50) foot 
street with a macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block 
gutters, granite edgestone and eight (8) foot artificial stone 
sidewalks. The paving blocks were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. All other new materials were 
furnished by the contractors. The sidewalk was laid under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Old Colony Avenue, from Dorchester street across Hyde 
street, is about 1,090 feet in length. The contract for con- 
structing the surface of this street was awarded to James 
Doherty October 15, 1910. Work was begun October 24, 
1910, and completed September 6, 1911. It is an eighty (80) 
foot street with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, four (4) foot 
granite block hip gutters, granite edgestone at street corners, 
flagging crosswalks and crushed stone sidewalks twelve (12) 
feet in width. A concrete retaining wall with wooden fence 
was also built near Champney street. With the exception of 
placing filling all the work was done this season. The flagging 
and bricks for sidewalks on side streets were furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All the other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. Parts of Preble, Vinton and 
Jenkins streets were raised to meet the grade of Old Colony 
avenue, and the surfaces of these streets were replaced as 
before. 

Park street (northerly side), between Anawan avenue and 
Clement avenue, is about 1,100 feet in length. The contract 
for constructing an artificial stone sidewalk was awarded the 
West Roxbury Trap Rock Company October 3, 1911. Work 
was begun October 10, 1911, and completed November 1, 1911. 
This sidewalk, four and one-half (43) feet in length, is laid under 
a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

River street, from Mattapan square to the Hyde Park line, 
is about 1,765 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks and 
granite edgestone was awarded to C. W. Dolloff & Co. 
June 6, 1911. Work was begun September 12, 1911, and com- 
pleted December 4, 1911. The flagging was furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. All the other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. Macadam surface and 
crushed stone sidewalks were constructed by the city. 

Standish street, from Harvard street to West Park street, is 
about 830 feet in length. The contract for regulating edge- 
stones, gutters and sidewalks was awarded to James Doherty 
July 24, 1911. Work was begun August 3, 1911, and com- 
pleted September 10, 1911. It is a fifty (50) foot street with 
three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks and 
eight (8) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edge- 
stone, paving blocks and flagging were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
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furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. ‘The sidewalk was laid under 
a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Spencer street, from Talbot avenue to Athelwold street, is 
about 1,766 feet in length. The contract for regulating edge- 
stones, gutters and crosswalks was awarded to C. W. Dolloff 
& Co. May 22, 1911. Work was begun May 29, 1911, 
and completed July 10, 1911. The contract for constructing 
the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to James Doherty 
May 15, 1911. The roadway was resurfaced by the depart- 
ment forces. It is a forty (40) foot street with a macadam 
roadway, three (8) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial stone side- 
walks. The paving blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractors. The artificial stone sidewalk was laid 
under a five year maintenance guaranty. 

Thetford avenue, from Norfolk street to Evans street, is 
about 1,352 feet in length. The contract for regulating edge- 
stones, gutters and crosswalks and constructing an artificial 
stone sidewalk was awarded to the Adams Pond Company 
September 16, 1911. Work was begun September 19, 1911, 
and completed December 1, 1911. It is a forty-six (46) foot 
street with a macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and eight (8) 
foot artificial stone sidewalks. The flagging was furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The sidewalk was laid under 
a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Weld Hill street, from Hyde Park avenue to Forest Hills 
Cemetery, is about 1,020 feet in length. The contract for 
constructing three (8) foot granite block gutters, flagging 
crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks 
seven (7) feet in width was awarded to James Doherty June 21, 
1911. Work was begun July 26, 1911, and completed September 
12, 1911. About 280 feet of artificial stone sidewalk which 
had been previously laid was in good condition and was allowed 
to remain. The artificial stone sidewalk was laid under a five 
(5) year maintenance guaranty. The old cobbles were hauled 
to Catherine street, between Bourne street and Florence 
street, by the contractor. The straight edgestone and flagging 
were furnished by the city at the South End Paving Yard, 
Albany street, and hauled by the contractor. The circular 
edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Williams street, from Washington street to Forest Hills 
street, is about 1,498 feet in length. The contract for con- 
structing three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks and granite edgestone was awarded James Doherty 
June 14, 1911. Work was begun June 23, 1911, and completed 
September 1, 1911. The flagging and straight edgestone 
were furnished by the city at the South End Yard and hauled 
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by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. All the other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The city resurfaced the macadam 
roadway and crushed stone sidewalks. 

Washington street (westerly side), between Kittredge and 
Albano streets. A concrete retaining wall about sixty-five 
and one-half (653) feet in length with a wooden fence was 
built by Timothy Coughlin under contract dated May 18, 
1911.

Notice To MAkeE REPAIRS. 


There have been seventeen thousand three hundred 
fifty-seven (17,357) notices sent district foremen of 
the Paving Service, contractors, public service cor- 
porations and others to make repairs in the streets 
where defects existed for which they were responsible. 
There have been three hundred fifty-one (351) notices 
sent departments, corporations and others to perform 
work under the direction of the Paving Service where 
construction or resurfacing of streets was undertaken 
by the department. 

POLES. 


Permits have been issued for the placing of one 
hundred sixty-one (161) poles in public ways in ac- 
cordance with plans filed in the Permit Office. Permits 
have been issued for the removal of one hundred one 
(101) poles in accordance with plans filed with the 
Permit Office. Permits for the resetting of eleven 
hundred and ninety-nine (1,199) poles that were defective 
or unsafe were issued. 


Bonps. 


There are on file in the Permit Office fourteen hundred 
eighty-one (1,481) bonds covering the issuance of 
permits and maintenance of certain structures. 


ARTIFICIAL STONE SIDEWALKS. 


Two inspectors are assigned to the inspection of 
artificial stone sidewalks with reference to their con- 
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struction and maintenance. These inspectors have 
charge of all repairs made on account of wear, openings 
by public service corporations, drain layers and others, 
and defects arising from other causes. 


CLAIMS. 


The claim inspector, who was later in the year 
appointed claim agent, inspected 790 locations where 
alleged defects were reported to have caused accidents 
resulting in damage claims against the city. In con- 
nection with these claims he has interviewed approxi- 
mately twenty-five hundred (2,500) principals, witnesses 
and attorneys. 

The consolidation of the Street Department with the 
Engineering and Water Departments has increased the 
duties of this inspector to a considerable extent and he 
also has been directed to make the preliminary arrange- 
ments for settlements.

South Boston Stable. (Leased.) 


Stables and sheds, with accommodations for twenty 
horses, located at H and Second streets, South Boston. 


East Boston Stable. (Leased.) 


Stables and shed, with accommodations for fifteen 
horses, located at 324 East Eagle street and occupied 
jointly by Paving, Sewer, Street Cleaning and Sanitary 
Divisions. 

Charlestown Stable. 


With accommodations for twenty-five horses, situated 
on Rutherford avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet 
of land; stable built in 1875; cost $5,083.07; sheds and 
outbuildings built in 1879. 


Brighton. 


Accommodation was provided by the Sewer Division 
at its stable on Western avenue for two horses of the 
Sanitary Division. Discontinued July 15, 1908. 


Highland Stable. 


With accommodations for seventy-two horses on the 
old almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 
square feet. A part of this stable and adjoining lot is 
used by the Paving Division. There is on this lot a brick 
stable, built in 1878, which cost $88,594.13. On this lot 
is an offal shed, erected in 1875 at a cost of $1,160.12. 
This offal shed was abandoned on April 1, 1897, and in 
1900 part of it was remodeled and is now used as a car- 
riage house and wash room. 


South City Stables, Shops and Sheds. 


Situated on Albany street, opposite Newton street. 
The lot belonged to the city before being used for this 
purpose, and contains 90,780 square feet of land. 

The stables and buildings connected therewith are of 
brick. There are also on the premises five wooden sheds 
used for storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories 
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high, with French roof, and has accommodations for 100 
horses. ‘Twenty-three horses are kept in sheds. Total 
original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. In 1899 a 
veterinary hospital was built and equipped for the 
purpose of caring for sick and disabled horses. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, 
paint and harnessmaker’s shops, in which wagons, carts, 
harnesses, etc., used by this and other departments are 
constructed and kept in repair, also a horseshoeing shop 
for shoeing the horses of the division located in this 
section of the city. 


West Stables and Sheds. 


The stable is a brick building, a story and a half high, 
128 feet by 50 feet, located on North Grove street; built 
in 1860 without buildings attached to same. It has 
accommodations for ninety horses in stables and sheds. 
The lot contains about 45,152 square feet. On May 11, 
1896, a horseshoeing shop was established for the pur- 
pose of shoeing horses of the division stabled in this 
section of the city. 


Fort Hill Wharf. 


Containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the 
Sanitary Division; used as a dumping station for the 
city’s garbage and refuse and as a mooring place for 
dumping boats and scows which convey this material 
to sea and to the plant of the New England Sanitary 
Product Company. Cost of constructing platform and 
dredging dock, $6,219.33. There are five Barney dump- 
ing boats which are in continual use and are towed to 
sea by the tugboat ‘‘Cormorant.”’ 


Litchfield’s Wharf. (Leased.) 


Situated at 466 to 470 Atlantic avenue, containing 
about 35,460 square feet. Leased from Jacob H. Hecht, 
March 1, 1898, for a period of ten years. This wharf 
adjoins Fort Hill Wharf and is occupied in part by the 
New England Sanitary Product Company as a berth for 
their scows, and also by the buildings of the City Refuse 
Utilization Company for the disposal of waste and rub- 
bish. A portion of this wharf is used by the Paving 
Service. This property is now owned by the Middle- 
sex Trust. Lease extended from March 1, 1908, to 
December 1, 1908, and now running at will. 
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Weighing Shed. (Hired.) 


Situated at the corner of Massachusetts avenue and 
Southampton street. Rented from the Boston Consoli- 
dated Gas Company. Lot contains about 2,300 square 
feet of land. 


Wharf Property on Freeport Street, Dorchester. 


On Freeport street, Dorchester, wharf property con- 
taining 160,745 square feet, bought by the city for the 
Sanitary Department, but never used.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION. ENGINEER OF 
THE SEWER AND WATER DIVISION. 


L. K. Rourke, Esaq., 
Commissioner of Public Works: 

Dear Sir,—I respectfully report herewith upon the 
operation of the Sewer and Water Division for the past 
year: 

While the record is one of improvement, due to a 
more logical organization than previously existed, there 
is yet ample room for further advance. 

The work of the division is seriously handicapped by 
the number of employees who are unable to perform a 
reasonable day’s work by reason of age or physical 
inability, a majority of these men having grown old in 
faithful service to the city; an extension of the pension 
system to embrace the old and deserving employees 
of all grades would serve the ends of justice and would 
best promote efficiency. 

During the past year twenty-nine veterans of the 
Civil War were'retired on half pay under the authority 
of chapter 113 of the Acts of 1911. 

It gives me pleasure to acknowledge the cooperation 
of assistants throughout the division.

SEWER SERVICE. 
The following is the report of the Chief Engineer: 


F. A. McInngEs, 
Division Engineer, Sewer and Water Division: 


Dear Srr,— The amount of work which confronts 
the Sewer Service is very great, the larger items being 
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the completion of the separate system throughout the 
Charles river area, the relief of the sewer systems of the 
South End, and the rebuilding of the old wooden sewers 
of the city proper. In addition, a vigorous develop- 
ment and building boom has started in West Roxbury, 
the southern part of Dorchester, and East Boston, and 
there will probably be a large amount of sewer and sur- 
face drain work to be done in Hyde Park. 

The situation has been aggravated by the extremely 
meager appropriation of last year for the Sewerage 
Works Loan, namely, $250,000. Much of the work 
waiting to be done this year should have been done 
last year. There is at least three-quarters of a million 
dollars’ worth of work necessary in these portions of 
the city outside of the Charles river drainage area, 
work which should be done during the year 1912. 

In the Charles river drainage area also the loan was 
reduced from the $674,000 of the previous year to 
$400,000, an unduly great reduction. 

I submit the following statement of the more 1mportant 
items of work done by the Sewer Service during the year 
1911, and the important work which should be per- 
formed by this service during the coming year, together 
with the usual tabular statements. 


Ciry PROPER. 


The old wooden sewer in Central street, between 
Broad and Kilby streets, has been replaced with a large 
concrete sewer. 

The old sewer in Bedford street, between Chauncy 
street and Harrison avenue, having broken down, has 
been rebuilt. 

The sewer in West street, between Mason and Tremont 
streets, wrecked by loss of ground in building the new 
Lawrence Building, was rebuilt. The Dartmouth street 
sanitary sewer is being carried on through St. James 
avenue and Providence street to reach Park square. 


Contemplated. 


Separate systems of sewers should be built in West 
Cedar and Phillips streets, in Church street, between 
Boylston and Providence streets; and in Providence 
street, between Church and Berkeley streets. In a 
large list of old sewers which should be rebuilt — most

of them wooden sewers — the following are particularly 
bad and should be replaced this season: 

Nashua street; Beach street, between Atlantic and 
Harrison avenues; Fulton street, between Richmond 
and Lewis streets; Richmond street, between Fulton and 
North streets; Leverett street, between Charles and 
Brighton streets; Friend street, between Market and 
Sudbury streets; Merrimac street, between Portland 
and Market streets; Sudbury street, between Haymarket 
square and Portland street; Blackstone street, between 
Haymarket square and Hanover street; Albany street, 
between Beach and Kneeland streets; Harrison ave- 
nue, between Beach and Essex streets; North street, 
between Blackstone street and Merchants row. 

The beginning of the pumping system for the relief 
of the South End sewer systems should be made this 
year. At least $200,000 could be advantageously 
expended for this object during the coming season. 


RoxBuRY. 


A complete system of sewers has been built in Wash- 
ington street, from Ball street to Dudley street, and a 
large surface drain in Massachusetts avenue, from the 
Dorchester brook sewer to the New England Railroad 
bridge. Work is now in progress on a system of sewers 
and surface drains for Southampton street, between 
Massachusetts avenue and the Dorchester brook sluice- 
way, about 1,200 feet having been completed. The 
streets on Norfolk House Hill being inadequately 
furnished with catch-basins, a group of twenty-nine 
basins have been located and built by contract. 


Contemplated. 


The separation of the sewer system in the Ruggles 
street district, bounded by Ruggles street, Tremont 
street, Hammond street and Shawmut avenue; and 
also in the district between Tremont street and Columbus 
avenue, from Camden street to Roxbury Crossing; also 
the building of separate systems of sewers in Fisher 
avenue and Sachem street. 


DORCHESTER. 


The extension of the Mattapan brook conduit and 
sanitary sewer from the Blue Hill avenue station of the 
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New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad to Nor- 
folk street, has been begun. A sanitary sewer outlet 
is being built in Harvard street, between Morton and 
Gilmer streets, which affords the outlet for about 
2,000 feet of release sewers in Wellington Hill. 


Contemplated. 


Over $300,000 worth of work should be done in Dor- 
chester this year—on the Davenport brook conduit, 
Mattapan brook condwt, Neponset Playground brook 
conduit, Coleman street brook conduit, the Dorchester 
brook sewer and the Auckland street surface drain, and 
also in the satisfaction of petitions for sewers in the 
Rugby district and in the vicinity of Preston and Ever- 
dean streets, and in Hallet street; also a separate system 
of sewers for Washington street, from Blue Hill avenue 
to Columbia road. 


West Roxpury. 


Section 8 of Stony brook, extending from the Arborway 
up Hyde Park avenue, across the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad embankment and Washing- 
ton street to the junction of the brook south of Forest 
Hills, has been started and 370 feet of it completed. 
A contract has been let and work begun on the rip- 
rapping of the Canterbury branch of Stony brook (which 
was improved last year, but on which the banks have 
not withstood the winter weather). A temporary 
enlargement of the lower part of the Roslindale branch 
of Stony brook has been made between Firth road and 
Ashland street. 


Contemplated. 


The important items of work contemplated in West 
Roxbury are: The Roslindale brook culvert, from Belle- 
vue station to Corey street; the Auburn street brook 
conduit; Spring street sewer, from Gardner street to the 
river; Hemman street sewer and outlet; Temple street 
outlet, from the Metropolitan sewer near Farragut street 
to Board of Survey street No. 1566; Parkway branch 
of Roslindale brook and sanitary sewers between 
Anawan avenue and Martin street; surface drains in 
Sycamore and Poplar streets, between Hawthorne and 
Hilburn streets, and sewer and surface drain in Cornauba 
street and outlet in Hawthorne street. 
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BRIGHTON. 


The separation of the sewer system in Market street, 
between Western avenue and the railroad, and in 
Wallingford road, Glenville avenue, Champney and 
Intchfield streets, has been completed, and separation 
started in Western avenue, between Everett and Market 
streets. At a point 600 feet west of Essex street a 
large concrete culvert and sanitary sewer were built. 
across the Boston & Albany Railroad to Charles river, 
the sewer connecting with the Metropolitan system. 


Contemplated. 


The Telford street outlet, from Western avenue to 
Charles river; the Holmes avenue surface drain, and the 
completion of the Salt Creek culvert across the Boston 
& Albany Railroad at Allston. 


East Boston. 


About 1,500 linear feet of sewers and surface drains 
have been completed in Orient avenue, between Walley 
and Tower streets, as well as sewers and surface drains 
in Breed and Gladstone streets, and in Lubec street, from 
Neptune road to a point 300 feet southwesterly. 


Contemplated. 


This service intends building the necessary sewerage 
works in Frankfort and Gove streets; sewers in Mont- 
morenct avenue, between Orient avenue and Tower 
streets; Neptune road, between Lubec street and the 
Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad; Saratoga 
street, between Boardman and Trumbull streets; relocate 
Saratoga street culvert; build large surface drainage 
systems in Frankfort street, between Prescott street and 
Neptune road, and in Neptune road, between Orleans 
street and the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad; 
also it is proposed to rebuild the old Border street sewer, 
between Sumner street and Central square. 


SoutH Boston. 


The system of sewers in Old Colony avenue, between 
Hyde and Dorchester streets, has been completed. 
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Contemplated.

CALF PASTURE PUMPING STATION. 


The principal additions and renewals are as follows: 

The centrifugal pumps, contracted for, to replace the 
old Worthington pumps, are on the ground. One of 
them is in process of erection, the foundation and work 
in the well is completed, the pump is on the foundation 
and most of the necessary piping is in place or con- 
tracted for. The pump should be in operation by the 
first of July. 

The erection of the second pump will follow imme- 
diately the completion of the first. 

The reason for erecting these pumps, one at a time, 
is the necessity of keeping one of the old pumps in com- 
mission for emergency cases. 

New galleries have been erected in the roof of the 
main building, giving access to the upper windows. 
An 8-inch water pipe has been laid to the salt water 
well to supply city water for condensing in emergency 
cases. Galleries have been built over the boilers in the 
boiler room. 

New gates have been placed on the force mains in the 
pipe chamber, and the old sludge carrier in the deposit 
sewer has been replaced by a new one. 

The widening and deepening of the channel to the 
pumping station dock is contracted for and the work 
is in progress.

New roof over that portion of the engine room where 
the new pumps are being installed. 

Piping in boiler house and 4-stage feed water pumps. 

Rebuilding of the wharf and extension of coal run 
over same for a distance of 50 feet. 

Rebuilding of sludge tank, which receives material 
from the deposit sewers.

Construction of a grit chamber between the gate- 
house and engine house with the necessary appliances 
for handling sand from same.

ENTRANCE FEES, PERMITS AND ASSESSMENTS. 


Entrance fees to the amount of $6,480.85 have been 
deposited with the City Collector for collection from 
estates upon which no sewer assessment was ever paid, 
in accordance with the Ordinances of 1908, chapter 3, 
section 11. 3 

Bills for sewer assessments amounting to $926.83 
have been deposited for collection, representing those 
estates assessed under chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889 
and amendments thereto, which have been connected 
during the year with the sewers for which they were 
assessed. 

Three thousand five hundred and thirty-nine permits 
have been issued, viz.: 675 to district foremen, 93 to 
contractors and 2,771 to licensed drain layers, for 
repairing or laying house drains. The work done 
under these permits has been inspected and a record of 
the same made on the plans of this division, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Ordinances of 1908, 
chapter 3.

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WATER SERVICE. 


The past year has been an active one as will be seen 
from the following summary of work done. 

In addition to large extensions of the existing pipe 
system, necessitated by new street and building con- 
struction, a considerable amount of relaying of old mains 
has been done in those parts of the city where the need 
of increased fire protection was greatest; this impor- 
tant class of work should be carried on each year if the 
city is to be properly protected from fire. The following 
is a part of the work of this kind done: 

A 16-inch main was laid in Albany street, South 
End, from Canton street to Dover street, replacing an 
old 12-inch pipe laid in 1863-1864—1869 and long known 
to be in a dangerous condition, thereby ensuring adequate 
fire protection in that dangerous territory. 

A 16-inch main was laid in Church street, city proper, 
from Tremont street to Columbus avenue, replacing 
a 6-inch pipe laid in 1869, greatly strengthening the fire 
service. 

A 12-inch main was laid in Braintree street, Brighton, 
from Allston street to Everett street, replacing an old 
8-inch pipe, affording a much needed improvement in a 
section where the fire risk is a serious one. 

A 12-inch main was laid in Ericsson street and Water 
street, Neponset, from Walnut street to Fulton street, 
replacing a 6-inch pipe laid in 1871 and affording 
adequate protection to that section of the city. 

Other important work done was as follows: 

A 36-inch high service main was laid in Washington 
street and Sanford street, Dorchester, from Codman 
street to Morton street; this line will connect the 
Boston 30-inch high service pipe extending southerly 
through Dorchester, Roxbury, ete., and the Metropolitan 
36-inch pipe in Morton street, supplying Quincy and 
Milton, and will be of the greatest value in the event of 
failure in either the Boston or Metropolitan mains. 

A 12-inch high service main was laid in Dorchester 
avenue and West Second street, South Boston, from 
West Fourth street to Granite avenue, supplying high 
service for fire pipes and sprinkler pipes; connections 
for these purposes have already been taken from this line.

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The work of laying and relaying pipe has been done 
almost entirely by eontract, the award being made in 
each case to the lowest bidder. An innovation has been 
made in the manner of disposing of the old cast-iron 
pipes which are taken up in relaying and which, in the 
past, have been hauled by the city to the department 
yard, where they were broken up and sold for junk; 
the new system makes the disposal of the pipe a part of 
the contract by requiring the bidder to pay a stipulated 
price per foot for it. 

The work of waste prevention was carried on with a 
force of thirteen men, substantial results being obtained 
in Dorchester, West Roxbury, Brighton, Charlestown 
and a part of Roxbury; in Charlestown the effect of the 
work was particularly noticeable, the consumption 
being reduced one and one-half million gallons per day 
by two months’ work of inspection. The method of 
work followed was as follows: In the event of a leak 
being found, a notice was left on the premises stating 
this fact and requesting that immediate repairs be 
made; after a week’s time a re-examination was made 
and if the leak still existed a second notice was left 
similar to the first; a third examination followed after 
another week, and if nothing had been done a notice 
was delivered stating that a fine of $2 would be imposed 
and the water would be shut off if repairs were not made 
at once; this last notice in almost all cases produced the 
desired result; in only fifty cases was it necessary to shut 
off the water; in no case was a fine imposed. 

The provisions of chapter 524 of the Acts of 1907, 
which require that meters shall be set each year on all 
new service pipes, and on 5 per cent of the services 
unmetered on December 31, 1907, has been practically 
complied with; to do this it was necessary to set 2,262 
meters, on account of the failure to fully comply with 
the law the past three years, in addition to 5,290 
required by law during the present year. The policy 
adopted has been to confine the work as far as possible 
to one section of the city, with the idea of reducing time 
lost in transportation, etc., to a minimum, and with the 
further idea of collecting data in regard to the condi- 
tions that will obtain as the number of meters increase. 
East Boston was chosen as being particularly well 
situated for this purpose, as its water supply is exactly 
measured by Venturi meters, and its consumption is 
representative of the city as a whole; practically every 
service on the island was metered and information will 
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(scon) be available that will prove of great value in the 
future study of the question of water rates. 

Chapter 312 of the Acts of 1911 authorized the expen- 
diture of $1,000,000 for the construction of a high 
pressure fire system, and in June of this year a 
first installment of $150,000 was made available by 
vote of the City Council. An engineering force was at 
once organized with headquarters at the Old City Hall, 
Charlestown, and work has been vigorously prosecuted 
on surveys, specifications, plans and general studies 
for the proposed work; when the location of the pump- 
ing station is decided upon, actual work of construction 
will be carried rapidly on. 

The work of the Distribution Branch has been of the 
usual varied and exacting nature, and has been confined 
almost entirely to maintenance; that efficiency has 
increased is shown in the actual record of work done, 
the improvement being largely due to better discipline. 

Two fountains for horses, with individual drinking 
cups, were established, one at the junction of Merrimac, 
Causeway and Lowell streets, and one on Beacon 
street, near Charles street. 

The average daily total consumption for the year 
was 85,511,500 gallons. 

The average daily per capita consumption of 130 
gallons in 1910 was reduced during the present year to 
124 gallons; this represents a saving of 3,936,100 
gallons per day.

MAIN PIPE. 


Seventy-eight thousand eight hundred and fourteen 
linear feet of mains were laid, relaid and relocated, and 
27,840 linear feet were abandoned. Gate valves, air 
valves and blow-offs were established and abandoned, 
as stated in Table No. I. Two hundred and eighteen 
thousand six hundred and sixty-six linear feet of mains 
were acquired by the annexation of the town of Hyde 
Park. The total mileage of mains now owned and 
operated by the department is 818.4 miles, consisting 
almost entirely of cast-iron pipe, there being but 4,985 
feet of 30-inch and 6,180 feet of 20-inch wrought-iron 
cement lined pipe in the system. ‘There were also laid 
142 feet of 8-inch and 513 feet of 6-inch private mains 
not connected with the system. 

Of the total amount laid, there were extended 42 feet 
of 4-inch, 808 feet of 6-inch, 18,220 feet of 8-inch, 
13,047 feet of 10-inch, 16,591 feet of 12-inch, 1,693 feet 
of 16-inch,.and 1,890 feet of 36-inch, making a total of 
52,291 feet. 

In replacing old and inadequate mains there were 
laid 60 feet of 6-inch, 2,381 feet of 8-inch, 5,223 feet of _ 
10-inch, 9,937 feet of 12-inch and 3,752 feet of 16-inch, 
making a total of 21,353 feet. 

On account of construction work of different kinds it 
was necessary to relocate the following lengths of main 
pipe: Five hundred and sixty feet of 2-inch, 153 feet 
of 4-inch, 294 feet of 6-inch, 745 feet of 8-inch, 1,201 feet 
of 10-inch, 1,162 feet of 12-inch, 793 feet of 16-inch and 
262 feet of 30-inch, making a total of 5,170 feet. 

There were acquired by the annexation of the town 
of Hyde Park 663 feet of 2-inch, 51,571 feet of 4-inch, 
113,935 feet of 6-inch, 19,876 feet of 8-inch, 15,181 feet 
of 10-inch, 11,657 feet of 12-inch, 5,639 feet of 14-inch 
and 144 feet of 16-inch, making a total of 218,666 feet. 

For other repairs and maintenance items see Table 
No. III. 

HYDRANTS. 


Two hundred and ninety-two public and 3 private 
hydrants were established and 156 public and 3 private 
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hydrants were abandoned, 208 public and 72 private 
hydrants were acquired by the annexation of the town 
of Hyde Park, making a total number of 8,450 public 
and 374 private and suburban hydrants connected with 
the system January 31, 1912. 

Following is a statement of the cost of establishing 
and abandoning hydrants independent of those done 
in conjunction with main pipe work during the year:

SERVICE PIPEs. 


Fifteen hundred and fifty-four service pipes of diam- 
eter varying from 2 of an inch to 8 inches were laid and 
358 were abandoned. Net increase for the year was 
1,196. Twenty-five hundred and _ sixty-two were 
acquired by the annexation of the town of Hyde Park, 
making a total in the system of 100,914. Tables 
VII., VIII., [X., X. and XI. give details as to number, 
size, length in feet, etc., also cost of laying and changing 
service pipes. Table XII. shows the cost of the work 
necessary to the maintenance of the service pipe system 
during the year. All 32-inch pipes are made of lead. 
Those ranging from #?-inch to 2-inch, inclusive, are of 
lead and lead lined iron. Pipes of 3 inches and upward 
are of cast iron. 

METERS. 


Two hundred and twenty-seven outside and 32 inside 
meters were installed at a total cost, exclusive of the 
meter itself, of $4,704.10. Tables No. XIII. and XIV. 
show the details of this work and the causes and cost of 
repairs. 
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WATER Posts. 


Eleven water posts for street sprinkling carts were 
established, 10 abandoned, and 29 acquired by the 
annexation of the town of Hyde Park, making a total 
number of 542 connected with the system January 
31, 1912. The total cost of the work was $386.44. 
Table XV. gives a statement of repairs made on water 
posts, with the causes and cost of the same. 


FOUNTAINS. 


Two troughs for horses in new locations and 3, re- 
placing old style trough with drinking cups, were 
established. Six taps were established on hydrants 
to permit teamsters to furnish water in pails to their 
horses. Five bubble fountains for cold water and 3 
without cold water attachment were established. The 
old style drinking cup was abolished in 40 fountains 
and 20 stone troughs by substituting bubbles in each 
case. |

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER FOR THE 
BOSTON AND CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES. 


Boston, February 1, 1912. 
Hon. JouHn F. FirzGEeRa.p, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— As commissioner for the City of Boston I 
respectfully submit herewith the annual report of the 
Boston and Cambridge Bridge Commission for the 
year 1911. 

This commission is composed of two members, one 
appointed by the Mayor of the City of Boston and 
one by the Mayor of the City of Cambridge, under 
the provisions of chapter 467, Acts of 1898. This 
commission has charge of the care and maintenance 
of the following-named bridges, connecting the cities 
of Boston and Cambridge: Cambridge-River Street, 
Essex-Brookline Street, North Harvard-Boylston Street, 
Prison Point, Cambridge, Harvard, Western Avenue. 

As there was no specific appropriation made by the 
City of Boston for its portion of the expense of the 
commission during the past year, the amount expended 
was taken from the appropriation for the Public Works 
Department, Bridge and Ferry Division, and amounted 
to $21,055.26. 

Besides the necessary patching and small repairs 
required on these bridges from time to time, the following 
work was done: 


Cambridge-River Street—This bridge has been resheathed 
during the past year, and will need sheathing again during 
the coming year. Some painting, also, will be needed. 

Essex-Brookline Street— This bridge has been resheathed 
during the past year, and will need sheathing again during 
the coming year. 

North Harvard-Boylston Street— New timbers were put in, 
and parts of the bridge redecked and resheathed where it 
was absolutely necessary, and the fences rebuilt. If this 
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bridge is to be used another year some extensive repairs 
will have to be made on the leaves of the draw, and other 
extensive repairs will be needed to keep the bridge in passable 
condition. 

Prison Point.—The entire roadway of this bridge was 
resheathed, and a new drawtenders’ house built. This bridge 
probably has more teaming than any other bridge to Cam- 
bridge, and this has been increased by the opening of the 
Commercial Avenue Bridge in Cambridge. It will prob- 
ably need new sheathing twice a year in the future, and I 
recommend that a permanent pavement of some kind be 
laid on this bridge. The ironwork of the bridge is in bad 
condition and needs painting. The sidewalk planking will 
need attention during the coming year. 

Cambridge Bridge.— This bridge is in good condition, and with 
the exception of painting and the repairing of some of the 
lamp-posts is not in urgent need of repairs. To properly 
preserve the steel work, however, it is recommended that 
the bridge be painted during the coming year at an esti- 
mated cost of $15,000; one-half to be paid by Boston. 

Harvard Bridge.— This bridge has been repainted at a cost to 
the City of Boston of $2,700. The roadway has been 
patched several times, yet, notwithstanding this, is still 
in bad condition. The patching of the present wood block 
paving is, in my opinion, a waste of money, and will serve no 
satisfactory end. This block has been laid about eleven years. 
Some of the deck is in bad condition, making the roadway 
dangerous to the passing of heavy teams. During the year 
1912 the bridge should be redecked and repaved, and all bad 
stringers replaced by new ones; the estimated cost of this 
work being $65,000, one-half to be paid by Boston. 

Western Avenue.— This bridge has been resheathed during 
the past year, and will need sheathing again during the 
coming year.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOLHOUSE DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1912. 


Hon. JoHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Dear Sir,— In accordance with provisions of chapter 
473 of the Acts of 1901, the Board of Schoolhouse Com- 
missioners submits herewith its tenth annual report, 
covering the period from February 1, 1911, to February 
1, 1912. 

I 


GENERAL STATEMENT. 


In the report last year the Board stated that the 
School Committee had not approved the Fort Hill site 
for the High School of Commerce and the matter 
remained at a standstill until the Legislature passed the 
Act allowing the city to build in the Fenway. After 
the passage of this Act the School Committee and the 
Board asked permission of the Board of Park Commis- 
sioners to build the school in the Fenway, and after 
several conferences they gave their consent, with the 
proviso that the plans should be approved by them. 

The site was then selected, which received the approval 
of the School Committee, Park Commission and the 
Board, and which your Honor also approved. 
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The architects were then instructed to prepare plans 
suitable for the new. site and they are now nearing 
completion. The Board hopes to begin building about 
the first of April and have it ready for occupancy in 
1913. The architects on this building had been employed 
on a salary basis. This contract was terminated and 
they were engaged on the regular commission basis 
under which all architects are employed. 

The plans for the new High School of Practical Arts 
will be completed about the middle of March. The 
Board expects to start this building in April and have it 
ready about February of next year. 

The list of items carried to completion last year were 
as follows: | 

Abraham Lincoln School, Lafayette School, George 
T. Angell School, John Lothrop Motley School, Mary 
Lyon School, Charles Bulfinch School, John Winthrop 
School, James A. McDonald School and enlargement of 
Girls’ High School. 

These buildings, with the exception of the Abraham 
Lincoln and Lafayette Schools, were of so-called second- 
class construction, and the expectations of the Board, 
expressed in its report of last year, regarding the saving 
over those of first-class construction, have been fully 
realized. 

The Board undertook to enlarge the Girls’ High 
School during the vacation season of last year, an appro- 
priation of $100,000 having been given by the School 
Committee for this purpose. 

Plans were prepared and ready on the first of June. 
The School Committee was requested to close the build- 
ing at that time, as the work of constructing this 
addition was very difficult. The time being very short, 
it was deemed wise to select the names of competent 
builders to compete for the work, rather than adver- 
tise. This was done with your Honor’s approval, and 
also that of the Finance Commission. The Board was 
able to complete the work in time for the opening of 
school in September. 

The School Committee, at the beginning of the year, 
appropriated the sum of $500,000 from the bond issue 
and later appropriated the sum of $405,000 from the 
tax levy. This gave us a total of $905,000 appropriated 
for the erection and completion of new buildings and 
extension and enlarging schoolyards, an itemized list of 
which will be found in another portion of this report.

In the last report the Board stated that indications 

showed a decrease inthe number of children in the 
elementary schools, and that it was possible that many 
more new buildings would not be needed, but the shift- 
ing of the population and the policy ‘of the School 
Committee to reduce the number of children in the 
class rooms will necessitate the erection of new buildings 
for some time to come. It will also be necessary to 
erect new buildings to take the place of some of the old 
ones which should be abandoned. 
_ The Board is continuing the policy of drawing plans 
for all electrical and heating work, and the architectural 
- division is making plans for some of the smaller build- 
ings, as well as attending to the major repairs. 

In the matter of repairs the Board succeeded last 
year in completing everything during the vacation 
season. ‘This was accomplished in such a manner that 
the School Committee commended the Board’s policy 
in the following words,— ‘‘that the repairs undertaken 
by your Board during the summer appear to have been 
done with expedition, the completion of new buildings 
pushed with dispatch, and the School Committee is grati- 
fied to note the success that has attended your efforts 
to provide suitable and adequate accommodations at 
the beginning of the term.” 

During the last year, in compliance with the State law 
that prohibits the use of drinking cups or utensils, the 
Board installed automatic drinking fountains in all the 
schoolhouses of the city. 

At the outset the Board experienced serious difficul- 
ties in arriving at a decision as to the adoption of the 
fountain that would best serve the interests intended, 
and at a price within reason. New devices of all descrip- 
tions first coming on the market are apt to develop 
many defects that only appear by repeated use, and 
like all patented articles whose usé is made compulsory 
by a State law, the prices were found to be exorbitant. 
Correspondence with the School Boards of other large 
cities elicited the information that a similar situation 
universally existed. The Board then had a sample of 
each of the best makes of automatic drinking fountains 
installed in the office of the Commission and gave each 
a practical test. As a result some were summarily dis- 
carded on the ground of being more unsanitary and 
unhygienic than the drinking cup, and slight defects 
developed in all makes, and measures were taken to 
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overcome the difficulties. By purchasing small quan- 
tities of each of the best makes, with defects remedied 
and adjusted in accordance with the views of the Board, 
and then fully testing them in some of the schools and 
deferring the final purchase of the large number required, 
the Board at last succeeded in obtaining fountains that 
met all requirements at a price considerably less than 
could have been obtained had the Board publicly 
advertised in the beginning. 

Complying with the requirements of the new City 
Charter, the Board was restricted to the columns of the 
City Record in advertising for land for new buildings. 
While satisfactory results may be obtained for proposals - 
for the erection of new buildings and major repairs 
over the one thousand dollar hmit by advertising in 
said paper (as all classes of contractors subscribe for 
same, having learned that proposals for city contracts 
appear only in this paper), the new departure does not 
produce good results in advertising for land. In fact, 
it has proved a handicap in this particular. So few 
responses were received to several advertisements of this 
character that the Board was compelled to adopt the 
policy of mailing copies of the City Record advertisement 
to the various real estate dealers in the locality or 
district where land was desired in order to obtain any 
satisfactory results, and in several instances the members 
of the Board were compelled to make a personal search 
in the locality designated, and acquire, by eminent 
domain, a site other than any of those offered in 
response to the advertisement for land for the erection 
of the new building in question. 

While loath to suggest any amendment to an instru- 
ment which appears to have public approval, the Board 
is sincerely convinced that an amendment to the City 
Charter in this particular, whereby the advantages of 
the daily press could be obtained, would be benficial 
~ to the city’s interests. 

In all cases public interest was manifested at the 
hearings held for the selection of sites for new buildings. 
They were well attended by representative citizens and 
valuable information and suggestions were imparted 
that proved beneficial to the Board in deciding upon the 
site of the building to be erected to serve the best inter- 
ests of the locality. 

The Board is still experimenting with the use of the 
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single standard furniture, but is not yet prepared to say 
that it is better than what it has been using. 

In the matter of the fresh air rooms the School Com- 
mittee has renewed its request that all class-rooms 
in new buildings shall be what are now termed fresh 
air rooms; that is, they are to have one side of the room 
open from the floor to the ceiling. The Board has been 
unable up to the present time to devise any practical 
scheme that would comply with this request, and has 
replied to the School Committee that it thought better 
to go slowly with this matter until the scheme was more 
fully developed. 

The subject of ventilation is being discussed at present 
in several cities, and various committees of experts have 
been appointed to report on the best methods. The 
Board is at present experimenting with the humidifica- 
tion of the class-rooms and hope to get good results 
from the same. There has been a great deal of criticism 
from doctors and others regarding the present system of 
ventilation in schoolhouses, but no better system is 
known than that which is at present installed in the 
buildings of our city. In this the Board is endorsed by 
authorities from other cities who have said that our 
method was the best known. When these committees 
make their report something new may be learned 
regarding this subject. 

The vacuum cleaning system is being installed in all 
of our new buildings, and the Board is desirous of placing 
same in the old buildings, but the appropriation will not 
permit of this. 

The Board received from the School Committee last 
year a special appropriation of $17,000 to be applied 
to the equipping of all buildings with automatic urinal 
flushing tanks. The work of installing the tanks is 
now almost complete and the initial cost for installation 
will be more than offset by the saving accomplished 
annually in the consumption of water. 

The Board also received an additional $10,000 for the 
installation of a new heating system in the Quincy 
School, and this was done during the vacation season. 

The Board has under consideration the planning of a 
smaller class-room to fit in with the School Committee’s 
policy and in connection therewith are considering the 
changing of the present wardrobes so that each pupil 
may have separate compartments.

I have had with your Chairman, I return herewith, without my 
approval, your order of March 27, appropriating the sum of 
four hundred fifty thousand dollars ($450,000) for the 
purpose of constructing and furnishing new school buildings, 
including the taking of land therefor, and for school yards, and 
the preparing of school yards for use. I understand that the 
order will be passed in a revised form, which will omit or reduce 
certain’ items, and will bring the total down to about four 
hundred five thousand dollars ($405,000).

At a meeting of the School Committee held on April 
17, 1911, it was voted to reduce the appropriation to 
$405,000 and this Board was so notified. No change, 
however, was made in the list of items. 
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On April 28, 1911, the Board of Schoolhouse Commis- 
sioners notified the School Committee that it preferred 
to expend this appropriation for the following items 
selected from those designated by the School Committee, 
this being done after conferring with the Superintendent 
of Schools:

On April 28, 1911, the Board of Schoolhouse Com- 
missioners requested, and the School Committee con- 
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curred in a transfer of $80,000 from appropriation bond 
issue, 1911, Item 1, Dearborn or Lewis District, High 
School of Practical Arts, to Item 16, Tax Levy Appro- 
priation, 1911, Martin District, Roxbury, enlarging 
Normal School yard. | 

In connection with the foregoing list, the following 
is a brief statement of the progress made in providing 
the accommodations specified: ; 


Item 1.— Henry L. Pierce District, Dorchester, elementary 
school, lower grades, land and building, $50,000. The Board 
advertised for land on April 8, 1911, a hearing was held on May 
1, 1911, and on July 21, 1911, the Board of Street Commissioners 
were notified to take a parcel of land located on Beaumont 
street, Dorchester, containing approximately 31,000 square 
feet. This was done August 30, 1911. The Board paid for 
this land the sum of $4,807.01. On March 28, 1911, William H. 
Besarick was appointed architect. The work will be adver- 
tised early in 1912, and will be ready for occupancy in Sep- 
tember, 1912. A complete description of the building will be 
found in Appendix VIII., Tax Levy Appropriation, Item 11. 

Item 2.— Roger Wolcott District, Dorchester, elementary 
school, lower grades, land and building, and two additional 
sites, $57,200. The Board advertised for land on April 8, 1911; 
a hearing was held on May 1, 1911, and on August 30, 1911, 
the Board of Street Commissioners were notified to take a 
parcel of land located on Willowwood street, Dorchester, con- 
taining approximately 41,000 square feet. This was done on 
October 25, 1911. The Board paid for this land the sum of 
$6,155.80. On March 28, 1911, John’ Lavalle was appointed 
Architect. The work was advertised and contract awarded in 
December, 1911, to John F. Griffin Company in the sum of 
$41,575. The work will be completed and ready for occupancy 
in September, 1912. A complete description of the building 
will be found in Appendix VIII., Tax Levy Appropriation, 
Item 11. 

Item 3.— Robert G. Shaw District, West Roxbury, elementary 
school, lower grades, land and building, $10,000. The needs 
of the district did not seem to warrant the erection of a build- 
ing during the year. The Board will, however, advertise for 
land early in 1912, and will erect thereon a building to be ready 
for occupancy in September, 1912. 

Items 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8 are additional appropriations to items 
already under construction, and are required to meet deficits 
already existing or necessary to complete the work. 

Item 9.— Phillips Brooks District, Dorchester, elementary 
school, lower grades, land and building, $70,000. On March 
25, 1911, the Board requested the Commissioner of Public 
Works to consent to the transfer to this department of an 
tnused parcel of land located on Magnolia street, Dorchester, 
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and containing approximately 80,000 square feet. The transfer 
was approved April 4, 1911. On June 26, 1911, James E. 
McLaughlin was appointed architect. The work was adver- 
tised and contract awarded in October, 1911, to A. Varnerin 
Company, Incorporated, in the sum of $63,947. The building 
will be completed and ready for occupancy in September, 
1912. A complete description of the building will be found in 
Appendix VIII., Tax Levy Appropriation, Item 9. 

Item 10.— Edward Everett District, Dorchester, extension of 
school yard, $5,500. On June 26, 1911, the Board requested 
the Board of Street Commissioners to take a parcel of land 
adjoining the yard of this building and containing approxi- 
mately 10,500 square feet. This was done September 27, 1911. 
The Board paid for this property the sum of $5,281.50. 

Item 11.— Quincy District, city proper, extension of school 
yard, $12,000. On May 22, 1911, the Board requested the 
Board of Street Commissioners to take a parcel of land with 
the buildings thereon adjoining the yard of the Quincy School, 
Tyler street, and running through to Hudson street, and con- 
taining approximately ' 3,000 square feet. This was done 
June 27, 1911, and August 22, 1911. But one parcel has 
been paid for to date, for which the Board expended $6,000. 

Item 12.— Abraham Lincoln District, city proper, extension 
of school yard, Tyler Street Schoolhouse. On this item the 
Board reports no progress, there being a question as to whether 
to enlarge the yard at the rear or at the side of the building. 

Item 138.— Abraham Lincoln District, city proper, Brimmer 
Schoolhouse, extension of school yard and equipment of Trade 
School for Boys. Plans for the alteration of this building 
were made in our Architectural Department, and the work 
was advertised and contracts awarded in September, 1911. 
The work will be completed and the building occupied in 
March, 1912. It will be known as the Boston Industrial 
School for Boys. The original contracts and the contracts to 
date are as follows:

Item 14.— Harvard District, Charlestown, extension of school 
yard of Harvard Hill Schoolhouse, $6,000. On May 22, 1911, 
the Board requested the Board of Street Commissioners to 
take a parcel of land adjoining the yard of the above school 
and containing approximately 2,200 square feet. This was 
done on June 27, 1911. ‘The Board paid for this piece of 
property $5,000. 

Item 15.— Agassiz District, West Roxbury, enlarging West 
Roxbury High School Building, $12,000. The plans for this 
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work were made in our Architectural Department, and the 
work was advertised and contract awarded in June, 1911, to 
William Crane. The work was completed and the building 
occupied in September, 1911. A complete description of the 
alteration will be found in Appendix VIII., Tax Levy Appropria- 
tion, Item 2. The original and finished contracts are as follows:

Item 16.— Martin District, Roxbury, enlarging Normal 
School yard, $73,500. On May 22, 1911, the Board requested 
the Board of Street Commissioners to take a parcel of land 
adjoining the yard of the Normal School and containing approx- 
imately 27,000 square feet. This was done on June 15, 1911, 
. and the Board paid for this property the sum of $73,127.22. 

Item 17.— Bennett District, Brighton, enlarging Brighton 
High School yard, $10,000. On June 27, 1911, the Board 
requested the Board of Street Commissioners to take a parcel 
of land adjoining the above building and containing approx- 
imately 28,500 square feet. This was done on October 6, 
1911, and the Board paid for the property the sum of $8,550. 


This completes the list of 1911-12 both as to the funds 
granted to the Board from the bond issue appropriation 
and from the appropriation voted by the School Com- 
mittee out of the tax levy. 


(2. FUTURE ACCOMMODATION. 


In last year’s report the Board stated that the condi- 
tions in the West End were very uncertain on account 
of changes brought about by the Elevated Road, and 
that it would be better to await developments before 
doing anything in that district. This year’s census 
showed a decrease, and the Board is of the opinion that 
the only new building required would be one to take 
the place of some of the older buildings as reeommended 
in last year’s report. 

In last year’s report the Board stated that the high 
school situation would be met with the completion of 
buildings under way, but the conditions in September 
last proved to the contrary. The finishing of the High 
School of Practical Arts and the High School of Com- 
merce will not relieve the conditions existing in the 
English High and Latin School. In the latter building 
they are very much crowded, and something must soon 
be done to relieve the conditions existing there. The 
Board believes that there will be enough pupils to more 
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than fill these new buildings when completed, and it 
would seem as if it would be necessary to erect another 
high school for boys somewhere between Dorchester 
‘and Roxbury. With the erection of a school here it 
would seem as though all the requirements for present 
high school needs will have been met. 

The need for elementary school buildings as the Board 
now sees it will be in the Oliver Wendell Holmes Dis- 
trict, Dorchester, and in the Bennett District, Brighton. 
The citizens in the Charles Sumner District, in the 
vicinity of Mt. Hope, are asking for a school, and there 
is also need of a small building in the Roger Wolcott 
District, Mattapan, west of Blue Hill avenue, and 
another in the Longfellow District, Roslindale, in the 
vicinity of Beech street. 

There is also need of a new building in the Franklin 
District, city proper, and the Board has had the same 
under serious consideration. 

The Board is satisfied that the old school building, 
on Way street, city proper, is unsuitable for school 
purposes, particularly owing to its close proximity to 
the railroad tracks and the lack of play-yard space. 
The Board proposes to meet this problem by enlarging 
the Andrews School, located on Genesee street, thus 
abandoning and disposing of the Way street property. 

The School Committee is contemplating the reduc- 
tion of the number of pupils per class-room, and if this 
policy is adopted it will be necessary to erect other new 
buildings. . 


(3.) FIRE PROTECTION. 


As stated in last year’s report the special appropria- 
tion of $115,000 from the Bond Issue of 1908-09, 
allowed by an act of the Legislature for fire protection, 
had been exhausted during the year 1909-10, con- 
sequently the only available money for this very im- 
portant purpose must come from the repair fund. 

In making up its budget at the beginning of the fiscal 
year, the Board appropriated the sum of $19,469.25 fors 
the fireproofing of the basements of the old buildings 
and the erection of fire escapes where deemed most 
necessary and for the installation of the fire alarm and 
fire extinguishers. While this amount was not sufficient 
to perform all the work of this nature necessary, the 
Board, in consequence of the many other demands, 
could not consistently set aside a larger amount. The 
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most urgent cases were selected from the list to be done 
during the vacation, and during the year when the 
monthly appropriation permitted, as many as possible 
were attended to. 

During the past year fire escapes were erected on the 
following buildings: 

Pormort School, Warren School, Charles Bulfinch 
School, F. W. Lincoln School, Stoughton Street 
School, Gaston School, Quincy School and Girls’ High 
Extension. 

Fireproofing of paeemient was performed i in the follow- 
ing schools: 

Hancock Annex, Benjamin F. Tweed School, Henry 
_L. Pierce School, William Eustis School, Medford Street 
School, Mead Street School, Stoughton Street School, 
Tappan School, William H. Kent School, Mt. Pleasant 
Avenue School, Harbor View Street School and Austin 
School. 

During the present year the Board will continue its 
policy of completing as many items demanding fire- 
proofing, fire-escapes, or the installation of the fire- 
alarm system as the appropriation will permit. While 
exercising every precaution to safeguard the lives of 
the children by the erection of fire-escapes, fireproofing 
of basements and the installation of the auxiliary fire- 
alarm system, the Board still believes that the fire- 
alarm drill is the best protection for the pupils’ safety, 
being strengthened in this belief by practical demon- 
strations of its efficiency when fires occurred during 
the past year in four or five of our schools or in close 
proximity to same. 


III. 


REPAIRS. 


In the matter of repairs the continuous policy was 
discarded and a new system inaugurated which proved 
satisfactory and beneficial and met with the approba- 
tion of all connected with the entire educational system. 
At the beginning of the fiscal year the heads of the 
electrical, plumbing, heating and ventilating, civil 
engineering and architectural divisions, and the inspec- 
tors of the various districts, were ordered by the Board 
to make up a budget of repairs to be performed during 
the April and summer vacations, and the masters of 
the various districts and the heads of the hygienic, nurses’ 
and manual training departments invited to co-operate 
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and supply the Board with a list of their urgent needs 
for the coming year. On the completion of this order 
the Board found that the anticipated result had occurred 
and the approximate estimates of the budget far 
exceeded the total repair appropriation. 

Several joint meetings of the Board, heads of divisions 
and the inspectors were held and each item carefully 
scrutinized and discussed. As a result, any items that. 
could possibly hold over for another year were eliminated _ 
and a budget prepared in accordance with the amount 
allotted. 

In order that each district should share alike, accord- 
ing to its wants, one member of the Board visited every 
school in the City and personally examined every item 
recorded in the budget, and reported back to the Board 
the exact conditions as found. 

The final budget was then decided upon, and a sum 
set aside for same, together with a monthly allowance 
for repairs and administration expenses, and a sum of 
$5,000 for a reserve fund for emergencies. 

The specifications for invited and advertised bids 
were then prepared, bids received and contracts awarded, 
before the closing of the schools. Close co-operation 
between the four heads of divisions and the inspectors 
in charge of work in various districts, other than covered 
by those divisions, was insisted upon, to avoid duplica- 
tion of work, and all repairs undertaken were personally 
inspected by one member of the Board. As a conse- 
quent result, outside of the boiler renewals and repairs, 
which were dependent upon the report of the boiler 
insurance company, the work of all other classes of 
repairs was started immediately on the close of the 
schools and carried on so expeditiously that every item 
undertaken was completed many weeks prior to the 
opening of the schools. | 

The sum of $10,000 was appropriated as a monthly 
disbursement for ordinary minor repairs and the Board 
held rigidly to this amount by refusing to honor all 
requests not absolutely necessary for the protection of 
the city’s property. No deviation from this rule was 
permitted, and by a strict adherence to same a deficit 
was avoided. 

Toward the close of the year many requests for 
major repairs had accumulated and the Board had 
specifications prepared and invited bids on same and 
awarded contracts just in time to perform the work 
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before the closing of the fiscal year. Heretofore there 
had been but one draft each month, but in order to 
overcome the difficulty that faced the Board, an arrange- 
ment was made by the Chairman with the City Auditor, 
and a special draft was drawn for all outstanding bills 
and made payable January 15. The satisfactory results 
obtained for all concerned guarantees the permanent 
adoption of the system established, and as a result of 
the policy pursued the Board finds a better condition 
of affairs than ever existed heretofore, and starts out 
the new fiscal year without any deficit. 

It must not be inferred (because a deficit was avoided, 
and the Board starts the new fiscal year with its entire 
appropriation intact) that the annual repair appro- 
priation is adequate. On the contrary, the Board 
desires to emphatically state that it is entirely inad- 
equate, and that a deficit was only avoided by the 
practice of rigid economy under the improved system 
adopted and already described, the non-performance 
of many necessary repairs of many kinds, the refusal 
for equipment and alteration in connection with cooking, 
athletics, manual training, industrial work, evening 
and continuation schools. 

The word ‘‘Repair”’ in reference to the above appro- 
priation is a misnomer. It is no longer a repair but a 
combination appropriation for renewals in heating, 
ventilating, lighting, sanitation and structural changes 
in old buildings, and new rooms and equipment for 
nurses, teachers, athletics, domestic science, manual train- 
ing, trade, evening and continuation schools. Coupled © 
with the above demands made upon this appro- 
priation, the new buildings are increasing annually, 
and with the added care of these and the Hyde Park 
Schools, and the expense attendant thereto in bringing 
the latter up to the standard of the Boston schools, it 
now becomes absolutely necessary that the 25 cents on 
the $1,000 assessed valuation be increased at least to 
35 cents in order to protect the property of the City. 


IV. 


IN CONCLUSION. 


The Board has used its best efforts to carry out the 
work entrusted to it, and in doing this have been ably 
supported by your Honor and by the members of the 
School Committee. Valuable assistance has been ren- 
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dered by the Superintendent of Schools, Mr. Brooks, 
and his corps of assistants, and the Board has profited 
by their experience and good judgment. The com- 
mittees on the plans for the erection of high and ele- 
mentary schools, appointed by Mr. Brooks, have given 
willingly of their time to the careful consideration of 
the plans of the new buildings, and to them the thanks 
of the Board is due. The masters of the various school 
districts have also evinced commendable interest in 
the affairs of the buildings under their charge, to the 
advantage of the department and to the city’s interests. 

The work carried on during the year by the respective 
heads of divisions of the department, and those under 
their charge, and by the inspectors of the various dis- 
tricts, has been so satisfactorily performed that the 
Board felt. it JE duty to commend them for their 
diligence.

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APPENDIX VI. 
ARCHITECTS’ SERVICES. 


Every Architect employed by the Schoolhouse Commis- 
sioners of the City of Boston as the Architect for erecting a 
building is to perform the duties hereinafter provided. 


Section 1.— The Board.—(a.) Is to furnish the Architect 
with the requirements and information for the design and con- 
struction of the building for which he is the Architect, and give 
the approximate cubical contents and proposed cost per cubic 
foot thereof; 

(b.) Is to provide the services of domestic engineers to 
confer with the Architect during the preparation of preliminary 
studies, and when these are accepted by the Board to advise 
the Architect in the details of their work, and make the 
necessary working drawings and specifications for (excepting 
plumbing), arid have the direction of, the plumbing, heating, 
ventilating and electric work for the building, said work being 
hereinafter designated as the domestic engineering; 

(c.) Is to give the grade and lines of streets and adjoining 
lots; 

(d.) Isto make all borings necessary to determine the quality 
of the foundations, and on request of the Architect, or of any 
person doing work on the building, furnish him full information 
relating to the above, the sewer, water, gas and electric service, 
and to the rights, restrictions and boundaries of the lot on which 
the building is to be constructed. 

Sect. 2.— The Architect— (a.) Is to consult and advise 
with the Board and make such preliminary studies as will 
acquaint. the Board with the contemplated arrangement, 
design, construction and cubical contents of the building, and 
enable it to agree with the Architect upon a definite limit of cost 
therefor, and to accept said preliminary studies as the basis of 
working drawings and specifications; 

(b.) Is to make upon the basis of said preliminary studies 
one complete set of working drawings in ink on tracing cloth, 
floor and framing plans, sections and elevations at one-eighth 
scale, plumbing drawings and such detail drawings on a larger 
scale as are necessary to explain the specifications; 

(c.) Is to furnish, revise and correct for the printer one com- 
plete set of specifications, including plumbing, for everything to 
be furnished or done in constructing the building, except the 
domestic engineering; 
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(d.) Is to loan to the Board, to make blueprints therefrom, 
the said set of working drawings; 

(e.) Is to restudy, and if necessary redraw, without charge, 
any or all of said drawings and specifications, if, owing to an 
unwarranted departure from the approved preliminary studies 
or to a needlessly extravagant or elaborate interpretation of 
them in said drawings and specifications, the lowest bid for 
doing the work in accordance therewith overruns the limit of 
cost authorized by the Board; 

(f.) Is, upon the signing of contract, to deliver to the Board, 
to remain their property, two sets of blueprints, mounted on 
cloth, taken from the said set of working drawings, a perspec- 
tive drawing of the exterior of the building and such floor 
plans as the Board may request suitable for reproduction, and 
at the conclusion of the work a complete set of working draw- 
ings on tracing cloth, either the set previously referred to or 
a copy therefrom, which shall be corrected to agree with and 
embody all changes made during construction; 

(g.) Is to make application for a building permit to the 
Building Department on a form signed by the chairman of the 
Board, and deliver to the Building Department two sets of such 
blueprints from the said set of working drawings as may be 
required by the Building Department (the Board furnishing 
specifications to the Building Department) ; 

(h.) Isto have general supervision of the domestic engineer- 
ing and be the Architect of all other work to be done under any 
written contract for the construction of the building, and render 
the full usual Architect’s services and supervision for such 
other work; the Clerk of Work employed by the Board on 
the work in no wise relieves the Architect from any respon- 
sibility of inspection, and full and careful supervision will be 
required; ; 

(z.) Is, in the form prescribed by the Board, to make all 
estimates and allowances for payments under any contract in 
which he is made the Architect of the work, and such estimates 
for the domestic engineering are to be accompanied by certifi- 
cates of said Engineers as to their accuracy; 

(7.) Isto advise with the Board on any changes in the build- 
ing contemplated by the Board, and is to order changes when 
required by the Board so to do; 

(k.) Is to cause the drawings and specifications furnished by 
him to conform to all regulations of law and public authorities, 
and to be in accordance with established methods of building 
construction, faithfully carry out all the foregoing provisions, 
use all proper knowledge, skill and care therein, and be account- 
able for any failure so to do; 

(l.) The Architect will be required to make good at his 
own expense any mistake which occurs and which is clearly, in 
the judgment of the Board, owing to his neglect or error. 

Sect. 38. The city, as full compensation for the services 
aforesaid, is to pay the Architect 3 per cent upon the cost of the 
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domestic engineering, exclusive of plumbing, and 6 per cent 
upon the cost of all other work, payments to be made as 
follows: 3 per cent upon all contracts other than those for 
domestic engineering is to be paid on the signing of such 
contracts, and thereafter 3 per cent upon the value of the 
materials and labor, as specified in each estimate for pay- 
ment under the contract, is to be paid on the making of 
the estimate, until the full payment aforesaid is made, and 
if any thereof remains unpaid at the completion of the work 
it is then to be paid. When preliminary studies. are completed, 
the value of the Architect’s services to date shall be reckoned 
one-fifth of the estimated total commission; when working 
drawings and specifications are ready for contract the value of 
his services to date shall be reckoned as three-fifths of said com- 
mission. If the Board discontinue the services of the Architect 
at any intermediate stage the value of his services shall be 
reckoned proportionately. 

Sect. 4.— When for any reason other than those stated in 
section 2, paragraph (e), above, the Board shall set aside the 
whole or any part of an Architect’s studies, drawings and speci- 
fications while retaining him to prepare corresponding new 
studies, drawings and specifications, for the same school build- 
ing, the city shall pay the Architect for the work thus set aside 
a sum not exceeding three times the actual cost of draughting, 
and the new work shall be paid for on a commission basis, as 
stated in section 3, above. 

Sect. 5.—In the above agreement the term “building”’ 
is used to define not only the structure itself but all work in 
connection with it committed to the Architect by the order of 
the Board, as fencing, grading, roads, walks, planting, decorative 
painting and sculptural decoration. 
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APPENDIX VII. 


GENERAL INFORMATION AS TO STANDARD RE- 
QUIREMENTS FOR SCHOOL BUILDINGS AND 
YARDS. 


YARDS. (1.) Grading — Grade the yards as deter- 
mined after consultation with the commis- 
sioners. 


(2.) Fences.— Provide fences, planting, etc., 
as determined after consultation. 

(3.) Gates.— Provide the gates in fences 
inclosing the yards with hasp and staple to 
receive the Department Standard yard pad- 
lock, which will be furnished by the Depart- 
ment outside of the general contract. 

(4.) Play-yards.— Play-yards located on 
the sunny side of the building are desired, and 
approximately 30 square feet per pupil should 
be provided. Play-yards are to be paved with 
hard-burned bricks, laid flat in sand and 
sloping at proper grades to catch-basins con- 
necting to sewer. 

(5.) Walks— Pave the walks and ap- 
proaches with hard-burned brick laid flat in 
sand. 

(6.) Curbs.—— Curbs forming borders may 
be paved with brick laid on edge. Bull-nose 
brick may be used for curbs. 

(7.) Sidewalks.— Sidewalks for public use 
outside of the lot line’ and curbs for same are 
to be included in general contract for building 
as an allowance. 

(8.) Basement Entrances.— Separate en- 
trances are to be provided for boys and girls 
from their respective yards to the play-room. 
Areas, steps and inclines are to be avoided 
wherever possible. A separate entrance for 
janitor to boiler-room may be provided. A 
proper entrance for coal and exit for ashes 
should be provided. 

(9.) Driveways.— Driveways such as for 
coal and ash teams are to be paved with vitri- 
fied pavers laid at the proper pitches, and in 
cement mortar on a sufficiently thick concrete 
base. , 
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(10.) Flagstaffi— Provide a flagstaff with 
halliards, truck, etc., complete. 

Notr.— All the above items except as noted 
to be included in the general building contract. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 


In General.— Elementary schools are sub- 
divided into upper and lower. Lower includes 
Grades I., II., and III., and are to have 12-inch 
by 18-inch desks. ‘The buildings for the lower 
grades are to have besides the class-rooms re- 
quired, rooms for teachers, nurse, book storage 
and emergency closets. The upper elementary 
buildings are to contain Grades IV. to VIII., 
inclusive, and are to have besides the class-. 
rooms required an assembly hall and rooms 
for master, teachers, nurse, book storage and 
emergency closets. 

Grades IV., V., and VI. are to have 15-inch 
by 21-inch desks and Grades VII. and VIII. 
are to have 16-inch by 23-inch desks. 

Desks are to be spaced according to standard 
seating plan. 

The building will be either “‘ Lower Elemen- 


_ tary,’”’ which includes class-rooms for Grades L., 


II., and III., or ““Upper Elementary,” which 
includes class-rooms for Grades IV. to VIII., 
inclusive. This will be determined by the 
Commissioners, who will act as an intermediary 
between architects and the school authorities 
and committee. Relations between commis- 
sioners, architects and contractors to be as 
defined by a contract. Commissioners are, to 
determine the type of construction of the 
building. 

Orientation.— It is desired to place the 
building so that each class-room should receive 
sunlight during some portion of the day. 

Setting.— Set the building above grade so 
that the play-rooms are well lighted and 
entrances are provided into basement play- 
rooms as before mentioned. (See Basement 
Entrances.) Boiler-room floor wash to drain 
direct to sewer wherever possible. 

Heat and Vent Flues.— To be of galvanized 


iron or masonry, as determined by the commis- 


sioners. If of masonry, to have joints neatly 
struck and the inner surface fairly smooth. 
Fireproofing.— The ceiling of boiler-room and 
coal storage should be fireproof construction 
if these rooms are placed under class-rooms or 
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corridors. Doors for boiler-room and coal- 
pocket to be metal covered. Boiler-room to 
be self closing. 

LOWER ELEMEN- This type of building, besides the required 

TARY. class-rooms, play-rooms, sanitaries, boiler, coal 
and janitor’s rooms, should contain rooms for 
teachers, nurse and book storage; also emer- 
gency closets are to be provided as directed. 
To have kindergarten-room where so directed 
by commissioners. Closets should be _ pro- 
vided for electrician as needed for batteries, 
switches, etc. 

Nots.— A paper burner should be provided 
in connection with the boiler-room as directed. 

UPPER ELEMEN- ‘This type of building, in addition to the 

TARY. requirements for the lower elementary, should 
contain an assembly hall with its necessary 
rooms, and a master’s room with waiting-room 
if so directed. Rooms for cooking, manual 
training, etc., are to be provided when called 
for by the commissioners. 

ScHOOL-ROOMS. (1.) Size will be 20 by 28 for lower and 20 
by 380 for upper elementary grades and not 
less than 12 feet high in clear. Modification 
allowable only after consultation with the 
Board. Desks should be laid out on the pre- 
liminary plans. (See drawing.) The School 
Committee advise, and this Board has adopted, 
the policy of having a small portion of the 
rooms in a building, perhaps 10 or 20 per cent, 
of a size that will seat 50. Every class-room 
shall be consecutively numbered on the plans 
to designate it. These numbers to be for the 
doors, as noted below, and for the annuncia- 
tor. Other rooms that appear on the annun- 
ciator to be named on the plans, as assembly 
hall, teachers’ or master’s room, cooking-room, 
‘ manual training room. The kindergarten 
shall be counted as a class-room. In high 
schools, both class and recitation rooms to 
be numbered, other rooms named. 

(2.) Windows will be on the long side for 
left-hand lighting. The glass measured inside 
the sash shall contain not less than one-fifth of 
floor area,* neither double run of sash nor 
double glazing nor weather strips will be 

*It is evident that if this area of glass is requisite to light a room in a building with 
free space about it, such, for example, as the Sarah J. Baker School, it is inadequate for 

a room in a building situated like the Christopher Columbus, on a narrow street. Under 

exceptionally free conditions, with no obstructions to the direct light from the sky, it is 

per: that the area of glass might be reduced, but it appears to be no more than enough 


or the ordinary conditions of the new buildings, and should be increased, if possible, 
for such situations as that of the Columbus. 
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required, the head square and close to the 
ceiling; the sill about 2 feet 6 inches from the 
floor; the windows divided with muntins, no 
large sheets of glass. Finished with plastered 
jamb, no architrave, metal corner bead. 

(3.) Doors— One to corridor, 3 feet 6 
inches by 7 feet, partly glazed, to open out, 
placed preferably near the teacher’s end; 
(two doors may be desired under certain condi- 
tions); brass-plated steel butts, 4-lever mor- 
tise lock, master keyed; cast brass knobs, 
marble flush thresholds to corridors for first- 
class construction. Doors to have 2-inch, plain 
brass numbers, and cardholders 33 inches by 
5 inches, and hooks to hold open. 

(4.) Floors will be maple. 

(5.) Walls will be painted burlap up to top 
of blackboards, or of tack boards, and above 
this plaster tinted in water color,—a warm 
gray green or buff gives the best results,— the 
blackboards 4 feet high, 2 feet 2 inches from 
floor in kindergarten, 2 feet 4 inches to 2 feet 
6 inches in Grade IV., and 2 feet 8 inches in 
Grades V. to VIII.; behind the teacher and 
on the long side. These will be of best black 
slate, + inch thick. At end, in place of black- 
board, soft wood sheathing with burlap 
stretched over it with sewed seams for a tack 
board, to extend from base to the moulding at 
top.of blackboards, to have wood strips to cover 
tacks. In lower grades a card rack covered 
with burlap is required above the blackboard 
only. A picture moulding at top of burlap, and 
also near ceiling in all rooms. (See drawings.) 
_ (6.) Ceilings will be level, plaster tinted 
a light cream color. Ceiling angles square. 

(7.) Lights—— Nine chain pendant electric 
fixtures on three switches. No gas. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation.— The inlet 
for heat about 5 square feet, the outlet: for 
ventilation about 5 square feet. 

(9.) Bookcase.— Provide a bookcase in any 
convenient position, capable of containing 300 
octavo volumes (600 volumes in bookcases for 
upper grades); upper doors fitted with pin 
tumbler locks, and latch and knob; drawers 
fitted with pin tumbler lock and small brass 
pulls. Lower doors to have pin tumbler 
locks; same lock in each bookcase; all book- 
case locks master keyed. (See drawing.) 
Special equipment for care of books where 
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school is held day and evening is desired 
similar to that existing at the Charlestown 
High School, so that the books of the day 
pupils will be put away in pigeonholes, leaving 
the desks free for evening use. 

(10.) Teacher’s Closet— Provide a small 
closet for teacher’s coat and hat, preferably 
opening from the class-room, but allowable 
from the wardrobe, closet to have about 6 
hooks and one shelf. 

(11.) Fittings— Bulletin board and letter 
box should be included in general contract. 

FRESH—AIR The School Committee is responding to the 
ROOMS. more general demand for fresh-air rooms for 
| children who are anemic or of tubercular 
tendencies. At present all that the Board is 
advising to meet this new demand is that a 
sunny room, preferably a corner room, be 
chosén for this work, and that the windows 
on one or on two sides be made casement, to 
open out, or arranged as the Board may direct; 
and that the heat be largely direct, so that the 
temperature can be quickly raised, if necessary, 
when the windows are closed. Otherwise these 
rooms will be the same as other class-rooms. 
WARDROBES. (a.) (1.) Size— Wardrobes will adjoin school- 
rooms and be from 4 feet 6 inches to 5 feet 
wide. 

(2 and 3.) Windows and Doors.— Outside 
light, two doors, both connecting with school- 
room, and not to corridor, and having no thresh- 
olds. Doors, double swung, 2 feet 6 inches 
wide, brass double-acting butts, foot and hand 
plates, hooks or adjustable stops to hold open, 
ventilation under door farthest from vent. 

(4.) Floors.— Terrazzo or composition, with 
border and base for first-class construction. 
For second-class construction, to have compo- 
sition floor and base. For all cases, to have a 
drip gutter for umbrellas. 

(5.) Walls — Painted burlap to a height of 
7 feet, poles on brass-plated iron brackets with 
hooks under and pins over, 44 in number; 
umbrella clips and drip gutter below. (See 
drawing.) Walls above, plaster, tinted. Height 
of lower pole, kindergarten, 30 inches from . 
floor; lower grades, 36 inches to 40 inches; 
upper grades, 44 inches, 48 inches and 52 
inches; distance between poles, 8 inches for 
elementary, 12 inches for high schools. Pins 
and hooks, 8 inches to 12 inches on centers for 
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elementary and 16 inches to 18 inches for high. 
Each hook to have a painted number 14 inches 
high. An individual compartment is desired 
for each pupil. The Commissioners are ex- 
perimenting along this line at present. 

(6.) Ceiling.— Plaster, untinted. 

(7.) Inght.— One lamp. Ceiling outlets, 
electric. Switch in class-room. 

(8.) . Heating and Ventilation.— Heating, 
direct. Ventilation, direct, 14 square feet area 
cross section. 

(1.) Szze-— Not less than 8 feet wide for 
four rooms on a floor; not less than 10 feet 
for over four rooms, governed by length, 
access to stairs, ete. 

(2.) Windows.— Outside light essential. 

(3.) Doors.—— Main outer doors to open out, 
heavy butts, standard, master keyed, school 
lock; lock set to be furnished by the Depart- 
ment but set by the Contractor; door check; 
heavy hooks to hold open. Vestibule doors 
open out, heavy butts, pulls, push plates, hooks 
to hold open, door checks, no locks. Outer 
doors to basement open out, and fitted with 
standard latch lock. Other hardware as 
above. . 

(4.) Floors.— Terrazzo divided into areas 
not to exceed 80 square feet, by slate strips, 
and to have terrazzo or marble base for first- 
class construction. Wood floor and base second- 
class construction. 

(5 and 6.) Walls and Ceilings.— A light 
glazed brick, untinted walls and ceilings. Put 
picture moulding at ceiling in corridors. 

(7.) Light— Ceiling or short pendant fix- 
tures (electric), 32 candle-power each, also gas 
for emergency in corridors, on stairs, and in 
vestibules. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation.— Heat direct, 
supplemented by foot warmers on first floor. 
Ventilation where possible. 

(9.) Sinks and Closets— On each floor 
above the first, one or two 4-foot sinks, and 
emergency closets, with water-closet, one for 
boys and one for girls. 

(1.) Number and Arrangement.— Deter- 
mined by the Board, and not over 5 feet wide. 

(2.) Material— The treads, North River 


stone on iron string, or concrete construction 


with granolithic surface for first-class con- 
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struction; wood for second-class construction. 
Rails of a simple pattern, easily cleaned; wall 
rails are desired. 

(3.) Steps.— About 63 or 7 inches by 103 
inches. Rail not less than 2 feet 8 inches on 
runs and 3 feet on landings. 

(4.) Haits—— Exits from the lower landings 
of stairs are desired. ‘These may have emer- 
gency bolts where so desired. 

(1.) Szze-— General toilet-rooms in base- 
ment, in size approximating space for 17 
water-closets for each school-room, 7. e. 2 boys, 
and 1% for girls, and 33 inches of urinal for 
every school-room, arranged for convenient 
supervision and circulation. Slate sinks, 
length from 10 inches per class-room in small 
buildings to 6 inches per class-room in large 
buildings, located preferably in the play-rooms. 
The above refers to mixed schools. 

(2.) Windows.— Ample outside light; 
glazed where exposed to view outside with 
ribbed glass; to have wire guards. 

(8.) Doors.— The doors arranged ‘“‘in”’ and 
“out,’’ with spring or door check and stout 
brass hooks to hold open; glazed with ribbed 
glass; half doors to water-closets. 

(4.) Floors — Asphalt. Boys’ drained to 
urinal, girls’ to floor wash. 

(5.) Walls.—Salt-glazed brick or other 
nonporous inexpensive surface, 7 feet high; 
above, brick painted. 

(6.) Cetling— Untinted plaster or white- 
washed concrete. Basement ceiling need not 
be furred level for first-class construction. For 
second-class construction ceiling should be 
plastered. 

(7.) Laght— Ceiling or short pendant elec- 
tric fixtures. 

(8.) Heat and Ventilation Heat direct. 
Ventilation through water-closets and space 
back of urinals, allow 10 square inches local 
vent for each water-closet and 8 square inches 
for each lineal foot of urinal. 

(1.) Water-closets— The pupils’ water- 
closets for elementary schools are short hopper 
closets; elsewhere, a heavy washdown closet. 
(See drawing.) 

(2.) Partitions— To be {-inch V-grooved 
hard wood sheathing applied vertically, with 
top and bottom rails of same wood, supported 
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at ends with iron pipe about 8 feet high, tied 
together and to the wall, to which doors are. 
hung. Back partition of water-closets to be 
wood sheathing over a 2-foot slate base. 
Finish of wood (color) to match that of rest 
of building. (See drawing.) 

(3.) Urinals.— The urinals will be of slate, 
floor slab, trough and back, with partitions 
where requested, flushed automatically from 
special tank, through {-inch perforated pipe, 
with cold water: vented at bottom into space 
behind. (See drawing.) 

(4.) Sinks of black slate, two self-closing 
cocks, and jet drinking fountains, set 20 inches 
on centers. A sink is desired for electrician 
unless there is one near by. 

(5.) Floor Washes in sanitaries and play- 
rooms as already mentioned. (See drawing.) 

(6.) Piping.—(a.) Cast iron must be laid 
on good footing in basement, clean-outs at every 
change of direction. Soils ‘and vents exposed 
as far as possible, no asphaltum, red lead and 
three coats of paint. 

(b.) Supplies.— Exposed as far as possible; 
where covered may be plain brass, elsewhere 
polished brass; no nickel plate. Hot water 
for janitor’s use in basement, cooking-room, 
and for master’s and teachers’ rooms and 
emergency toilets. Supply from boiler and 


- from summer boiler, if any, or from an inde- 


pendent: hot water heater. No auxiliary 
supply wanted for water-closet tanks. 

(c.) Fire Lines—In buildings over three 
stories high, one or more lines of 3-inch pipe 
if requested by the Board. 

(1.) All free basement space to be arranged 
as play-rooms for boys and girls. Salt-glazed 
brick, 7 feet high, and painted or whitewashed 
brick or stone walls above. Granolithic floors 
drained to floor washes, plaster ceilings or 
whitewashed concrete. Basement doors and 
windows to have wire guards in channel iron 
frames; guards to be hinged and padlocked. 
Doors are desired from the play-rooms to the 
play-yards. Areas at doors are not desired. 

(1.) In each school of the upper grades a 
room of about 240 square feet for the master, 
with a water-closet and bowl and a _ book- 
closet adjoining. This room should be near 
the centre of the building, 7. e., on the second 
floor, in a three-story building. In all schools 
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a room or rooms for teachers, averaging about 
300 square feet for ten teachers, with one 
water-closet and bowl for each ten. Doors to 
be clearly marked ‘‘ Master” or ‘‘Teachers”’ in 
brass letters. 

(2.) Where men as well as women are 
teachers, a separate room with toilet accom- 
modations for men. | 

(3.) Opportunity in teachers’ rooms for 
warming luncheon, either gas or electric. 


SPECIAL ROOMS. 
(1.) Assembly halls should accommodate 
from 400 to 800. It is not considered neces- 
sary to seat the full number of pupils in schools 


- of greater capacity. The floor to be level and 


of wood like class-rooms, or linoleum. The 
windows to be fitted with rebated mouldings to 
take black shades, and so designed as to make 
the operation of shades practical and simple. 
The platform should be capable of accommo- 
dating one, or, in the large schools, two classes, 
and should have removable stepped platforms 
of wood to take the benches. Galleries may be 
used where the hall is two stories in height. 
Anterooms near the platform are desirable, 
and a connection from adjoining class-rooms 
to the anterooms or directly to the platform. 
A dignified architectural treatment of the walls 
and a studied color scheme for walls and ceil- 
ing is expected. The lighting, acoustics and 
exits should be such as belong to a small 
lecture hall. Artificial lighting to be under 
control from at least two points, one of which ° 
must be near an exit. Electric outlet for 30- 
ampere projection lantern, 25 feet from cur- 
tain. Provide recess in ceiling over platform 
for spring-rolled curtain 13 feet long. For 
assembly hall an allowance in cubing 1s made 
by the Board of two class-rooms for schools of 
medium size, that is about sixteen class-rooms, 
and four class-rooms for schools of larger size, 
1. €., over twenty-four class-rooms to represent 
the added area for this purpose. 

(1.) Srze— Room, generally located in 
basement, if floor can be above grading, should 
be approximately 900-1,000 square feet, pref- 
erably a corner room, and the larger of the 
two allowed sizes of rooms, and arrangement 
shown by drawing, for number of benches 
there given, 25. 
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(2.) Light-—'The window should be as 
near full length as possible, and on two sides. 
Artificial light in chain pendant electric fix- 
tures, one light to every four benches. 

(38.) Floors.— Of wood. 

(4.) Walls— A basement room should be 
finished as a shop; salt glazed brick up to 
7 feet where exposed, and above blackboard 


‘brick walls whitewashed. If above basement, 


finished as a class-room. 

(5.) Ceilings.— Like basement. 

(6.) Heating and Ventilation— The same 
as inclass-rooms. If in basement provide some 
direct radiation. 

(7.) Fittings.— (a.) Stock-room.— Stock- 
room should contain at least 80 square feet, 
preferably long and narrow. LEighteen-inch 
shelves should run around the room, 5 feet 
6 inches and 6 feet 6 inches from the 
floor. . | 

(b.) Wardrobes.— Wall space for 26 double 
coat and hat hooks, in a separate room. 

(c.) Teachers’ Closets.— Teachers’ closet 
should be small for personal belongings, with 
shelving and hooks under. 

(d.) Storeroom.— For finished work and 
hardware should be fitted with all shelving 
possible; an area 40 square feet is adequate. 

(e.) Bookcases.— Like those in class-rooms, 
150 capacity. 

(f.) Work-rack.— About 28 feet long, made 
in sections, 6 feet 6 inches high and 2 feet deep. 
The length is to take 24 compartments (equal- 
ing the number of benches) and the height 
the number of divisions that use the room 
(two each day, five days, outside limit). Com- 
partments to have numbers and letters painted. 
(For all of these, see drawings.) 

(g.) Sink.— A 3-foot soapstone sink, with 
hot and cold water, with drinking fountain if 
desired. 

(h.) Display Frames.— Four display frames, 
size and position as indicated, of burlap over 
soft wood back, with 2-inch moulding around. 

(i.) Demonstration Steps.— Demonstration 
steps are desired. 

(j.) Furniture.— (Not included in the build- 
ing contract.) The furniture comprises 25 
benches and_ stools, teachers’ desk, table 
4 feet by 25 feet, with unfinished top, 1 desk 
chair and 2 common.chairs, a clock. (See 
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drawing.) Lay these out on preliminary draw- 
ings. Lower benches to be set towards the 
front and nearer the windows. 

(k.) Blackboards— Provide about 15 run- 
ning feet of slate blackboards, 4 feet high. 

(l.) Glue Pot.— Provide electric or gas con- 
nections for same. 

(1.) Svze— Should have an area of 900- 
1,000 square feet, preferably a corner room on 
top floor, but generally in basement, and the 
larger of the two allowed sizes of room, and 
arranged for 28 stations. 

(2.) Laght.— Windows as in a class-room, 
if located in a corner, from two sides. Arti- 
ficial light as in a class-room. 

(8.) Walls— Above basement, similar to 
school-rooms, blackboards, 4 by 10 feet, back 
of teacher’s desk. Walls painted in oils. A 
basement room may have salt-glazed brick 
walls up to 7 feet and painted brick above. 
(See drawings.) 

(4.) Floors — The floor to be wood or 
linoleum, on cement, except space occupied by 
ranges, which is tiled. 

(5.) Cetlings.— Ceilings like basement, or, 
if above basement, like class-rooms. 

(6.) Heat and Ventilation.— Less heat is 
required than in a class-room, but the ventila- 
tion should be the same, with additional vent 
from the demonstration ranges. ‘Hoods over 
ranges if Board so desires. 

(7.)  Fittings.— (a.) Wardrobes.— Provi- 
sion for 28 pupils, double coat and hat hooks in 
separate lighted closet, and teachers’ small 
closet. 

(b.) Work Benches, accommodating 28 pu- 
pils, fitted with compartment for utensils, 
bread-board, etc., a Bunsen burner with a 
hinged iron grille over it, set on aluminum plate 
at each station; benches arranged in the form 
of ellipse, or oblong, with access to centre from 
two sides; top of pine 24 inches wide; open 
underneath and supported on pipe standards. 
One section detached and fitted as a demon- 
stration bench; a clear space of 4 feet all 
around. Dining table (furnished under another 
contract) is to be set in centre. (See drawings.) 
Lay these out on preliminary drawings and 
include in final drawings and contract. 

(c.) Dresser.— 'Ten feet long, in 3 sections, 
4 adjustable shelves and glazed sliding, or 
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hinged doors at top; one set of 3 drawers and 
2 cupboards on lower part. <A shelf should be 
put in each cupboard about 12 inches from top. 

(d.) Fuel-box.— In 2 compartments, each 
about 24 inches square and 30 inches deep, 
with hinged lids; small shelf in one section. 
Accommodations in the main coal-room for a 
supply of range coal and kindling wood. 

(e.) Bookcase.— Similar to those provided 
in class-rooms. 

(f.) Sink.— Soapstone, 4 feet long; 2 cold 
and 2 hot water cocks; soapstone drip shelves 
24 inches long, at each end of sink, provided 
with grease trap. Sink should be near ranges. 

(g.) Hot Water Supply.— (See instructions 
in plumbing.) 

(h.) Coal and Gas Ranges.— A six-hole 
coal range and a similar gas range, with hood 
provided, and set on a hearth previously men- 
tioned. | 

(i.)  Refrigerator.— Will be a part of the 
furniture. Furnished under another contract.

(1.) Size— The rooms can be contained 
in the space of a class-room and wardrobe, but 
a slightly larger area, 800 to 900 square feet, is 
desirable, and preferably the larger of the two 
allowed sizes of room. ‘They comprise a large 


* Not required when no regular ‘‘sewing room”’ is available. 
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room, a small room, a supply closet, a wardrobe 
and a water-closet. The large room should 
take a 16-foot circle, regulation lines painted 
on the floor with at least 4 feet all around it. 
(See drawing.) The small room, aes 200 
square feet. 

(2.) Light— Windows should be as in a 
class-room, if on a corner, on both sides. 
Exposure should be sunny. Artificial light of 
the class-room type arranged for the different 
rooms. 

(8.) Doors.— Door to corridor as in class- 
rooms. Wide doors should open from small 
room into large room. 

(4.) Floors— Wood or linoleum cemented 
on to concrete surface, with painted lines as 
above. 

(5.) Walls.— As in class-rooms, with black- 
board as in lower grades. 

(6.) Ceilings — As in class-rooms. 

(7.) Heat and Ventilation— As in  class- 
rooms. 

(8.) Fittings. (a.) Wardrobe.— Hooks for 
60, arranged as in ordinary wardrobes. 

(b.) Teachers’ Closet.— For clothing of two 
or three teachers. 

(c.) Toulet-room.— Immediately adjoining 
with low-down seat and bowl or sink. 

(d.) Bookcase.— As in lower. grades. 

NURSE’Ss ROOM. (1.) Size— From 200 to 400 square feet, 
according to size of school. 

(2.) Windows.— Outside light as in class- 
rooms. 

(8.) Shades.——Set to roll from window- 
sill upward. Not in building contract. 

(4.) Doors.—One door to corridor, as in 
class-rooms, marked ‘‘Nurse’s room.”’ 

(5.) Walls— Upper two-thirds plaster, 
smooth finish, round corners, painted with 
light green oil paint. Lower one-third to floor, 
glazed white tile with sanitary base. 

(6.) .Floor— Terrazzo, like corridors for 
first-class construction. Composition for 
second class. 

(7.) Heat and Ventilation As in class- 
rooms. 

(8.) Light.— Pendant electrolier with spe- 
cial shade. Extra socket on body of fixture for 
hand portable. 

(9.) Nurse’s Closet for Supplies.— Size, 3 
by 4; one shelf; 6 hooks for clothing. 
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(10.) Bath Tub.— Five-foot porcelain 
‘enameled iron, hot and cold water, where 
requested by Superintendent of Nurses. 

(11.) Bowl— Enameled iron, hot and cold 
water faucets with shampoo cock. Hot water 
must be available all the year. 

(12.) Stove and Clock— Gas or electric 
heater as in teachers’ rooms, and a secondary 
clock. _ 

(13.) Fittings.— (Not in building contract.) 
(a.) Cabinet.— Oak finish medical cabinet, 
adopted as standard by Schoolhouse Commis- 
sion. (b.) Stool.— White enamel revolving 
stool. (c.) Table— Dressing table, white 
enamel frame, glass top and shelf; size, 16 to 20, 
rubber crutch tips. (d.) Filing Case for Nurse’s 
Records.— Oak finish, to hold 1,000 cards, 4 by 
6; lock and key; guide ecards. (e.) Writing 
Table.— Oak finish, with drawer and lock; size, 
20 by 30. (f.) Chair.— Oak to match table. 
(g.) Couch.— Flat frame oak, canvas adjust- 
able top. (h.)

TION—ROOMS. latter. A room 26 feet by 32 feet will accom- 
modate forty-two high school desks. The 
larger class-rooms are to accommodate from 
sixty to eighty pupils; the larger number can 
be accommodated in a room 33 feet 8 inches 
by 43 feet. Recitation-rooms, which to a cer- 
tain extent will be used also as class-rooms, 
should be about 16 by 26. These rooms, if 
equipped with continuous desks and seats as 
in a lecture-room, or with double desks, such 
as are to be used in the Charlestown High, 
would accommodate about thirty pupils each. 
Lay out desks in one room of each type on 
preliminary plans. | 

ASSEMBLY HALL. (1.) For a high school would not differ 
materially from that already described for 
elementary schools. 


MASTER’S AND (1.) For accommodation of the principal 
TEACHERS’ there should be an outer office, that is, a wait- 
ROOMS. ing-room or reception-room, and an inner 


office, and rooms for both men and women 
teachers, which might well be concentrated in 
the neighborhood of the reception-room and 
the principal’s room. 
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CHEMISTRY. (1.) The Rooms in General Required.— 
Laboratory, separate from lecture-room, may 
be used as recitation-room, but better to use 
lecture-room and keep laboratory free from 
desks and demonstration table. Lecture-room, 
separate from laboratory, but easy of access, 
may be used for recitation;.in that case should 
have facilities for demonstration. Combined 
lecture-room for physics and chemistry admis- 
sible. Three rooms for administrative pur- 
poses, store-room for dry chemicals and 
apparatus, room for storage of liquid chemicals 
and preparation of reagents, which may also 
be used as a teacher’s laboratory and an office. 
The total area of the laboratory and adminis- 
tration rooms should be about 1,200 square 
feet and of the lecture-room about 600 square | 
feet. 

CHEMICAL (1.) Szze.— Should accommodate a class of 

LABORATORY. forty to fifty pupils, with apparatus. Accom- 
modation for three such classes. 

(2.) ILaght.— On two sides. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation— On same 
basis as for class-rooms, but removal of gases 
should also be provided for by a hood, each 
compartment of which should be ventilated by 
9-inch hole at top, venting into elbow or T of 
drain pipe, thence connected by drain pipe into 
main flue, in which should be a fan operated 
by amotor. , 

(4.) Walls and Ceiling.— Walls of. brick 
ideal, but not generally feasible, except on out- 
side walls; plaster walls painted in oils and 
ceiling of plaster, covered with water-resisting 
surface containing no lead. All woodwork to 
have natural finish, except tops of desks. 

(5.) Floor.— Preferably of concrete; may 
be of hardwood in narrow strips, filled in by 
asphalt; should slope very slightly between 
desks, interspaces again trending to common 
corner, which may be drained. 

(6.) HEquipment.— Working desks at right 
angles to greater length of room, in sections 
back to back between windows; sections mov- 
able when top is removed. Each section 21 
feet to 24 feet 6 inches long, 2 feet wide, 3 feet 
to 3 feet 2 inches in height. Distance between 
double sections about 5 feet, same distance at 
least between ends of sections and hood, which 
should be opposite longer line of windows and 
at right angles to direction of desk sections. 
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Other ends of sections near enough to wall to 
allow for drain at right angles to sections and 
under windows. Desks to be of ash or any 
durable wood, natural finish. Top of narrow 
pine strips, treated with aniline black and 
waterproof lead finish. Individual desks pro- 
vided with 3 lockers and 3 sets of drawers 
each, each set of drawers operated by bar from 
locker, combination lock to fasten locker. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
soapstone sink, placed between sections and 
flush with section top, which should slope 
slightly to sink.* Sink 8 inches wide at least, 
and should begin within 1 foot of the end, 
toward hood, depth here to be 6 inches, run- 
ning nearly to other end, where depth should 
be 8 inches. Each pupil to have working 
space of 3 feet 6 inches by 1 foot 8 inches. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
shelf for reagents, running length of desk, 
10 inches to 12 inches above desk, supported 
by metal standards at suitable intervals, of 
white wood, 1% inches thick, 9 inches wide, 
natural finish, covered with glass plates, + inch 
thick, 9 inches wide, suitable lengths, clamped 
to wooden shelf with as few clamps as possible. 
Wooden shelf at free end of each section, 1 inch 
to 14 inches thick, 3 feet to 4 feet long, not 
over 1 foot 3 inches wide, height of 2 feet 8 
inches to 2 feet 10 inches, for holding blast 
lamps, reagent jars, etc. Finish off top of 
shelf in aniline black. Floor space under 
second row of windows taken up with line of 
extra desks, built like sections, furnished in 
similar way, but without necessarily a drain 
to be used for emergency or general utility. 
Wall space not otherwise occupied may be 
used for shelves or cabinets. Fixed slate 
blackboards at end opposite second set of 
windows and parallel to desk sections, sliding 
slate blackboards above hood. Liquid waste 
may be thrown into desk sink, dry waste into 
earthen jars. Hood should run at right angles 
to desk sections and along wall opposite free 
ends of sections. In the construction of hood, 
protection against fire should be considered. 
Should be built against brick wall. Floor of 
hoods to be of slate; wood, inside and outside, 
to be finished natural. Space divided into 


* Individual sinks are preferred by the teachers, although the long trough is apparently 
adequate for teaching elementary chemistry, and is less expensive. 
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three or four compartments, closed by sliding 
windows. Space against wall not occupied 
by hood for general link. 

(7.) Gas.— Lead from gas main at free 
end of centre of double desk sections, branch 
into two leads along back of each section. 
Take-offs between each working desk space in 
form of pillar with two 4-inch cocks, at each end 
desk a single cock. Two 4-inch gas nipples at 
each side of each compartment of hood. Cocks 
of these outside of hood. Wall desk fitted 
with single gas taps at intervals of two feet. 

(8.) Water— Lead from water main at 
free end of centre of double desk sections. 
Size, large enough to fill section sink rapidly. 
Lead of ordinary size along length of section 
underside of shelf, take-off at free end of sec- 
tion, to which blast and suction pump may be 
attached.. At junction of each four working 
desk spaces take-off, carrying two valves with 
hose bibb delivery 4-inch, the two valves or 
cocks facing opposite sides. Suction pump 
attached to these bibbs if desired. 

(9.) Drains.— Section desk sink to have 
open drain and mercury arrester, into which 
should be set movable concave netting of wide 
mesh to arrest larger solid matter. Main desk 
drain at right angles to sections along and 
under windows, between windows and sections 
should be in form of wooden trough, in sec- 
tions dovetailed from 6 inches to 8 inches inside 
diameter and equally deep, covered with 
asphalt paint or filling; may be supported on 
brackets against wall and left open, or covered 
and provided with movable top. Into this 
drain will drip the lead pipes coming from 
section sink. Slate floor of each hood com- 
partment should deepen slightly in centre, 
where there should be a hole 1 inch in diameter, 
into which is fitted short lead drain pipe, closed 
by perforated plug; drain pipes to be con- 
nected with sloping drain pipe, open or closed, 
running toward and delivering into general sink. 

(10.) Hlectricitty— Current of electricity 
on section desks need not exceed ten volts, 
may be supplied from source common to phys- 
ical and chemical side. Plugs between each 
working space placed under desk top on frame. 

(1.). Size.— Area to depend on number of 
seatings required or number of pupils in 
classes; should be large enough for two classes 
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and should occupy a position between the 
laboratories for physics and chemistry. 

(2.) Lnight— As much glass area as class- 
room, preferably from left. Fit windows and 
other openings admitting light with dark 
curtains as specified under Assembly Hall. 
Electric lighting from the top, controlled at 
point convenient to demonstration table. 

(3.) Floor stepped up in fireproof construc- 
tion and finished in wood, like floor. 

(4.) Heating and Ventilation.—- As for class- 
rooms, with extra ventilation to remove fumes. 
Space at left.end of desk provided with regis- 
ter and flue of at least 10 inches diameter, to 
afford means of down draught. Flue carried 
under floor to nearest wall, flue and draught 
actuated by motor if not sufficient. 

(5.) Equipment.— Demonstration table, not 
less than 12 feet long, not more than 3 feet nor 
less than 30 inches wide, height 32 inches. 
Placed 4 feet distant from wall, material same 
as that of room, top made of pine plank and 
finished like chemical laboratory desks. Pneu- 
matic sink at right hand of desk, of soapstone 
in two depths. Not to exceed 30 inches long, 
20 inches wide. Depth, 4 inches to 6 inches 
minimum; 16 inches to 18 inches maximum. 
Length of minimum depth not to exceed 60 
per cent of total length. Sink to be depressed 
in table and provided with flush cover. Sink 
to have screened drain with mercury trap and 
overflow. Supply hot and cold water under 
reduced pressure and cold water under street 
pressure for quick filling, 2 goosenecks with 
3-inch hose bibbs, to one of which combined 
blast and suction pump may be attached; 
steam supply direct from boiler main with a 
by-pass to summer boiler; supply gas air suc- 
tion, and gas taps not exceeding 6 in number. 
Over demonstration table, secured to ceiling, 
provide a plank with heavy screw hooks. 
Behind lecture table provide sliding blackboards 
of not less than 50 square feet, and a canvas 
curtain on heavy spring roller for attaching 
charts. Drawers and closets for lesser lecture 
apparatus and chemicals in body of table, wall 
on either side provided with shelves for reagent 
bottles under glass, and side wall provided with 
cabinets for larger pieces of permanent appa- 
ratus, if there is no special room for this. Lift- 
ing seats with desk for taking notes arranged 
on platforms, so that the successive tiers will 
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rise one above the other to insure an unob- 
structed view of demonstration table. (See 
drawing.) 

(6.) Hlectricity.— Provide three (3) forms of 
current, viz., one circuit for direct current 
at 110 ‘volts, 30 amperes, and one circuit of 
5 to 20 volts, 50 amperes, and one circuit for 
alternating current at 110 volts, 30 amperes. 
Regulating rheostat for the 5 to 20 volt direct 
current to be located conveniently to table. 
A 50-ampere ammeter and a 125-volt volt- 
meter, both with extra large illuminated dials, 
mounted on swing brackets in full view of 
class and instructor; suitable means for switch- 
ing ammeter and voltmeter to either circuit. 
Terminate circuits in non-reversible push plug 
receptacles. A projection lantern and recep- 
tacles for same at end of table and at rear of 
room. Lantern screen on spring roller at side 
of room, width of screen usually 12 feet, but 
dependent on distance and lenses used. 

ADMINISTRATIVE (1.) Apparatus Store-room.— Should give 

FACILITIES. ample space for storage of extra and reserve 
apparatus and original packages of stock chemi- 
cals. These should be kept in dust-proof 
cabinets with glass doors and in drawers. 

(2.) Preparation-room.— This should adjoin 
the above. Primarily for storage of liquid 
chemicals in bulk and preparation of liquid 
reagents and storage of supply bottles, also 
fitted for teacher’s laboratory. Should have 
wide centre table with gas in centre, working 
desks, with drawers and closets along two 
sides, also gas, water, sink, blast, suction, 
steam and electricity. Shelves along desks 
for storage of liquid chemicals, supply bottles 
and smaller reagent bottles. An adequate 
hood should be provided. 

(3.) Office and Balance Room.— Adjoining 
store-room and preparation-room should be 
small room to contain desk, book shelves, 
table and a good grade balance. 

PHYSICAL (1.) Size— In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
LABORATORY. A laboratory, apparatus-room and shop. 

(2.)' Light.— The same basis as for class- 
rooms, one wall having as direct a southern 
exposure as possible for porte lwmiere studies. 
Artificial light as in a class-room. Dark 
curtains in addition to regular shades for 
darkening room. Windows and all openings 
admitting light fitted as specified under Assem- 
bly Halls (page 65). 
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(3.) Heating and Ventilation On same 
general basis as for class-rooms. 

(4.) Equipment.— Small laboratory tables 
to accommodate two or four pupils at each, 
built of hard wood, white pine tops, fitted 
with 4 drawers, supports and adjustable cross- 
bar. Wall tables around room on sides where 
there are windows, with one or two shallow 
drawers under, but not deep enough to inter- 
fere with comfort of pupil. Soapstone drip 
sinks with cold water to be provided at these 
tables, one to every six or eight pupils. In- 
structor’s table, fitted with hot and cold 
water, Richards’ pump, numerous cupboards 
and drawers of various depths and widths. 
Two-inch plank bolted to ceiling over this 
table, with space of 2 or 3 inches between 
plank and ceiling for attachment of pendulums 
and other apparatus. Provide electric outlet 
for stereopticon and screen for same. 

(5.) Furniture.— Provide adjustable stools 
for all the tables and a sufficient number of 
tablet arm chairs to accommodate the entire 
division during demonstration exercises. 
Chairs to be placed in rectangle formed by 
pupils’ tables and demonstration table. These 
are not in building contract, but to be laid out 
on preliminary plans. 

(6.) Hlectricity.— One outlet for direct cur- 
rent at 110 volts E. M. F. and 30-ampere 
capacity. One outlet for direct current at low 
voltage with regulator conveniently located. 
One outlet for alternating current at 110 volts 
E. M. F. and 30-ampere capacity. One outlet 
for each kind of current at demonstration table, 
to be single pole push plugs instead of binding 
posts. Series and multiple connections at each 
pupil’s table. Switch in laboratory to cut 
out pupils’ tables. 

(7.) Gas.— Pupils’ tables to be equipped 
with gas, 4 cocks to each table. Wall tables 
to be equipped with gas. Demonstration table 
to be provided with gas. 

(8.) Bulletin Board.— 25 to 50 square feet ’ 
of bulletin board, covered with burlap, secured 
at edges, but not glued on like wall paper. 

(9) Blackboards.— As much _ blackboard 
space as possible. Sliding blackboards back 
of demonstration tables. 

(1.) Srze— One large or several small 
rooms, to open directly out of laboratory, and 
connected with lecture-room. 
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(2.) Equipment.— To be fitted with dust- 
tight cases with adjustable shelves and sliding 
glass doors, 7 feet high; cabinets of drawers 
of various widths and depths, mostly narrow 
and shallow. Some of these cases may be 
in the laboratory if there is sufficient wall 
space. A small sink and hood should be 
provided. 

(1.) A small shop is desirable, though not 
absolutely necessary. This should be equipped 
with work bench, power lathe, belted to 
motor generator, and shelving for tools and 
stock, and may be set up in apparatus- 
room. 

(1.) Size— In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
Laboratory and apparatus-room. 

(2.) Light— Windows the same as ‘for 
class-rooms, one wall with southern exposure. 
Artificial light as in class-rooms. 

(3.) Equipment.—(a.) Twenty-one pupils’ 
tables, 54 inches by 24 inches by 30 inches 
high, each to accommodate two pupils, to have 
plate glass tops. 

(b.) Soapstone sink, 72 inches by 30 inches, 
10 inches deep, accessible on all sides. Sup- 
ply with cold water, about 8 bibbs and 2 hose 
bibb cocks. 

(c.) One aquarium, 30 inches long, 20 
inches wide and 20 inches high, with supply, 
gooseneck cock with aspirator and standing 
waste. 

(d.) Ice chest, 36 inches by 24 inches. 

(e.) Cases built wherever practicable. 
Three sections to contain 42 pigeonholes, 3 
inches by 3 inches by 8 inches, for storage of 
instruments. A liberal supply of cases to con- 
tain drawers and cupboards in lower compart- 
ment, and shelves above, for exhibition of 
specimens, storage of material, instruments, 
books, charts, ete. 

(4.) Furniture—Forty-two adjustable screw 
revolving chairs, not in building contract. 

(1.) To be used in common for gymnasium 
exercises, athletic games and the drilling of 
the school cadets. On account of its size and 
for structural conditions to be generally 
located in the basement, with clear span of 
ceiling and combined height of basement and 
first story. Visitors’ gallery generally provided 
at one end, entered from first floor. 

(2.) Size— The classes exercising in the 
gymnasium are from fifty to one hundred, and 
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a suitable floor space for this number, as well 
as floor space for a full company of cadets at 
drill, is from 3,750 to 4,000 square feet. The 
height should not be less than 24 feet. 


(3.) Light Ample outside light in all 
cases. Electric light from ceiling protected 
with wire guards. 


(4.) Heat and Ventilation The former 
sufficient to guarantee a temperature of about 
60 degrees, and about twice as much ventila- 
tion as is customary for the ordinary class- ' 
room. ‘This is, of course, insufficient for the 
number of people who might occasionally 
occupy the gymnasium for exhibitions, but it 
is more than enough for the ordinary number 
using it for class exercises. 


(5.) Hquipment.— The standard gymnastic 
apparatus consists of the following fixtures, 
which may be slightly modified in particular 
cases:

Bean bags. 

Truck to carry mats. 
Storming board. 

Pairs 13-lb. Indian clubs. 
Pairs #-lb. Indian clubs. 
Chest weights. 

Horizontal and vaulting bar. 
Pair parallel bars. 

Jump boards. 

Shoulder caliper. 
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(6.) Gun Racks.— Racks for holding the guns 
carried by the cadets should be provided on wall. 
These racks should be protected by locked doors. 

(7.) Special Rooms.— Adjoining gymna- 
sium and drill hall two small rooms about 10 
feet square should be provided for school 
matron and director of gymnasium. 

(8.) Dressing-rooms, Baths and Lockers.— 
(a.) MSystem.— The clothing of all the pupils 
is in a central locker-room, each suit being 
numbered, and all being under the control of 
the attendant in charge. Dressing-rooms are 
provided in number equivalent to the number 
of a class. A class coming for exercise are 
given their gymnasium clothing and keys to 
dressing-rooms, which they lock behind them 
when exercising. After exercise they can take 
a shower bath. When dressed the dressing- 
room keys are given up, but the gymnasium 
clothing is left to be gathered up by the attend- 
ant. The clothing is carried to the dry-room, 
and when dried each set is put back in its 
proper pigeonhole. 

(b.) Lockers— The locker-room is con- 
trolled by the attendant, and contains pigeon- 
holes, 10-inch cube, one for each pupil in the 
school, and a counter over which to deliver 
the clothing. Adjoining this is the dry-room, 
capable of being heated to a high temperature 
and thoroughly ventilated. This is fitted with 
hooks and clothesline. 

(c.) Dressing-rooms.— The dressing-rooms 
are small cabins, about 3 feet square, with a 
locked door, a seat and hooks. 

(d.) Showers.— The shower baths are 3 feet 
square, divided by slate partitions, similar to 
those for water-closets, each having a bar at 
the front, over which a cotton sheet can be 
dropped. Each compartment has two sprays 
in opposite corners. 

Rooms shall be provided for drawing, and 
in boys’ schools for shop work in addition. 

(1.) Size— The space for each subject 
should be about 1,500 to 1,800 square feet. 

(2.) Laght.— Windows and artificial light 
by special fixtures. North light preferable in 
the drawing-rooms. 

(3.) Floors.— Of wood. 

(4.) Walls.— As in a manual training room. 

(5.) Ceilings— As in a manual training 
room. 
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(6.) Heating and Ventilation.— Same as in 
manual training rooms. 

(7.) Stock-room.— The lumber stock-room 
should contain at least 80 square feet, and 
preferably be long and narrow. Shelves as 
directed. 

(8.) Teachers’ Closets.— As in manual train- 
ing room. 

(9.) Fittings —(a.) Bookcases, like those 
in class-rooms, 150 capacity. 

(b.) Cases.—— For work in process, extra 
tools, supplies, drawing boards, models, paper, 
finished drawings, ete. (For all of these get 
directions and see former High School drawings.) 

(c.) Display Frames.— Size and position as 
directed, to be of burlap over soft wood back 
with 2-inch moulding around. 

(d.) Sink.— A 5-foot: sink, with hot and 
cold water, fountains as directed. 

(10.) Equipment of Free-hand Drawing- 
Room.— Provide at least 25 oak drawing tables 
of approved type to be used by boys and 
girls in common. 

(11.) Equipment for Mechanical Drawing- 
Room.— (For boys only). See Appendix XII. 
and former High School drawings. 

(12.) Equipment of Woodworking Rooms.— 
(For boys only.) Provide at least 20 cabinet 
benches of approved type with quick action, 
iron vises. Provide glue pot with electric or 
gas connnections as directed. Machinery if 
directed. 

(13.) Equipment of Metal-working Room. 
(For boys only.) Six double benches 8 feet by 
2 feet, fitted with 12 Prentiss iron vises, 33- 
inch jaw; wall bench fitted with 10 stations, tool 
drawers and 5 Bower’s tool holders; one $-inch 
gas hose cock terminal above each bench sta- 
tion; 2 gas blast burners, 1 large, 1 small; metal 
covered bench with ventilated hood; 1 muffle 
furnace, ventilated; 1 drill; 1 grindstone; 
1 pair bench shears. Machinery if directed. 

(14.) Motor.— If directed. 

(15.) Blackboards.— For each class-room for 
above subjects provide about 15 running feet 
of slate blackboard 4 feet high. 

(1.) Size— The space should be about 
1,200 square feet, and should accommodate the 
kitchen, two small rooms for showing the care 
of a dining-room and of a bedroom, and a china 
closet and pantry. 
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(2.) Light, Heat, etc— The same as that 
for other rooms, with additional ventilation in 
the kitchen. 

(3.) Equipment.— The kitchen to contain 
an equipment as may be decided upon by 
the Board after consultation; a kitchen pantry 
fitted with shelving and a china closet fitted 
with a sink; drawers, cupboards and shelves 
enclosed with glass doors. The dining-room 
and bedroom simply finished rooms, having 
no equipment except the furniture. 

(1.) In General.— The lunch-rooms in Bos- 
ton schools have usually been located in the 
basement, and where these are high and well ° 
lighted this location seems to serve satis- 
factorily. They should, however, have the 
special ventilation that is provided in a base- 
ment cooking-room. In size they should 
accommodate comfortably, seated at benches 
or small tables, that proportion of the pupils 
in the school which takes advantage of the 
luncheon facilities. 

(2.) Equipment.— (a.) The counter should 
be set at 2 feet 8 inches high, and should 
have a rail 2 feet from it, with openings at 
intervals, to kéep children in single file, and 
there should be accommodation under the 
counter for dishes. 

(b.) Range— A six-hole gas range, with 
ample oven space. 

(c.) Sinks — Two good-sized soapstone 
sinks. 

(d.) Ice-box.— Of sufficient size to take 
care of milk supply. 

(e.) Lockers.— Sufficient to care for the 
clothing of the attendants, and for mops and 
brooms, etc. These should not be under the 
counter or near any place where food is kept. 

(f.) Furniture-— In some cases the children 
are provided with camp chairs and small round 
tables to seat four. In others ordinary school 
benches have been provided. Both seem fairly 
satisfactory in operation. 

(1.) A space equivalent to a small class- 
room is ample for library purposes. The book 
accommodation will depend somewhat on the 
size of the school. The library is planned as 
a reading-room, that is, with the books in the 
room and not in a separate stack-room. 

(1.) In high schools common wardrobes are 
— one for boys and one for girls — advised for 
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all the clothing, situated on the lower floor to 
avoid bringing dirt into the upper floors. 
There being an attendant on the lower floor, 
the room, as a whole, can be locked up. 

(2.) Lnght.— The rooms should have out- 
side light. 

(3.) Heat and Ventilation.— This should be 
thoroughly well heated and ventilated, similar 
to class-rooms. | 

(4.) Equipment.— The poles, hooks, ete., 
will be similar to those used in other schools, 
but more space should be given the girls, 7. e., 
about 1 foot 6 inches on centre. It has been | 
found desirable to have some locked pigeon- 
holes, 20 by 20 by 12 inches. 

(1.) Service.— This should enter basement 
underground at location to be determined by 
reference to street mains, and should terminate 
on a switchboard located in a fireproof closet, 
opening if possible into the basement corridor. 

(2.) Conduits—— All wires to be run in iron 
conduit concealed, except conduits for mains 
in basement, and side outlets in boiler, engine 
and stack-rooms. Tap circuit conduits to be 
run above rough floor wherever possible. If 
floor construction will not allow this, they are 
to be run below floor beams and above ceiling, 
a space of 2 inches being left in which they can 
be run. 

(3.) Wire Slot— Obtain from electrical 
division the location of slots and openings for 
conduits and panel boards. 

(4.) Cabinets.— All cabinets to be furnished 
by wiring contractor, but finished by the general 
contractor. 

(5.) Cutting.— All cutting and patching to 
be done by the general contractor. 

(6.) Outlets Class-rooms to be provided. 
with nine four-light ceiling outlets, controlled 
by three switches. Wardrobes to have one 
ceiling outlet, controlled by switch in class- 
room. Corridors to be lighted from ceiling 
wherever possible. Height of side outlets in 
rooms and corridors to be 6 feet 6 inches. 
Switch outlets in class-rooms to be 6 feet, else- 
where 4 feet. Switches in corridors, play- 
rooms and pupils’ toilet-rooms to be operated 
by private key. 

(7.) Fiatwres.— Fixtures in class-rooms to 
be of special design to combine a direct and 
diffused light. | 
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(8.) Gas.— Gas outlets to be provided in 
all corridors, vestibules, stairways, boiler- 
room and assembly hall exits; all to be wall 
outlets. Gas-piping to be included in the 
electrical engineer’s work. | 

(9.) Stereopticon.— All grammar schools 
and high schools to be provided with an elec- 
tric projection lantern with _ reflectoscope 
attachment. 

(10.) Clocks and Bells.— All schools to be 
provided with an electric system of clocks, 
operated by a master clock. All primary 
schools to be provided with a system of sig- 
nal bells, operated by push buttons. In all 
grammar and high schools the bell system to 
be operated automatically by master clocks, 
according to prearranged programme. 

(11.) Telephones—In all schools, each 
class-room, hall, teachers’ room and _ boiler- 
room to be connected to master’s office, or to 
room occupied by the first assistant, by a 
telephone system.

NEW BUILDINGS — BOND ISSUE.

Item 1. High School of Practical Arts. This build- 
ing is being built on land situated at the corner of Greenville 
and Winthrop streets, Roxbury, Mass., in the Lewis District. 
The area of the whole lot is 41,321 square feet, and the area 
of the building is 19,653 square feet. The plan is so con- 
ceived that it will be possible to extend the corridor, completing 
the wing nearly the length of the lot in Winthrop street and 
giving an additional six rooms plus the basement increase; 
and at the end of the building in Greenville street to carry 
the wing to the rear, giving six additional rooms, plus the base- 
ment rooms. As at present arranged, the old house in the rear 
in Greenville street is kept for use in connection with this 
school, and will be changed slightly for this purpose. The 
main entrance to the building on Greenville street is through 
the basement, owing to the difference in the grades of about 
12 feet, between the low point of the building on Greenville 
street and the high point in Winthrop street. There is also 
an entrance at the angle formed by the two streets and one at the 
Winthrop street end of building. The building is four stories 
high, with basement, except the gymnasium and auditorium 
wing, which is two stories high. The first floor contains six 
class-rooms, master’s suite, library, reception, book, teachers’ 
and vocational assistants’ rooms, and an auditorium with a 
seating capacity of about 800, with stage, dressing rooms, 
organ chamber, etc. The second floor contains one class- 
room, one millinery room, six dressmaking rooms, teachers’ 
and fitting rooms, large study, and gallery of auditorium, and 
dressing room in mezzanine over stage. The third floor con- 
tains five drawing rooms, three kitchens, a metal working 
room, supply, emergency and store rooms, and a lecture room 
with a seating capacity of 142. The fourth floor contains 
two large chemical, and one large physical laboratory with two 
preparation rooms, and one apparatus room, toilet and store 
rooms, and a large lunch room. An electric elevator runs 
from the basement to the fourth floor. The basement contains 
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a locker room with space for about 800 steel lockers, engineer’s, 
janitor’s, coal and boiler rooms, fan room, general toilet room, 
shower bath, dressing room with mezzanine floor, gymnasium 
locker room and large gymnasium, with director’s and apparatus 
rooms. The exterior of the building is of gray brick, with 
Indiana limestone water table, sills, belt courses, columns and 
cornice, etc. The building is of fireproof construction through- 
out, of steel beams and flat terra cotta arches, and has a flat 
tar and gravel roof. 

Heating and Ventilating.— The building contains a plenum 
system of ventilation. Fresh air is supplied to the assembly 
hall by a steel plate fan driven by an.-electric motor. The 
air for the rest of the building is furnished by two steel plate 
fans, belt driven by a low-pressure steam engine. In each 
case the air is heated by a primary stack of indirect radiators, 
the temperature being maintained at 68 degrees Fahrenheit 
by mixing dampers controlled automatically by a thermostat 
with graduated action, and located in the fresh air duct. 

The main air duct to the class-rooms and gymnasium is 
built of concrete and is located below the ground floor corridor. 

The building is warmed by direct radiators. Those in the 
principal rooms are automatically controlled by thermostats. 
The apparatus is so arranged that the assembly hall may be 
heated and ventilated independently of the rest of the building. 

All toilet fixtures in the basement have outlets for seat 
ventilation which are connected together by galvanized-iron 
ducts and run to the top of the main ventilators. The indi- 
vidual fixtures throughout the building have similar vents. 
Ventilation is assisted by aspirating coils placed in the flues. 

Special motor-driven fans are provided to remove noxjous 
gases from the hoods in the chemical laboratories and dis- 
charge them above the roof of the building. 

Electric System.— The electrical installation consists of 
complete electric lighting throughout the building, projection 
lanterns in the assembly hall, laboratories and lecture room, 
electric heating devices in the sewing and millinery rooms, 
inter-communicating telephones, electric clocks and program 
system, complete apparatus for electrical demonstration 
purposes in laboratories and lecture room, local and auxiliary 
fire alarm system, a vacuum cleaning system and an electric 
elevator. 

Gas is also supplied for emergency lighting, laboratory 
work and for the various cooking rooms. 

Item 2. Annex to Roxbury High School. The annex 
faces on Dunreath street, immediately east of the rear wall of 
present building. The frontage on Dunreath street is 77 feet, 
the depth 129 feet, approximate ground area 8,700 square feet. 
The exterior of the building is of selected water-struck brick 
and cast stone trimmings, is second class construction, four 
stories high, including a ground story of 10 feet height. 
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There are five class-rooms, 26 feet by 32 feet; three recitation 
rooms, 23 feet by 26 feet; two recitation rooms, 26 feet by 26 
feet; a study hall, 42 feet by 58 feet, carried through two stories; 
a study room, 31 feet by 39 feet; physical and biological labora- 
tories, 31 feet by 39 feet, with apparatus rooms, size, 10 feet by 
24 feet, adjoining. 

The ground floor contains main entrance to two story study 
hall, a wardrobe room, 26 feet by 58 feet (equipped with 
individual steel lockers), fan and engine rooms, plenum 
chambers, etc. 

The annex is connected with present building by corridors 
at each floor level. 

This contract also covers new dressing rooms, locker rooms, 
boiler room, toilets, showers and miscellaneous changes in 
present high school building. 

Heating and Ventilation The building contains a plenum 
system of ventilation. The existing boiler plant has been 
rearranged. A new chimney has been built, the two old 
boilers have been relocated and reset and a new boiler has 
been installed. A steel plate fan, belt connected to a low 
pressure steam engine, operating at 25 pounds pressure, 
furnishes air for the new portion of the school. The air is 
warmed by a primary stack of indirect radiators, the tempera- 
ture being maintained at 68 degrees Fahrenheit by mixing 
dampers, controlled automatically by a graduated action 
thermostat located in the main duct. The air is conducted to 
the various class-rooms through galvanized-iron ducts located 
in the furred spaces above the corridor ceilings. 

The rooms are heated by direct radiators. ‘Those in the 
class-rooms are the wall pattern, placed beneath the windows 
and automatically controlled by thermostats. 

Electric System.—.The various systems of electric lights, 
clocks, bells, telephones and fire alarm have been extended to 
the new building. New laboratory apparatus has also been 
provided and a system of piping for vacuum cleaning has been 
installed. 

Item 3.—Enlargement of Girls’ High School. The 
Girls’ High School on Pembroke and West Newton streets 
was altered and enlarged during the summer vacation of 
1911 so as to provide, in the first place, a much better lighting 
for some of the class-rooms on Pembroke street and in the 
basement, together with an additional connection, on the 
third story, with the new building, and, secondly, to substitute 
for the old mansard roof an entirely new fourth story with 
brick walls, large windows and flat roof. 

The fourth story now comprises eight class-rooms, a draw- 
ing room, laboratories for botany and for zoélogy, teachers’ 
rooms, wardrobes and toilets. One of the class-rooms was 
fitted as an out-of-doors room. 

The alterations were entirely finished and the premises 
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ready for use at the opening of the school year, and the appro- 
priation of $100,000 was expended in almost exactly one 
hundred working days. 

Heating and Ventilation — The addition is ventilated by the 
plenum fan system. Steam is obtained from the boiler plant 
in the present building. 

The steel plate fan, direct connected to an electric motor, 
which formerly furnished air to the assembly hall, is now 
arranged to supply either the new class-rooms or the hall. A 
galvanized-iron duct is run in the roof space over the corridors 
to convey the air to the class-rooms. The present stack of 
indirect radiators, in connection with the above-mentioned fan, 
has been enlarged and warms the air to 68 degrees Fahrenheit, 
the temperature being controlled by mixing dampers operated 
by a duct thermostat. | 

‘The rooms are heated by direct radiators. Those in the 
class-rooms are of the wall pattern, placed under the windows 
and automatically controlled by thermostats. 

The sanitary fixtures have local vents. The movement of 
air in all vent ducts is stimulated by aspirating coils. | 

Electric System.— The various electrical systems, including 
electric lights, clocks, bells, telephones, fire alarm and labo- 
ratory apparatus have been extended to the new rooms. 


II. 
NEW BUILDINGS—TAX LEVY APPROPRIATION. 


List or 1911. 


Item 1.—Ellen H. Richards School, elementary school, 
lower grades. This building is located on land bounded by 
Beaumont street and Guild and Bates roads, in the Henry L. 
Pierce District, Dorchester. 

The building is of cherry red brick with light stone trim- 
mings. Owing to the slope of the land the building, which is 
one story and basement in height, appears two stories above the 
ground around the greater part of the building, thereby per- 
mitting the floor level of two class-rooms in basement to be 
well above the grade of lot. 

There will be eight class-rooms in all, of the regulation size. 
One of these class-rooms will be for kindergarten purposes 
and another a fresh air class-room. There will be in addition 
to the above a teachers’ room and nurse’s room with conven- 
lences connecting. 

In the basement will be located the boys’ and girls’ play 
rooms and toilet rooms, as well as the boiler, coal and janitor’s 
rooms, with the necessary accessories. 
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The building will be equipped with every modern con- 
venience to ensure health and comfort to the pupils and 
teachers. 

Heating and Ventilation.— The building contains a plenum 
system of ventilation. Two horizontal return tubular boilers 
supply steam to the heating system at a pressure of from 1 
to 5 pounds, the water of condensation returning to the boiler 
by gravity. 

A three-quarter housing steel plate fan, belt driven by an 
electric motor, furnishes air for ventilation. The air is heated . 
by a primary stack of indirect radiators, the temperature 
’ being maintained at 68 degrees Fahrenheit by mixing dampers 
controlled automatically by a thermostat with graduated action 
and located in the fresh air duct. 

The building is warmed by direct radiators. Those in the 
class-rooms are the wall pattern, placed under the windows, 
and automatically controlled by thermostats. 

All water-closets in the basement toilet rooms are provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation, which are connected together 
by galvanized-iron ducts and run in two separate flues to the 
top of the main ventilator. Connection is also made to the 
space back of the urinals. Ventilation is assisted by aspirating 
coils placed in the flues. 

Electric System.— The building is piped for the future 
installation of electric lights. Electric clocks and bells and a 
local and auxiliary fire alarm system have been installed. 

Item 2.— William Bradford School, elementary school, 
lower grades. This building is located on Willowwood street, 
Dorchester, facing northeast, the lot containing about 38,550 
square feet, of which the building will occupy 8,230, leaving 
about 30,320 square feet for grass plots and planting and for 
the brick-paved play yards in the rear. 

The basement will contain the heating apparatus, boys’ 
and girls’ play rooms and sanitaries, and two standard size 
class-rooms, facing southwest, each 23 by 29 feet. . 

On the main floor will be the teachers’ room, nurse’s and 
book rooms, four standard size class-rooms (two of which, 
facing southwest, will be fresh-air class-rooms), and two 
larger class-rooms on the south and west corners, the former to 
be used for the kindergarten. 

The building will be of red brick and artificial Wires and 
of second-class construction throughout, except for a fire- 
proof floor over the heating apparatus; the roof will be flat 
and covered with plastic slate. 

Heating and Ventilation.— The building contains a plenum 
system of ventilation. Two horizontal return tubular boilers 
supply steam to the heating system at a pressure of from one 
to five pounds, the water of condensation returning to the boiler 
by gravity. 

A three-quarter housing steel-plate fan, belt driven by an 
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electric motor, furnishes air for ventilation. The air is heated 
by a primary stack of indirect radiators, the temperature being 
maintained at 68 degrees Fahrenheit by mixing dampers con- 
trolled automatically by a thermostat with graduated action 
and located in the fresh-air duct. 

The building is warmed by direct radiators. Those in the - 
class-rooms are the wall pattern placed under the windows 
and automatically controlled by thermostats. 

All water-closets in the basement toilet rooms are provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation, which are connected together 
by galvanized-iron ducts and run in two separate flues to the 
top of the main ventilator. Connection is also made to the 
space back of the urinals. Ventilation is assisted by aspirating 
coils placed in the flues. 

Electrical System.— The building is piped for the future 
installation of electric lights. Electric clocks and bells and a 
system of local and auxiliary fire alarm apparatus have been 
installed. 

Item 9.—Benedict Fenwick School, elementary school, 
lower grades. The building contains twelve class-rooms, and 
is two and a half stories high. The exterior is water-struck 
brick with artificial stone trimmings. 

The main entrance is on Magnolia street, with four entrances 
for the pupils, two on either side, and two from basement level 
leading to play yards. A large room with a sunny exposure is 
provided on the first floor for a kindergarten. There is also a 
nurse’s room on the first floor and teachers’ and masters’ rooms 
on the second floor. All the class-rooms are lighted from one 
side and arranged to secure the maximum of sunlight. A 
special feature is a fresh-air class-room with windows arranged 
so that side of class-room may be thrown open to admit outside 
air. In the basement are the play rooms and toilet rooms for 
the pupils and heating plant. 

The standing finish is North Carolina pine. 

Floors throughout (except basement) are narrow tongued 
and grooved maple flooring. The basement floor is grano- 
lithic with asphalt in toilet rooms. The boiler and coal rooms 
are brick paved. 

The wall surfaces in class-rooms (except where blackboards 
are provided) and walls of corridors are finished with burlap 
to a height of 7 feet. Burlap surfaces are finished with oil, 
paint and plaster; wall and ceiling surfaces above are treated 
with water color. 

Heating and Ventilation— The building is warmed and 
ventilated by a low pressure steam, gravity return, gravity 
indirect system. There are two horizontal return tubular 
boilers. 

The class-rooms are warmed by indirect pin radiators placed 
in brick heating chambers in the basement. The temperature 
of the air entering these rooms is controlled by hand-mixing 
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dampers operated by the teachers. All other rooms in the 
building are heated by direct radiation. ‘The warm air and 
vent flues are built of galvanized iron. 

All water-closets in the basement toilet room have outlet 
for seat ventilation which are connected together by galvanized- 
iron ducts and run in separate flues to the top of the main 
ventilators. Connection is also made to the space back of the 
urinals. 

All individual closets have similar seat vents. In all vent 
ducts the movement of the foul air is stimulated by aspirating 
coils. 

Electric System.— The building is equipped with a complete 
system of electric lights, electric clocks and bells, interior tele- 
phones and local and auxiliary fire alarm systems. A vacuum 
cleaning plant is also provided for. 

Item 15.— Enlarging West Roxbury High School. This 
item includes the finishing of two additional rooms in the 
former waste space under the roof with stock room, closets and 
toilet. The roof is of pitched type and windows had to be 
broken through each side. The building and the roof are of 
fireproof construction, and it was decided to make all the new 
work conform therewith. Considerable expense was occa- 
sioned by being obliged to build a new flight of stairs from the 
fourth floor on which the new rooms were located to the corridor 
of the third floor, these to be used also as a fire exit. The results 
obtained were one room to be used for manual arts of the size 
of 60 feet extreme length by 23 feet wide. Another room to be 
used’ for drawing of the size of 57 feet extreme length by 24 
feet 6 inches wide. A storeroom 9 feet 6 inches by 10 feet. A 
second storeroom about 8 feet wide by 14 feet long, and cor- 
ridor. The drawing room and manual arts room contain 
soapstone sinks and a toilet was added off of corridor. The 
fittings required were considerable, viz., cases for drawing 
boards, clay cupboards, cases of drawers, work benches, blow- 
pipe and acid benches. 

Heating and Ventilating— The rooms are warmed and ven- 
tilated by direct indirect radiators placed along the outside 
walls and having copper ducts with special louvres and net- 
tings through which fresh air is drawn. The foul air is 
removed through vent ducts having aspirating coils to stimu- 
late the flow. 

Electric System.— The electric clock and telephone systems 
have been extended to the new rooms. Gas heated glue stands 
have also been installed in the manual training room. 

Item 13.—Industrial School for Boys (formerly the 
Brimmer School). The work under this item included the 
removal of ,certain partitions so as to give large shop rooms 
supporting the first floor to take the added weight of machinery, 
building a separate flight of stairs for communication between 
shops on first and second floors, adding sinks in shops on first 
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floor and sanitaries on second and third floors, also a lunch 
room equipment and master’s office was provided on the second 
floor and a science room on the third floor; a tool cage was pro- 
vided in one shop. 

Electric System.— In addition.to the standard equipment 
of electric lights, clocks, bells, telephones and fire alarm, there 
has been installed a complete system of electric motors for the 
operation of the tools in machine shops, woodworking rooms 
and printing rooms. A very complete equipment of generators, 
motors, switchboards and instruments are now being installed 
for practical instruction in electrical science.

The cost of the work of the division, not including rent and 
light, for the aforementioned year, was $4,375, which.is 1.9 per 
cent of the sum of Items 1 and 2, or 3.2 per cent of Item 1, or the 
executed work. 

The division at present consists of three draughtsmen besides 
the head. Until May 1, 1911, it included six.

Dear Sir,— By your request I made the annual 
examination of the books and accounting matters of the 
treasurer of the Board of Commissioners of Sinking 
Funds for the fiscal year which ended with the thirty- 
first day of January, 1912, and have the honor to report 
to you as follows: | 


REPORT. 


I inspected carefully the entries of all transactions for 
the period audited, and reviewed in detail all the clerical 
work performed, — such as additions, postings and veri- 
fication of balances. I traced receipts of every nature 
into the banks where these moneys are deposited, and 
the purchases of all bonds into the investment book, and 
saw proper vouchers from the parties from whom the 
bonds were purchased. 

I saw also that all moneys paid to the City Treasurer 
for the cancellation or redemption of debt were credited 
to the Board and used only for the purpose designated. 

I verified the correctness of the amounts of cash — 
belonging to the different funds — deposited in the 
various banks and trust companies of the city, the totals 
of which were, on March 7, 1912, $3,519,486.91; and 
furthermore examined thoroughly the treasurer’s annual 
report — under date of February 1, 1912 — and certify 
that the statements contained therein as to the receipts 
and disbursements of cash, the amounts of investments 
and the debt liabilities and resources of the Sinking 
Funds, are true in all particulars to the best of my 
knowledge and belief. 

I examined as of the 11th of March, 1912, all of the 
securities — amounting to $38,902,130 — representing

the Sinking Fund investments, and found them in 
accordance with the requirements of the records.

Sir,— As required by chapter 3, section 24, of the 
Revised Ordinances, I have the honor to present here- 
with the annual report of the Soldiers’ Relief Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1912. 


DUTIES. 


Under the provisions of chapter 468, Acts of 1909, 
this department is charged with the disbursement of 
state and military aid, and with the burial of indigent 
soldiers, and under chapter 79, section 18, of the Revised 
Laws, it is also charged with the disbursement of 
soldiers’ relief. 

To do exact justice to the state, the city and the 
applicant is the desire of the officials, and every effort 
is made to carry that desire into effect. All honorable 
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means are used to ascertain the real facts in each case, 
and to this end sworn statements are taken, outside 
investigations made, and the official records of the 
nation, states and cities and towns consulted. 

Recommendations for state and military aid are made 
to the State Aid Commissioner, and for soldiers’ relief 
to the Committee of the City Council, which meets 
monthly for the purpose of hearing applicants and 
acting on cases submitted to them. 

The law provides that the city be reimbursed by the 
state for the full amount expended for state aid, and 
half of the amount expended for military aid, and in 
order to secure these reimbursements, monthly reports 
are made and forwarded to the State Aid Commissioner 
of all moneys expended under these laws. 

Where applicants are prevented by age or disability 
from appearing at the office in person, agents are sent 
to their homes where all necessary papers are executed. 

Unabated efforts are made to prevail upon veterans 
to enter the soldiers’ homes when it is evident that 
their condition would be improved, and, where there 
are adult children able to help, they are strongly urged 
to perform their filial duty. 

In cases where applicants have claims upon other 
cities or towns by reason of having legal settlements 
therein, vdluntary assistance is rendered them in their 
efforts to secure relief from such places. 

The military record of every applicant is verified by 
reference to the War Department at Washington, and 
to the Adjutant General of the state. This is necessary 
in order to prove the applicant’s eligibility. 

The granting of military aid and soldiers’ relief 
depend primarily upon the place of the applicant’s legal 
settlement. To ascertain this, a careful examination is 
made of the tax books, directories and pauper records 
in Boston, and other cities and towns in which the 
applicant has resided, and the records of births, marriages 
and deaths in the office of the Secretary of State and 
other places. 

As another means of benefiting the old soldier and 
his widow, the officials of this department execute, 
without charge, the pension vouchers of our benefici- 
aries, both in the office and at their homes. 

The number of applicants for all forms of relief dur- 
ing the past year, and the disposition thereof, also the 
totals of the year preceding, will be found in the fol- 
lowing table: 
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VISITATIONS. 


The number of visits to beneficiaries during the year 
was 2,509, as a result of which 35 cases were dropped 
from the pay roll and 8 cases reduced in amount. In 
addition to these regular visits, there were 230 visits 
made for information, 80 visits made to fill out blanks 
and affidavits, and 35 visits made to pay infirm bene- 
ficiaries. Ten visits were made and 17 letters were 
written to children of beneficiaries in the effort to 
secure assistance from them for their parents. 


STATE AID. 
Chapter 468, Section 3, Acts of 1909. 


On May 23, 1861, the Massachusetts Legislature 
enacted a law known as chapter 222 of that year. It 
was the first state aid law ever passed, and it has been 
re-enacted practically every five years since that time. 
The only substantial change was made in 1898 when the 
soldiers of the Spanish War were included. State aid is 
limited to $6 for soldiers and $4 per month for dependents. 

Payments to and changes among the beneficiaries 
during the past year are shown in the following tables:

MiuILItTary AID. 


Chapter 468, Section 9, Acts of 1909. 


This aid is paid only to Civil or Spanish War soldiers 
who served to the credit of Massachusetts, and is used 
only in cases where the combined pension and state aid 
are inadequate for the support of the beneficiary. For 
this reason it is unlimited in amount. 

The changes and payments during the past year will 
be found in the following table:

Military Aid. 
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SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. 


Prior to the year 1888 it was found that soldiers of 
the Civil War and their dependents were being sup- 
ported as paupers in many of the almshouses through- 
out the state. For the purpose of removing such 
worthy men from the ranks of pauperism, and support- 
ing them in their own homes, the soldiers’ relief law 
was passed in 1888. This relief comes entirely from 
the City Treasury, is unlimited in amount, and is used 
solely for the support of persons having legal settle- 
ments in this city. 

The following table shows the payments made under 
this law during the past year:

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SEPARATE PERSONS AIDED. 


It often follows that the pension and limited state aid 
are insufficient for the proper support of the soldier, or 
his wife, or widow. In such cases an allowance is made 
under the soldiers’ relief law, thus necessitating the 
appearance of the same names in two different tables, 
making an unavoidable duplication of persons. 

The actual number of separate persons aided during 
the year is given in the following table, with the changes

BURIALS. 
Chapter 468, Section 17, Acts of 1909. 


For the burial of poor soldiers and their dependents 
in places not used for pauper interment, the state allows 
$35 in each case, and this law is executed in a most 
creditable manner by Capt. Charles A. Feyhl of No. 60 
Pemberton square, who represents this department as 
its burial agent.

Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea. The latter were taken in 
an ambulance kindly furnished by Manus J. Fish, 
Superintendent of Public Buildings, to whom this 
department is under great obligations.

LAWS AFFECTING THE SOLDIERS’ 
DEPARTMENT. 


STATE AND MILITARY AID. 


[CHAPTER 468, Acts oF 1909.] 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO STATE AND MILITARY AID 
AND TO THE BURIAL OF INDIGENT SOL-— 
DIERS AND SAILORS. 


Be wt enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. The commissioner of state aid 
and pensions, appointed under the provisions 
of chapter one hundred and ninety-two of the 
acts of the year nineteen hundred and two, 
shall perform the duties required of him under 
the laws relative to state and military aid. 
He shall investigate, so far as the interests of 
the commonwealth may require, all payments 
for state and military aid under the provisions 
of this act. He shall be a state agent for the 
settlement of pensions, bounty and back pay 
claims of citizens of this commonwealth against 
the government of the United States, shall be 
allowed his travelling expenses when it is 
necessary for him to visit the city of Wash- 
ington, and may expend for such purposes and 
for all other expenses necessary to the proper 
performance of his duties such sums as the 
general court may appropriate. He shall fur- 
nish information, prepare papers and expedite 
the adjudication of claims, and assist claim- 
ants in proving their cases, and shall keep a 
record of the work done in his office and make 
an annual report thereof to the general court. 
The deputy commissioner appointed under 
the provisions of said chapter one hundred and 
ninety-two shall be subject to the direction 
and control of the commissioner. In case the 
commissioner is temporarily absent or unable 
from any cause to perform the duties of his 
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office, the deputy shall perform the duties of 
the commissioner until such absence or dis- 
ability ceases. The commissioner shall receive 
an annual salary of twenty-five hundred 
dollars, and the deputy commissioner shall 
receive an annual salary of two thousand 
dollars, and each shall devote his whole time 
to the duties of his office. The commissioner 
may appoint a chief clerk at a salary of fifteen 
hundred dollars a year, two agents each at a 
salary of thirteen hundred dollars a year, one 
agent at a salary of one thousand dollars a 
year, one special agent at a salary of nine 
hundred dollars a year, one bookkeeper at a 
salary of thirteen hundred dollars a year, one 
clerk at a salary of twelve hundred dollars a 
year, one clerk at a salary of one thousand 
dollars a year, and two clerks each at a salary 
of not more than one thousand dollars a year. 

Sect. 2. A city or town may raise money, 
and, under the direction of the mayor and 
aldermen or selectmen or, in Boston, subject 
to the order of the aldermen as to the amounts 
to be paid to beneficiaries, but under the 
direction of the soldiers’ relief commissioner, 
pay state or military aid to, or expend it for, 
any worthy person, subject to the following 
conditions. 


Srate AIp. 


Sect. 3. A recipient of state aid shall have 
a residence, and shall actually reside, in the 
city or town from which such aid is received, 
shall not receive aid from any other city or 
town in the commonwealth nor from any 
other state, shall be in such needy circum- 
stances as to require public assistance, and 
shall belong to one of the following classes :— 

First Class, Invalid pensioners of the United 
States who served in the army or navy of the 
United States to the credit of this common- 
wealth either in the civil war, between the 
nineteenth day of April in the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-one and the first day of 
September in the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-five, or in the war with Spain, which for 
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the purposes of this chapter is defined as hav- 


ing begun on the fifteenth day of February 
in the year eighteen hundred and _ ninety- 
eight, and as having ended on the twelfth day 
of August in said year; or who served in the 
said army or navy in the military organiza- 
tions of this commonwealth known as three 
months’ men, ninety days’ men, or one hun- 
dred days’ men, mustered into the service of 
the United States in April, May, June or July 
in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-one, 
or in April, May, July or August in the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-four; or who, 
having their residence and actually residing 
in this commonwealth at the time of their 
enlistment, either served to the credit of any 
other state in said army or navy, between the 
nineteenth day of April in the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-one and the eighteenth day 
of March in the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-two, or served in said army or navy, 
having been mustered into the service of the 
United States, at some time between the first 
day of May and the first day of October in 
the year eighteen hundred and _ sixty-two, 
while having a residence and actually living 
in this commonwealth and while a member 
of one of the organizations of the volunteer 
militia known as the Boston cadets, the Salem 
cadets, the eighth battery of light artillery or 
company B of the seventh regiment of infan- 
try; or who served in said navy, being one of 
the persons included in the list of officers, 
sailors and marines, prepared by the adjutant 
general in accordance with chapter fifteen of 
the resolves of the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-five and chapter eight of the resolves 
of the year eighteen hundred and eighty, hav- 
ing been appointed or mustered into and 
having served in the said naval service of the 
United States while an actual resident of this 
commonwealth; or who served in the regular 
army or navy of the United States either in 
the civil war or in the war with Spain, having 
been appointed or having enlisted in said 
army while a citizen of this commonwealth, 
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having a residence and actually residing there- 
in: provided, that the said pensioners were 
honorably discharged from their said service 
in the army or navy and from all appoint- 
ments and enlistments therein, and are so far 
disabled by such service as to prevent them 
from following their usual occupations. 

Second Class, Dependent relatives of sol- 
diers or sailors who served in the manner and 
under the limitations described for the service 
of said invalid pensioners, and who, if they 
did not continue in the service of the United 
States awaiting discharge upon the official 
proclamation ending the war with Spain, or 
did not die in the service above defined for 
invalid pensioners, were honorably discharged 
therefrom, as follows:— The wives’ and 
widowed mothers of said invalid pensioners 
who served in the civil war, and the widows 
and widowed mothers of soldiers or sailors 
dying in such service or after their honorable 
discharge therefrom, and the widows, children 
and widowed mothers of soldiers or sailors 
who served in the war with Spain, dying in 
such service or dying after their honorable 
discharge therefrom of wounds or disease 
incurred in such service, or dying while in 
receipt of a pension of the United States and 
the state aid of this commonwealth, and the 
wives, children and widowed mothers of said 
invalid pensioners who served in the war with 
Spain. Such children shall not be more than 
fourteen years of age, and shall have been 
born prior to their father’s discharge from 
said service and prior to the date of said 
proclamation. 

Third Class, Dependent wives, widows and 
widowed mothers of soldiers or sailors who 
served in either of said wars in the manner 
required of said invalid pensioners, who appear 
on the rolls of their regiments or companies in 
the office of the adjutant general to be missing 
or to have been captured by the enemy, and 
who were not exchanged and have not returned 
from captivity, and whom the city or town 
officers granting such aid have good reason to 
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believe to be alive, and the dependent children 
of such soldiers and sailors who would be 
entitled to receive aid in the second class if 
their fathers had been invalid pensioners 
because of service in the war with Spain. 

Fourth Class, Recipients of state aid as 
dependent fathers or mothers prior to the 
eleventh day of April in the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-seven who were precluded 
from its receipt thereafter by the provisions 
of chapter one hundred and thirty-six of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and sixty- 
seven; also fathers or mothers, the fathers 
being living, of soldiers or sailors who served 
in the war with Spain, in the manner and 
under the limitations described for the service 
of said invalid pensioners and who died in 
such service, if such parents were receiving 
aid on the eighteenth day of May in the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-nine. No aid 
shall be granted to persons in this class unless in 
each case the mayor and aldermen, selectmen 
or, in Boston, the soldiers’ relief commissioner 
are satisfied, on evidence first reported to the 
commissioner of state aid and satisfactory to 
him, that justice and necessity require a 
continuance of the aid to prevent actual 
suffering. 

Fifth Class, Women who served not less than 
three months as nurses in the army hospitals 
of the United States between the nineteenth 
day of April in the year eighteen hundred 
and sixty-one and the first day of September 
in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-five, 
and who for three consecutive years next prior 
to the date of application for aid, shall have 
been actually resident in this commonwealth, 
and who shall not be in receipt of an annuity 
from this commonwealth; if the municipal 
authorities are satisfied, on evidence first 
reported to and found satisfactory by the com- 
missioner of state aid, that the service was 
actually rendered and that ‘justice and neces- 
sity require the granting of aid. The amount 
of such aid and its duration shall be determined 
by the commissioner of state aid. 
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Sect. 4. A wife or widow of a discharged 
soldier or sailor shall not be held to belong to 
any of the foregoing classes nor receive state 
aid unless, if the service of the soldier or sailor 
was in the war with Spain, she was married to 
him before his final discharge from such serv- 
ice and before the eighteenth day of May in 
the year eighteen hundred and ninety-nine, 
and if his service was in the civil war unless 
she was, if his wife, married to him prior to 
his final discharge from such service, and if his 
widow, prior to the twenty-seventh day of 
June in the year eighteen hundred and ninety. 
The words ‘‘pensioner’’, ‘“‘soldier’, and 
‘‘sailor’’, as used in this chapter, shall be held 
to include a commissioned officer, and the 
word “‘sailor’’, shall be held to include a marine. 

Sect. 5. Of the persons to or for whom 
state aid is paid under any special act or 
resolve, designating them by name, and passed 
after the first day of June in the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-nine, or to or for whom 
state aid was then being paid under any special 
act or resolve then repealed, all soldiers and 
sailors shall be held to belong to the first class, 
and all dependent relatives of soldiers and 
sallors to the second ‘class of section three, 
notwithstanding the limitations of such classes; 
and state aid may be paid to or for such per- 
sons in the same manner and with the same 
limitations as it is paid to or for other persons 
of their respective classes; but no aid shall be 
paid to or for any person under the provisions 
of this section contrary to any limitation or 
condition of the original special act or resolve 
authorizing state aid to be paid to or for him. 

Sect. 6. No state aid shall be paid to or for 
a person of the first class of section three 
exceeding in any one month three fourths of 
the monthly amount of his pension, nor exceed- 
ing six dollars in any one month; or to or for a 
person of the second, third, fourth or fifth class 
of said section exceeding four dollars in any 
one month; and no more than eight dollars shall 


_ be paid to or for all the dependent relatives of 


any one soldier or sailor in any one month. 
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State aid shall not be paid to or for any soldier 
or sailor on account of service in the war with 
Spain, or to his dependent relatives, unless he 
enlisted or was appointed in the service of the 
United States after the fourteenth day of Feb- 
ruary and prior to the twelfth day of August 
in the year eighteen hundred and_ninety-eight; 
but it may be allowed to or for volunteers 
mustered into the service of the United States 
in Massachusetts regiments after said twelfth 
day of August but prior to the first day of 
January in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-nine who shall otherwise be qualified to 
receive the same, and to or for their dependent 
relatives. 


Sect. 7. Applicants for state aid shall, : 


before any payment thereof to them, state in 
writing under oath the name, age and residence 
of the person for whom such aid is sought, his 
relation to the person who rendered the service 
entitling the applicant to aid, the company, 
regiment or vessel in or to which the officer, 
soldier or sailor enlisted or was appointed and 
in which he last served; the date and place of 
such enlistment, if known; the duration of such 
service and the reason upon which the claim 
for aid is founded; and shall furnish such 
official certificates of record, evidence of enlist- 
ment, service and discharge as may be required. 
The original papers in each case shall be filed 
with the commissioner of state aid, who shall 
from time to time provide each city and town 
with blank forms for the use of applicants for 
ald. 

Sect. 8. Said commissioner shall determine 
all controversies between invalid pensioners 
and city and town authorities relative to claims 
for state aid. He may refuse to decide on the 
necessity of the claimants for aid, but if he 
shall determine that the claimant is entitled 
thereto he may authorize its payment to him 
monthly for not more than one year, under 
such limitations as he may impose. An appeal 
may be taken from his determination to the 
governor and council, whose decision shall be 
final. 
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MiIuitary AID. 


Sect. 9. The recipient of military aid shall 
belong to and have the qualifications of one of 
the four following classes: — 

First Class, Each person of the first class 
shall have his settlement in the city or town 
aiding him; shall have served as a soldier, sailor, 
marine or commissioned officer in the manner 
and under the limitations prescribed in the 
first class of section three; shall have been 
honorably discharged from such United States 
service and from all appointments and enlist- 
ments therein; shall be poor and indigent 
and, by reason of sickness or other physical 
disability, in such need as would entitle him to 
relief under the pauper laws; shall not be, 
directly or indirectly, in the receipt of any 
other state or military aid, or of any pension 
for services rendered or disabilities incurred 
either in the civil war or in the war with Spain; 
and shall not, under the laws of the United 
States or under the rules governing any 
national soldiers’ or sailors’ home, be entitled 
to admission thereto, and his disability must 
have arisen from causes independent of his 
military or naval service aforesaid; but the 
mayor and aldermen, selectmen or, in Boston, 
the soldiers’ relief commissioner, if satisfied, 
upon evidence first submitted to and found 
satisfactory by the commissioner of state aid, 
that justice and necessity require such aid 
to prevent actual suffering, may grant it to an 
applicant for a pension while his application 
is pending, or to an unmarried applicant for a 
pension who cannot obtain assistance at a 
national soldiers’ or sailors’ home. 

Second Class, Each person of the second 
class shall have his settlement in the city or 
town aiding him, and shall be an invalid pen- 
sioner entitled to receive state aid whose 
pension and state aid are inadequate for his 
relief, and who would otherwise receive relief 
under the pauper laws. 

Third Class, Each person of the third class 
shall have all the qualifications of persons of 
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' the first class, except settlement; and he shall 
have been a continuous resident of this com- 
monwealth during the three years last pre- 
ceding his receipt of military aid, and he shall 
be a resident of the city or town aiding him. 
Fourth Class, Each person of the fourth class 
shall have all the qualifications of persons of 
the second class, except settlement; and he 
shall have been a continuous resident of this 
commonwealth during the three years last pre- 
ceding his receipt of military aid, and he shall 
be a resident of the city or town aiding him. 
Sect. 10. <A city or town shall not render 
military aid to a person of the third or fourth 
class until it has furnished to the commissioner 
of state aid such evidence as may be required 
that he is entitled to receive aid, and has 
received from said commissioner an order fixing 
the maximum amount which may be paid a 
month, and the period during which aid may 
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be allowed, and stating such other conditions * 


as the commissioner may impose relative to 
such aid. Such order may be revoked or 
modified by the commissioner by giving writ- 
ten notice to the city or town which procures it. 

Sect. 11. No person shall be compelled to 
receive military aid without his consent. No 
person shall receive military aid on account 
of his service in the war with Spain unless he 
was enlisted or appointed in the service of the 
United States aforesaid after the fourteenth 
day of February in the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety-eight and prior to the twelfth day 
of August in said year; but military aid may 
be allowed to or for volunteers mustered into 
the service of the United States in Massa- 
chusetts regiments after said twelfth day of 
August but prior to the first day of January 
in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-nine, 
who shall otherwise be qualified to receive the 
same. No person shall be compelled to receive 
military aid in an almshouse or other public 
institution, unless his physical or mental con- 
dition requires it or unless he so elects; and, 
except in such case, it shall be paid to or 
expended for those persons only who live

Sect. 14. The full amount expended for 
state or military aid by any city or town, the 
names of the persons aided and the classes to 
which they severally belong, the amounts 
paid to or for each person, the reasons there- 
for, the names of the persons on account of 
whose services the aid was granted, the names, 
if any, of the companies, regiments or vessels 
in which they respectively enlisted, or to 
which they were appointed, and in which 
they last served, and the relationship of each 
person who was aided to the soldier or sailor 
on account of whose services the aid was 
eranted, and such other details as the com- 
missioner of state aid may require, shall, 
within the first ten days of the month follow- 
ing the month in which the expenditure was 
made, be certified, under oath, by the mayor, 
treasurer and city clerk of any city or a major- 
ity of the selectmen of any town disbursing 
the same, to said commissioner on blank forms 
to be provided by, and in a manner approved 
by said commissioner. The commissioner shall 
examine the certificates thereof and allow and 
endorse thereon such amounts as in his judg- 
ment have been paid and reported according 
to the provisions of this act, and shall trans- 
mit the certificates to the auditor. Said com- 
missioner may decide upon the necessity of 
the amount paid in each case, and may allow 
any part thereof which he may deem proper 
and lawful and which, in cases of payment to 
or for persons of the third or fourth class 
entitled to receive military aid, he shall also 
find to have been made according to his orders; 
but he shall allow and endorse the amounts 
which he has specifically authorized to be paid 
under and according to his decisions authorized 
and provided for by section eight of this act. 
The whole of the amounts legally paid as 
aforesaid and so allowed for state aid, and all 
payments to or for persons of the third or 
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fourth class entitled to military aid, and one 
half of all payments made to persons of the 
first or second class entitled to military aid, 
but none of the expenses attending the pay- 
ment of state or military aid, shall be reim- 
bursed by the commonwealth to the several 
cities and towns on or before the tenth 
day of November in the year after such 
expenditure. 

Sect. 15. The commissioner may, with the 
consent of the governor, appoint as occasion 
may require, one or more disinterested persons 
who shall investigate any claims against the 
commonwealth for state or military aid, may 
examine any persons to or for whom such aid 
has been paid, investigate the reasons therefor 
and all matters relating to the granting of such 
aid, and shall report their doings to the com- 
missioner. ‘The reasonable expenses of the 
commissioner, and the expenses and compen- 
sation of any such disinterested person, ap- 
proved by said commissioner, and allowed by 
the governor and council, shall be paid by the 
commonwealth. Municipal authorities who 
grant state or military aid shall from time to 
time after its original allowance make such 
investigations of the necessities and qualifica- 
tions of the person aided as to prevent any 
payment thereof contrary to the provisions of 
this act. 

Sect. 16. The provisions of the preceding 
sections of this act and of special acts or re- 
solves now or hereafter authorizing the pay- 
ment of state or military aid to persons therein 
named, unless expiring by limitation of their 
own provisions, or unless otherwise provided, 
shall continue in force until the first day of 
January in the year nineteen hundred and 
fifteen but such provisions as relate to the set- 
tlement of accounts for aid rendered by cities 
or towns previous to said date and to the reim- 
bursement thereof shall continue in force for 
one year after said date. 
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BuRIAL OF INDIGENT SOLDIERS, ETC. 


Sect. 17. The mayor of each city and the 
selectmen of each town or, in Boston, the 
soldiers’ relief commissioner, shall designate a 
burial agent, who shall not be one of the over- 
seers of the poor or be employed by them, and 
who shall, under regulations established by 
the commissioner of state aid, cause properly 
to be interred the body of any honorably dis- 
charged soldier, sailor or marine who served 
in the army or navy of the United States dur- 
ing the war of the rebellion, or during the war 
between the United States and Spain after 
the fourteenth day of February and prior to 
the twelfth day of August in the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight, and the body of his 
wife, widow or dependent mother, and the 
bodies of such army nurses as are entitled to 
state aid under section three of this act, if they 
die without sufficient means to defray funeral 
expenses; but no wife or widow of any soldier, 
sallor or marine of the eivil war shall be en- 
titled to the benefits of this section unless she 
was married to him prior to the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty, and no wife or widow of 
any soldier, sailor or marine of the Spanish war 
unless she was married to him prior to the first 
day of January in the year nineteen hundred 
and one. If an interment has taken place 
without the knowledge of the burial agent, 
application may be made -to him within thirty 
days after the date of the death, and if upon 
investigation he shall find that the deceased 
was within the provisions of this section and 
the rules of the commissioner of state aid, 
he may certify the same as provided in the 
following section. 

Sect. 18. The expense of such burial shall 
not exceed thirty-seven dollars, two dollars of 
which shall be paid as compensation to the 
burial agent who has caused such interment to 
be made. It shall not be made in any ceme- 
tery or burial ground which is used exclusively 
for the burial of the pauper dead, or in any 
part so used of any cemetery or burial ground. 
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Relatives of the deceased who are unable to 
bear the expense of burial may be allowed to 
conduct the funeral. The full amount so 
expended, the name of the deceased soldier, 
sailor or marine, the regiment, company or 
vessel in which he served, the date of death, 
place of interment, and in case of a wife or 
widow the name of the husband and date of 
marriage, and such other details as the com- 
missioner of state aid may require, shall be 
certified under oath to him, in such manner as 
he may approve, by the burial agent and the 
treasurer of the city or town expending the 
amount, within ninety days after the burial; 
and said commissioner shall endorse upon the 
certificate his allowance of such amounts as 
in his judgment have been paid and reported 
according to the provisions of this act, and 
shall transmit such certificate to the auditor. 
The amounts legally paid and so allowed, with 
no expense for disbursement, shall be reim- 
bursed by the commonwealth to the several 
cities and towns on or before the tenth day of 
December in the year after the expenditures 
have been made. | 

Sect. 19. This act shall take effect on the 
first day of July in the year nineteen hundred 
and nine, but so far as its provisions are the 
same as those of existing laws they shall be 
construed as a continuation thereof.

SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. 


[CHAPTER 79, SECTION 18, REvIsED Laws.] 


If a person who served in the army or navy 
of the United States in the war of the rebellion 
and received an honorable discharge from all 
enlistments therein, and who has a legal 
settlement in a city or town in the common- 
wealth, becomes, from any cause except his 
own criminal or wilful misconduct, poor and 
entirely or partially unable to provide main- 
tenance for himself, his wife and minor chil- 
dren under the age of sixteen years, or for a 
dependent father or mother; or if such person 
dies leaving a widow or such minor children 
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or a dependent father or mother without 
proper means of support, he or they shall 
receive such support as may be necessary by 
the city or town in which they or either of 
them have a legal settlement. Such relief 
shall be furnished by the mayor and alder- 
men or the selectmen or in Boston, subject to 
the direction of the aldermen thereof as to 
the amount to be paid to beneficiaries, by the 
soldiers’ relief commissioner, at the home of 
the beneficiary or at such other place as they 
deem proper. <A _ beneficiary shall not be 
required to receive such relief at an almshouse 
or public institution unless his physical or 
mental condition requires it, or unless he or, 
if he is a minor, his parents or guardian so 
elects. Printed reports of cities and towns shall 
designate such expenditures as soldiers’ relief. 

The mayor and aldermen of a city or the 
selectmen of a town shall furnish such relief 
without a vote of the city council or of the 
town authorizing them thereto. Such relief 
shall be furnished only by, through or under 
the agency or direction of city or town officers 
who are authorized to disburse state or 
military aid. If the mayor and aldermen or 
the selectmen fail to furnish it, any person 
who is aggrieved may apply to the commis- 
sioners of state aid, who shall forthwith make 
a thorough investigation of the qualifications 
and circumstances of the applicant and shall 
determine the amount of relief, if any, to be 
given to him. Their decision shall be final, 
but may at any time be amended or reversed 
by them. 


[CHAPTER 250.| 


AN AcT TO EXTEND TO ARMY NURSES THE 
PROVISIONS OF LAWS RELATIVE TO SOL— 
DIERS’ RELIEF AND TO THE BURIAL OF 
INDIGENT SOLDIERS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The provisions of section eight- 
een of chapter seventy-nine of the Revised 
Laws, relative to soldiers’ relief, and the pro- 
visions of sections twenty and twenty-one of 
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said chapter, relative to the burial of indigent 
soldiers, are hereby extended to include such 
army nurses as are entitled to state aid under 
the provisions of section three of chapter 
seventy-nine of the Revised Laws and of any 
amendments thereof. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its 
passage.

[CHAPTER 669, Acts oF 1911.| 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO LEGAL SETTLEMENTS. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SecTION 1. Legal settlements may be 
acquired in any city or town in the following 
manner and not otherwise :— 

First, Any man or woman, including a 
married woman whose husband has no settle- 
ment within the commonwealth, of the age of 
twenty-one years, who hereafter resides in 
any city or town within this commonwealth 
for five consecutive years, shall thereby acquire 
a settlement in such place. 

Second, A married woman shall follow and 
have the settlement of her husband if he has 
any within the commonwealth; otherwise, she 
shall retain her own at the time of marriage 
if she then had any. 

Third, Legitimate children shall follow and 
have the settlement of their father if he has 
any within the commonwealth; otherwise, 
they shall follow and have the settlement of 
their mother if she has any; if the father dies 
during the minority of his children they shall 
thereafter follow and have the settlement of 
their mother; in the event of the divorce of 
the parents the minor children shall follow and 
have the settlement of the parent to whom 
the court awards the custody of said minor 
children. 

Fourth, Illegitimate children shall follow 
and have the settlement of their mother if she 
has any within the commonwealth. 

Fifth, A person who enlisted and was mus- 
tered into the military or naval service of the 
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United States, as a part of the quota of a city 
or town in this commonwealth under any call 
of the president of the United States during 
the war of the rebellion, or who was assigned 
as a part of the quota thereof after having 
enlisted and been mustered into said service, 
and who served not less than one year, or who 
died or became disabled from wounds or 
disease received or contracted while engaged 
in such service or while a prisoner of the enemy, 
and his wife or widow and minor children shall 
be deemed thereby to have acquired a settle- 
ment in such place; and any person who would 
otherwise be entitled to a settlement under 
this clause, but who was not a part of the 
quota of any city or town, shall, if he served 
as a part of the quota of the commonwealth, 
be deemed to have acquired a settlement in the 
place where he actually resided at the time of 
his enlistment. But these provisions shall not 
apply to any person who enlisted and received 
a bounty for such enlistment in more than one 
place unless the second enlistment was made 
after an honorable discharge from the first 
term of service, nor to any person who has 
been proved guilty of wilful desertion, or who 
left the service otherwise than by reason of 
disability or an honorable discharge. 

Sixth, Upon the division of a city or town, 
every person having a legal settlement therein, 
but being absent at the time of such division, 
and not having acquired a legal settlement 
elsewhere, shall have his legal settlement in 
the city or town containing the last dwelling 
place or home which he had in the city or town 
so divided; and, if a new city or town, com- 
posed of a part of one or more other cities or 
towns, is incorporated, every person legally 
settled in any of the places of which such new 
city or town is so composed, and who actually 
dwells and has his home within the bounds 
of such new city or town at the time of its 
incorporation, and any person duly qualified as 
provided in the fifth clause of this section, who, 
at the time of his enlistment, dwelt and had 
his home within such bounds, shall thereby 
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acquire a legal settlement in such new city or 
town; but no person residing in that part of a 
city or town which upon such division is incor- 
porated into a new city or town, and who then 
has no legal settlement therein, shall acquire 
any by force of the incorporation only; nor 
shall such incorporation prevent his acquiring 
a settlement therein within the time and by 
the means by which he would have gained it 
there if no such division had been made. 

Sect. 2. No person shall acquire a settle- 
ment, or be in process of acquiring a settle- 
ment, while receiving relief as a pauper, unless, 
within two years after the time of receiving 
such relief, he tenders reimbursement of the 
cost thereof to the commonwealth, or to the 
city or town furnishing the same. 

Sect. 3. No person who actually supports 
himself and his family shall be deemed to be a 
pauper by reason of the commitment of his 
wife, child or other relative to an insane hos- 
pital or other institution of charity, reform or 
correction by order of a court or magistrate, 
and of his inability to maintain the wife, child 
or relative therein. 

Sect. 4. <A person who, after the passage of 
this act, is absent for five consecutive years 
from the city or town in which he had a set- 
tlement shall thereby lose his settlement. But 
the time during which a person shall have 
been an inmate of any public hospital, public 
sanatorium, almshouse, jail, prison, or other 
public institution, within the commonwealth, 
or of a soldiers’ or sailors’ home whether within 
or without the commonwealth, shall not be 
counted in computing the time either for 
acquiring or for losing a settlement, except as 
provided in section two. 

Sect. 5. All existing settlements shall con- 
tinue in force until changed or defeated by the 
provisions of this act, and no person who has 
begun to acquire a settlement by the laws in 
force at and before the time when this act 
takes effect, in any of the ways in which any 
period of time is prescribed for a residence or 
for the continuance or succession of any other 
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act, shall be prevented or delayed by the pro- 
visions hereof, but he shall acquire a settle- 
ment by a continuance or succession of the 
same residence or other act, in the same time 
and manner as if the former laws had con- 
tinued in force. 

Sect. 6. Any settlement which was not 
fully acquired subsequent to the first day of 
May in the year eighteen hundred and sixty 
is hereby defeated and lost, unless such settle- 
ment prevented a subsequent acquisition of 
settlement in the same place; but if a settle- 
ment acquired by marriage is so defeated, the 
former settlement of the wife, if not also so 
defeated, shall be revived. 

Sect. 7. Chapter eighty of the Revised 
Laws is hereby repealed.

Receipts and Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue, 1906-10. 


This number is the. fifteenth of our annual Special 
Publications, entitled ‘‘ Receipts and Expenditures of 
Ordinary Revenue,’’ and it covers the five-year period 
. 1906-10. It contains a complete comparative analysis 
of this class of the City’s financial transactions, showing 
in detail how the annual appropriation for each municipal 
department was expended in each year of the period, the 
items arranged side by side. Besides these itemized 
expenditures there is shown, for all departments that 
receive revenue, the amount of same credited to the 
appropriation or turned into the general fund of the City 
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Treasury, also the surplus or deficit of each department’s 
appropriation at the close of the fiscal year. There is, 
in addition, ‘‘Appendix A,” consisting of notes on 
sales of City Property, and ‘‘ Appendix B,” consisting 
of twenty-five pages, in which the other three classes 
of the City’s accounts are shown, viz., extraordinary, 
trust funds and bookkeeping items, all of which are 
grouped with the ordinary in tables covering the same 
five-year period, the Suffolk County accounts being 
separated from those of Boston. Besides these single- 
page tables showing ‘‘ Analysis of .Receipts by Sources 
of Income”’ and ‘“‘ Summary of Receipts and Expenditures”’ 
for each year, there is a ten-page table in which the 
four classes of accounts for the fiscal year 1910-11 are 
analyzed according to the ‘‘Uniform System’ of the 
National Municipal League. This table is an example 
of what an improved system of municipal accounting 
should show. 

The actual receipts of the City (viz., the total of 
ordinary and extraordinary receipts) in the fiscal year 
1910-11 amounted to $36,677,107, an increase of 
$2,548,865 over the previous year’s total. Of this 
increase, 37.9 per cent., or $965,900, represents the 
excess of loans in 1910 over 1909. 

The actual expenditures (ordinary and extraordinary 
for 1910-11) amounted to $33,894,401, ‘or $656,584 
more than in the year preceding. 

In the ten-year period 1900—09 the actual receipts of 
the City (ordinary and extraordinary) ranged between 
$27,178,217 (the lowest total) in 1900-01 and $34,615,577 
(the highest total) in 1905-06, showing a yearly average 
of $32,618,039, or $4,059,068 less than their amount in 
the fiscal year 1910-11. 

In the comparison of the actual expenditures (ordinary 
and extraordinary) it appears that the total for 1910-11 
(i. e., $33,894,401) exceeded the average for the pre- 
ceding decade by $1,061,867, but was less than the 
average for the preceding five years by $179,511. 

Taking the ordinary receipts alone (7. e., exclusive of ° 
loans, ete.), the total of these was $30,711,669 in 1910-11, 
against $29,482,370 in the year 1909-10, an increase of 
$1,229,299. 3 : 

In the ten-year period 1900-09 ordinary receipts 
alone ranged between $23,065,460 in 1900 (the lowest 
total) and $29,482,370 in 1909 (the highest total), show- 
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ing an average for the decade of $25,879,352, and for the 
last five years of $27,797,399.85. 

Taking ordinary expenditures alone, these ranged 
between $21,463,039 in 1900 (the lowest total) and 
$28,960,328 in 1908 (the highest total), their average 
for the ten-year period being $25,412,075 and for the 
last five years of the decade $27,576,862. 

The three principal objects of expenditure, to the pay- 
ment of which the ordinary receipts are applted, appear 
in the following summary:

The total expenditure for the three specified objects 
in the ten years, viz., $112,049,177, was 44.1 per cent. of 
the aggregate ordinary expenditures for that period.

' $143,307,974,- an increase of $20,176,219, or 16.4 per

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cent. over similar receipts in the preceding five years, 
1901-05; while extraordinary receipts (7. e., loans, etc.), 
in the five-year period 1906-10 amounted to $29,261,291, 
against $39,978,259 in the five years 1901-05, a decrease 
of $10,716,968, or 26.8 per cent. 

Taking the loans separately for these two five-year 
periods, their total 1906-10 was $23,936,100, 7. e., 
$12,656,451, or 34.6 per cent. less than in the earlier 
period 1901-05. 

Comparing the ordinary expenditures, in the five- 
year period 1906-10 their total was $141,728,474, an 
increase of $21,312,259, or 17.7 per cent. over the same 
for the previous five years; while extraordinary expendi- 
tures decreased $14,721 995, or 34.3 per cent. from the 
earlier period to the later. 

The average annual ordinary expenditures for Debt 
Requirements, Schools and Street Department for the 
two five-year periods ending with 1910 and 1905 are 
as follows:

The foregoing comparison shows an increase in average 
yearly expenditures for Debt Requirements in the later 
five-year period of $1,007,703, or 25.8 per cent.; for 
Schools, an increase of $579,204, or 16.7 per cent.; and 
for Street Department $663,899, or 21.8 per cent. 


MontTHLY BULLETIN. 
Volume XIII, 1911.— Issued Quarterly with Statistics 


for Each Month. 


In a brief survey of the twenty-one regular monthly 
tables for the year 1911, the following facts may be 
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noted, viz.: Out of 12,537 cases of infectious diseases 
reported to the Board of Health during the year, the 
per cent. of deaths was 11.42, against 11.70 in 1910 
and 12.73 in 1909. The total number of permits issued 
by the Building Department in 1911 was 20,226, or 
1,480 more than in 1910; for new buildings alone 2,119, 
or 561 more than in 1910 (see p. 140). The total number 
of ‘““Immigrant Aliens” arrived in Boston from trans- 
atlantic ports during the year 1911 was 41,900, of 
which 60 per cent. reported their destination to be 
Massachusetts; said total being 24.6 per cent. less than 
in 1910 (see p. 147). 

According to the records of the Fire Department 
there were 3,666 fires in the year 1911 (378 more than 
in 1910), of which 871 were not in buildings; only 188 
buildings being considerably damaged. 

The Boston Protective Department reported the 
total loss (insured) as $740,325 on buildings and $1,342,- 
065 on contents; loss not insured $100,072 (see p. 148). 
The Public Library issued for home use in 1911 a total 
of 1,611,144 volumes; total volumes added during the 
year 22,775; total volumes belonging to library in 
December, 1911, 1,007,811. The real estate transfers 
in 1911 numbered 9,920 (397 more than in 1910), while 
the mortgages on real estate numbered 9,546 (834 
more than in 1910), the aggregate value being $71,- 
861,800 (see p. 151). The records of the Police Depart- 
ment show a total of 70,396 arrests in the calendar 
year 1911, against 71,642 in 1910; drunkenness the 
cause of 46,563 arrests, or 66.14 per cent. of total num- 
ber; 39.13 per cent. of all persons arrested were not 
residents of Boston (see p. 152). The maximum number 
of pupils attending the regular public day schools in 
1911 was 101,175, as recorded on November 30 (205 
more than the highest number’in 1910), of which total 
51 per cent. were boys and 49 per cent. girls (see p. 
153). The total of bank clearings or exchanges in 
1911 as recorded by the Boston Clearing House was 
$8,339,718,582, or $106,339,964 less than in 1910 (see 
p. 155). The total value of imports for 1911 was 
$115,662,053, a decrease of 4.76 per cent. from 1910; 
of domestic exports, $72,454,063, an increase of 8.66 
per cent. over 1910 (see p. 156).

B. Annexations to the City of Boston and Their Results. 


(A.) This four-page article adds one more to our 
series of yearly comparative exhibits of the financial 
condition of the thirty-three cities in the State. 

As to ‘‘Tax Rate,” the rank of Boston in 1910 was 
third from the lowest out of twenty-three different rates, 
or $16.40, a decrease of 10 cents from the 1909 rate. 
The lowest rate was in Beverly (7. e., $15.20) and the 
highest in Chelsea (7. e., $22.40). 

The full record shows a reduction of tax rates in 
fifteen cities averaging 51 cents, an increase in ten cities 
averaging 99 cents, and no change in eight cities. 

As to ‘‘ Per Cent. of Net Debt to Valuation,’’ Boston’s 
ranked. eleventh from the highest, or 4.99, Taunton 
showing the highest percentage, or 7.90, and Somerville 
the lowest, or 2.26. 

As to ‘‘Assessed Valuation,” the total for Boston in 
1910 was $1,393,760,423, only 19.7 per cent. of which 
applied to personalty. This total valuation was greater 
by $45,812,196 than that of 1909. It amounted to 48.6 
per cent. of the valuation of all the cities, and to 35.7 
per cent. of that shown by the entire State. 

As to ‘‘Net Debt,” that of Boston was $69,586,665. 
Under ‘‘ Net Debt per Capita,” the item for Boston in 
1910 was $103.77, computed according to the enumerated 
population of 670,585. The only other city in the State 
which approximated this was Newton, with a ‘‘per 
capita”? of $108.51. Boston’s ‘‘ Assessed Valuation per 
Capita” was $2,078 in 1910, Beverly ranking next 
with $1,911 per capita, Newton third with $1,849 and 
Springfield fourth with $1,339. Chicopee showed the 
lowest per capita valuation, or $524. ; 

Of the ‘‘Whole Number of Persons Assessed”’ in 
Boston (7. e., 242,839), those liable only for poll tax 
constituted 72.6 per cent., while the number of ‘‘ Resident 
Individuals Assessed on Property”? was 44,160. The 
‘“Per Cent. of Resident Individuals Assessed (on Prop- 
erty) to Population”’ was 6.58 in Boston, 5.08 in Holyoke, 
5.70 in Fall River, and 5.76 in Lawrence, these being 
the four lowest. 
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Boston is the only city in the State with a total land 
valuation in excess of that on buildings, the figures for 
1910 being $672,106,200 on land and $446,882,900 on 
buildings. Its total real éstate valuation in 1910 
amounted to 37.6 per cent. of the State’s total, while 
its population was but 20 per cent. Boston’s total of 
male. polls assessed in 1910 was 195,938, or 20.9 per cent. 
of the State’s total. 

(B.) This two-page article gives a brief history of 
the seven annexations to Boston, from that of Thomp- 
son’s Island in 1834 to Brighton in 1874, showing the 
population of each district when annexed and the 
increase up to 1910, with percentages. Dorchester 
shows much the largest increase from 1875 to 1910 viz., 
99,992, or 633 per cent.; Roxbury comes next, with 
67,298, or 133 per cent.; West Roxbury third, with 
33,811, or 287 per cent.; Brighton fourth, with 20,375, 
or 329 per cent.; Charlestown fifth, with 7,888, or 
24 per cent.

A. Boston and Its Annexed Districts. 


B. Population of 30 Principal Cities in 1910, 1900 
and 1890, with Rank and Per Cents of Increase. 


(A.) In this nine-page article with its ten tables, 
considerable space is given to the early history of Boston, 
especially with regard to the changes that occurred in 
the outlying territory under its jurisdiction. It is 
estimated that in 1639 this area was-over 50 times as 
much as the 783 acres of Boston Proper. Of the 136,466 
acres granted to Boston from 1630 to 1794, 30,336 acres 
were set off as the town of Braintree in 1640, 6,400 acres 
as Chelsea in 1739, 4,852 acres as Brookline in 1705, 
and 92,160 acres were sold, leaving 2,218 acres as 
Boston’s area in 1800. From 1804 to 1874 the number 
of acres annexed. was 20,008 and the population of the 
districts having this area was 94,245. The gain to 
Boston in assessed valuation by the annexations from 
1868 to 1874 were as follows: Roxbury, $30,456,400; 
Dorchester, $21,191,400; West Roxbury, $28,381,200; 
Brighton, $14,403,800; Charlestown, $35,191,200; 
total, $129,624,000. 

(B.) In this full-page table the 30 largest cities are 
- grouped as follows: 12 Seaboard cities, 6 Lake cities, 
8 River cities and 4 Interior cities. The population of 
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all these was 10,052,479 in 1890, increasing to 13,424,708 
in 1900, and to 17,833,564 in 1910, a gain of 33.5 per 
cent. in the first decade and of 77.4 in both decades. 
Los Angeles, Cal. ranks highest in per cent. of increase 
v1. €., 533.4, having 50,395 population in 1890 and 319,198 
in 1910. Seattle, Wash. ranks second, showing a gain 
of 453.7 per cent. in the 20 years. Portland, Ore. ranks 
third with 346.8 per cent. gain; Detroit is fourth with 
126.2 per cent. gain; Indianapolis fifth with 121.6 per 
cent. gain; Cleveland sixth with 114.5 gain; Toledo 
seventh with 106.9 gain; Columbus, O. eighth with 
105.9 gain; Denver ninth with 99.9 gain and Chicago 
tenth with 98.7 gain. Boston’s gain in the same 20 
years was 49.5 per cent. Cincinnati’s was the smallest 
gain, or 22.7 per cent. :

(A.) From the two-page article on the School Cen- 
sus of 1911 it appears that the school population num- 
bered 118,816, or 1,572 more than in 1910, which is 
smaller by 1,504 than the average annual gain reported 
‘for the preceding five years. Of those in public schools 
(2. e., 87,690) there was a decrease from 1910 of 374, in 
private schools (7. e., 20,215) an increase of 952, and of 
those not attending any school (7. e., 10,911) an increase 
of 994. In the five years, 1906-10, the average annual 
number in the public schools constituted 75.19 per 
cent. of the total school population (2. e., five to four- 
teen years, inclusive) the number in private schools 
15.77 per cent. and not attending any school, 9.04 per 
cent. The number of the school population 5 and 6 
years of age was 26,209; 7 to 13 years, 79,776, and 
14 years, 12,831. The total number of boys was 59,852; 
of girls, 58,964. 

(B.) In this three-page article the Metropolitan 
Water, Sewerage and Park Districts are separately 
shown and compared as to population, area and density 
(of population) per square mile in 1900 and 1910, with 
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increase for the ten years: The Water District, with 
8 cities besides Boston and 11 towns, had an area of 
169.89 square miles and a density of 6,300 per square 
mile in 1910, an increase in density of 1,135 since 1900. 
The Sewerage District, with 11 cities besides Boston 
and 13 towns, had an area of 215.77 square miles and 
a density of 3,960 per square mile, an increase of 824 
since 1900. The Park District, with 12 cities besides 
Boston and 26 towns, had an area of 395.45 square 
miles and a density of 3,587 in 1910. 

(C.) The 40 municipalities of the three Metropoli- 
ton Districts are compared, in this full-page table, as 
_to assessed valuation and net municipal debt in 1905 

and 1910, those contiguous to Boston grouped as “ First 
Zone,’ those within 10 miles, but not contiguous, 
grouped as ‘‘Second Zone” and the 10 towns outside 
the 10-mile circuit forming the third group. The total 
valuation of the 40 municipalities increased from 
$2,010,107,125 in 1905 to $2,287,433,045 in 1910, a gain 
of 13.8 per cent., while the gain of Boston alone was 
10.6 per cent. The total net debt increased from 
$96,857,800 in 1905 to $107,223,975 in 1910, a gain of 10.7 
per cent., while the debt of Boston alone increased 14.3 
per cent. in the five years. The largest proportion of 
increase in debt was that of Hyde Park 7. e., 198 per 
cent. As to per cent. of net debt to valuation, Boston 
showed an increase from 4.9 in 1905 to 5.1 in 1910, 
while the 40 municipalities showed a reduction from 4.9 
to 4.7, and the ‘‘Second Zone”’ alone the notable reduc- 
tion from 5.0 to 3.9.

A. Summary Tables for the Year 1911. 
B. Comparative Interest in Referenda and Election 
Contests, 1890-1911. 


(A.) The mortality table for 1911, by 14 groups of 
diseases and 189 different causes, shows the total num- 
ber of deaths in the year, by sex, viz., 6,217 males and 
5,543 females, or 11,760 in all. This is 186 more than 
the total for 1910. Deducting the deaths of non- 
residents (7. e., 1,349) the death rate is 15.19 for the 
year, computed according to a population estimate of 
685,259 on July 1. This is much nearer the correct 
rate than that which results from including indiscrim- 
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inately all the deaths that occurred in the City. The 
1911 mortality would have been at least 200 less, had 
the July temperatures been normal instead of abnor- 
mally high. The largest number of deaths were from 
diseases of the heart (7. e., 1,877); next, those from 
pneumonia (2%. e., 1,334); third, those from tubercu- 
losis (2. e., 1,067). The total from these three principal 
causes (t. €., 3,778) was 185 less than from the same 
causes in 1910. The patients cared for in the City 
Hospital and its branches numbered 15,216 in 1911; 
in Consumptives’ Hospital (exclusive of Out-Patient 
Department) 1,360; dependents in Children’s Institu- 
tions, 2,436; in Infirmaries, Wayfarers’ Lodge, etce., 
34,308; soldiers and sailors, 2,419; prisoners in House 
of Correction and Suffolk Jail, 17,859; total for these 
institutions, 73,598, or 3,403 more than in 1910. 

(B.) This seven-page article is a study of the twenty- 
two State elections occurring from 1890 to 1911, 
especially pertaining to the 13 State referenda and 7 
special Boston referenda submitted to the voters at 
these elections. There are also included six other 
Boston referenda submitted at City elections and one 
submitted at a special election. The salient feature 
of this article is the Per Cent. of Interest shown in the 
various elections, 27. e., the per cent. of votes cast to 
the number of registered voters (1) in Boston (2) 
in the State outside Boston (3) in the entire State. 
The main facts elicited are these, wz.: that the voters 
of Boston showed more interest in all of the 13 State 
referenda than those in the rest of the State, the mean 
per cent. being 52.44 for Boston, 45.62 for State outside 
Boston ‘and 50.22 for the whole State; that the Boston 
electorate showed more interest in special referenda 
relating to Boston than in State referenda, the mean 
per cent. of interest in the 7 special referenda submitted 
at State elections being 63.13 and in 6 referenda decided 
at City elections 58.81; that the maximum per cent. 
of interest in any of the 27 State and City referenda 
submitted, viz., 75.63, was shown on the question 
whether street-railway tracks should be replaced on 
Tremont street, submitted in 1899. 


THe MuNIcIPAL REGISTER FOR 1911. 
This department, in accordance with a vote of the 
Joint Committee of the City Council on Rules and Orders, 
was intrusted with the compilation of the Municipal 
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Register for the year 1911 and seeing it through the press. 
A document edition bound in heavy cardboard was 
published, as heretofore, in addition to the regular 
cloth-bound edition. This register contains 311 pages, 
including an index of nine pages, also a ward map of 
the City. 

OTHER WorRK. 


Information on various subjects has been furnished 
from time to time to the Mayor, City Council and to 
the public, nine pages-of the latest statistics of Boston 
having been specially compiled for the 1911 edition of 
‘“‘Organization of the City Government.” 

The distribution of this department’s publications 
and the annual volumes containing all the department 
reports among municipal and college libraries, citizens 
and the executive officials of other'cities, and the obtain- 
ing of municipal and governmental publications in 
return, continued to receive careful attention, but our 
library space is much below the needs of the department. 

During the year 600 persons or institutions have 
recelved our publications regularly (exclusive of their 
distribution among the City departments) and our 
exchange of documents with foreign municipal depart- 
ments and statistical bureaus, has been continued under 
the special arrangement with the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion in Washington, 450 packages of such having been 
thus forwarded.

FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 5, 1912. 


Boston, February 5, 1912. 


Hon. JoHn F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The Board of Street Commissioners presents the 
following as the report of the Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment for the year ending February 5, 1912. 

Under orders for laying out, widening and extend- 
ing streets, passed by the Board during the year, land 
to the amount of 213,567 square feet was taken for street 
purposes. Streets having a total length of 2.24 miles 
were made public ways. Under authority of the acts 
of the Legislature for the assessment on abutting 
property of the benefit derived by it from the laying out 
and construction of streets there has been assessed 
on twenty-six streets a total of $63,812.08. For benefits 
of sewerage works, assessments to the amount of 
$92,127.79. have been made. The total of benefits 
assessed for streets, public alleys and sewerage works 
during the year was $155,935.87. 

The Board issued 60 orders of notice of intention to 
lay out, widen, relocate, extend and discontinue streets, 
or parts of streets, calling for public hearings. In the 
settlement of damages for taking of land, etc., for 
various changes in the city’s streets, 71 cases were acted 
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on. Claims for damages for sewers and surface drains 
ordered were settled to the number of 11. Under 
authority of the act empowering the Board to apportion 
assessments on parts of a divided lot, 36 assessments 
were apportioned. 

Under the provisions of the acts of the Legislature 
giving the Street Commissioners authority to take land 
for and order the construction of sewerage works, 
orders were passed for the improvement and relocation 
of various natural streams or water courses, and surface 
drainage has been supplied for territories needing it as 
follows:

ENGINEERING DIVISION. 


At the beginning of the year the Surveying Division 
of the Street Laying-Out Department and the Survey- 
ing Division of the Engineering Department were 
consolidated into what has since been known as the 
Engineering Division of the Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment. 

The work devolving upon this division consists of 
the making of such surveys, plans and estimates as may 
be required by the several departments, and giving 
lines and grades of public streets for abutters intending 
to build. 

Twenty-eight hundred and fifteen orders were attended 
to for the Public Works Department; these consisted 
of staking out new streets for construction, giving lines 
and grades for repairs and reconstruction of old streets, 
testing lines and grades after completion of work, and 
measuring the amount of work performed and making 
plans showing the quantities to be assessed upon the 
abutting owners. Among these orders were: 

Twenty-nine petitions requesting that catch-basins 
should be constructed were reported upon to the Sewer 
Service. 

One hundred and one plans of streets showing pro- 
posed locations of future catch-basins were furnished 
Sewer Service. 

Two hundred and ninety-three catch-basins were 
staked out on request of the Sewer Service, and dupli- 
cate sketches showing locations of spikes, ties, etc., 
were furnished. 

Measurements have been obtained on one’ hundred 
streets for the Sewer Service, for the purpose of making 
sewer assessments. 

Three hundred and forty-one plans of proposed 
underground pipes, conduits, etc., were examined for 
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the Sewer Service, and locations for proposed future 
catch-basins were marked on plans. 

Three hundred and eighty-five notices of contracts 
to lay artificial stone sidewalks were received, lines and 
grades marked, the work measured when completed 
and reported upon to the Paving Service. In one 
hundred and seventy-six cases the Paving Service was 
notified that the existing edgestones should be reset 
preparatory to the laying of artificial stone. 

Measurements of the amount of artificial stone side- 
walks laid by contract on seventeen streets were obtained 
on request of the Paving Service. 

Twenty-five notices of the completion of repairs to 
artificial stone sidewalks were received, the work’ meas- 
ured and reported upon to the Paving Service. 

Twenty-three petitions to make sidewalk openings 
for areas, bulkheads, etc., were received from the Paving 
Service and reported upon. 

One hundred*and forty-nine requests for edgestone 
were examined and the amount required reported upon 
to the Paving Service. 

Twenty-six plans were made for the Paving Service, 
showing the sidewalk assessments on twenty-nine streets. 

In seven cases where claims for grade damages have 
been filed by the owners of estates affected, examination 
of the property was made and special reports were sent 
to the Inspector of Claims, Public Works Department. 

Sidewalk grades for fifty-eight streets were furnished 
engineers and architects for plans of new buildings. 

Twenty-one miscellaneous reports were made to the 
Public Works Department. 

Estimates for grade, land and building damages and 
cost of construction were furnished the Street Commis- 
sioners on thirty streets. 

Eleven estimates of the amounts of damage, caused 
by changes made during the construction of streets, 
were made for the Street Commissioners. 

The lines and grades of twenty-six streets, for which 
the Street Commissioners were petitioned for authority 
to open as private ways, were examined and reported 
upon.

PLATTING OF NEw WAYS UNDER CHAPTER 323 OF THE 
Acts OF THE LEGISLATURE OF 1891 AND CHAPTER 
393 OF THE ACTS OF THE LEGISLATURE OF 1906. 


During the year the work has not been of a character 
materially different from that of previous years; less 
attention, perhaps, has been given to the platting 
under the Board of Survey Act. 

Many important actual as well as suggested improve- 
ments, in the heart of the city itself and in the suburban 
districts, have demanded the strictest attention of the 
larger part of the force. 

The work done during the year in connection with the 
platting of streets is as follows: 

Eight hearings were held during the year; these 
with others held in previous years, but here enumerated, 
were all given under authority of chapter 210 of the 
Acts of the Legislature of 1898.

(Lower Dorchester.) 


On December 22, 1905, a hearing was given on territory 
shown on sections numbered W-55, W-66, W-72 and 
W-73, and was in relation to the reduction in the pro- 
posed width of Minot street from .70 feet to 60 feet;

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APPENDIX B. 


MERIDIAN LINE. 


In 1870 an act was passed by the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature requiring each land surveyor in the state at 
least once in every year to adjust and verify his compass 
by the meridian’ line established in the county wherein 
his surveys were to be made. 

A meridian was marked by stone monuments and a 
book of record kept by a custodian designated by the 
County Commissioners. 

The law compelling surveyors to test their compasses 
annually was modified in 1875, so that surveyors who 
did not use the compass in turning angles were relieved 
from the penalty attaching to the violation of the 
original act. 

The meridian posts for the County of Suffolk were 
placed on the southerly portion of the ‘‘ Parade Ground” 
on Boston Common. They are granite posts, three in 
number, placed 200 feet apart, are 18 inches square 
at the base, 1 foot square at the top, and 8 feet long, 
being firmly set in a bed of concrete with their tops 
originally just below the surface of the ground. | 

A stone curb was placed even with the surface of the 
ground over the top of each post, with a metallic com- 
position cover. 

The surface of that part of the Common where the 
posts are set was raised several feet in 1897, the posts 
being protected by building a brick manhole around 
each stone, the posts being accessible by the removal of 
the manhole cover. 

As the cover and cap of the manholes are made of 
iron it is now necessary to set up the compass in the 
production of the line marked by the monument to 
avoid local attraction. The point selected has been 
290 feet north of the northerly stone. 
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The following table gives the number of tests for each 
year, with the average readings: .

The geodetic position of the apex of the dome of the 
State House as determined by the United States Coast 
and Geodetic Survey is latitude 42 degrees 21 minutes 
29.596 seconds; longitude, 71 degrees 3 minutes 51.040 
seconds. 

In making the survey of Boston by the Boston Board 
of Survey a system of rectangular co-ordinates was 
adopted, the zero of which is 50,000 feet south and 50,000 
feet east of the geodetic position of the State House. 

In other words, the geodetic position of the State 
House was assumed 50,000 feet north and 50,000 feet 
west of this zero. This value was assumed to avoid any 
minus positions. 


STREET DEVELOPMENT. 


The demand for the acceptance of new streets becomes 
greater and greater every year. ‘Taxpayers in the 
districts of Dorchester, West Roxbury and Brighton 
are insistent that the streets which have been opened. by 
private enterprise, and on which dwelling houses have 
been erected, should be taken over as public ways to be 
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cared for by the city. It is a legitimate demand, the 
result of the rapid growth of these districts. How to 
meet these demands is a problem perplexing to every 
municipal authority, as the improvements asked for 
would require the expenditure of millions of dollars, 
whereas only a few hundred thousands are available. 

Had the highways act under which streets have been 
laid out been properly drawn before it was enacted in 
1891, the difficulty of providing funds for street improve- 
ments would probably not now be so acute. The act 
was wrong in two important essentials — first, that it 
limited the area which might be assessed on account 
of a street Improvement to a distance of 125 feet from 
the improvement, and second, that it provided that the 
full cost might be assessed upon the property benefited 
within this distance. The first of these provisions has 
been proven to be without any merit at all, and the 
second was declared illegal by the Supreme Judicial 
Court. 

The decision of the court caused an amendment to be 
made to the act which limited the amount which might 
be assessed to the benefit. Subsequently, by the coop- 
eration of real estate speculators and their persistent 
agitation, this provision of the law was further amended, 
a limit of 50 per cent of the cost of such improvements 
being fixed as the amount which could be assessed, 
and which still continues in force. If the full cost 
provision had not been put into the law in the first 
place perhaps the agitation which followed the decision 
of the court would not have been created, and the people 
long ago might have been educated to the principle 
that where their property is specially benefited by an 
improvement they are to pay for it. 

It was the theory of those responsible for the 1891 
act that, with the abutters paying the full cost of street 
improvements of this character, there would always be 
plenty of money available in the city treasury for the 
acceptance of new streets. ‘Those responsible for the 
law were men of high legal repute, though they appar- 
ently reckoned without the Supreme Judicial Court 
when they wrote into it these disastrous provisions. 

Why they placed a limit of 125 feet as the assessable 
distance is beyond all comprehension. It could not 
have been because some other city of the first class 
found this the best method, because such is not the 
method of any of the first-class cities. At any rate 
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these two provisions made the law ineffective for the 
purpose for which it was conceived. 

Before the law’s defects were made known the city 
had planned a number of great highways leading to and 
through the outlying districts. It had borrowed mil- 
lions of dollars to make them, confidently expecting that 
the full cost of assessments would be speedily paid. 
As the revenue from this source was to flow in a constant 
stream into the treasury they figured on a perpetual 
highway fund. While these loans added greatly to the 
city debt, the assessments were not kindly received and 
were paid only under pressure, and at no time was there 
the great highway fund available which had been hoped 
for. 

The act also provided that the interest and sinking 
fund requirements on account of highway loans should 
be met from the revenue derived from these assess- 
ments. This revenue was so small it could not meet 
even this requirement. The proceeds of at least two 
large loans charged to highways were used for the 
purpose of paying interest and sinking fund require- 
ments, and people who had bought homes on private 
ways, in expectation of their becoming public ways, 
were thus deprived of what properly belonged to them. 

Under your Honor’s direction the highway act of 1891 
was redrafted and reenacted in 1906. Most of its 
defects, including that of paying interest and sinking 
fund requirements from the assessments collected, were 
corrected. The ‘125-foot limit for assessment as well 
as the limit of 50 per cent of the cost to be assessed were 
allowed to remain in the new draft. Both should now 
be taken out of the law. | 

The Board is appreciative of your recent efforts to 
have the 125-foot limit eliminated. You ought to 
have the support of every person who cares for the 
proper development of the city in your desire to cor- 
rect this defect in the law. There should be no limita- 
tion in either of these things except the one of benefit. 

As arule the improvement of highways, either by their 
acceptance as public ways, which means their con- 
struction and perpetual maintenance, their widening 
or their extension, results in greatly benefiting the 
property abutting thereon, and in many cases prop- 
erty within a reasonable distance thereof. The general 
taxpayer who gets no direct benefit from an improve- 
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ment of this kind ought not to be required to pay such 
a large part of it as he is obliged to do now. 

In many of the great highway improvements which 
have been made in the city within the last twenty years 
only a small portion of the cost has been covered by 
special assessments due to the limitations of the law. 
To assess any more than was placed upon the property, 
within the distance fixed by the law, would have been 
_a hardship upon the owners. 

Beyond the 125-foot distance of all the great avenues 
which had been. improved was a vast amount of property 
which received a direct, special benefit by the improve- 
ments, but which escaped what would have been a 
just tax had the Board authority to levy it. Had it 
been possible to assess all property which had been 
benefited, the tax in no case would have been exces- 
sive, the city would have recovered back a large part 
of the money expended, and the loans for highway 
improvements would have had a wider use. 

It is surprising that there should be opposition to 
these changes in the law, particularly among men who 
are supposed to have some knowledge of real estate 
conditions in the city. If they feared for the small 
property holder—that he would be unreasonably 
taxed — there might be some excuse for their appre- 
hensions. They need not, however, fear for this class 
of citizens, who have no such fear themselves. As 
these people beg that their streets be accepted they 
often express a willingness to pay their full share of the 
cost. Moreover, it is this class of citizens who pay 
these special assessments without first trying to invali- 
date them by court proceedings. 

But the objectors do not speak for this class of citizens. 
They are representative of the big real estate interests, 
who probably see that ‘‘downtown.’’ Boston must 
undergo radical street improvements to meet the rapidly 
changing conditions of business. They probably see 
that such improvements in the heart of the city would 
be extensive and costly to be beneficial, and while 
they would doubtless welcome such improvements, they 
would like to escape paying any special tax on account 
of them, which they would have to do by an assessment 
plan which would reach all property benefited. 

If they fear an excessive tax they trouble themselves 
unnecessarily. The Supreme Judicial Court has left 
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no doubt as to how far municipal authorities may go 
in levying a special tax of this character, having declared 
that only the benefit may be assessed. ‘This the bene- 
ficiaries ought to be willing to pay. 

If the city is to have its fullest development many 
street improvements must be made. ‘They must be 
made in the retail business districts in order to expand 
trade and make shopping easier and more comfortable. 
They must be made also in the residential districts to 
meet the demands of the growth of population and to 
keep home builders within the limits of the city.. Better 
approaches to some of the residential districts are neces- 
sary to assure rapid transportation facilities to and from 
those districts. In all progressive and growing cities 
such improvements are paid for by the property which 
gets the benefit. Why should it be different in Boston? 
The Board believes that the city would take on a more 
substantial growth if such improvements were made as 
necessity required. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR THE RELIEF OF CONGESTION IN THE 
SHOPPING DISTRICT. 


During the past year the question of affording relief 
to the congestion which prevails in the retail shopping 
district bounded by Winter, Washington, Boylston and 
Tremont streets was agitated with considerable force. 
There is no question as to the poor conditions which 
exist in this territory for a considerable portion of the 
year, particularly in the weeks preceding the Christmas 
holiday. It is extremely bad at all times of the year, 
but with the tremendous inrush of shoppers, so many 
of whom seem to await the immediate days before the 
holiday itself to do their shopping, the conditions 
become almost unbearable. 

Washington street, between Winter and Boylston 
streets, is particularly the bad spot. At times so dense 
is the crowd that people are obliged to take to the 
roadway to make any progress at all. This makes for 
congestion of vehicles and street cars and involves more 
or less danger to people who are forced to leave the 
sidewalks. 

Suggestions for the improvement of the conditions 
in this narrow mart of trade are not wanting. They 
include the widening of Washington street, the pro- 
hibition of teaming traffic at certain hours of the day, 
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the keeping off of all vehicles during the busiest of the 
shopping hours and the making of the street a one-way 
thoroughfare. 

The Board of Street Commissioners has given serious 
consideration to each of these suggestions. -Its opinion 
is that none of them is feasible. To widen Washington 
street, between Winter and Boylston streets, is too 
costly a problem. It would involve an expenditure of 
money which would stagger conservative citizens and 
cause them to protest vigorously, and perhaps success- 
fully, if it were attempted. 

It might help somewhat if teaming was kept out of 
Washington street during the busy hours, but the best 
results could not be obtained unless it was also kept 
out of such thoroughfares as Winter street, Temple 
place, West, Avon and Bedford streets. ‘The merchants 
of the district would hardly consent to such a radical 
departure from a time-honored privilege. Furthermore, 
there is no municipal body which has authority to close 
streets to teaming traffic. 

The Board, in its study of the problem of congestion 
in the retail district, when making the traffic regulations, 
considered the question of diverting teaming traffic. 
The Corporation Counsel, Mr. Babson, was consulted, 
and he informed the Board that there was no authority 
that would permit of such a diversion of teaming traffic; 
that the streets were free to all classes of vehicles under 
certain limited restrictions. A special act of the 
Legislature would be necessary to give any city board 
such authority. 

A good many students of the problem of this con- 
gestion believe that some relief might be obtained by 
making Washington street, in the retail district, a one- 
way street. This idea was considerably agitated during 
the Christmas holiday season, when conditions were at 
their worst. On a petition, which bore hardly a name of 
a business firm in the congested district, the Board was 
asked to make the street a one-way thoroughfare from 
Cornhill to Boylston street. On this petition a public 
hearing was advertised, but so little interest was there 
in this means of solving the problem that not a single 
person appeared to advocate it. 

While the Board believes that the one-way street idea 
has been a decided success where it has been tried, it 
does not believe it should be applied to the main or 
longitudinal highways of the city, especially to a 
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thoroughfare so important as Washington street. There 
is but one thoroughfare in the heart of the city that is 
parallel with Washington street which continues along 
with it for any great distance, and that is Tremont 
street. If Washington street was made a one-way 
thoroughfare the great bulk of the teaming traffic, 
which would be necessarily diverted, would, in the 
opinion of the Board, turn to Tremont street, which is 
badly congested now, and which has about reached the 
limit of its road capacity. Indeed, the Board has 
already been asked to find some method of relief 
for this thoroughfare, which it has not yet been able 
to do. 

In the opinion of the Board much relief could be given 
to the retail district if the surface cars could be diverted. 
Here, again, the problem of the need of a continuous 
wide thoroughfare arises. 

The serious congestion of Washington street really 
begins at Cornhill and ends at about Boylston street. 
If there was another straightway thoroughfare paralleling 
Washington street, between these points, the cars 
might be taken off Washington street. As itis, however, 
if they were diverted to the east of Washington street 
they would have to follow a zigzag route, through 
streets that are narrow and already crowded with all 
kinds of vehicles, making progress slow and difficult and 
annoying to the patrons of the cars. A wide, straight 
avenue, paralleling Washington street would be ideal, 
but to make it would require a tremendous outlay of 
money, as much, perhaps, as to widen Washington 
street. 

In the face of all the difficulties presented there would 
seem to be but one answer to the cry for relief, and 
that is for the expansion of the retail district. The 
Board knows of no city in the United States which has 
such a narrow, confined retail center as Boston. Why 
it is so is difficult of explanation. It was so even before 
the city’s system of subways and tunnels made it 
easier for the people to reach the district. The tunnels 
and subways and the centralizing of their important 
stations have but aggravated the conditions. If the 
retail district is not to be extended then much money 
will have to be expended for relief which can come only 
by widening streets or by making new thoroughfares. 

For the immediate relief of Washington street, 
between Winter and Boylston streets, the Board would 
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suggest that the surface cars be removed between these 
points. Going south they ought to be required to leave 
Washington street, at Summer street, moving easterly 
on Summer street to Chauncy street, thence by way of 
Chauncy street to Essex street, thence by way of Hssex 
street to Washington street, continuing thence southerly 
as now, the reverse of this route being followed going 
northerly. | 

To make such a route desirable Chauncy street ought 
to be widened. In the opinion of the Board this widen- 
ing could be done now at a cost of about $1,500,000, 
giving a street 70 feet wide, which ought to be ample. 

An examination of the condition of the property on 
_ Chauncey street which would be affected by such a 
widening shows that the property could, after the 
widening, be made desirable for retail trade. With 
surface cars turned in this direction, it would have a 
tendency to spread the retail district, and to do so 
without serious detriment to the present trade of Wash- 
ington street. A considerable portion of the cost to 
the city could be recovered in betterments, even under 
the present ill-advised betterment law. 

With the car tracks out of this portion of Washington — 
street the sidewalks could be made much wider than 
they are now, leaving room for vehicles to pass in both 
directions in the street, and giving pedestrians the 
protection that is afforded by ample sidewalk room. 

The Board believes, however, that there is to be an 
expansion of the retail district, and very soon. With 
the development of the Park square lands, on which a 
good start has already been made, it believes the expan- 
sion will be in that direction. The widening of Pleasant 
street will be of material aid to the district, which has 
already two new streets constructed under private 
direction, and should Arlington street be extended the 
prospects will be greatly enhanced. 

One difficulty which seems to stand in the way of 
obtaining the best results for this territory in the effort 
to make it attractive for retail trade is that of proper 
street car connections with the north side of the city 
and with the railroad terminals. It may be said that 
the district has connection now with the north terminal 
railroad station by the cars which enter and leave the 
subway at the Public Garden, opposite Church street, 
and with Church street leading into Park square. This 
is true, but it seems to be the desire of Boston shoppers, 
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particularly those who come into the retail district, to 
be dropped at the doors of the great stores. They 
seem to have no inclination to walk a block when it 
can be avoided. The retail merchants seem to have 
anticipated their wishes by putting their stores as close 
as possible to the important car lines. 

There is a large residential territory lying south and 
east of Park square whose population cannot conven- 
iently reach the district without the annoyance of 
transferring from one car line to another. Until this 
difficulty is overcome, and communication made more 
direct, Park square will be exceedingly slow in reaching 
its fullest development. The widening of Pleasant 
street ought to be of considerable aid if the street rail- 
road company will accept the terms of the Pleasant 
street act and lay its tracks in the street. But this will 
not be enough. When cars are running through Pleasant 
street some of them at least ought to be continued to 
Park square and not enter the subway at Shawmut 
avenue and Tremont street as has been suggested, but 
should enter the Boylston Street Subway. This would 
mean a new connection with the Boylston Street Sub- 
way from Park square. This connection could be made 
by the construction of a new subway, not more than 
400 feet in length, from about where the Lincoln memo- 
rial monument now stands, joining with the Boylston 
Street Subway a little to the east of Charles street. 
This would permit of a far greater use of Columbus 
avenue as a street car line; it would also enable shop- 
pers who come into the city from the north to reach 
Park square expeditiously, and permit the vast popula- 
tion residing in the territory south and east of the 
district to ride directly to it without change. 

In addition to these improvements the Board believes 
further that something ought to be done to make better 
connections between the Park square district and the 
south terminal railroad station. There is no direct, 
convenient and rapid connection between these points 
now. Some suggestions, with this end in view, have 
been made, but a scientific study will be necessary to 
determine the best method of obtaining it. 

Improvements like these would, of course, require 
a large outlay of money. It would be money well spent, 
because it would develop a territory which has been of 
little value to the city for a dozen years. 

It is an interesting anomaly in the affairs of this city 
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that land in Park square, bordering on the very edge of 
the retail business district, has for years had an assessed 
value of only about seven dollars a foot, while within 
a walk of not more than two minutes’ duration, other 
land, on a well traversed street and congested with 
street cars, finds a ready market at from $60 to $80 a 
foot. The Board believes that in a short time, with 
the improvements made as suggested, the Park square 
lands, which have lain dormant all these years, would 
have such a market value as would enable the city to 
soon recover, in the way of increased taxable value, 
every dollar that it had expended to make the improve- 
ments. In addition, if the retail district can be made 
to expand in this way, the necessity for laying out 
new streets and widening existing thoroughfares, at a 
great cost, in a section which has about reached the 
limit of its capacity for shopping in comfort and safety, 
will be avoided. 


TRAFFIC REGULATIONS. 


During the year, especially while the holiday traffic 
was at its worst, there was some complaint as to the 
working of the traffic regulations in the shopping 
district. Fault was found with the standing of vehicles 
in the side streets leading from Washington and Tremont 
streets. The complaints applied to delivery wagons as 
well as to carriages and automobiles. Some people, 
if they could have their way, would not permit vehicles 
to stand longer than to allow their passengers to get 
aboard or alight, and it was suggested that the traffic 
regulations be amended to bring about this result. 

The Board, while alive to the interest of the shopper 
who makes her way among the stores on foot, is con- 
scious of the fact that there is a large number of people 
who come into the retail district for shopping purposes 
in vehicles of one kind or another. ‘The desires of these 
people to reach the shopping district in this way cannot 
be ignored. The carriage trade, as it is called, is an 
important element in the retail business of the city. 
Many of this class of shoppers come from afar, from 
beyond the city limits. They are good customers, and 
they should not be deprived of the privilege of standing 
their vehicles in some place convenient to them and to 
the stores they visit for a reasonable length of time. 
Unfortunately the retail district is so congested, the 
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streets are so narrow, and open spaces are so lacking, 
that this matter cannot be regulated so as to give .the 
best results. If the district possessed large squares, 
or even a few fairly wide side streets, a solution of the 
difficulty might be found in the setting aside of some of 
them for parking purposes. 

When the traffic regulations were being drafted three 
years ago the Board had this difficulty in mind. It 
made a trial of a plan requiring vehicles entering the 
retail district to stop only long enough to allow their 
passengers to leave or to enter them. The plan was 
not a success. Not only did the owners of vehicles 
object but the shopkeepers joined with them in protest, 
the latter claiming that the rule caused them a serious 
loss in their business. 

Since the traffic regulations were put into effect the 
Common side of Tremont street and of Park street 
have been reserved as a parking place for thé vehicles 
of shoppers. Vehicles are allowed to stand at these 
places for half an hour at a time. The Board has often 
been asked to extend this time, some suggestions being 
for an hour, some for two hours, and it has been suggested 
that as long a time as four hours be allowed. The 
argument for the extension of the time is that ladies 
cannot do much shopping in half an hour. This the 
Board does not presume to dispute. On the contrary, 
it agrees that the present time limit is too short. 

The space along the Common, on Tremont and Park 
streets, is not equal to the requirements. It cannot 
accommodate many vehicles. If the time was extended 
to two hours, or even to one hour, it would make condi- 
tions worse than they are, as then the first vehicles to 
occupy the coveted space would most likely remain for 
the full time limit, thus keeping out others who should 
not be entirely deprived of the privilege. The shorter 
time allowance means that more vehicles can be accom- 
modated, and, consequently, more people satisfied. 
Under the conditions as they now exist the Board cannot 
see any way in which the time limit for vehicles standing 
on the Common side of Tremont and Park streets can 
be extended. 

As for prohibiting the standing of express and delivery 
wagons in the side streets of the shopping district, it 
ought not to be seriously considered. Even the people 
who ask for such a rule would protest if they did not get 
prompt delivery of their purchases. To make a pro- 
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hibition such as this would retard shipping and would 
otherwise be a serious detriment to the trade of the 
district. 

The successful carrying out of the provisions of the 
traffic regulations depends largely on the police force 
of the city. A strict enforcement of the rules as laid 
down would result in inconvenience to business and 
great annoyance to the teaming interests. This’ the 
Board realized when it made the rules. It had faith, 
however, in the good sense of the Police Department, 
the men who patrol the congested business district, who, 
it believed, would consider the spirit of the rules as 
well as their letter. The police have met the conditions 
well. 

It is really remarkable how little complaint there is in 
the face of the extraordinary conditions which the police 
encounter on every business day. Doubtless there are 
countless but technical and unintentional violations of 
the rules every day. It would be folly for. the police 
to put men into court for such violations. Indiscriminate 
prosecutions would lead to the repeal of some of the rules 
which, in their general effect, are good. 

It was not the intention, when the rules were drafted, 
to make business for the courts, but to help in making 
traffic easier and more expeditious. An officer may 
now warn a driver when he is not exercising proper 
care. If he persists in his transgressions the officer has 
behind him authority to enforce his mandate. Exer- 
cising his authority in this way makes the officer an aid 
to the larger and more convenient use of the streets. 


SIGHT-SEEING AUTOMOBILES. 


Because of the traffic regulations the duty of grant- 
ing permits for the operation of sight-seeing automobiles 
has fallen to the Board. During the past year it granted 
permits of this character for the first time. Previously 
such permits were issued by the Police Department. 
The Board’s authority in the control of the operation 
of these vehicles is very limited, consisting only of 
naming the places where they may stand and fixing 
the time during which they may stand, and to regulate 
their operation in streets where they would add to the 
congestion of traffic. There seems to be no definite law 
governing their operation, and in the opinion of the 
Board some such law ought to be enacted.

Sight-seeing automobiles have a legitimate place in 
the life of the city. They appeal to tourists, who, by 
patronizing them, are enabled to see points of interest 
quickly and comfortably, if not cheaply. They appear 
also to be profitable to those who maintain them, and 
there is keen competition for the permits which allow 
them to be operated. 

There being no law to govern their use the holders of 
permits operate pretty much as they please, charge such 
fares as they see fit to establish, and there is little or no 
responsibility behind them. 

Some of these sight-seeing automobiles are bought 
on *the installment plan, and are mortgaged to their 
makers or their agents. In case of injury to persons on 
the streets or to the patrons of these automobiles there 
would be little chance for redress. In the opinion of 
the Board a law ought to be enacted which would 
permit some municipal authority to properly license 
such vehicles, to regulate their operation, fix fares, 
exact a bond sufficiently large to guarantee indemnity to 
persons who might be injured in their operation, and 
requiring them to pay a reasonable fee to the city for 
the license privilege. 


CHARLES RiveR Basin DRIVEWAY. 


In the effort toward making a larger use of the Charles 
River Esplanade and a wider enjoyment of the Charles 
River Basin the Board has given consideration to the 
question of a driveway for the entire length of the 
basin. There is now a short driveway from Cambridge 
street to Otter street for pleasure vehicles. Beyond 
Otter street vehicles cannot go except they follow along 
Back street, which is a private way. If drivers venture 
on this way they will do so as trespassers, as the way 
belongs to the abutting property owners. Signs are 
posted all along the way warning drivers to keep off. 

The privilege of pleasure driving along the entire 
esplanade to Charlesgate West ought to be allowed 
to all who might care to use it and to enjoy it without 
being told that they are trespassers. Back street ought 
to be made a public highway at double its present 
width. This suggestion will doubtless call forth a 
protest from the abutting property owners along the 
way, but it ought not to be heeded. Such a driveway 
would be of no injury to the abutting property, partic- 
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ularly if it was restricted to pleasure vehicles. The 
Board believes that such a driveway would be bene- 
ficial to the property, as then it would be properly cared 
for and kept in order by the public authorities. It 
is neither sightly nor well kept now. 

The cooperation of the Metropolitan Park Board 
would be necessary if Back street were to be laid out 
at a width greater than it is now, as to make it wider 
a part of the esplanade would have to be taken. Indeed, 
it might be well for the Metropolitan Park Board to 
make the entire improvement and pay the cost of the 
same from its appropriation for parkways in part com- 
pensation for what the city has paid for metropolitan 
park improvements beyond its borders.

Str,— In accordance with the Revised Ordinances 
of 1908, chapter 6, section 4, I herewith submit the 
report of the Supply Department for the year ending 
January 31, 1912. 

This department was created by ordinance in Feb- 
ruary, 1906, for the purpose of purchasing supplies for 
the following departments: Bridge, Sanitary, Sewer, 
Street, Street Cleaning and Watering, and Street Depart- 
ment, Ferry Division. 

On April 23, 1908, a new ordinance was created to 
broaden the scope of the old departments, and it was 
passed and approved by Mayor Hibbard on May 1, 1908. 


ORDINANCE OF 1908, CHaprTER 6, ESTABLISHING A SuppLY DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

Section 1. The Supply Department shall be under the charge of the 
Superintendent of Supplies, who shall, upon requisition in writing, signed 
by the head of any department, supply materials, apparatus and other 
supplies required by such department, except furniture and those supplied 
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by the Superintendent of Printing. Said superintendent shall on the 
fifteenth day of each month send to the City Auditor a detailed statement 
of the purchases made for each department during the preceding month, 
which statement shall be approved by the official in charge of the depart- 
ment. ‘ 

Sect. 2. Every officer in charge of a department requiring materials, 
apparatus and other supplies, except furniture and those supplied by the 
Superintendent of Printing, shall obtain the same of the Superintendent 
of Supplies by means of a requisition therefor on blanks to be prepared 
by said superintendent. 

Sect. 3. Said superintendent shall keep proper books of account, 
and when satisfied of the legality of any requisition shall at once comply 
with it and make proper entries on his book. He shall require suitable 
evidence that the materials and supplies furnished are accepted by the 
officer issuing the requisition. 

Sect. 4. Said superintendent shall in his annual report include a 
statement of the cost of all supplies furnished each department or officer. 

Secr. 5. Chapter two of the Revised Ordinances of eighteen hundred 
and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section one by inserting after the 
words ‘‘the Superintendent of Streets,” the words “the Superintendent 
of Supplies.” 

Sect. 6. Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of eighteen hundred 
and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section five by inserting after 
the words ‘‘the Superintendent of Streets, seventy-five hundred dollars,” 
the words ‘‘the Superintendent of Supplies, three thousand dollars.” 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


First.— The experiences of the past year have demon- 
strated beyond any question that some effort should be 
made by the city to house more coal than we are able 
to under present conditions, either by enlarging the 
bins or pockets or by building a shed on some of our 
Albany street property. We should be able if a con- 
tingency should arrive in the future such as we are 
facing now to have storage capacity for at least a year’s 
supply. I would recommend the enlargement of the 
pocket at the South Ferry to a carrying capacity of 

2,500 tons. The plant at Calf Pasture should have an 
additional pocket built to carry about 1,000 tons more; 
this would give us a carrying capacity of 3,500 tons. 

Second.— Owing to the very bad weather the past 
year the crop of oats was 300,000,000 bushels less than 
1910, and the crop of hay being about one-half the normal 
yield, it seems to me that storage should be secured at 
636 or 650 Albany street, so that we can avail ourselves 
of low prices and guard against short crops and high 
prices.

The difference between the amount of their bids and your bid is $1,257.50.

Dear Sir,— We have your letter of the 8th inst., advising us of your 
decision in regard to the bids for iron castings opened on March 22, 
and in reply we beg to state that we consider your decision most unfair 
and unjust in every respect. The cost of inspection would under no cir- 
cumstances exceed $500 or $600; figuring $20 as the cost of each trip, 
this would allow thirty trips. As to the freight charges on your patterns, 
your proposals distinctly stated that ‘‘Patterns”’ will be delivered to the 
foundry at the expense of the City of Boston, so we cannot understand 
how this item enters into consideration. 

To us your decision in this matter is a definite statement that you are 
not interested in getting your work as cheap as possible, but have decided 
that we cannot get your business under any circumstances. You surely 
cannot question our good faith in this matter; nor can you question our 
reliability nor our ability to do your work to your complete satisfaction; 
our plant is open to your inspection at any and all times. 

This decision of yours in regard to local concerns is evidently one of 
long standing, as evidenced by the fact that all bids were rejected at the 
first opening, when our price was still lower than $1,257.50 less than the 
next bidders. Under the conditions, we feel that the least your city could 
do would be to state distinctly in your advertisements that only bids 
from local foundries will be considered; this statement would at least 
have saved us the unnecessary expense of $100 or so, to which we have 
been put. 

We wish to object most emphatically to your awards, and wish to 
advise you that we have forwarded a copy of this letter to the Hon. John 
F. Fitzgerald for his attention.

GENTLEMEN,— We inclose herewith copy of letter to the Finance Com- 
mission of Boston, Mass., that we believe will explain itself. This matter 
is one that we think should be brought to the attention of your readers, 
especially those that bid on municipal work. 

We submitted a bid under date of March 15 and were low. Our bid was 
submitted three minutes after eleven and then we heard that the bids had 
been opened at 11 o’clock. After getting a lawyer in Boston, all the bids 
were thrown out, although there could have been no question about our 
bid, as the printed proposal furnished our Mr. Jonson distinctly stated 
that the bids would be opened at 12 o’clock. Then we put in another bid 
on March 22 for the same work, and this time, according to the figures 
of the Superintendent of Supplies, we were low by $1,257.50. Now they 
have decided to give this work to some local foundries, saying that the cost 
of inspection of 475 to 500 tons of castings would amount to $1,700 or 
$1,800; this statement in our opinion is merely an excuse to get out of 
giving us the work.

Dear S1r,— I am in receipt of your letter of April 15 relative to com- 
plaint of the Trenton Foundry and Machine Company. I have delayed 
answering as I had intended going over to New York the week following 
your letter and explaining to you personally my side of the story. 

We are obliged by the law to advertise in the City Record and no other 
paper. If I depended upon the actual clientele of that paper I would 
have no competition. I made it a plan about two years ago to send copies 
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of the advertisements to concerns that are rated in Bradstreet’s or Dun’s. 
I did not send a copy of the advertisement to the Trenton Foundry and 
Machine Company simply and purely because they had no rating. 

On March 14 some one, whom I afterwards discovered to be E. H. 
Jonson, came into my office in my absence and asked for copies of the 
specifications and when the bids were to be opened. My clerk told him 
the next day. He did not ask what ,time; neither did my clerk tell him. 
He took the blank proposals and filled them in himself. All the figures 
are in his writing. Where he got the quantities is quite beyond me. 
He made no effort to read the advertisement, although it’ was tacked 
on a bulletin board right in front of him. I am inclosing the copy of the 
advertisement. 

I opened the bids at eleven o’clock, as advertised. At 11.05 he appeared 
with his bid. I refused to accept it as the other bidders had all left the 
room, and it might have led evil-minded people to suspect collusion. His 
next move was to hire a lawyer. Both Jonson and his lawyer got up 
on a very high horse, although page 5 of the so-called proposal gives me 
absolute authority to award the contract as I deem best. 

After consultation with the Mayor and the other bidders, I decided to 
throw the bids out and readvertise. This proposition was entirely accept- 
able to Mr. Jonson. I have his personal letter of March 18 in which he 
thanked me for the kind attention that I had shown him and acknowl- 
edging the receipt of the new proposals. 

On March 22 the new bids were opened and the Trenton Foundry and 
Machine Company were the-lowest bidders, being $1,257.50 lower than 
the combined bids of the Davis & Farnum Manufacturing Company and 
the Mechanics Iron Foundry Company. I submitted the bids to Com- 
missioner Rourke with a recommendation that owing to the cost of in- 
specting the castings it would be economy to award the contract to the 
Davis & Farnum Manufacturing Company for No. 1 castings and to the 
Mechanics Iron Foundry Company for No. 2 castings. I am embodying 
my recommendations herein. 

If made in Trenton the following items would constitute an additional 
expense:

Outside of the fact that it will actually cost more under the figures 
submitted to have the castings made in Trenton, it is most desirable that 
the work should be done around Boston. ‘The patterns, consisting of 
more than 2,200 pieces, are furnished by the city and supplied as needed 
to the contractor, repairs and changes in them being very frequently 
required. This can only.be done to advantage when the work is near 
at hand. Again, the stock required to be kept on hand is so varied and 
the emergency calls for particular castings so frequent, that it is of the 
greatest advantage to have the work done in the neighborhood of Boston. 

Aside from the mechanical part of the saving, I am inclosing reports 
from Dun’s. You will notice that the Trenton Foundry and Machine 
Company was not incorporated until March 9, 1911, and yet on March 
14, with a paid-up capital of only $1,200, they had the nerve to figure on 
a $25,000 contract. I am inclosing the reports. Kindly return them to 
me. Don’t you think I was justified in acting as I did?

Dear Srr,— I have gone into the matter of the prices of coal very care- 
fully and find that, based on the market price of coal, the prices made to 
the city are very low. Stove and egg coal cost to-day, landed alongside, 
$4.46 per ton. You must add to this the cost of putting into the sheds, 
screening and the loss from screening, about 50 cents a ton; delivery and 
putting into bins 50 cents to 75 cents a ton, according to distance. Furnace 
coal costs, alongside, $4.34 a ton; to this must be added $1 a ton for 
unloading, screening and delivering, showing a profit to the dealer, at the 
prices quoted, of about 4 per cent. 

Batchelder Brothers, who were the successful bidders last year, tell me 
that they made no money on last year’s contract and that the figures 
they quoted this year would show very little profit to them.

Matter referred by Mayor Fitzgerald to Finance 
Commission for further investigation. Report of the 
Finance Commission to Mayor under date of May 4 
appended, recommending that contract be awarded to 
Jordan-Burnham Coal Company. 

Boston, May 8, 1911. 
Hon. Joun F. Firzceraup, Mayor: 


Str,— In response to your Honor’s request of May 4, 1911, the Finance 
Commission has investigated certain bids for supplying coal to the city, and 
submits the following report: 

The Superintendent of Supplies, on April 15, 1911, invited proposals 
for ‘“‘a supply of whatever hard white ash, broken, egg and stove coal, and 
also whatever bituminous coal for steam purposes, that may be required 
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for the public buildings, and for the several departments of the City of 
Boston not otherwise provided for, from May 1, 1911, to November 1, 
1911.” The coal is to be delivered at the various engine houses, police 
stations and other public buildings throughout the city, except the schools, 
the Public Library and the City Hospital; deliveries are also to be made 
upon public streets when coal is needed for engines used in connection 
with municipal construction. The various kinds of coal required and 
the approximate quantities of each are as follows:

As no question has been raised as to the reasonableness of the price of 
screenings, they will not be referred to hereinafter. 

The Superintendent of Supplies awarded the contract to the lowest 
bidder and sent the contract to the Mayor’s office for approval on April 28, 
1911; but the required approval has not yet-been given. In your Honor’s 
letter to the commission the reason for withholding the approval is stated 
as follows: 

“The Commercial Bulletin reports that the prices for March and April, 
1911, on the same coal are identical with those of last year. Under the 
circumstances it seems to me that the increases are uncalled for and may 
be due to causes which would warrant investigation by your commission. 
I have withheld my signature from the contract and before affixing it shall. 
await an expression of opinion from you as to the advisability of making 
the award.”

The facts above stated raise two questions: 
1. Why are the lowest bids of this year higher than the lowest of last 
year? 
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2. Whether the lowest price offered this year is reasonable? 
These are the questions which the commission assumes that your Honor 
wishes to be answered. 


I. REASONS FOR THE EXCESS. 


The commission has interrogated the Superintendent of Supplies, all 
four of the bidders for the contract and several other retail and w holesale 
coal dealers. These various witnesses agreed upon two important points: 

(a.) That the quantity of coal available on the 1st of May this year 
is very much less than the quantity available on May 1, 1910. 

(b.) That the continued cold weather in the spring months of the 
present year has caused consumers to burn up most of the coal they had 
on hand and has thus created a necessity for earlier deliveries to such 
consumers in the present year than were required one year ago, when the 
quantities on hand were larger, owing to the higher temperature and con- 
sequently smaller consumption of coal during the early months of that year. 

The commission believes there is a scarcity of coal this year as com- 
pared with the abundant supply of last year; and it also believes that the 
continued cold weather in the early months of the present year has caused 
a larger consumption of coal, and has consequently created an, unusually 
large demand for early deliveries in the present year. The following 
table, taken from the records of the United States Weather Bureau, shows 
that the average temperature in the first four months of 1910 was con- 
siderably higher than that of the corresponding months of the present year:

These facts show that the local coal dealers had more reason.for offering 
coal at retail at low prices last year than they have this year, even though 
wholesale prices were the same in both years. The local conditions of 
supply and demand affected the retail prices in these two years, the price 
being lower last year, as the demand was less and the supply greater than 
in the present year. Even though wholesale prices should be the same 
-in two different years, it is obvious that if a dealer in the first year had a 
large stock on hand and the demand were light he could afford to sell 
cheaper than he could in the second year, with a small stock on hand and 
a large demand. 

The testimony of the dealer who made the lowest bid last year throws 
further light upon the question. He stated to the commission that he 
desired to keep his men:employed throughout the summer and also to 
keep his plant in active operation. He expected that business would be 
very dull during the summer months, and, as he had a large quantity of 
coal on hand which he was anxious to dispose of, he believed it was good 
business to sell to the city at _a very low price. When asked why he did 
not offer equally low prices this year he stated that he actually lost money 
on the contract last year, and did not wish the experience repeated. He 
also said that as the supply of coal is smaller and the demand for coal 
larger this year than it was a year ago it will be easier for him to keep his 
entire plant in active operation this year, without the city’s business, than 
it would have been last year. 

The commission believes the increase in the amount of this year’s bids 
over last year’s is sufficiently explained by the foregoing facts. "The more 
important question is whether the lowest bids of this year are reasonable. 
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II. REASONABLENESS OF THE PRICES. 


All of the coal dealers consulted by the commission have stated with 
considerable emphasis that the prices offered by the lowest bidders in this 
year’s competition are very low. Each of the other bidders has stated 
that he would not be willing to take the contract at the prices offered by 
the lowest bidder; and most of the dealers consulted by the commission, 
including the unsuccessful bidders, say that the lowest bidder will actually 
sustain a loss instead of making a profit on the contract. The commission 
is unable to state whether there will be any profit to the successful bidder 
at the prices offered, but it seems fairly certain that if any profit is made it 
will be a small one. There is apparently no ground for believing that 
the profit will be high enough to justify your Honor in considering it 
unreasonable. ; 

In arriving at this conclusion the commission has taken into account 
the statements of the Superintendent of Supplies and of various coal 
dealers, the prices quoted in trade journals, together with the commission’s 
own knowledge of conditions existing with reference to the delivery of 
coal in various public buildings and grounds. A great deal of the coal 
will have to be delivered in small lots. Thus the quantities delivered in 
the various engine houses and police stations will range from one to twenty- 
five tons, according to the size of the bins. Deliveries on streets will 
often be required in one or two ton lots. In the majority of all cases 
the deliveries will be in lots of from two to five tons, though in some cases 
the deliveries will be very much larger. The distances also will be great 
in many cases. A large allowance for carting must therefore be made on 
account of the long hauls and small deliveries. What this allowance 
should be the commission cannot determine, but it is probably safe to 
allow an average of 50 cents a ton. One of the largest dealers in the city 
stated to the commission that’ he kept a record of his deliveries in the years 
ending April 1, 1909, and April 1, 1910, and that the average labor cost 
of making deliveries was 573 cents a ton. 

In addition to the cost for carting, certain allowances should be made 
for loss in handling coal, as the dealers state that a great deal of the coal 
is pounded into dust in the process of handling and this dust is sold as 
screenings for $2.50 a ton, or about one-half of the wholesale price of the 
coal. One of the dealers estimates that the average loss due to this cause 
is 30 cents a ton. The cost of discharging coal from the barge to the 
dealer’s wharf should also be allowed for. The average price of discharg- 
ing seems to be 20 cents a ton where the dealers have plants of their own. 
If a stevedore is employed the price is 25 cents a ton. Taking these 
charges, which alone amount to $1 a ton, and without making any allow- 
ance whatever for such fixed charges as insurance of plant, interest on 
capital, clerical service, rent, labor other than that of teamsters, super- 
intendence, repair of harnesses and wagons, and care and maintenance of 
horses, ete., the cost of furnace coal to the dealer would be $5.24 a ton, 
as shown in the following table:

Thus it appears that the maximum profit to the dealer on furnace 
coal, excluding all the fixed charges previously mentioned, would be 20 
cents a ton. Even though it be assumed that the cost of discharging, 
carting and loss in handling could be reduced below the figures given in 
the above table, the fixed charges already mentioned would unquestionably 
bring the cost to the dealer above $5.24 per ton. The commission thinks 
it is safe to assume that the dealer will probably not make more than 10 
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cents a ton on furnace coal under any circumstances, and it is not prepared 
to deny his statement that he will make no money on it, or the statements 
of other dealers that he is bound to lose money on the contract as a whole. 

The wholesale price of egg or stove coal is $5 a ton of 2,240 pounds, 
or $4.46 for a ton of 2,000 pounds. Allowing $1 a ton for carting, discharg- 
ing and loss in handling, the cost to the dealer, excluding the fixed charges 
already mentioned, will be $5.46 a ton, and the maximum profit 57 cents 
a ton. It is probably safe to assume that, deducting the fixed charges 
aforesaid, the net profit to the dealer would not exceed a maximum of 
25 cents a ton. The commission believes this statement is extremely 
conservative, and it begs your Honor to note in connection with it that 
none of the many coal dealers consulted by the commission believe that 
there will be a profit to the contractor upon any of the various kinds of 
hard coal required. The commission, therefore, is not prepared to state 
that the price for egg and stove coal is unreasonable. On the contrary, 
it seems to be reasonable. 

The price quoted by the lowest bidder for bituminous coal also seems 
to the commission to be reasonable. The contract calls for Pocahontas or 
New River coal. The price of either, at tide water, is $2.70 a ton, and the 
freight to Boston ranges from 60 to 70 cents a ton, according to the size 
of the barge used to convey the coal. The smaller size of barges will be 
used in the proposed contract with the city, and the freight, therefore, 
will probably be 70 cents, thus making a total of $3.40 a ton of 2,240 
pounds delivered alongside the wharf in Boston, or $3.03 for a ton of 
2,000 pounds. 

The price offered by the lowest bidder this year is $4.18, or $1.15 more 
than the cost of the coal alongside the wharf. Allowing 20 cents for 
discharging from the boat to the wharf and 50 cents for carting, the dealer 
would have a margin of 43 cents a ton, from which the various other fixed 
charges previously mentioned would have to be deducted before the 
actual profit could be ascertained. From all the evidence in the possession 
of the commission it seems fair to assume that these fixed charges would 
reduce the dealer’s profit to not exceeding 20 cents per ton. This is more 
than any dealer consulted by the commission has admitted could possibly 
be made on the bituminous coal under the proposed contract. Assuming, 
however, that 20 cents a ton may be made, the commission believes it is 
not an unreasonable profit. 

_ The commission has not been able in the limited time at its disposal to 
make an exhaustive investigation of the cost of handling the various kinds 
of coal required by the pending contract, but the investigation seems to 
the commission to have been as thorough as the circumstances of the pres- 
ent case require. In arriving at the conclusion that the prices offered 
by the lowest bidder for the coal in question are reasonable, the commis- 
sion has made estimates of the cost far below the estimates submitted by 
the coal dealers. If the coal dealers’ estimates of the cost of handling the 
coal were taken, the profits of the contract would appear to be little or 
nothing. The various estimates of the average cost of handling hard 
and soft coal ranged from $1.25 to $1.42 a ton. If the lowest estimate is 
taken the actual cost to the lowest bidder and the profits and losses will 
be as shown in the fallowing table:

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As the quantities of furnace and bituminous coal, respectively, are 
3,000 and 2,500 tons, and the losses 5 and 10 cents, the total dealer’s loss 
on these two kinds of coal would be $400; as the quantities of egg and stove 
aggregate 5,250 tons, and the gain 32 cents a ton, the profit on these two 
kinds of coal is $1,680; and the net profit to the dealer is $1,280, or about 
2.16 per cent on the total amount ($59,177.50) involved in the contract. 

Even though this profit were doubled it would not seem to the Finance 
Commission to be an unreasonable one. Moreover, it should be noted 
that there will be an advance of 10 cents a ton on egg and stove coal in 
the months beginning the first of May and ending the first of September. 
If the lowest bidder, for any reason, should be obliged to buy during the 
summer months a portion of the coal required by the city, he would have 
to pay above the May 1 price and his profit upon the whole quantity of 
coal required would therefore be correspondingly reduced. 

On all the evidence the commission believes it is justified in advising 
your Honor to sign immediately the contract with the lowest bidder rather 
than to take the risk of advertising for new bids. As already stated, 
the probabilities are that coal will advance rather than decrease in price 
during the summer months, and there would seem to be a greater risk in 
advertising for new bids than in signing the contract already awarded by 
the Superintendent of Supplies. ;

Dear Srr,— Mr. Leahy told me that you wished to have the facts in 
regard to the proposal for furnishing. inverted gas incandescent mantle 
lamps and the bid of Ehrich & Graetz for the same. 

In reply I would state that on September 16 of this year the Supply 
Department of the city invited proposals for furnishing approximately 
11,000 inverted gas mantle lamps. The advertisement said that bidders 
must state the price for furnishing each lamp complete. This advertise- 
ment calls for bids for furnishing lamps to the city at a stated price. 
Ste bidders followed the advertisement. Ehrich & Graetz’s bid is as 

ollows: 


Type of lamp: Single burner inverted incandescent mantle gas lamp, 
“Graetzinn,” 120 candle power; four dollars and sixty cents ($4.60) for 
delivery f. 0. b. dock Boston, duty not paid. 


This in my opinion was not a proper bid under the advertisements 
because it was not a bid for furnishing lamps to the City of Boston at a 
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stated price, but was a bid for what the city could have the lamps on the 
dock, the city to pay the duty. As the duties on these lamps are ad 
valorem what would have to be paid by the city for duties and for cart- 
age from the dock would be a mere matter of estimate. 

I was told these facts by Mr. Rourke and Mr. Mullen and that the 
bidders for the American lamps claimed that this was not a bid, that 
the Ehrich & Graetz proposal was not a bid under the advertisement, 
and that one of their bids was the lowest. I advised Mr. Rourke that the 
bid did not comply with the advertisement because it did not state a 
price for which they would deliver the lamps to the city, and being told 
by Mr. Rourke that the German lamp was the best lamp and probably 
the ence lamp I advised Mr. Rourke and Mr. Mullen to rejeet all 
the bids. 

I then told Commissioner Rourke that there were two courses open to 
him. One was to advertise the contract anew, the other to proceed 
under the statute and ask your consent to let the contract to Ehrich & 
Graetz for the price they now bid delivered, without advertising. 

I was summoned before the Finance Commission Saturday and was 
informed by them that they had had Messrs. Mullen and Rourke and the 
different bidders before them. They inquired of me as to what advice 
I had given Mr. Rourke and I told them. I suppose the letter they sent 
you about the result of their interviews with the different city officials. 
It is not plain, but I suppose they intended to advise that Mr. Rourke 
should proceed under the statute, section 30 of 486, Acts of 1909, write 
a letter setting forth the facts in this case and ask permission to let this 
contract to Ehrich & Graetz for $6.25 a lamp, which price they now say 
is equivalent to $4.60 on the dock, the city to pay the duty.

Hon. Joun F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of Boston: 


Dear Srr,— In answer to your inquiry as to what effect the condi- 
tions in the bituminous coal mining regions are likely to have upon the 
abundance and scarcity of coal in this city and the scale of prices, I would 
say in reply that most of the newspaper talk is based upon conditions in 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and Illinois. We use no Pennsylvania bituminous 
coal whatever, nearly all the coal used by the city for the last four (4) 
years coming from the Pocahontas and New River regions. If we were 
obliged to go into the market at the present time the increased rates of 
freight, added to the short stocks held by most of the companies, would 
of necessity entail the paying of much higher prices. There is, however, 
plenty of coal at the shipping points, which is held for one reason only, 
— that of weather, and this would mean higher rates for freight. 

The present condition of the bituminous market is much higher than 
it was three (3) months ago. Some operators have been forced to sus- 
pend business on account of the low prices received during the year. 

The City of Boston made a particularly advantageous contract for 
1911-12, with the New England Coal and Coke Company, as per following 
prices:

We burn eighty-five (85) tons per week at Long Island; we have a 
ten (10) weeks’ supply in bins and 2,100 tons due on contract.

Deer Island burns on an average about eighteen (18) tons per day;

In accordance with a decree of the Supreme Judicial Court for the 
Commonwealth, rendered November 25, 1903, the following persons 
constitute a Board of Managers of the Franklin Fund: The rector of 
Christ Church in Boston and the ministers of the First Church in Boston 
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and the First United Presbyterian Church, together with the Mayor of 
the City of Boston and the following seven persons — Richard Olney, 
William Endicott, Nathan Matthews, Charles T. Gallagher, James J. 
Storrow, John A. Sullivan and George F. Swain. 

The Board of Managers chose the City Treasurer as treasurer of the 
fund, and it is now in his custody. 

The Franklin Foundation was incorporated June 1, 1908, under author- 
ity of chapter 569, Acts of 1908, with powers and duties therein specified. 

The fund consists of two parts, the first and larger part being immedi- 
ately available, to be expended by the Board of Managers, in accordance 
with the wishes of Franklin as expressed in his will, while the other part 
is to be kept invested and is to accumulate until the year 1994 when it 
is to be divided between the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the 
City of Boston.

The Police Commissioner expends 
the income thereof, and the amount appropriated for pensions of police, 
for the payment of pensions of members of the police force who have been 
placed on the pension roli, and, with the approval of the Mayor, for the 
relief of persons who have received an honorable discharge from the police 
force by reason of sickness, age or other disability, and who are, in con- 
sequence thereof, in necessitous circumstances; and also for the relief of 
the widows and orphans, in necessitous circumstances, of police officers 
who have died while in the service of the city or from the effects of 
injuries received in the execution of their duty. No additions have been 
made to this fund since 1890.

PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT FUND. 


This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
237 of the Acts of 1900. 

The fund is for the purpose of providing annuities to teachers who 
have retired from the service of the City of Boston after having taught 
a certain length of time in the day schools of the city, and who have con- 
tributed a certain sum to the fund. 

Eighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the passage 
of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other teachers as have 
voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of the act. 
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On January 31, 1912, two thousand five hundred and twenty-six were 
contributing to the fund at the rate of $18 per year. 
On January 31, 1912, two hundred and twenty-five retired teachers 
were receiving annuities of $15 per month, each having contributed $540 


to the fund.

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PERMANENT SCHOOL PENSION FUND. 


This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
589 of Acts of 1908 and amendments. Under these acts the School Com- 
mittee appropriate five cents upon each one thousand dollars of the 
valuation of the city for the payment of pensions to such members of the 
teaching or supervising staff as they may by majority vote retire because 
mentally or physically incapacitated. They shall from time to time pay 
to the treasurer of the Permanent School Pension Fund such portions of 
proceeds of said five cents on each one thousand dollars of the valuation 
as in their opinion will not be needed for the purpose of paying pensions to 
teachers during the year.

The present incumbent, Charles B. Woolley, was 
appointed to the office of Sealer of Weights and Measures 
in May, 1908. 

The force of the department consists of one sealer, 
ten deputies, one clerk and one skilled laborer. 

The headquarters of the department is temporarily 
located on the third floor of the building numbered 
100 Summer street, and from a sanitary standpoint it 
is a vast improvement over quarters previously occu- 
pied. The situation, however, of such an important 
office, handling during the year,-as an analysis of work 
performed will show, so many large and heavy weighing 
devices, so distant from the ground floor is a serious 
mistake, and it is hoped that in considering the future 
welfare of this department, so far as the new annex to 
City Hall is concerned, that it will be provided’ with 
quarters into which these devices may be brought with 
as little difficulty as possible. 

Chapter 62, sections 21 and 22, of the Revised Laws, as 
amended: 


Section 21. Sealers of weights and measures shall annually give 
public notice by advertisement, or by posting, in one or more public 
places in their respective cities ‘and towns, notices to all inhabitants or 
persons having usual places of business therein who use weights, measures 
or balances for the purpose of selling goods, wares, merchandise or other 
commodities or for public weighing, to bring their weights, measures and 
balances to be adjusted and sealed. Such sealers shall attend in one or 
more convenient places, and shall adjust, seal and record all weights, 
measures and balances so brought in. 

Secr. 22. After giving said notice, said sealers shall go to the houses, 
stores, shops or vehicles of persons who neglect to comply therewith,

and shall adjust and seal their weights, measures and Balances) Any per- 
son who shall neglect or refuse to exhibit his weights, measures or balances, 
used for the purpose of weighing or measuring, to a sealer or deputy sealer, 
or whoever hinders, obstructs or in any way interferes with a sealer or 
deputy sealer in the performance of his duty shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than fifty dollars. 


The duties imposed by law, as can be seen from the 
foregoing sections, include the supervision of all weights 
and measures used by merchants in the sale of various 
articles in the City of Boston to the end that a conform- 
ity to the standards adopted by the state shall be rigidly 
maintained. 

In addition to the testing and sealing of all weights 
and measures used by merchants, the sale of various 
articles comes within the scope of work performed by 
a sealer, and it is in this particular line of duty that a 
sealer, if he is efficient, can best afford the purchasing 
public and the honest merchant alike that protection 
the law demands. 

During the past year this department has been more 
active than ever in this respect and it feels that the 
results obtained warrant the assertion that it is now 
on a more efficient basis than ever before. | 

The rapid growth in population and the increase in 
the number of places of business, together with the 
addition of the town of Hyde Park to the City of Boston, 
will this year materially increase the work to be per- 
formed and of necessity require for the proper perform- 
ance of the department’s duties a substantial increase 
in the appropriation. An extra horse and team and an 
auto truck are an imperative necessity to the proper 
performance of this work. 

Realizing the great importance of a proper and sys- 
tematic line of inspection, I have endeavored to devote 
the time of two of my deputies to this line of work, and 
from results obtained I feel satisfied that the time 
expended has proved of immeasurable benefit. 

Since February, 1911, this department has made 
6,240 inspections covering the sale of various commodi- 
ties and devices temporarily condemned. The result 
of these inspections has been the prosecution of ninety- 
nine violators of the law. The fines amounted to $745. 

As the total number of inspections last year was 
.3,897 and the fines amounted to $520, no claim can 
justifiably be made that the department is not prosecut- 
ing a zealous campaign’in the cause of protecting the 
public against unscrupulous dealers. 
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In the sale of coal a wide opportunity for fraud is 
afforded, and during the past year this department has 
tried hard to prevent this meanest of offences from 
being perpetrated in short-weighing this much used 
commodity. Unfortunately the licensing of dealers 
in coal comes under the state control and no attempt 
has ever been made by the licensing authorities to 
rigidly enforce the laws in this regard. As a conse- 
quence hundreds of vehicles are employed in the sale 
of this commodity which are not marked as the law 
requires. 

If we had an ordinance created which would compel 
all dealers in coal to register their names with the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures the department would 
be able to bring about better conditions. 


(ACTS OF 1910, CHAPTER 219.) 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE SALE OF COAL, COKE AND CHARCOAL. 


Section 88. Whoever sells coke, charcoal or coal by weight shall 
without cost to the purchaser cause the goods to be weighed by a sworn 
weigher of the city or town in which they are weighed, and shall cause 
a certificate stating the name and place of business of the seller, and 
either the identifying number, of which a permanent record shall be 
kept, or the name of the person taking charge of the goods after the weigh- 
ing, as given to the weigher on his request, the tare weight, and the quantity 
of the goods, to be signed by the weigher. Such certificate shall be given 
to said person and shall by him be given only to the owner of the goods 
or his agent when he unloads the same; and every such person, owner or 
agent shall, on request and without charge therefor, permit any sealer 
of weights and measures of any city or town to examine the certificate 
and to make a copy thereof. 

Srecr. 89. A sealer of weights and measures of a city or town in which 
any quantity of coke, charcoal or coal for delivery is found may, in his 
discretion, direct the person in charge of the goods to convey the same 
without delay or charge to scales designated by such sealer, who shall 
there determine the quantity of the goods, and, if they are not in baskets 
or bags, shall determine their weight with the tare weight, and shall 
direct said person to return to such scales forthwith after unloading the 
goods; and upon such return the sealer shall determine the tare weight. 
The scales designated by the sealer as aforesaid may be the public scales 
of the city or town or any other scales therein which have been duly 
tested and sealed, and shall be such scales as are in his judgment the 
most convenient of those available. 


The work necessary to the proper enforcement of this 
section can be more thoroughly understood when it is 
remembered that approximately 3,000,000 tons of coal 
are annually received and distributed in this city. 
The carrying out of the provisions of this section con- 
sumes a great deal of time. In some instances a single 
reweighing of coal occupies from three to five hours. 
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Notwithstanding the time required and the multiplicity 
of duties imposed on the department in other lines of 
work, the sealer last year made 437 coal reweighings, 
in quantities from three tons and above, the outcome of 
which has resulted in twenty-two prosecutions. This 
number of prosecutions does not give a clear conception 
of the value of this important work. The activity 
displayed by the department and the knowledge which 
offending coal dealers possess that this department is 
pursuing an active warfare on this phase of crime has 
a most salutary influence and acts as a deterrent in the 
practice of fraud. The savings to the coal purchasing 
public made by this department in preventing deception 
in the sale of this commodity alone, I feel justified in 
asserting, will amount to a sum sufficient to maintain 
the department. 

As in the sale of coal, so also in other fields of inspec- 
tion the department has shown no cessation of activity, 
no less than 6,240 inspections having been made, includ- 
ing the sale of all articles of commerce so much in demand 
and essential for the life and well-being of the public. 

In the performance of this inspection work the 
deputies visit the stores of the merchants doing business 
in this city, and, without disclosing their identity, make 
purchases to ascertain that commodities are of the 
required weight or measure. The institution of this 
form of procedure has been gratifying in its results, 
and has eliminated almost entirely the practice of petty 
frauds. 

Under existing law all work performed in the office of 
the department is done gratuitously. For outside work 
the law provides a moderate fee, which, in my opinion, 
is inadequate and not commensurate for time consumed 
and expert services rendered. 

The introduction of legislation to bring about the 
abolition of the fee system in my opinion is a grave 
mistake and does not represent the sentiment of a 
majority of merchants using devices that come under 
the supervision of the Weights and Measures Depart- 
ment. Acting upon this belief I appeared before a 
committee of the Legislature that had this subject under 
consideration and strenuously opposed its passage. 

The activity which this department has displayed in 
an attempt to enforce the law relative to the sale of 
sweet and white potatoes in barrels conformable to 
Massachusetts law has resulted in much good, although 
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its efforts have been nullified to a degree by the decision 
of the Supreme Court, relative to Inter-state Commerce, 
in which the right to ship barrels of potatoes into this 
state which are of a weight below the Massachusetts 
standard is maintained. The effect of this agitation 
has already resulted in a disposition on the part of 
Southern shippers to send to the Boston market barrels 
of a weight which will accord with Massachusetts law.

Unfortunately the laws of the different states relating 
to weights and measures are not uniform. As a result 
the department’s efforts to enforce a law which prevails 
here and not in the state from which the commodity is 
shipped results in much misunderstanding, annoyance, 
ang often injustice, to the victim of these conflicting 
aws. 

The remedy for this evil is national legislation 
which will insure a net weight and uniform package 
throughout the country. I therefore desire to emphati- 
cally place myself on record as favoring such legislation. 

Within the past six months the department has 
carried on a campaign of education relative to the. 
purchase of scales, to the end that the final elimination 
of cheap and inaccurately constructed devices for 
weighing shall be effected, and that a realization of the 
importance and even necessity of using scales con- 
structed of material that will warrant the greatest 
degree of accuracy be recognized. As a result of this 
campaign over 300 cheap scales have been surrendered 
to this department. They are now on exhibition in

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this office. In all these cases scales of a higher type of 
accuracy have replaced those of inferior construction. 

As head of the Weights and Measures Department, 
which I am convinced is one of the most important 
departments which the municipality has created, when 
the possibilities of its great service to the whole com- 
munity are considered, I feel confident that the work of 
this department in the cause of honest weights and 
measures was never so efficiently and loyally performed 
as at the present time. ‘The personnel of the sealer’s 
office is now made up of men who vie with each other 
in the effort to make this department a credit to the 
city.

Sir,— I herewith submit report aes the appro- 
priation and expenditures of the Wire Department and 
the work performed from February 1, 1911, to January 
31, 1912, inclusive. 

The underground district for 1912 has been prescribed 
as provided for in chapter 364 of the Acts of 1911, the 
main streets prescribed being Washington street, Dor- 
chester, from Blue Hill avenue to the southerly side of 
Ashmont street; Commonwealth avenue from north- 
westerly line of Beacon street to easterly line of Babcock 
street; and the side streets being East Dedham street 
from Washington street to Albany street, Warren 
avenue from. Berkeley street to Columbus avenue, Mt. 
Vernon street from Dorchester avenue to Boston street, 
Granby street from Commonwealth avenue to Charles 
river; Centre street, Dorchester, from Washington 
street to Centre avenue; Centre avenue, Dorchester, - 
from Dorchester avenue to Centre street; Savin Hill 
avenue, Dorchester, from Dorchester avenue to New 
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York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad; Ashmont street 
from Washington street to east side of Alban street. 

While more attention has been given to old installa- 
tions during the year than for a number of years past, 
and while it is the intention to give even more attention 
to such installations during the year 1912, providing 
the pressure of new work is not too great, the time is 
not far distant, if it is not here now, when a sufficient 
number of interior wiring inspectors should be added 
to the present, force to permit of a reinspection of all 
existing old installations. 

Exclusive of the increase of electrical output in this 
city due to the annexation of Hyde Park, the increases 
shown as a result of additions to the systems of the 
public service corporations are very material, they being 
as follows: 9,605 horse power in boilers, 64,735 horse 
power in engines, 85,475 incandescent lights, 841 are 
lamps, and 2,152 motors with a horse power of 21,711. 

The insurance losses during the year from fires found 
by this department to be due to electrical causes have 
been small, as, exclusive of one fire causing an insurance 
loss of $10,422.34, which we attributed to electrical 
causes but which could not be proven, insurance losses 
amounted to but $759.95, and including the fire referred 
to in connection with. which a reasonable doubt exists 
as to its cause, insurance losses were but $11,182.29. | 

The work of all divisions of the department shows a 
material increase over that of previous years. There 
was a larger amount of underground electrical construc- 
tion during the year than during any previous year in 
the city’s history, and the amount was more than two 
and a half times that of any year during the past ten 
years. The work of installing interior wiring and elec- 
trical apparatus also shows a material increase, there 
having been 1,779 more notices of new wiring received 
and an increase of 2,531 inspections made over that of 
the previous year. 

The work of the department has been greatly aided 
by the cooperation of the corporations, contractors, 
architects and others by their methods of transacting 
business with the department.

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EXTERIOR DIVISION. 


The prescribed underground district for the year 
1911 comprised that portion of Dorchester avenue 
between Romsey street and Peabody square, a total 
distance, approximately, of eleven thousand three hun- 
dred sixty (11,360) feet, exceeding by eight hundred 
(S00) feet the two miles authorized by chapter 347 of 
the Acts of 1908. On this avenue, between Romsey 
street and Faulkner street, there stood two lines of 
poles, one’ on each side of the avenue. From Faulkner 
street to Peabody square there stood one line of poles 
on the east side of the avenue. 

These poles, one hundred fifty-three (153) in number, 
were owned by the following companies: Ninety-six (96) 
by the New England Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, forty-eight (48) by the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, seven (7) by the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company, and two (2) by the 
Postal Telegraph Cable Company, not including the 
iron trolley poles of the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany, which are exempt. 

Attached to these poles there were, approximately, 
six hundred eighty-three thousand two hundred eighty 
(683,280) feet, or about one hundred twenty-nine (129) 
miles, of overhead wires, not including the trolley or 
span wires of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
which are exempt. 

These overhead wires, which were to be removed and 
replaced by underground construction, were owned by 
the following companies: New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company, Edison Electric Nluminating Company, 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, Fire Alarm Branch 
(Boston Fire Department), Police Signal Service (Boston 
Police Department), and the Postal Telegraph Cable 
Company. 

In order to provide distribution facilities from the 
underground conduits of the 1911 district there have 
been granted seventeen (17) terminal pole locations, as 
provided for in chapter 347, Acts of 1908. Of these, 
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‘fifteen (15) were te to the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company and two (2) to the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company in the following loca- 
tions: New England Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, Linden street, Kimball street, Lincoln street, 
Parkman street, King street, Shepton street, Edwin 
street, Templeton street and Dracut street, east from 
Dorchester avenue, and Greenmount, Hecla, Lyon, 
Linden, Leedsville and Ellet streets, west from Dorches- 
ter avenue; Edison Electric Illuminating Company, 
Dix street and Freeport street, east from Dorchester 
avenue. | 

In addition to the above terminal pole locations four 
(4) were granted to the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company in underground districts previously 
prescribed as follows: Newman street, Old Harbor 
street, East Ninth street and West Sixth street, all near 
Dorchester street. 

In the case of other petitions for terminal pole loca- 
tions, hearings were given as required by law, and the 
petitioners given leave to withdraw, as it was not con- 
sidered necessary or advisable to grant same. In the 
selection of new pole locations, our engineers have 
accompanied the engineers of the various companies for 
the purpose of considering such locations. Sketches are 
made of the proposed locations, which are kept on file 
in this office for comparison with plan filed later when 
application is made to the Board of Street Commis- 
sioners for permission to set the poles. | 

During the year 1911 new legislation was enacted, the 
carrying out of the provisions of which will be of material 
advantage to our citizens by the increase in the amount 
of streets freed from unsightly poles and wires, by the 
limiting of potential of electric currents that may be 
legally transmitted by means of overhead wires in this 
city, and by the provision that requires the discontinu- 
ing of the present extra high potential A. C. currents in 
so far as transmitting same by overhead conductors is 
concerned. These A. C. circuits, which carry current 
at a potential of between 13,000 and 14,000 volts at the 
present time, run overhead through approximately ten 
miles of streets within the city limits. 

Chapter 371 of the Acts of 1911 provides that after 
the thirtieth day of June, 1913, no wires for the trans- 
mission of electricity at more than 5,000 volts alternat- 
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ing, or 10,000 volts direct, shall be placed, maintained 
or operated in the City of Boston, except underground. 

From the year 1900 to the present year the amount of 
streets that the commissioner might legally prescribe 
for the placing of wires underground has been limited to 
two miles of streets per year, but under the provisions of 
chapter 364 of the Acts of 1911 he is now authorized to 
prescribe five miles of streets per year, three of which 
are to be main streets, avenues or highways or parts 
thereof, while two miles are to be side streets, avenues 
or highways or parts thereof, it being meant by ‘‘main 
streets, avenues or highways”’ streets, avenues or high- 
ways upon which main or trunk lines of poles, wires, 
cables and conductors are located; and by ‘“‘side streets, 
avenues or highways’’ are meant streets which cross 
or run into such ‘‘main streets, avenues or highways” 
and upon which main or trunk lines of poles, wires, 
cables and conductors are not located. The amount of 
any one side street which may be prescribed in any one 
year is limited to one-half mile. 

In addition to the poles set on the public streets and 
avenues, as shown in the table printed elsewhere, a large 
number of poles have been set in private or unaccepted 
streets and in the rear of building lots, which poles 
were also inspected by this department, and a record 
made of same. 

The very important work of inspecting and testing of 
poles on the public streets of the city, in order to ascer- 
tain their condition, has been continued during the 
year. Poles found to be in process of decay are reported 
to the companies owning same, and where conditions 
‘ warrant it poles are condemned and replaced by new. 

A survey has been made of all the poles and overhead 
wires in the streets prescribed as the underground 
district of 1912, and plans have been prepared showing 
poles and wires which are to be removed the coming 
year. 

In addition to the regular inspection work a resurvey 
is being made of all the poles carrying overhead wires in 
the streets of the City of Boston other than the iron 
trolley poles of the street railway companies. ‘These 
pole locations will be plotted in our street atlases with 
the owner’s name and Wire Department number for 
purpose of identification. A pole and wire survey of the 
new Hyde Park district (Ward 26) is also being made.

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INTERIOR DIVISION. 


During the year the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company have made a number of additions to and 
changes in their system, the principal of which are as 
follows: 

At the L street station a new 15,000 kilowatt Curtiss 
turbine was added to the system. This turbine gener- 
ates at 6,900 volts, the current then being stepped up 
through auto transformers to 13,800 volts for connection 
to the high tension buses. 

Another turbine of similar capacity is to be installed 
during the year 1912. 

Building occupied by the seventh station, Scotia 
street, has been materially enlarged, and a new 1,000 
kilowatt three-wire motor generator installed. In this 
station there has also been installed eight 75-light recti- 
fiers for use in connection with the city street lighting 
service. During the year the heavy street lighting 
circuits in the entire district in and about Scotia street 
station have been split up, circuits in this section of the 
~ city now having approximately only 60 lamps each. 

At the second station, Hawkins street, a new 1,000 
kilowatt three-wire motor generator set has been 
installed. 

At the twelfth station, Chatham street, a new 1,000 
kilowatt three-wire motor generator set has been 
installed. 

At the thirty-seventh station, Jordan Marsh Com- 
pany Building, one 1,000 kilowatt three-wire motor 
generator and one 1,000 kilowatt two-wire motor gen- 
erator have been installed. 

At the fifth station, West Canton street, one 500 
kilowatt two-wire motor generator has been installed. 

During the year new transmission lines have been 
installed as follows: 

A 18,800 volt line, capacity of 5,000 kilowatts, to the 
ninth station, Zeigler street and Harrison avenue. 

A 13,800 volt line, capacity of 5,000 kilowatts, to the 
thirty-sixth station, ‘Allston. 

New 6,900 volt transmission lines to the second, 
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eleventh, twelfth and thirty-second stations, capacity 
of each line being 2,500 kilowatts. | 

There was also installed during the year a complete 
new conduit system from the L street station to Albany 
and Washington streets via Southampton street, same 
being outside of prescribed underground districts. 
These conduits were installed for the purpose of affording 
a new transmission route in order to insure the system 
in case of troubles in connection with the existing routes 
via Dover and Congress streets, where underground 
crossings are necessary at drawbridges. 

During the year the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany have started operating their new South Boston 
alternating current central power station, there being 
in operation at present two 15,000 kilowatt turbo 
units, generating A. C. current at 13,200 volts, 25 cycles, 
additional apparatus to be installed as occasion requires. 
For use in connection with this station underground 
trunk line conduits and cables have been installed in- 
various sections of the city and suburbs, the sub- 
stations at present connected with same being as fol- 
lows: Egleston square, 5,000 kilowatts; Roslindale, 
2,000 kilowatts; Coolidge’s Corner, 4,000 kilowatts; 
Kendall square, 4,000 kilowatts; and East Boston, 
2,000 kilowatts. The sub-station at Malden, 4,000 
kilowatts, is about ready to be connected to the system. 
At the present time this company has eleven stations 
and sub-stations in the City of Boston, three of which 
(steam station in Kast Boston, steam station in Allston, 
and sub-station at Lotus place) are not in operation 
but are held in reserve. 

The provisions of chapter 450 of the Acts of 1904 
relating to the inspection of theaters and halls have been 
complied with and inspections to the number of 2,200 
have been made during the year. ‘This is exclusive of 
the weekly inspection made of the electrical outfits 
of the traveling theatrical companies and shows which 
are at the time fulfilling engagements at the places of 
amusement. 

More attention has been given to the inspection of 
old installations than for a number of years past, and 
it is hoped that even more attention may be given to 
such installations during the coming year, it being the 
intention, providing increase in new work does not 
prevent, to utilize the time of an additional inspector 
on this class of installation. 
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As may be seen by comparison of figures in tables 
given further on, there has been a large increase in the 
work for the past year, the number of notices of new 
interior wiring being 15,765, same being an increase of 
1,779 over the number received the year previous, the 
number of inspections made being 32,480, showing an 
increase of 2,531 ovey that of the previous year; the 
number of defects reported in connection with interior 
installations was, however, practically the same, the 
number reported during the past year being 1,424, 
while for the year previous 1,416 were reported, showing 
"a difference of but eight defects reported. 

As authorized by chapter 571 of the Acts of 1910 the 
charging of a fee for permits issued by this department 
for the turning of current on interior wiring for light, 
heat or power purposes was put into operation March 
1, 1911, a charge of fifty cents for each permit being 
made. The number of permits of this character which 
were issued for the eleven months ending February 
1, 1912, was 8,552. 

There were sixteen fires which started inside of build- 
ings, and one which started outside but burned through 
into the building, which after careful investigation were 
decided to have been due wholly or in part to electrical 
causes. Of these seventeen fires but one was serious, 
same entailing an insurance loss of $10,422.34. There 
were but six of the other fires which caused an insurance 
loss, said loss amounting to $759.95, making a total 
insurance loss of $11,182.29. 

The fire causing the greatest loss, namely, $10,422.34, 
started in a coal-hoisting tower, and while it could not 
be absolutely proven was probably due to sparks from 
defective contactors used in connection with motor of 
coal hoist igniting oily canvas which had been fastened 
over said contactors. ; 

Of the other fires causing insurance losses, one causing 
a loss of $300 was the short circuiting and burning off 
of a set of mains in molding in the basement of a house- 
furnishing store, as a result of the deterioration of 
insulation on wires, due to dampness; extent of fire 
very slight, loss being due mainly to smoke damage; 
one causing a loss of $225 was caused by workmen in 
the basement of a building, which was partially torn 
down, bringing an iron pipe into contact with live ter- 
minals of a service cutout, this pipe also being in contact 
with a gas pipe, as a result of which conditions gas pipe 
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had a hole melted in same and gas issuing from hole 
was ignited; one causing an insurance loss of $125 was 
due to a breakdown in insulation of lighting cables 
just above where they left underground standpipe which 
was attached to building, fire burning through to interior 
of building; one causing a loss of $54 was due to a new 
hanging shelf being installed, a portion of which came 
beneath location of a pendant lamp, which pendant was 
not removed, as it should have been, but was left lying 
on the new shelf; as soon as shelf was completed, occu- 
pants commenced to place chairs and upholstery goods, 
on same, pendant was injured and short circuit resulted, ' 
some loose hair being ignited by flash and sparks caused 
thereby; one causing a loss of $50 was due to a work- 
man in an upholstery shop attempting to repair a pen- 
dant socket, a short circuit resulting, flash of which 
ignited some cotton filling used in upholstery work; 
and one causing a loss of $5.95 was caused by a short 
circuit in wires back of canopy of a wall bracket. 

Fifteen accidents to persons have been reported on 
during the year, two of which were fatal. Of the fatal 
accidents, one was to a lineman who was on a pole at 
the time and was trying to free the wires from a broken 
branch of a tree which had fallen upon them, and the 
other fatal accident was to an operator in charge at 
the time of the sub-station where accident occurred, 
he inadvertently making contact with live switch on an 
extra high potential circuit. 

The thirteen accidents to persons which did not re- 
sult fatally were, with one exception, not serious. 
Eleven of the persons receiving injuries as a result of 
these accidents were employees of the companies in 
connection with whose wires or electrical apparatus 
accidents occurred; one was to a boy who climbed a | 
pole and took hold of a wire near where it was attached 
to insulator on crossarm, and one accident (slight) 
was due to a defective cable used in connection with a 
portable light in a basement.

FIRES AND MISCELLANEOUS TROUBLES DUE TO ELEC— 
TRICITY, FEBRUARY 1, 1911, To JANUARY 31, 1912. 


February 6, 1.50 p. m., No. 62 Washington street; 
Chemical 1 called on still alarm for slight fire on third 
floor of building; premises lighted by incandescent lamps. 
The day of fire a hanging platform or shelf was completed, 
pendant lamp which should have been removed when 
shelf was constructed being left in position with lamp 
resting on shelf; shelf was for storage purposes; chairs 
and other materials were thrown up on same; pendant 
cord where it entered lamp socket was injured, short 
circuit resulted and mass of loose hair ignited; insurance 
loss, $54. 

February 8, 9.30 a. m., No. 250 Dover street; a loose 
connection at binding post of low potential are lamp 
caused heating at connection, insulation of wire being 
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ignited thereby; insulation on about 18 inches of wire 
burned and overhead floor timber from which lamp was 
supported slightly smoked up; no other damage. 

February 24, 9.28 a. m., Box 51, No. 300 Congress 
street, fire occurred on coal hoisting tower No. 2; canvas 
had been fastened over some contactors used in connec- 
tion with operating motor of coal hoist.

October 24, 5.30 p. m., No. 2 Mall street, metal 
sheath face of office building was electrically charged; 
same found to be due to the roofing over of a passageway, 
roof being built around existing wires without wires 
being properly taken care of; deterioration of insula- 
tion of wires occurred as a result of dampness, current 
passed from same to metal on roof, thence to face of 
building. 

November 6, shortly after 7 p. m., manhole on Scotia 
street in front of the seventh station of the Edison

November 12, about 5.30 p. m., in front of No. 552 
Commercial street; during severe rainstorm, street are 
lamp pole broke off and fell. Insulation of cables 
where break occurred in pole was injured and burn-out 
occurred in same, burn-out traveling back into conduit 
in street; no other damage done.

Commercial street; trouble was burn-out in under- 
ground service cable entering basement of building, 
apparently due to someone attempting to cut cable 
off, presumably to sell for old junk.

December 16, Washington street, opposite Camden 
street; slight fire on elevated railway structure due to 
breakdown in third rail anchor insulator; slight damage; 
Fire Department called on still alarm. 

December 16, Federal street bridge; Engine 15 
called on still alarm’on account of slight fire due to 
breakdown in insulation of wire carrying current to 
operate electric motors used in connection with draw- 
bridge; breakdown due to effects of weather and water;

Several feet of the cable destroyed 
and pole burned and charred for about three or four 
feet on one side; otherwise no damage. 

December 22, Shawmut avenue, corner Hanson 
street; tree fire caused by wire of high potential street 
lighting are circuit coming in contact with limb of tree. 
Severe rainstorm in progress; beyond burning limb of 
tree practically off, no damage. 

December 23, corner Boylston and Tremont streets, 
about 4.25 p. m.; fire and explosion in manhole; no 
damage except to property of the company owning 
manhole. ; 

December 28, about 12.20 p. m., small limb of tree

Roxbury; wires burned off and fell; in falling, wires 
struck harness of horse driven by Alexander Dundas, 
No. 15 Clarendon park, horse running away and man 
being thrown from team; Dundas had his head cut and 
was somewhat shaken up. 

December 31, about 6.54 p. m., Adams street, oppo- 
site Granite street, Dorchester; tree fire caused by wire 
of high potential are street lighting circuit coming in 
contact with limb of tree, current grounding at point 
of contact, with consequent arcing and flashing; severe 
rainstorm in progress at the time; no damage except 
slight burning of tree and insulation of wire. 

January 1, 5:03 p. m., opposite No. 271 K street; 
tree fire caused by wire of series arc street lighting 
circuit being in contact with tree; Ladder 19 called on 
still alarm. 

January 4, No. 498 Washington street; water leak- 
ing through floor wet wires and molding containing 
same on ceiling below; a breakdown of insulation of 
wires occurred and arcing took place between the two 
wires, molding being charred and burned thereby for 
a distance of about 10 inches; Engine 26 notified on 
still alarm. 

January 9, about 9.40 p. m., Summer street and Estes 
place; a burn-out occurred in underground cables, 
followed by explosions in manholes in Summer street, 
opposite Gilbert place; electric conduits and service 
gas pipe were in contact and when burn-out occurred 
a hole about 6 inches in length was melted in gas pipe, 
permitting gas to escape into the electric conduits and 
manholes. | 

January 16, about 11.30 a. m., Clarendon street, 
corner Newbury street; burn-out in underground elec- 
tric mains, burn-out in electric service entering building, 
burn-outs in underground cables of the Fire Alarm 
Department and Police Signal Service, and an explosion 
in a manhole belonging to the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company; employees of the gas com- 
pany had been for some time hunting for a gas leak; 
at about 11.30 a. m., in driving bar for a test hole, bar 
was driven through underground electric main; further . 
up the street, a service from this main which ran into 
a building was in contact with a conduit containing 
fire alarm cable, which conduit and cable ran back into 
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manhole, from which manhole conduits containing 
cables of the Police Signal Service ran; when bar was 
driven through electric main, current passed to conduit, 
thence to house service, thence to fire alarm conduit 
and cables, to police cables in manhole; electric building 
service was burned out, a large hole was melted in fire 
alarm conduit and fire alarm cable burned off, two cables 
of the Police Signal Service were burned off, and gas 
in manhole was ignited, explosion resulting, lifting cover 
several inches, cover dropping back into position without 
further damage. 

January 30, 3.08 p. m., Box 21, No. 90 Sudbury 
street; water leak started during the previous night 
at top of building, and water ran down through build- 
ing; on first floor at ceiling outlet of combination gas 
and electric fixture, water caused breakdown in insula- 
tion of wires, and insulation of wires was ignited by short 
circuit caused thereby; a few inches of insulation burned, 
neighboring woodwork scorched, otherwise no damage 
except that necessarily caused in pulling down metal 
ceiling in vicinity of fixture outlet. | 

January 30, 4.13 p. m., No. 3 Green street; members 
of Fire Department called on still alarm; for lack of 
proper attention bearings on a one horse power motor 
ran dry and overheated, igniting grease and dirt on 
motor; more smoke than fire, and no damage except 
temporary disabling of motor. . 


ACCIDENTS TO PERSONS DUE TO ELECTRICITY. 


March 13, 6.20 a. m., James Brady, an employee of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company, while at work 
making joint on 1,000,000 C. M. cable, which was alive, 
strand of cable came in contact with elevated structure, 
resulting in short circuit, Brady receiving burns to left 
side of face; injuries not serious. 

May 14, Joseph McGarry, 15 years of age, and resid- 
ing at No. 19 Washington street, Brighton, climbed — 
pole No. 3758 W. D., in the rear of the Passionist 
Fathers’ new monastery on Washington street; while 
on pole one of his hands came in contact with primary 
wire of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, his 
other hand coming in contact with one of the other’ 
wires on pole, he receiving thereby, in addition to a 
severe shaking up, a bad burn to the little finger of 
the left hand and a bad burn to the right hand. 
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May 29, about 11.30 a. m., while Larry Davis of 
No. 15 Upton street was at work on new elevated struc- 
ture at Lowell and Willard streets he received a slight 
burn on right leg, and Patrick Rose, No. 207 Falcon 
street, East Boston, received slight shock, due to rail 
that was being moved making simultaneous contact 
with grounded structure and with a No. 6 feed wire, 
- short circuit resulting thereby. 

May 30, 4.33 p. m., thirty-seventh station of the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company, in sub-basement 
of the Jordan Marsh Building, Bedford street; William 
P. Brennan, operator in charge of the station, while 
painting in compartment of A. C. switch board came in 
contact with switch blade of one of the disconnective 
switches on 6,900 volt service entering station, and was 
killed. | 

June 2, E. I. McLaughlin, assistant engineman of 
Engine 17, while handling electric portable light in 
basement of engine house received a shock of electricity; 
insulation of cable was badly frayed where same entered 
handle of portable lamp, and McLaughlin’s hand 
came in contact with bare wire, he standing on wet 
basement floor at the time; circuit from which McLaugh- 
lin received shock was 113 volts potential. 

June 28, about 4.45 p. m., Henry N. Hewson, an 
employee of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
while attempting to take tackle off of span wire received 
a severe shock by making simultaneous contact with 
grounded trolley pole and span wire to which tackle 
was attached, span wire being alive as a result of defec- 
tive insulator where trolley wire was attached to span 
wire; Hewson received a slight burn to hand and 
injuries to hips as a result of fall from ladder due to 
shock. 

July 18, Robert A. Keating, a brush are dynamo 
tender (or operator) at the L street station of the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company, received severe 
burn to left hand between fore-finger and thumb, burning 
and scorching extending back to the wrist; also received 
slight blisters or burns to right hand, and received 
electric shock which rendered him unconscious for several 
minutes; he was starting 2,300 volt motor at the time, 
and he accidentally got his left hand in contact with 
live blade of switch, his right hand being in contact with 
wheel operating rheostat, the insulation of which broke 
down. 
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July 18, Patrick Brady, an employee of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, while at work on curve 
in trolley wire in front of car barn, Sullivan square, 
took a piece of wire and touching one end to a “‘pull- 
off’? wire which he thought was grounded and the other 
end on a live trolley wire, caused a short circuit, the 
‘“‘null-off’’ wire being grounded, the flash of which in- 
jured both eyes, but not seriously. 

July 24, about 2.10 p. m., Bernard McGinnity, a 
lineman in the employ of the Edison Electric [luminat- 
ing Company, while at work on pole on East Cottage 
street, corner Clifton street, made contact with high 
potential wire, receiving shocks and burns and falling 
to ground, a distance of about 18 feet; McGinnity was 
removed to the City Hospital; upon his arrival there 
he was found to be dead. 

September 2, at about 12.05 p. m., Edward Brewer, 
employed by the Edison Electric luminating Company, 
attempted to clean the horns of an electrolytic lightning 
arrester on their transmission circuit carrying approx- 
imately 13,000 volts, and received severe shocks, serious 
burns to both hands, scorching of arms and bad burn 
to left foot; accident occurred at the thirty-sixth 
station of the Edison Electric Iluminating Company, 
located on Commonwealth avenue. 

September 15, Martin Norton, an employee of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, while painting a 
pole on Bowdoin street, Dorchester, received a shock 
and a slight burn to third finger of his left hand as a 
result of bringing his paint brush and hand in contact 
with feeder cable. 

October 21, 9.35 a. m., third station of the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company, 516 Atlantic avenue, 
William A. Wright, a repairer, while removing brush 
from a motor which was in operation (so called 220 volt) 
received burns to the back of fingers of right hand as 
a result of brush which he was holding coming in con- 
tact with brush of opposite polarity. 

October 26, 11.25 a. m., twelfth station of the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company, Chatham street; H. C. 
Hamilton, an employee of the Edison Electric [lumi- 
nating Company, received slight burns to the thumb of 
right hand as a result of short circuit, caused by cable 
connection, one end of which was connected to a live 
switch, the other end of which he inadvertently permitted 
to come in contact with switch of opposite polarity. 

December 30, about 3.25 p. m., A. Hussey, a carpenter 
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in the employ of the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
at their Sullivan square yard, received burns of the 
second degree to right face and right forearm as a result 
of short circuit caused by hammer which he was using 
at the time making simultaneous contact with live 
third rail and grounded elevated structure.
